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ADDRESS. 


Gentlemen of the City Council: — 


The people of Boston have committed to our 
custody and care for the ensuing year all those 
manifold municipal interests on the wise guardian- 
ship and prudent administration whereof so much 
of their moral and material prosperity depends. 
Remembering that by far the heavier portion of 
the total burden of taxation is levied for the sup- 
port of the City Government, and that its authority 
more nearly touches the daily life of this great 
metropolis —now including within its corporate ju- 
risdiction one-fifth of the total population of the 
Commonwealth — than either the State or the Federal 
government, we cannot but feel that the confidence 
thus reposed in us carries with it responsibilities 
which require at our hands the most diligent, 
eareful, and constant attention. 

There is, happily, no need for me to emphasize 
these responsibilities. Coming directly from the 
people, and chosen at a period when the popular 
mood is unmistakably disposed to hold public 
servants to strict accountability in all their dealings 
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with the public business, we are not likely to forget 
that the powers delegated to us by our fellow- 
citizens must be used for the benefit of the whole 
city, with an eye single to the conservation of all 
her varied interests, and the growth and improye- 
ment of all her public institutions; to the end that 
we may transfer to our successors, unimpaired, that 
noble fabric of civic government which has made 
Boston, in many respects, the model municipality 
of this continent. In the heat necessarily engen- 
dered by our annual elections we sometimes hear 
a note of alarm raised, lest the government of the 
city should fall into reckless hands, and the polity 
which has made it a pattern for other communities 
suffer from violent and _ ill-considered change. 
With each recurring year this apprehension, it is 
gratifying to observe, grows fainter and less potent. 
In a time of great public blessings, when the mercies 
of Providence are beimg dispensed to us with a 
bountiful hand, let us not esteem it the least of 
them that we are citizens of a metropolis that has 
no “dangerous classes” of any considerable strength, 
and needs not, as do some of the cities of older 
civilizations, to lie down in terror and rise up in 
dread of its own inhabitants. 

The ballot-boxes of Boston are the registries, 
let us never forget, of the will of a community 
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in which intelligence is general, education com- 
mon and free, and culture widely diffused. In 
such a community it is impossible that there 
should ever be an aristocracy of virtue, or a 
monopoly of public spirit, so limited in numbers 
as to be outvoted by the vicious or sordid ele- 
ments of society. This is a tranquillizing reflec- 
tion, and should teach us to listen with untroubled 
ears to those civic pessimists who occasionally 
conjure up, for transient campaign purposes, the 
grim spectre of a Boston in which the majority 
of our fellow-citizens shall become incapable or 
unworthy longer to exercise the rights of free- 
men and perform the work of self-government. 
One of the ablest of the later chief magistrates 
of this city took occasion, just five years since, 
to discuss in his inaugural address this phase 
of our future as a municipality. He spoke then, 
as I speak now, after a city canvass of unwonted 
warmth, in which the same apprehensions to which 
I have alluded, touching the possible occupation 
of this Hall by a vicious body of elective officials, 
had been very freely and sharply, and by some, 
doubtless, sincerely, expressed. Speaking of the 
proposition that had then been mooted in some 
quarters, and which has recently been revived, of 


“attempting to raise the standard of municipal goy- 
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ernment by a limitation of the suffrage,” Mayor 
Pierce said from this desk, “Such legislation would 
be contrary to the traditions, the education, and 
the practice of our people.” I take pleasure in © 
emphasizing, under circumstances strongly analo- 
gous, that opmion of my distinguished predeces- 
sor. I am moved, indeed, to go farther, and 
assert my conviction that the finger-posts on the 
road of Reform all point the other way, and 
direct us to an enlargement, rather than a con- 
traction, of the suffrage, as the true remedy for 
the evils that now admittedly taint the character, 
by debasing the methods, of our annual elections. 
The strength of the social order, and of any 
government by which it is preserved, is like the 
strength of the pyramid, proportioned to the — 
breadth of its base. To every student of our 
electoral system it must be increasingly obyious » 
with each succeeding election, that the greatest 
evil that vitiates its purity and its honesty, and 
imperils its usefulness as a means to the end of 
good government, is the employment of money 
to secure the success of candidates, whether of 
one party or the other, In sums so large as to 
far exceed the limit of legitimate political expen- 
ditures. 
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THE POLL—-TAX QUALIFICATION. 


Nor is there any doubt that the restrictions 
“now imposed upon our municipal suffrage offer a 
ready and convenient means for this process of 
political debauchery, if they do not actually invite 
it. Section 57 of the City Charter, following the 
Constitution of the State, provides that every male 
citizen who, being otherwise qualified, “shall have 
_ paid by himself or his parent, master, or guardian, 
any State or county tax, which... shall have 
been assessed upon him in any town or district 
in this Commonwealth,” shall be entitled to vote 
at the municipal election; and that, unless by 
law exempted from taxation, no other person 
shall be so entitled. This is what is popularly 
known as the poll-tax qualification. In view of 
the twice-declared will of the people of this city 
I venture to recommend to you that the General 
Court be petitioned for the passage of an act so 
amending the Charter as to make manhood suf- 
frage the basis of our municipal government, free 
from all restrictions except such as are necessary to 
test the intelligence of the voter. This proposed 
reform is often loosely spoken of as a movement 
for the abolition of the poll-tax. I cannot accept 
such a definition of it. The propriety and justice 
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of the poll-tax, considered purely and simply as a 
demand upon every citizen to contribute to the 
support of the institutions in whose benefits he 
shares, have never, to my knowledge, been se- 
riously called in question. Assuredly I shall not 
question them. Equal burdens are the natural 
corollaries of equal rights, and I would not be 
understood for a moment to assail the poll-tax 
as a tax. It seems to me, on the contrary, to 
be an equitable impost, and one whose regular 
collection, by any and all proper and_ lawful 
means, legitimate for the collection of any other 
kind of tax or debt, would and should command 
the cheerful acquiescence of all good citizens. 
But there exists no. justification either of good 
morals or of wise policy for making’ the “right 
preservative of all rights,” the right to the ballot, 
dependent either upon the levying or the pay- 
ment of taxes. ‘’o do so is to establish in 
essence and in fact a property qualification for 
voting, and, as has been well said, revises and 
reverses the ancient rallying cry of the Revolution, 
so as to make it read, “No representation without 
taxation.” 

This is not the time or place for any extended 
argument touching the fundamental right of every 


citizen to cast one free, unintimidated, and untaxed 
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vote. We have to do with the great question of free 
or taxed suffrage only in so far as it touches our own 
municipal business; and if you agree with me that 
the poll-tax qualification opens the door to bribery 
and corruption, — and instead of purging the fran- 
chise, as it was intended to do, actually stimulates its 
prostitution by mercenary men, besides being in its 
essence an unjust and unjustifiable abridgment of 
the natural right of representation, — then, I trust, 
you will make the voice of the city on this subject 
heard in the Legislature in such manner as you may 
deem to be most practicable, pertinent, and potent. 


THE REGISTRATION LAWS. 


Closely connected with this topic are the laws 
governing the registration of voters, which, as they 
at present exist, throw serious impediments in the 
way of the exercise of the freeman’s right by large 
numbers of our fellow-citizens. We are all agreed, 
of course, that it is necessary to surround the ballot- 
box with proper and _ sufficient safeguards against 
fraud; but it would seem that this end could be 
obtained without imposing such conditions upon the 
suffrage as practically operate to disfranchise large 
numbers of voters. The process by which thousands 


of names of qualified voters are annually dropped 
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from the lists, only to be restored at a considerable 
and onerous sacrifice of time and effort on the part 
of the individuals thus excluded from the register, 
constitutes a genuine grievance, which bears with 
peculiar hardship upon a large number of the people 
of our city. The closing of the lists a full fortnight 
before the holding of our annual election also seems 
to me to be an unnecessary and unjust limitation of 
the rights of electors; and, in view of the fact that it 
is not generally imposed upon the voters’ of other 
cities and towns of the Commonwealth, I submit to 
you that it is a discrimination against the people of 
Boston which ought not longer to exist. I suggest 
to you the propriety, therefore, of making the modi- 
fication of the registration laws, also, the subject of 
action before the General Court. | 


ELECTIONS. 


Before leaving this domain of fundamental law 
I will venture to submit one further proposal to 
your consideration. By Chapter 140 of the Statutes 
of 1872, amending the original Charter in that re- 
spect, the day for holding our annual municipal 
election is fixed on the Tuesday after the second 
Monday of December. The complaint is made, 
and not without reason, that the frequent recurrence 
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of election days, and the almost incessant turmoil 
of the canvasses which precede them, too much 
distract and disturb the business of the country 
and deprive it of that condition of political quietude 
which is so necessary to its highest prosperity. 
I believe that an amendment of the statute to 
which I have referred, so as to direct the collection 
of the votes of our citizens for municipal and state 
_ officers on the same day, would be received with 
_ satisfaction both- by business men and working men, 
affording to both classes a welcome relief from the 
unnecessary burden of two exciting campaigns, one 
of which follows close upon the heels of the other. 
If this change could be effected the newly chosen 
Mayor would have the advantage of ample time 
in which to acquaint himself with the status of 
the: city’s business, and would not have, as at 
present, to offer to the City Council on this an- 
nual occasion such hurriedly formed views and 
rapidly digested information as a necessarily brief 
examination of the work of the departments qualifies 


him to present. 


THE OITY’S FINANCES. 


Leaving these and all other matters that touch the 
organic law of this municipality to your wise dis- 
cretion, I desire now to direct your attention to 
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the city’s financial affairs. The Auditor of Ac- 
counts has prepared a statement of them up to 
December 31, 1882, which, anticipating as _ it 
does his annual report, I think it proper to append — 


for the general information and as a matter of 


record.

THE DEMAND FOR ECONOMY. 


I doubt not that you fully share with me a 
realizing sense of the popular demand for a 
strictly economic administration of the city’s busi- 
ness in all its departments. The mandate of our 
constituents, on this point, is clear and emphatic. 
That eminent English essayist, Dr. Johnson, 
writing of individual economy, uses language 
which may be appropriately applied to a civic 
corporation, without the change of a syllable: 


“Frugality,” he says, “may be termed the daughter 


of prudence, the sister of temperance, and the | 


parent of liberty. He that is extravagant will 
quickly become poor, and poverty will enforce 


dependence and invite corruption.” It is a main 
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security of popular government — alike in nation, 
state, or city, where, as with us, it rests on the 
suffrages of an intelligent and well-informed elec- 
torate—that the great mass of voters entertain a 
profound and deep-rooted aversion to wasteful 
expenditures. ‘he few may be, and history teaches 
us that they often have been, tempted to promote 
large enterprises at the public expense, without a 
considerate calculation of the outlay involved ; but 
the many, conscious that the burdens of taxation 
always press, in the final analysis, most heavily 
upon their shoulders, are the natural enemies of 
extravagance and the steadfast friends of frugality. 
I would remind you that the aggregate of our 
annual appropriations for the past three years has 
steadily increased. ‘The appropriation bill, for 1880- 
81, was for $10,190,387 ; for the year 1881-82, it 
touched the still higher figure of $10,475,081; and 
for the current fiscal year of 1882-83 it foots up 
to the yet larger aggregate of $11,054,535. = It 
is imperative, therefore, that the appropriations 
for this year should be made with all due caution 
and circumspection, if a moderate rate of taxation 
is to be secured. Nor is it superfluous to remark 
that, whatever vagueness of responsibility for the 
appropriations and expenditures of previous years 
may have existed, there can and there will be no 
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doubt where, nor upon whom, the tax-payers will 
fasten the accountability for any waste of the pub- 
lic money during the year upon which we are now 
entering. You will not expect that I should be 
able, in the short time given to me to examine the 
business of the various departments, to indicate, at 
this time, with precision and in detail, where the 
work of retrenchment may be properly and legiti- 
mately begun. JI rely with confidence upon your 
sagacity and firmness in the scrutiny of all expendi- 
tures, as the occasions for making them shall arise, 
and you may certainly rely, in your turn, upon my 
loyal and hearty cooperation at all times for the 
purpose of redeeming our pledge to the people 
that all their municipal business shall be transacted 
with the same prudent economy with which we 


transact our own. 


FALSE AND TRUE ECONOMY. 


The reports of the several departments will be ~ 
presented to you in due course, and it will be 
your duty to scrutinize them carefully wherever 
an expenditure of the public money is proposed. 
Nevertheless, in the management of the affairs of — 
a great city, it is important that we distinguish 


between false and true economy. In one of his 
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famous “Letters to a Noble Lord,” Burke lays 
down these wise maxims: “Hxpense and great 
expense may be an essential part of true economy. 
Hconomy is a distributive virtue, and con- 
sists not in saving, but in selection. Parsimony 
requires no prudence, no sagacity, no powers of 
combination, no comparison, no judgment. Mere 
instinct, and that not an instinct of the noblest 
kind, may produce this false economy in perfection. 
The other economy has -larger views. It demands 
a discriminating judgment, and a firm, sagacious 
mind.” Gentlemen of the Council, it is not in the 
spirit of parsimony, but of that true economy which 
Burke thus admirably defined, that the people of 
Boston expect us to transact their business. 


THE COMMISSIONS. 


Since the adoption of the present City Charter it 
has been amended by a large number of special acts, 


which have had the effect to work a silent but 


marked transformation in the character of our mu- 
nicipal government. It has often been pointed out 
that the City Council exerts a far stronger control 
over the public purse-strings than the Mayor, al- 
though the people, partly from the force of a habit 


acquired in earlier days, and partly from their invari- 
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able tendency to seize upon some single and conspic- 
uous mark for their disapproval, and ignore those 
finer distinctions and nicer refinements of reasoning 
which are necessary to be made in correctly balancing 
the scales of justice, are still disposed to place to the 
credit of the executive for the time being the lion’s 
share of responsibility for any increase in the rate of 
taxation that may occur during his term. But, under 
the special statutes to which I have alluded, neither 
the Mayor by himself, nor the City Council by itself, 
nor both acting in concert, can any longer exercise 
that immediate and close supervision, or that direct 
and effective control, which they were formerly able 


to exercise over the great spending departments. 


The City Government of Boston is still in theory a’ 


government by elective officers, but in practice it has 
largely become a government by appointive officers. 
Most of our larger municipal departments are com- 
mitted to the keeping of Commissions. We have 
a Water Board, a Police Commission, a Fire 
Commission, a Park Commission, a Street Com- 
mission, a Board of Health, and several unpaid 
Commissions. ‘These bodies are the practical man- 
agers of the great bulk of our affairs, whatever 
may be the theoretic checks imposed upon them 
in the statutes by which they were created. In 
the main, and speaking broadly, they have been 
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composed thus far of capable and efficient officers, 
who have rendered to the city, in their several de- 
partments, faithful and valuable service. Neverthe- 
less it is open to serious question whether these 
Commissions, as at present organized, are either as 
efficient or economic administrators of the business 
committed to their charge as it is desirable they 
should be. The opinion widely prevails that some 
of them exercise a variety of incongruous powers, 
all of which ought not to be vested in the same 
body; while in their multiplicity, and the stereo- 
typed adherence, in every case, to the trinitarian 
basis of construction, it is very generally believed 
that there is employed a larger aggregate number 
of these officials, involving a correspondingly large 
addition to the salary list of the city, than is really 
necessary for the business-like conduct of the affairs 
thus divided, and needlessly subdivided, among them. 

It is not at all clear to me that it is wise or 
profitable to insist upon a City Commission, in every 
ease, consisting of three members. ‘There are 
objections, too, of considerable weight and force, 
to the joint jurisdiction now exercised by one Com- 
mission over the police and the license system; 
and it would be, in the judgment of many citizens, 
wise to place the supervision of these two distinct 


branches of our municipal business in the hands of 
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separate, distinct, and distinctly independent author- 
ities. I have not yet been able to give that mature 
consideration to this important subject, of the rela- 
tions of the City Government to its Commissions, 
which would enable me to make any definite and 
specific recommendation. I content myself, there- 
fore, for the present, with inviting your attention 
to the subject, in this general way, and suggesting 
to you an inquiry into the workings of the various 
Commissions, and the feasibility and desirability 
of consolidating and reorganizing them, and so 
revising their functions, and reducing their mem- 
bership, as to increase their effective working- 
powers, and at the same time decrease their cost 
to the tax-payers. Such an examination, I believe, 
would justify the application to the Legislature 
for a grant of authority to the City Council to 
reconstruct the Commissions, and distribute their 
powers, as in its judgment the public welfare may 
demand. 


WATER SUPPLY. 


There is one subject which seems to me to call 
for special attention and speedy action. I refer to the 
water supply. The Cochituate Water-Works have 
cost the city up to December 1, 1882, $17,109,825.84; 
the Mystic Water- Works, to same date, $1,638,556.16. 
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This is a large expenditure, considered positively, 
and comparatively considered as against the cost 
of like works in other cities, it is very large. The 
annual cost of the maintenance of these originally 
expensive works is also very high as compared 
with the same item in the accounts of other cities. 
This generous outlay of the public money has 
not been grudgingly made, and if its object, which 
was to obtain an abundant supply of pure water 
for the inhabitants of this great and rapidly grow- 
ing metropolis, were only secured, it is not likely 
that we should hear any serious complaints from 
the people. It appears, however, that the supply 
cannot be regarded as abundant, and there is, to 
say the least, grave doubts as to its purity. After 
so lavish an expenditure of money it is not agree- 
able to find that neither in the quantity nor the 
quality of our water do we enjoy that assured 
preéminence among American cities which such 
a liberal policy, both in the construction and 
maintenance of our water-works fairly encouraged 
us to expect. ‘The latest report of the Water 
Board emphasizes the need of still further enlarging 
the capacity of the works, to meet the growing 
demands of water-takers. It also calls attention 
to the alarming waste of water which is going 


on in the city, and to which no effective check 
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has yet been applied. The statistics of our daily 
consumption of water are indeed startling. They 
establish the fact that we are consuming an average 
of 92 gallons per day per capita. 

When it is stated that the average daily con- 
sumption per capita in Brooklyn is but 54 gallons; 
in Providence 36 gallons,—to take examples from 
among other American cities; while, among Hng- 
lish cities, London and Liverpool consume only 27 
gallons per day, per head of population, it needs 
no argument to show that a consumption of 92 
gallons per day in Boston must cover a very 
large percentage of sheer waste (estimated by 
competent judges at 50 per cent. of the total 
amount), to which it is our duty, as soon as possi- 
ble, to put a stop. Unless this exhaustingly waste- 
ful draft upon our present resources shall soon 
cease many years cannot elapse before new sources 
of supply must be sought, and new works under- 
taken, at a cost to the tax-payers that will be 
reckoned by millions. Still more serious and urgent 
are the complaints, that are now made with in- 
creasing frequency, of the impure condition of the 
water. During last summer it is notorious that 
immense quantities of drinking-water were brought 
into Boston, from suburban springs, and eagerly 


bought by thousands of citizens who were un- 
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willing to drink the water supplied to them by the 
city at such a heavy annual cost. These patent 
causes of the current dissatisfaction with our water 
supply are, in any aspect, of the first importance. 
Their removal is demanded, not only in the interest 
of economy, but in the still higher interest of the 
public health. In this view of it the matter is one 
that nearly touches not only the comfort and con- 
venience, but the very lives, of the people. All 
competent authorities are agreed that there is no 
more prolific source of peril to the public health 
than the use of impure drinking-water. On 
sanitary, as well as economic grounds, I feel it 
my duty, therefore, to earnestly urge upon you to 
adopt such action as in your wisdom may seem 
best calculated to secure to all the inhabitants of 
this city an ample supply of pure, wholesome, and 
healthful water, and to prevent its wasteful con- 
sumption. A Commission appointed by the last 
City Government, in September, 1882, is now ex- 
-amining this difficult and important subject, and 


its early report is awaited with eager interest. 


STREETS. 


In the past five years large amounts have been 


expended, and judiciously expended, in notable im- 
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_ provements of our public streets. Such improve- 
ments which directly increase the business facilities 
of the city should never be regarded from the 
stand-point of a narrow and short-sighted economy. 
Nevertheless, in view of the large expenditures 
involved in this class of improvements, I deem it 
my duty to urge upon you that the laying out of 
new streets during the coming year should only be 
undertaken where their public utility clearly calls for 
their construction. 

The amount expended upon streets during the 


past year is as follows: —

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The cost of this department for the past year was 
$438,191.08. 

The contracts with all the gas corporations and 
electric lighting companies expire during the year; 
and it is expected that contracts with the gas com- 
panies can be renewed at a reduced price, as 
such a reduction for private consumers has already 
been announced by several corporations, to take 
effect January 1, 1883. 
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There are 13,000 public street-lights, of various 
kinds, in the streets and ways of the city. The 
illumination of some of our most frequented streets 
by large gas-lights, or the electric light, meets with 
popular favor, and should be continued and judi- 
ciously increased. 

It is hoped that, with the expected reduction in the 
price of gas, any increase in the appropriation for the 


_ department the present year may be avoided. 


POLICE. 


The Police Department will ask you for a steam- 
launch, to patrol the twenty-two miles of wharves 
now inadequately protected by the harbor police in 
row-boats. ‘This seems to be a necessary increase 
of our police facilities. ‘The telephone and electric- 
signal system may also, I think, be applied with 
great advantage to the general efficiency of this 
department. ‘The Police Commissioners report that 
the policemen of Boston are in a state of excellent 
discipline, and that their service during the year 
has been faithful and efficient. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The protection of life and property from loss 


by fire is another important municipal concern. 
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The value of property destroyed by fire in the 
city, during the past eleven months, aggregates 
$625,000. I cordially indorse the recommendation 
of the Fire Commissioners, that some action 
should be taken to require manufacturers, who 
employ large numbers of workingmen and women 
in the upper stories of buildings, to provide 
adequate and ample means of escape in case 
of fire. An estimate, in which I have confidence, 
places the number of persons thus employed in 
our city at about 50,000. 

The lives of so large a number of persons should 
not be left, as in so many buildings at present, to the 
mercy of chance and good fortune; but their safety 
should, so far as human prevision and provision can 
effect it, be fully ensured. The report of the Fire 
Commissioners will, I understand, urge upon you 
the need of a larger and better lighted repair-shop, 
for which the land has been already set apart. 
This repair-shop, it is affirmed, has saved thousands 
of dollars to the tax-payers since its establishment; 
and if it shall appear to you that the investment 
proposed to be made, in building a newer and 
better one, would result in a still further saving of 
the public money in years to come, I doubt not 
that it will commend itself to your approval as a 
measure of true economy. 
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PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


The Board of Directors of Public Institutions 
will again urge upon you the necessity of con- 
structing extensions to the various buildings in 
which the poor of the city are housed and cared 
for. ‘Their proposition for a consolidation of the 
institutions in which we provide for these unfor- 
tunates will also, no doubt, be renewed, and this 
seems to me to be emphatically.a case in which 
true economy demands that the exigencies of the 
future shall have their due weight in determining 


your action. 


PARKS. 


Work on the Back Bay Park is steadily pro- 
gressing, and the land for the East Boston Park 
has been purchased. The Arnold Arboretum, and 
other lands in connection therewith, have also been 
taken, and a lease concluded with the President 
and Fellows of Harvard College, agreeable to the 
provisions of the special act for that purpose and 
the orders of the City Council in relation thereto. 
Appropriations will be asked to carry on this work. 
I trust that in making them you will not permit 
the tax-levy for the next fiscal year to be overbur- 
dened by an unduly large proportion of the total 
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outlay for our park system, which will require years 
to develop and complete. 

A Park System, in general outlines, is now 
established, and it is safe to say that it meets 
with a generous approval. The general manage- 
ment of the great work is in the hands of a 
Commission competent for the service, and the 
public may feel assured that the several parts 
of the system will receive impartial attention. 
It is well known that the service of the Com- 
mission is gratuitous, and it ought to be equally 
well known that it is highly appreciated. 


THE NEW SEWERAGE SYSTEM. 


The city is to be congratulated on the ap- 
proaching completion of the New and Improved 
System of Sewerage. Speaking generally it may- 
be said that the whole system will be sufficiently 
advanced during the coming year to be made 
available for removing the most noticeable causes 
of nuisance in our present sewerage system. 
There will then remain to be built extensions of 
the intercepting sewers, to take the sewage from 
the north end of the city proper and the east- 
erly portions of South Boston. 

The work thus far has cost somewhat more 


4 
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than was at first estimated, owing to the greatly 
enhanced prices of labor and materials since the 
preliminary estimates were made. As there seems 
to be no probability that prices will much further 
advance, the cost of future work should not ex- 
ceed the more recent estimates and appropriations. 
The total expenditures chargeable to this ac- 
count, including the draft for January, 1883, is 
— $3,388,045.89. 


THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 


The general health of Boston, it is gratifying to 
observe, compares favorably with that of other 
cities. We have enjoyed entire immunity from 
epidemics during the past year, and the death-rate 
has fallen below the average rate for many years 
past. The report of the Board of Health will 
apprise you in detail of the work of this impor- 
tant department, and, I doubt not, that if it has 
any new propositions to submit to you for still 
further guarding the public health, they will receive, 
as they deserve, your prompt and earnest consider- 


ation. 
SCHOOLS. 


I would especially emphasize the distinction 


already drawn between parsimony and true econ- 
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omy in our dealings with the educational interests 
of the city, as to which I shall be pardoned, I 
hope, if I speak with some degree of personal 
interest and sympathy. ‘There is no Boston inter- 
est so dear to all her people, without distinction of 
class, creed, or party, as her public schools. Of 
all the undying words penned or spoken by 
Macaulay, there are none which have exerted 
a more potent or permanent charm, in my 
reading of that great publicist, than one which 
occurs in a speech which he delivered on educa- 
tion, in 1847, in which he pays this glowing tribute 
to our beloved Commonwealth: ‘Go back,” says 
Macaulay, “to the days when the little society, 
which has expanded into the opulent and enlight- 
ened Commonwealth of Massachusetts, began to 
exist. . . . One of the earliest laws enacted by 
the Puritan colonists was that every township, 
as soon as the Lord had increased it to the number 
of fifty houses, should appoint one to teach all 
children to read and write, and that every town- 
ship of a hundred houses should set up a gram- 
mar school. Nor have the descendants of those — 
who made this law ever ceased to hold that 
the public authorities were bound to proyide the 
means of public instruction. Nor is this doctrine 


confined to New England. ‘ Educate the people’ 
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was the first admonition addressed by Penn to 
the colony which he founded. ‘ Educate the 
people’ was the legacy of Washington to the nation 


he had saved. ‘Educate the people’ was the un- 


ceasing exhortation of Jefferson.” 

The zeal of our forefathers for popular education, 
to which the brilliant British historian and essayist 
paid this high tribute, still lives in the metropolis 
of New England. The common school is the key- 
stone of the arch of our civilization. 

There are now, by the latest census, 522 public 
schools in this city, with a corps of 1,275 teachers 
and 55,900 scholars. The appropriation last year 
for the maintenance of this large educational equip- 


ment was: —

With the yearly increment of about one thousand 
scholars, it is not to be expected that the appro- 


priation needed for this year will be less. It is, 


. howeyer, gratifying to note that. the net cost 


per pupil has been steadily lessened of late years, 
haying fallen from $36.54 in 1874 to $26.98 in 
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1882. The people of Boston, I am satisfied, spend 
no money more cheerfully than that which is an- 
nually voted for the support of their public schools. 
Prudence in making appropriations for this object 
is, of course, expected; but parsimony would be 
unpardonable and unpardoned by our people, and 
especially by the great body of our working people, 
to whom the common schools are the perpetual 
pledge of equal privileges for themselves and the 
perennial promise and guarantee of social progress 


for their posterity. 


PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


Closely allied with our schools, and supplementing 
them in the work of popular education, is the 
Public Library. The Board of ‘Trustees will, 
doubtless, renew this year their appeal made to 
the City Council of 1882, for the taking of the 
land on the corner of Dartmouth and Boylston 
streets, and the commencement of the erection of a 
new library building thereon. ‘This subject should 
be dealt with, I submit to you, in the same broad 
and liberal spirit which has governed us in the 
past in dealing with this noble and incalculably 
useful institution; and I doubt not that you will 
dispose of it with a due sense of its inestimable 
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value to the city and of the growing demands 
made upon its resources, by the readers whose 
numbers steadily increase with our constantly 


increasing population. 


CONCLUSION. 


Gentlemen of the Council : — 


I have detained you, I fear, at: tedious length 
with these suggestions. If I have fallen into the 
vice of iteration, and have seemed to repeat the 
word economy too often, I must plead, in _pallia- 
tion of my offence, that it is the imperial word 
that dominates the hour. Construing the man- 
date in no narrow spirit, but with a liberal and 
enlightened appreciation of the city’s future and 
ultimate, as well as its present and immediate, needs, 
let us now resolutely address ourselves to the dis- 
charge of our duties. We are, it is proper for us 
to remember, called to the conduct of this munici- 
pal government under circumstances which impose 
upon us a special responsibility. - Criticism we 
may not hope, and should not desire, to escape; 
censure we may have to endure; but let us, at 
least, have the satisfaction of knowing that it is 
undeserved. With patience, prudence, and firm- 


ness, let us perform the work committed to us 
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by the people, so that when the year on whose 
threshold we now stand has run its course we 
may be able, in the proud consciousness of duty 
well done, to wrap the mantle of our integrity 
around us, and making room for our successors, 
transmit to them the white shield of Boston as 
stainless as we receive it, with all her ancient 
civic glory undimmed, and not one jot or tittle 
deducted from the grand total of her historic 


fame.

A CODIFICATION =~ 


OF THE 


CITY CHARTER OF 1854, 


AND STATUTES AFFECTING THE SAME. 


[The first act of the Legislature of Massachusetts establishing the City 
of Boston was passed February 23, 1822, and adopted by the citizens of 
Boston, March 4, 1822. It is chapter 110 of the acts of 1821. Thel 
present city charter, being a revision of the former one, was passed Aprir 


29, 1854, and adopted by the citizens, November 18, 1854. It is chapte- é 


448 of the acts of 1854. The charter herewith presented is a codifical 
tion of the original enactment of 1854, and of the general and specia 


acts since then adopted, prepared, by order of the City Council, by the 


Committee on Ordinances. ‘The sections in pica are unchanged from 
the text of 1854, except § 60, which is the present law. Words in italics 
show verbal changes. Sections in small pica give the presumed state of

The “Ordinance to Establish the City Seal,” passed 
Jan. 2, 1823, provided as follows: — “That the design 
hereto annexed, as sketched by John RK. Penniman, 
giving a view of the city, be the city seal; that the 
motto be as follows, to wit: ‘SrcuT PATRIBUS SIT 
DeEvus Nosis’; and that the inscription be as follows, 
to wit: ‘BosTONIA CONDITA A.D. 1630. CrvrTATiIs 
REGIMINE DONATA A.D, 1822.’” ‘The original sketch 
by Mr. Penniman was discovered by the present City 
‘Treasurer among the papers of his department when 
he took possession in 1881. The design has been 
“used since upon certain documents, and now appears 
on the treasury checks. A fac-simile of the sketch is 
presented in the preceding plate.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Rute 1. The Mayor, and in his absence the 
chairman of the Board, shall take the chair at the 
hour to which the Board shall have adjourned, and 
shall call the members to order, and, a quorum being 
present, shall cause the minutes of the preceding 
regular meeting to be read; and, in the absence of 
the Mayor and chairman, the senior member present 
shall preside as chairman pro tempore. 

Rute 2. The chairman shall preserve decorum 
and order; may speak to points of order in prefer 
ence to other members, and shall decide all questions 
of order, subject to an appeal to the Board, by mo- 
tion regularly seconded; and no other business shall 
be in order till the question on appeal shall have been 
decided. 

Roxie 3. The chairman shall declare all votes; 
but if any member rises to doubt a vote, he shall 
cause a return of the members voting in the affirma- 
tive and in the negative, without debate on the ques- 
_ tion. 

Ruut 4. The chairman may read sitting; but 
shall rise to state a motion, or put a question to the 


Board.

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Rute 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate 
the chair he shall call on the chairman of the Board 
to take it, and in his absence the senior member pres- 
ent. When the chairman of the Board or the chair- 
man pro tempore shall desire to vacate the chair he 
may call any member to it; but such substitution 
shall not continue beyond an adjournment. 

Rute 6. On all questions and motions whatso- 
ever, the chairman shall take the sense of the Board 
by yeas and nays, provided any member shall so re- 
quire.

which it is offered, except by special vote. 

Rutt 7. The chairman shall propound all ques- 
tions in the order in which they are moved, unless 
the subsequent motion shall be previous in its nature, 
except that, in the naming sums and fixing times, the 
largest sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Rute 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
chairman it shall be deemed to be in possession of 
the Board, and shall be disposed of by vote; but the 
mover may withdraw it at any time before a decision 
or amendment. | 

Rute 9. When a question is under debate the 
chairman shall receive no motion but to adjourn, to 
- lay on the table, to postpone to a day certain, to com- 
mit, to amend, or to postpone indefinitely; which 
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several motions shall have precedence in the order in 
which they stand arranged; and a motion to strike 
out the enacting clause of an ordinance shall be 


equivalent to a motion to postpone indefinitely. -

Rute 2. Every Joint Standing Cominittee of the 
City Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, 
shall for the current municipal year have the gen- 
eral management and supervision of the department 
to which it has been assigned, subject in all respects 
to the special instructions of the City Council, and to 
the provisions of all statutes and lawful ordinances. 

The following-named committees are hereby spe- 
cially instructed to perform the following duties: — 
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The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City 
Anditor as to the manner in which the books, records, 
and papers belonging to his department shall be 
kept, and as to the mode in which all bills and ac- 
counts against the city shall be certified or vouched; 
and examine, and if it sees fit, approve, as often as 
once a month, all bills and accounts against the city, 
which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under 
the direction of the City Council, all loans made by ~ 
the city, and consider and report upon all subjects 
relating to the city finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall 
have the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, 
and shall fix the amount of compensation to be paid 
to the clerks appointed by the Assessors, and shall 
also in January, or as soon thereafter as may be, rec- 
ommend to the City Council the names of persons to 
be voted for as Assessors and as Assistant Assessors. 

The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds 
required by statute or ordinance to be given by 
officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall investigate all 
claims against the city, except those for damages on 
account of the laying out and widening of streets, 
the change of grade of streets, and the abatement of 
nuisances by the Board of Health ; and may, with 
the approval of the Mayor, settle any such claim, be- 
fore suit is brought, if such settlement can be effected 
by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hundred 
dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, 
take such steps as they deem expedient for the 
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defence of suits brought for the recovery of such 


claims, or with the approval of the Mayor for their 
settlement. The expense of such defence or settle- 
ment shall be paid from the appropriation for Inci- 
dental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the 
City Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other 
assessments thereon, who claims that he is entitled to 
have the consideration paid by him for the Collector’s 
deed, with the interest thereon, refunded to him, by 
reason of error, Omission, or informality in the pro- 


ceedings of assessment or sale, may apply by petition 


to the said committee to have such consideration and 
interest paid to him; and if said committee determines 
that the petitioner is legally entitled to such payment, 
they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who 
shall make payment accordingly upon surrender and 
discharge by the petitioner of his said deed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by 
the City Collector for the non-payment of taxes or 
other assessments thereon, and a person having an 
interest in such real estate alleges that there was an 
error, omission, or informality in the proceedings of 
assessment or sale, so that he is legally entitled to 
have the title of the city to such real estate relin- 
quished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to 
the said committee, who may determine that such title 
shall be relinquished upon such terms and conditions 
as they adjudge to be just and conformable to law; and, 
upon receiving their certificate that such title ought 
to be relinquished, the Mayor shall execute in behalf 
of the city a proper deed of release to the petitioner.

The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall 
audit, monthly, the finances of said department. 


The Committee on the Common and Public 


Grounds shall have the care and custody of the Com- 


mon, the Public Garden, and the public squares and 


fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall pur- 
chase all land required for educational purposes, 
when such purchase has been authorized by the City 
Council; shall consider, and report upon all commu- 
nications from the School Committee requiring action 
by the City Council, excepting requests for altering 
and repairing buildings; and shall approve all plans 
for new school-houses. 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department 
shall have the care and supervision of the City En- 
gineer’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and re- 
moval of all of whom shall also be subject to the ap- 
proval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall ex- 
amine, as often as once a month, the records and ac- 
counts of the Board of Fire Commissioners, and shall 
also consider all applications for appropriations for 
the said department, and report thereon to the City 
Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise 
provided, contract for all the fuel required for the use 
of the city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from 


- time to time such measures, and shall do and perform 


such acts, as they may deem necessary for the pres-

ervation of the harbor of the city and for the security 
of the rights and interests of the city therein; pro- 
vided that no expense shall be incurred exceeding 
the appropriations previously made by the ye 
Council for these purposes. 

The Committee on the Health Department shall 
examine, as often as once a month, the records and 
accounts of the Board of Health, and examine all ap- 
plications for appropriations for the Health Depart- 
ment, and report thereon to the City Council; and 
the said committee shall also have control of all ex- 
penditures on account of the city teams, the city 
stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the 
collecting of offal and of ashes, and of the employ- 
ment of the laborers required therefor; provided that 
the work of cleaning the cesspools and streets, and 
collecting the ashes and offal, and all contracts there- 
for, shall be performed in a manner entirely satisfac- 
tory to the Board of Health; and all contracts for 
such work shall contain the condition that they shall 
be performed to the satisfaction of the Board of 
Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, un- 
less otherwise ordered, appear before committees of 
the General Court and represent the interests of the 
city; provided said committee shall not, unless di- 
rected so to do by the City Council, oppose any leg- 
islation petitioned for by the preceding City Council. 
It shall report in print to the City Council all bills, 
resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature 
affecting the City of Boston, or any department 
thereof. Such printed report shall be made at the 
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next meeting of either branch after such application 
is made, or earlier, at the discretion of said commit- 
tee. The committee may expend in any year a sum 
not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be charged to 
the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinan- 
ces, additional legal assistance is temporarily required 
in the law department of the city, the said committee 
may, by a vote of a majority of all its members, en- 
gage suitable counsel and fix the compensation 
therefor; but no amount exceeding three thousand 
dollars shall be so expended during the municipal 
year unless the consent of the City Council thereto 
is first obtained. 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall 
consider all matters, within the jurisdiction and con- 
trol of the City Council, which relate to the Overseers 
of the Poor, to paupers, to poor and destitute persons, 
and to the city temporary home, and examine, on the 
second Tuesday of each month, all the books of the 
said overseers, the keeping of which is required by 
the ordinances of the city, in order to ascertain 
whether such books have been kept in conformity 
with said ordinances; whether all expenditures and 
payments for the month ending on the last Monday 
of the preceding month have been legally made and 
are properly vouched; and whether relief and assistance 
have been legally granted or refused. The said com- 
mittee shall also in January and in June examine the 
condition and investment of all property intrusted to 
- or deposited with the said overseers; and if, upon any 
such examination, it appears to said committee that 
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any expenditure or payment has been illegally made 
or is not properly vouched; that any assistance or 
relief has been illegally granted or refused; that due 
care has not been taken in regard to the management, 
preservation, or investment of said property; or that 
said books are not properly kept; they shall there- 
upon report the facts to the City Council for its 
action. 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often 
as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Police Commissioners, and all applications for appro- 
priations for the Police Department, and report upon 
the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all 
printing and binding, and furnish all stationery or 
similar supplies required by the City Council or either 
branch thereof, or by any office or department of the 
City Government, except where otherwise expressly 
provided by statute or ordinance. ‘The committee 
shall, wherever possible, procure its supplies by open 
contract, and shall especially contract with some one 
person, firm, or corporation annually to do all the 
printing under its charge. ‘The committee shall have 
control of the Superintendent of Printing, and may 
require him to act as their clerk, without extra pay, 
and may direct him to keep suitable accounts and 
records to their satisfaction. The said committee 
shall fix the number of copies of any document, the 
printing of which has been ordered, unless otherwise 
directed; and may direct the disposal or sale of any 
such printed documents, under the same restriction. 
The committee shall, at least once in every month, 
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audit all bills incurred under their direction as above 
stated. 

The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except 
as otherwise provided, have the care and custody of 
all the school-houses and other buildings belonging 
to the city, and of the erection, alteration, and repair 
of such buildings; and may (subject to the approval 
of the City Council) lease any such building for a 
period not exceeding three years, and may dispose 
by public or private sale of any temporary buildings, 
or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer 
needed for public purposes. When the City Coun- 
cil orders the purchase of land for the erection of a 
building thereon, for any purpose other than an edu- 
cational one, such purchase shall be made under the 
direction of said committee. The committee shall 
also have the care and supervision of the City Archi- 
tect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and 
removal of all of whom shall be subject to the ap- 
proval of said committee. The said committee shall 
also assign suitable rooms in the public buildings for 
the various city officers, or shall procure such rooms 
elsewhere at the expense of the city, and shall fur- 
nish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the 
care and management of the Public Lands belonging 
to the city, so far as relates to the improvement, or 
lease of the same for a term not exceeding three 
years; and may, subject to the approval of the 
. Mayor, sell the same. The said committee may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of Aldermen, lay 
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out and make such streets, passage-ways and public 
squares on said lands as they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all mat- 
ters relatiug to the Public Library, within the juris- 
diction of the City Council, shall be referred, unless 
otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department 
shall have the care and supervision of the City Sur- 
veyor’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the 
persons employed therein; the appointment and re- 
moval of all of whom shall also be subject to the 
approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey 
and Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the 
nomination of the Inspector of Buildings, such cleri- 
cal assistance as may be needed, in addition to that 
allowed by statute or ordinance, and may purchase 
such supplies and materials, and incur such other 
expenses, as may be necessary, provided that the 
expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated for 
the purpose. 

The Committee on the Treasury Department shall 
examine, audit, and settle the accounts of the City 
Treasurer and of the County Treasurer, and of the 
City Collector for the preceding financial year, and 
shall not only compare said accounts with the 
vouchers therefor, but also ascertain whether. all 
sums due to the city have been collected and ac- 
counted for; and the said committee shall also ex- 
amine all bonds (excepting official bonds), notes, and 
other securities belonging to the city, and shall make to 
the City Council a full and particular report of the 
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results of such examination. The committee shall 
have power to confirm or reject the subordinate 
officers in either the City Treasurer’s, County Treas- 
urer’s, or City Collector’s department, when duly 
nominated by the head of such department; and also 
decide upon the acceptance of the sureties offered on 
the bonds of such subordinate officers. The said com- 
mittee shall also have charge of the expenditures from 
the appropriation for the department of the Sealer 
of Weights and Measures, and shall designate the 
method in which his books of accounts shall be kept. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall deter- 
mine the amount of the penalty of all bonds given by 
telegraph and telephone companies under the provi- 
sions of Chapter 26, Section 40 of the Revised Ordi- 
nances; determine the sufficiency of the sureties 
on such bonds, and exercise such other powers as 
are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 

The Committee on the Water Department shall 
examine, as often as once a month, the records, ac- 
counts, and contracts of the Water Board, and ex- 
amine and report upon all requests for appropriations 
for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library 
may make all needful rules and regulations applica- 
ble to the library, may authorize the removal and 
disposal of publications considered useless in the 
collection at any time, and may purchase from time 
to time publications for the use of the library; pro- 
vided, however, that the amount expended shall not 
exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council. 
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Roxe 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen 
first named on every Joint Committee of which the 
Mayor is not a member, shall be its chairman; and, in 
case of his resignation or inability, the other members 
of the same Board in the order in which they are 
named, and after them the member of the Common 
Council first named, shall call meetings of the com- 
mittee, and act as chairman. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees - shall 
cause records of their proceedings to be kept in books 
provided for that purpose; and at all meetings of 
committees the records of the previous meeting shall 
be read, unless otherwise ordered by the committee. 
In all such meetings of committees all votes shall be 
taken by yeas and nays, and recorded, at the request 
of any one member. 

Rue 5. The representatives of the two branches 
of the City Council on Joint Committees shall not act, 
by separate consultations. No meeting of any com- 
mittee shall be called upon less notice than twenty- 
four hours, without the consent of all the members 
thereof. 

Rute 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge 
of an appropriation, may expend from the appropria- 
tion for Incidental Expenses an amount, not exceed- 
ing two hundred dollars in any one year, for any 
purposes connected with the duties of said committee 
for which no provision has been otherwise made. 

Rute 7. In every case of disagreement between 
the two branches of the City Council, if either branch 
shall request a conference, and appoint a committee 
of conference, the other branch shall also appoint such 
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a committee. Both committees shall, at an hour to be 
agreed upon by their chairmen, meet and state to each 
other, verbally or in writing, as either shall choose, the 
reasons for the action of their respective branches in 
relation to the matter in controversy, shall confer freely 
thereon, and shall report to their respective branches. 

Rue 8. No report of a Joint Committee shall be 
received by either branch of the City Council unless 
agreed to by such committee at a duly notified meet- 
ing thereof. 

Rue 9. Either branch of the City Council may 
commit or recommit to a Joint Committee, but the 
reference by either branch ofa matter to its suecessor, 
or to the next City Council, shall require concurrent 
action. The report of a committee upon any subject 
referred to it shall, unless otherwise ordered by the 
City Council or by the committee, be presented to the 
branch in which the order of reference originated. 
It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee, to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted 
to the City Council shall be written or printed, and 
no indorsement of any kind shall be made on the re- 
ports, memorials, or other papers excepting those 
made by the officers of either branch. Every report 
of acommittee shall be signed by a member belonging 
to the body to which it shall be presented, unless 
otherwise directed by the committee. Every order 
and notice of reference shall have endorsed upon it 
_ the name of the member offering it or making the 
motion. Such member shall be informed, by the clerk 
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of the committee to which the matter is referred, of 
the time fixed for its consideration, if he give notice 
of his desire to be heard thereon. 

Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the 
request of the chairman of any committee of which 
he is clerk, make copies of any papers to be reported 
by it, and he shall notify each member of the City 
Council of all public committee hearings. He shall be 
notified, by the clerk, of the time of meeting of every 
committee of which he is not the clerk, as soon as the 
date of such meeting is fixed. He shall post daily 
in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the chamber 
of the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee 
meetings to be held that day. 

Rute 12. The Joint Standing Committees on 
Accounts, Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engi- 
neers’ Department, Health Department, Public Build- 
ing Department, Public Land Department, Printing, 
and Department for the Survey and Inspection of 
Buildings, may choose respectively, as clerk of such 
committee, one of their own number or any employé 
of the department under their charge; but no com- 
pensation shall be made for such services. 

Ruse 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, 
originating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the 
other, notice shall be given, under the signature of 
the clerk, to the branch in which the same originated. 

Rue 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action 
the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ” for every- 
thing by way of command; and the form shall be 
“ Resolved” for everything expressing opinions, prin- 
ciples, facts, or purposes. 
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Rute 15. The specific appropriations for the 
several objects enumerated in the general appropria- 
tion order shall be deemed and taken to be the maxi- 
mum amount to be expended by the several committees 
having the charge thereof, for the entire finanacial 
year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropri- 
ated as aforesaid have been expended, and an additional 
sum is required, or whenever the estimates for any 
‘purpose exceed the appropriation specially made 
therefor, the committee having charge thereof shall 
furnish to the City Council a detailed statement, in 
print, of the expenditures already made, and of the 
necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expen- 
diture by any committee, board, or officer, either in 
addition to the estimates on which the appropriation 

ras made, or for an object not included in such esti- 
mates, it shall provide for the payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved 
Fund except by a transfer to some other appropria- 
tion, or to a new appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropria- 
tion for Incidentals excepting those ordered in ac- 
cordance with Chapter 28, Section 13, of the Public 
Statutes; expenditures for one or both branches of 
the City Council, ordered by concurrent vote; or by 
committees as provided in these rules; amounts nec- 
essary to pay judgments or to settle claims against 
the city; and transfers. 

Rue 16. When application shall be made for an 
additional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer 
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or loan, such appropriation shall not be made until 
the application has been referred to, and reported 
upon, by the Committee on Finance. 

Rue 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of 
money, or the transfer of one appropriation or part of 
an appropriation to another appropriation, shall be 
passed, unless two-thirds of the whole number of the 
members of each branch of the City Council vote in 
the affirmative, by vote taken by yea and nay. 

Rute 18. No presiding officer of a board, or 
chairman of a committee, unless duly authorized by 
such board or committee, shall approve any bill or 
account against the city. 

Rue 19. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, 
shall be paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail 
the names of the persons to whom such refreshments, 
or carriages, were furnished, the dates of furnishing 
the same, and shall be approved by the members of 
the City Council charged therewith, or by the pre- 
siding officer of a board, or chairman of a committee. 
All bills for refreshments shall be presented at the 
time incurred, and, if incurred by a committee, the 
chairman, or chairman pro tempore, shall certify that 
the persons named were present. ‘lhe presiding 
officer of a board, or chairman of a committee, shall 
not approve any bill for refreshments, or carriage- 
hire, unless as herein required, nor shall he ap- 
prove any such bill on account of any person not a 
member of the City Council, unless specially author- 
ized to do so by vote of such board or committee. 
But the officers of either branch thereof, the Clerk of 
Committees, and assistant, are exempt from this pro- 
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vision. Such bills, when so approved, shall be paid 
from the appropriation to which they are incident; 
and the Auditor of Accounts shall not pass any such 
bill for the approval of the Committee on Accounts, 
unless it has been approved as provided in this or the 
preceding section. 

Rute 20. All carriages furnished to members of 
the City Government shall, whenever practicable, be 
ordered through the City Messenger; and, when not 
so ordered, the person who orders them shall forth- 
with give notice thereof to the City Messenger; and 
in all cases the party who furnishes a carriage shall, 
within seven days thereafter, return to the City Mes- 
senger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during 
which and the purpose for which it was used. 

Rue 21. All bills for refreshments or carriages, 
containing items incurred more than three months 
previous to the date of their presentation to the Au- 
ditor, shall go before the City Council for approval. 

RuLE 22. All papers requiring concurrent action 
shall be transmitted from one branch of the City 
Council to the other, with the action of the branch 
sending them indorsed thereon, and signed by the 
regular presiding officer of such branch, or, in_ his 
absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, of such 
body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the 
same shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed 
as hereinbefore directed. 

Rute 23. Any report containing any recommen- 
dation, other than “leave to withdraw” or “ inexpe- 
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dient to take further action,” shall be accompanied 
by an ordinance, order, or resolve, embodying such 
recommendation; and such report shall be acted upon 
separately. 

Rue 24. Any member of a Joint Committee 
may submit a minority report at the same time as the 
majority report, and, if the latter be in print, he shall 
be allowed to submit his report also in print. Hither 
branch may order to be printed the report of any 
committee submitted to it, or any document relating 
to a subject under consideration. 

Rute 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in 
making any contract, observe the following regula- 
tions: — 


- 1. In case the amount of the estimated expendi- 
ture under a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, 
reasonable notice shall be given by advertisements 
therefor published in the daily papers of the city, 
and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any 
work to be done for the city, or for any materials to 
be furnished, are made, the persons in charge of the 
work to be done shall cause suitable plans and speci- 


. fications, and schedules of materials, to be prepared 


and shown to parties proposing to bid. 

3. Kvery contract exceeding three thousand dollars 
shall be accompanied by a suitable bond for the per- 
formance of the same, or by the deposit of money or 
security to the amount of such bond. No proposal 
shall be accepted from or for any person who shall 
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have broken a contract with the city during the three 
years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person 
offering to contract for such work, unless the same is 
sealed. All proposals shall be publicly opened at the 
hour and place designated in the advertisement, if any 
be specified. If any such proposals shall be offered 
by persons, who, in the judgment of the said com- 
mittee, shall be incompetent to perform their contracts 
in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in respect 
to their means of faithfully executing the same, such 
proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same 
be at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the 
same work. , 

5. In such cases, where the amount of any contract 
shall exceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the 
contract shall be in writing, and, after being signed 
by the parties, no such contract shall be altered in 
any particular, without the consent of three-fourths 
of the committee indorsed thereon by such members. 


6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any -

unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers for work or 
labor performed under such contract; provided that 
notice in writing of such claims, signed by the claim- 
ants, shall have been previously filed in the office of 
the City Clerk. 

Rue 29. 1. The Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council in convention, in the month of January, 
shall choose a City Clerk, to serve for the term of one 
year. 

2. There shall be also elected, by concurrent vote 
of both branches of the City Council, the following 
officers : —

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rute 1. The regular meeting of the Common 
Council shall be held on every Thursday at half-past 
seven o’clock P.M., and, on the appearance of a quo- 
rum, the Council shall be called to order. In the ab- 
sence of the President the senior member present 
shall take the chair, and a President pro tempore 
shall be chosen by ballot; and, if an election is not 
effected on the first trial,on subsequent trials a plu- 
rality vote shall elect. 

Rue 2. The President shall appoint and an- 
nounce all committees, unless otherwise ordered, and 
shall communicate his appointments to the Council 
at the meeting following such action, if not made 
during a session. All vacancies upon committees 
shall be filled in the manner of original appointment; 
and members so appointed shall take rank according 
to the date of their appointment. 

Rute 3. The President may at any time call 
another member to the chair, but such substitution 
shall not continue beyond an adjournment. In all 


_ cases the President may vote. 
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Ruixr 4. The President may make any rules that 
he deems proper to preserve order in the Council 
Chamber during sessions of the Council. 

Rute 5. The Clerk shall keep a record of the 
acts, votes, and proceedings of the Common Coun- 
cil, and a separate record of all decisions of the Chair 
upon questions of order. He shall have the care and 
custody of all papers belonging to this branch of the 
City Council; and shall prepare a schedule of busi- 
ness in order for each meeting, in such manner as 
the President may direct. 

He shall draw up and send all messages to the 
Board of Aldermen; and shall retain in his possession 
all papers until the right to file a notice of reconsid- 
eration has expired, and after such notice he shall 
keep the papers pertaining thereto until the right of 
reconsideration has expired. 

Rute 6. Except when otherwise provided, no 
member shall speak for more than fifteen minutes, 
and a further equal time if the Council so vote. No 
member shall speak a second time on a question, if 
another member, who has not spoken, claims the 
floor. 

RutEe 7. No member shall interrupt another while 
speaking, except by rising to call to order, or, with 
the consent of the speaker, to ask a question of him, 
in which cases the speaker shall not lose his right to 
the floor. 

Every member, while speaking, shall confine him- 
self to the question under debate, and shall refrain 
from personalities, and shall not refer to any other 
member of the Council except by a respectful desig- — 
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nation; and no member shall speak or vote out of his 
place without leave of the President. 

Rute 8. Whenever, on a rising vote or on a roll- 
call, a quorum does not vote, or whenever a member 
raises the doubt of a quorum being present, the Chair 
shall ascertain and declare whether a quorum is pres- 
ent. If there is no quorum present he shall immedi- 
ately declare the Council adjourned. 

Rute 9. Standing Committees on Elections and 
Paving shall be appointed at the beginning of each 
municipal year, and shall consist of five members 
each; and also one on Council Rules and Orders, to 
consist of three members. 

Rue 10. The members of this Council who are 
appointed on the Joint Standing Committee on ordi- 
nances shall constitute a Judiciary Committee. 

Rute 11. All Committees of this Council shall be 
notified of their first meeting by the Clerk of Com- 
mittees. ‘They shall not sit during sessions of the 
Council without special leave, nor be called on less 
notice than twenty-four hours, unless all the members 
consent; and they shall keep a record of their doings. 
The member first named shall be chairman, unless 
otherwise ordered by the committee, in which case 
the Council shall be notified of the change; and the 
same rule shall apply to the members serving on 
Joint Committees. 

Rutt 12. Special Committees of this Council 
shall consist of three members, unless otherwise 
ordered. 

Rute 13. No report of any committee shall be 
received unless agreed to by such committee at a 
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duly notified meeting thereof. Such report, when 
presented, may be ordered to be printed, and shall 
then take its place among the unfinished business for 
consideration at the next meeting. If, however, any 
such report has been ordered to be printed without 
having been previously read, the President may delay 
such printing until the next regular meeting of the 
Council, at which time he shall give notice of his 
action. 

Rute 14. Committees of this Council, to whom 
any matter is especially referred, shall report within 
four weeks, or ask for further time. 

Rute 15. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. 

Rute. 16. The rules of proceeding in the Council 
shall be observed in Committee of the Whole, so far 
as they are applicable; but a motion to rise, report 
progress, and ask leave to sit again, shall be first in 
order, and shall be decided without debate; and the 
previous question shall not be moved. 

Rue 17. At every regular meeting of the Council 
the order of business shall be as follows: — 


First. Reading of the records of the preceding 
meeting, if called for by any member. 

Second. Communications and reports from city 
officers. 

Third. Presentation of petitions, remonstrances, 
and memorials. 

Fourth. Papers from the Board of Aldermen. 

Fifth. Unfinished business of preceding meetings.

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Sixth. Notices of motions for reconsideration. 
Seventh. Reports of committees. 
Highth. Motions, orders, and resolutions. 


Provided, however, that at every regular session of 
the Common Council, from and after ten o’clock, any 
member obtaining the floor may move a motion, order, 
or resolution, subject to the provisions of the 24th ~ 
rule. 

Rute 18. All papers addressed to the Council 
shall be presented by the President, or by a member; 
and, unless the Council shall otherwise determine, 
they shall be read by the President, or such other 
person as he may request, and be taken up in the 
order in which they are presented. 

Roxie 19. All ordinances, orders, and resolutions 
shall have two several readings before they are finally 
passed. Whenever the second reading immediately 
follows the first, the document may be read by its 
title only, unless objection is made. 

Rue 20. No ordinance, and no order or resolu- 
tion imposing penalties, or authorizing a loan or the 
expenditure of money, shall have more than one 
reading on the same day; but this rule shall not 
apply to an order to print a document or to provide 
refreshments during a session. 

Rue 21. All nominations of officers who are re- 
quired to be elected by ballot shall, after being re- 
ported, lie over for one week, before action is taken 
thereon. 

Rue 22. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President shall so direct, and no other 
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motion shall be entertained until a reasonable time 
be afforded for compliance with such direction. 
Rue 23. In naming sums and fixing times the 
largest sum and longest time shall first be put to the “4 
question. 
Rue 24. When a question is under debate the 
President shall receive no motion but

The City Messenger shall allow no 
person upon the floor of the Council Chamber, or the 
anteroom on the westerly side, while the Council is 
in session and after the seats provided for spectators 
have been occupied, except members of the City 
Government and reporters, without the permission of 
the President; and the President shall order such 
accommodation on the floor, for reporters and specta- 
tors, as he shall deem proper. No person except 
members of the City Government and reporters shall 
be allowed in either of the anterooms on the easterly 
side during any session of the Council. 

Rowe 44. The Council Chamber shall be used for 


meetings of the Council only, unless by special vote 


of the Common Council; provided that during the 
summer recess the President may allow the chamber 
to be used for public purposes, in all cases reporting 
his action to the Council at its next meeting. The 
anteroom and large committee-room on the east 
shall be subject to the same rules; except that the 
President may allow committee-meetings to be held 
therein at times when the Council is not in session. 
The Clerk’s room shall be assigned to the Clerk of 
the Common Council for occupancy and use. ‘The 
anteroom between the Council Chamber and the 
Clerk’s room shall be used during the meetings of 
the Council to give access to the seats on the floor, 
and such other purposes as the President may direct; 
provided that smoking there shall not be allowed on 
the part of visitors. The general care and supervision 
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of these rooms are hereby entrusted to the City Me-s 
senger, subject to the direction of the President; but 
no expenditure of money shall be made except by ar 


rect vote of the Common Council. 


Rute 45. All bills for refreshments or carriage- 
hire, incurred by the Common Council, the Standing 
Committees of the Common Council not having charge 
of any appropriation, or individual members of the 
Common Council, while engaged in the discharge of 
official duty, shall give the names of the persons in- 
curring the same; and the President of the Common 
Council is authorized to approve such bills, after they 
have been approved by the committee or certified to 
by the members incurring the same, provided that the 
President shall not approve any such bill unless it is 
presented to him before the end of the month next 
succeeding that within which the expenses covered 
by such bill were incurred, nor shall he approve any 
bills as above specified, for refreshments furnished 
members of the Common Council during or following 
any of its meetings, without a special vote of the 
Common Council. All such bills, when so approved 
and properly audited by the Committee on Accounts, 
shall be allowed by the Auditor for payment from the 
contingent fund of the Common Council. 

Rue 46. No rule or order of the Council shall be 
dispensed with, altered, or repealed, unless two-thirds 
of the members present consent thereto.

The bridges over navigable streams are placed in the care 
of superintendents, who are chosen annually by the City 
Council, or Board of Aldermen.

SURVEY AND INSPECTION.

This department, in accordance with the laws of the Com- 
monwealth and ordinances of the city, has control and super- 
‘vision over the following matters : — 

Erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under statute 
provisions, throughout the city limits. 


1 These bridges are under the care of commissioners, one of whom is appointed an- 
nually by the Mayor and Aldermen of Cambridge, and one by the Mayor and Alder- 
men of Boston. The commissioners at the present time are Frederic W. Lincoln, of 
Boston, and Ezra Parmenter, of Cambridge. Salary, $333 each as Commissioners of 
Canal or Craigie’s and West Boston bridges ; $1663 each as Commissioners of Prison- 
Point Bridge.

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Erection of wooden or frame buildings of limited dimensions 
and range, outside of the building limits, under the pro- 
visions of the city ordinance.

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Examination, for approval, of the construction of bay-windows 
and other projections over the highway for which the 
Board of Aldermen may grant permits. z 

Enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire-escapes 
upon certain buildings in which operatives are employed, 
in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement-houses, and 
hotels, etc. 

Authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
act relating to means of egress from buildings oceupied for 
public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door-ways, pas- 
sage-ways, their width, construction, and number, and ob- ° 
structions that may be placed therein, the arrangement of 
the seatings, and the use of combustible materials, draperies, 
scenery, properties, etc.

Decem- 
ber 17, 1869, the city voted to purchase the ferry property 
and franchise for the sum of $250,000; and the property 
was delivered to the city, April 1, 1870. [See City Doc.

The general care and management of the East Boston Fer- 
ries are entrusted to a Board of Directors, seven in number, 
exercising the powers vested in the City Council by Stat.

The City Council annually, 
in January, by concurrent vote, elects one member of the 
Board of Aldermen and two members of the Common Council 
to be members of the Board of Directors for the remainder of 
the municipal year ; and, by similar vote, elects annually two 
citizens of Boston to hold office as Directors for two years 
from the first Monday in May in the year of their election, 
and no longer.

A constant watch is kept at the head-quarters, City Hall, 
night and day, by the operators. Each operator has assigned 
to him certain hours of duty, during which time he is respon- 
sible for the correct working of the apparatus in giving alarms, 
and all testing of the circuits and other details pertaining to 
the service. An automatic arrangement is connected with 
the receiving apparatus, by which assistance may be called 
from the sleeping apartments, if at any time the operator 
should be suddenly incapacitated by illness from performing 
his duties. No operator is permitted to sleep during his 
watch, unless expressly relieved by some one else, and by 
consent of the Superintendent. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the station from which it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 
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Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the Sig- 
nal Stations or Boxes, by pulling a slide in the box. The 
police-officers and one other person resident near each station 
have keys to the boxes. There are 319 fire-alarm boxes in 
connection with the head-quarters, numbered variously from 
2to-746. Seven of these boxes are supplied with a “ keyless 
door.” 

ALARMS are sounded by striking the number of the box 
upon the Alarm Bells and upon the Gongs in the Engine- 
Houses for three rounds. 

Alarms are usually given about half a minute from the 
time the box is operated. 

Second Alarms are sounded by striking ten blows followed 
by box number. Third Alarms are sounded by striking ten 
blows three times thus: 10—10— 10. 

In cases where the entire department is required, alarms 
are sounded by striking twelve blows three times, thus: 
12—12—12. 

Return Signal. — Notice is given on the bells and gongs 
by striking one blow four times, thus: 1—1—1—1; upon 
which the several pieces of apparatus on their way to the fire 
return to their quarters. 

In cases where Hook and Ladder Companies only are 
wanted, the signal is given by striking fifteen blows once, 
with the number of the Company struck twice, thus: Hook 
& Ladder No. One, 15—1—1. Hook and Ladder No. 
Four, 15 —4— 4. 

If more than one Hook & Ladder Company is wanted, the 
signal is given thus: Hook & Ladder One and Three, 15 — 
1—1—3—83. Hook & Ladder Two and Four, 15 —2— 
2—4—4. 

Of other signals given on the fire-alarm bells, 189 indicates 
fire at Deer Island; 198 indicates a call from Chelsea for 
assistance ; 22 indicates no School; eleven blows indicates 


Police Call. 
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Tue Meripran Bets. — Fifty-two bells, one hundred and | 
one gongs, sixty-six tappers, and nineteen vibrators, at their 


various locations on churches, school-houses, in engine-houses 
and R.R. depots, are struck from the Fire-Alarm Office 
precisely at noon every day. Correct time is furnished by 
telegraph from Cambridge Observatory, so that absolute 
accuracy is secured.

IsLaAnps. — The following islands, in the harbor of Boston, 
belong to the city, viz. : — 

1. Deer Island. Containing 134 acres upland and 50 
acres of flats; conveyed to the inhabitants of Boston, March 
4, 1634-5. 

2. Thompson’s Island. eAnnexed to Boston by Act of 
March 15, 1834. 

3. Great Brewster Island. Containing 16 acres; was 
purchased, in 1848, for $4,000. 

4. Gallop’s Island. Containing 16 acres; purchased, in 
1860, for $6,600. 

5. Apple Island. Containing 9} acres; was purchased, 
in 1867, for $3,750. 
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6. Rainsford Island. Containing 11 acres; was pur- 
chased together with all the hospital buildings and dwellings 


thereon, in 1871, for $40,000. Male paupers, whose settle- 
ment is established in the city, are now located in the large 
hospital building upon this island. 

7. Moon Island. Containing about 30 acres; was taken 
by right of eminent domain from the heirs of James Huckins 
and others in 1879, and constitutes the point of discharge of 
the Great Sewer built under authority of the City Council 
in 1879-80. 


HEALTH. 


[Charter, § 40. Rev. Ord., Chap. 22.] 


By an ordinance passed Dec. 2, 1872, the powers of the 
Board of Health were removed from the Board of Aldermen, 


who had theretofore exercised them, and were vested in an 


independent Board, consisting of three persons appointed by 
the Mayor, and confirmed by the City Council, and styled the 
Board of Health. One member of the Board is appointed 
annually for a term of three years from the first Monday of 
May. Salary, $3,000 each, per annum.

ELECTION OFFICERS. 


By Chapter 291 of the Acts of 1881 the Mayor appoints, with 
the approval of the Board of Aldermen, before October 1, annually, 
a Warden, a Deputy Warden, a Clerk, a Deputy Clerk, two 
Inspectors of Elections, and two Deputy Inspectors, for each pre-, 
cinct, who serve for one year from the first day of November 
following their appointment. These officers are paid at the rate of 
$5.00 per diem for actual service with the exception of the Clerks 
of Precincts, who are paid at the rate of $7.00 per diem on con- 
dition that their records are kept to the satisfaction of the City 
Clerk.

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, William 


Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chairman of the 
Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of Mayor. 

On the sixth of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, however, 
was not accepted by the City Council; and on the twenty-second 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in office 
since the organization of the city government in 1822. 

On the eleventh of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. Ben- 
son Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as Chairman of 
the Board in the interval between the death of Mr. Davis and the 
election of Mr. Quincy. } 

In 1851 Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an Alder: Se 
man of the city for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor for said 
year. At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an Alderman, and accepted the office of Mayor. 

The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through three ~ 
ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 1854. In the 
meantime the duties of Mayor. were performed by Benjamin L. 
Allen, Chairman of the Board of ‘Aldermen. 

At the municipal election, in 1872, William Gaston was certified, 
by: the returns of the officers of the several wards, to have been 
elected Mayor of the city for the next municipal term. But upon 
charges of alleged fraudulent practices in one of the wards of the 
city, a recount of all the ballots cast at said election was demanded 
and made; and it appearing therefrom that Henry L. Pierce had 
79 plurality, he was declared duly elected Mayor for the year 1873. 

In 1873 Henry L. Pierce, Mayor of the city, was elected a mem- 
ber of the 43d Congress from the Third Massachusetts District, in 
place of William Whiting, deceased. Mr. Pierce resigned his office 
as Mayor on November 29, and occupied his seat in Congress on 
December 1, 18738. 

The duties of the Mayor for the remainder of the municipal year 
were performed by Leonard R. Cutter, Chairman of the Board of = 
Aldermen, who signed all official papers as ‘* Acting Mayor.”

of ballots; but, in accordance with the statute, the eight who had 


the highest number of votes were declared elected. 
~The municipal government for 1855 was the first one that was 
organized under the new or revised City Charter, which provided 
for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 

At the Municipal election, Dec. 14, 1880, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by ‘a 
plurality of fifteen votes over James J. Flynn, and a very slight 


difference in the number of ballots cast for other candidates who 


failed of election. A recount of the ballots cast for Mayor 
and Aldermen was thereupon demanded in legal form. A com- 


mittee of the Board of 1880, haying made the recount, 
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reported, Dec. 27, that Mr. Flynn was elected having received 


a plurality of votes over Mr. Frost; and Mr. Flynn took the il 
seat at the organization of the Board of 1881. Mr. Frost gave 


notice of his intention to contest the seat of Mr. Flynn, and also 


of Mr. Haldeman who had received the next greatest number of — | 5 


votes. A committee of the Board of 1881 was appointed to con- 
sider the matter, and reported, March 14, 1881 (City Document 
No. 38, of 1881), the majority declaring Mr. Frost entitled to the 
seat held by Mr. Flynn, with two minority reports. The majority 
report was accepted, March 21, and Mr. Frost took the seat. One 
peculiar incident in this case was the reception of a numerously 
signed petition asking the Board to examine and recount the bal- 
lots for Messrs. Woolley, Haldeman, and Flynn, sitting members, 
and Messrs. William Frost, John Thompson, and George S. Dexter, 
standing next highest on the precinct returns; another was the 
fact that many ballots were either mislaid or stolen, in Precinct 3 — 
of Ward 13, on election day. 


At the municipal election, Dec. 13, 1881, the returns of ie pre= = 


cinct officers showed William Frost to be elected Alderman by a 
plurality of 154 votes over Charles V. Whitten. On petition, in 
due legal form, a committee of the Board of 1881 made a recount 
of the ballots cast for Mayor and Aldermen, and reported that Mr. 
Whitten was elected over Mr. Frost, and Mr. Whitten took the 
seat. Mr. Frost contested the seat of Mr. Whitten, and called 
for a reéxamination of the ballots cast. Such examination was 
made by a new committee, which reported, January 17, that 
William Frost had 19,861, and Charles V. Whitten had 19,825. 
On January 19, 1882, the seat was awarded to Mr. Frost. 

For reports of contested seats in the Board of Aldermen see 
City Document No. 7 for 1861, and City Document No. 16 for 1862. 

At the municipal election, Dec. 12, 1882, the returns of the pre- 
cinct officers showed Edwin F. Leighton to be elected Alderman by 
a plurality of 102 votes over Joseph Caldwell. On petition in due 
legal form, a committee of the Board of 1882 recounted the ballots 
cast for these two candidates, and reported, Dec. 26, that Joseph 
Caldwell appeared to be chosen by a plurality of 14; and that in 
addition there were found 3 ballots for ‘

Light Company, a corporation duly established by laws of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, of the other part; 
Witnesseth : 

I. The said Gas Light Company agrees to furnish all the 
gas required for lighting the public lamps within that part of the City 
of Boston now lighted by said Company, on each and every night of the 
term of this contract, as hereinafter agreed, in such manner and 
between such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall 
direct; to put down service-pipes for public lamps in said district where ~ 
new pipes are required, and to keep in repair the pipes in use in said 
district, and to use for such new pipes and repairs only wrought-iron 
pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought or malleable iron 
couplings and bends or elbows, such service-pipes to have a regular 
fall toward the street mains. And said Gas Light Company agrees to

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furnish automatic regulator burners for all the public lamps in said 


district, the cost of said burners to be borne equally by said parties, 


and also to furnish without charge such quantity of alcohol as may be 


necessary to clear the pipes from obstructions, not to exceed seventy 
gallons in one year. 
Il. The City of Boston agrees to pay to said Gas Light Company, for 
gas furnished as aforesaid, at the rate of 
per thousand cubic feet of actual burning, each burner con- 
suming four feet per hour, free from all taxation, and to make payment 
thereof monthly. Said City also agrees to employ and pay lighters to 
light, clean, and take care of all the public lamps in said district, who 
shall light and extinguish them punctually, according to printed tables 
to be furnished by said Superintendent, shall make written return to said 
Superintendent and said Company, on Monday of each week, of the 
number of lamps lighted each night, and the time of beginning to light 
and beginning te extinguish the same, and shall keep the burners and 
portions of the pipe above ground, within their respective rounds, free 
from frost and other obstructions, and give immediate notice to said 
Company and said Superintendent of any obstructions below ground, 


_ and of any leakage of gas. Any neglect of duty by a lamplighter shall 


be considered sufficient ground for his immediate dismissal. Said City 
also agrees to repay to said Gas Light Company the actual reasonable 
expense incurred by them for the labor and materials required for 
putting down service-pipes, and keeping the pipes in use in repair, and 
also to repay to said Company one-half of the cost of the regulator 
burners and of fitting the same, and also one-half of the actual reason- 
able expense of removing and cleaning said burners once in each year. 

Ill. It is further agreed that either party hereto, with the consent of 
the other party, may, from time to time, at its own expense, remove 
and test any of the burners in use in the public lamps in said district, 
without interference with the regular burning of said lamps. All new 
burners shall be tested before being used, such tests to be made in the 
presence of some repsesentative of each party hereto, and all burners 
which vary more than one-tenth of a foot from designated standard 
shali be replaced by said Gas Light Company, the cost thereof to be 
borne equally by said Company and said City. 

IV. Itis expressly agreed that the slot of all lava-tipped burners shall 
be cleaned by the use of a suitable brush, and that no metallic cleaner 
shall be used upon them, and no lamplighter shall be permitted to open 
the regulator of any such burner for any purpose whatever. 

VY. No alteration of the burners in use on the public lamps shall be 
made without the consent of both parties to this agreement. 

VI. This agreement shall take effect on the fifteenth day of 
current, and shall continue in force until the fifteenth day of 
eighteen hundred and eighty-three, and thereafter until a new agree- 
ment shall be made, or either of said parties shall notify the other of its 
wish to terminate the same. ; 


Contracts have also been made with the Roxbury Gas 
Light Company, dated April 15, 1880; and the Jamaica 
Plain Gas Light Company, dated July 15, 1880, same as the 
contracts with the other companies, except the insertion of a 
clause in Section 1, after the words, “and between such hours 
as the Superintendent of Lamps of said city shall direct,” “ 2 


being agreed and understood that the hours of burning shall 


not be less than thirty-eight hundred and twenty-eight per an- 
num for each lamp, and that the number of lamps shall not 
be less than the number now in use.” 
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The number of lamps in Roxbury at the date of the con- 


tract was 1,659, and in Jamaica Plain, 494.

A verbal agreement was made during the year 1881 by 
which the Chelsea Gas Light Company is to furnish such 
quantity of gas as may be needed for lighting the Chelsea 
portion of the Meridian-street Bridge (3 lamps now in use), 
at the same rate per thousand cubic “feet as is charged by the 
East Boston Gas Light Company for a like service.

In 1879 the department adopted an Automatic Glycerine © 
Burner for use in the public lamps, which has continued to 


give good satisfaction, and to accomplish what is claimed for 


it by the manufacturers, viz., to measure accurately the 
quantity of gas, of a certain specific gravity, which will pass 
per hour. 


GAS LANTERNS. 


All the lanterns used for the lighting of the streets are 
made of copper, and all made within the last few years have 


arrangements for the placing of the names of the streets in 


them, and an arrangement for placing the numbers securely 
in the lantern, — the invention of 06 Superintendent of the 
department. 

This method of placing-the bftoat signs and numbers ap- 
pears to be the best in use, more especially since the adop- 
tion of the acid or sand-blast process of producing the signs 
on colored glass, which makes the letters durable. 

The placing of the numbers in the lanterns is being gen- 
erally extended over the city, and gives great satisfaction to 
the public, being a great convenience both by day and night. 

The advantage of this style of gas lantern, for use in this 
city, will be fully appreciated by the knowledge of the fact 
that nearly one-half of the public lamps stand on the corners 


of, or opposite the ends of, streets or places, and have the 


names and numbers of the.streets and places upon them.

LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES, ETC. 


The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the torch. 

The duty of these men is to light and put out the lamps 
in their charge promptly, at the time designated ; to keep the 
lanterns clean at all times, and report. at this office, in 


| 
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writing, promptly, for immediate repair, every defect, either 
_ of the lanterns or fixtures; to keep the fixtures properly 
___ cleaned and oiled, the burners in perfect order, and the pipes 
lear from water and frost. In case of. gas leaks they are 
required to report immediately, in writing, both at this office 
___and at the office of the gas company; they are also required 
to make a statement, in writing, on each Monday morning, 
of all the duty performed the previous week. 
_ The gas lamplighters, after performing their duty, have 
__ aconsiderable portion of the time remaining, and are allowed 
to have other employment, provided it shall not in any way 
interfere with any duty which may be required of them in 
this department. ae 

The privilege is very generally used by this class of em- 
ployés, and in this way the city is enabled to procure an 
intelligent and reliable class of men, at a much less cost than 
it could expect to do otherwise. 

The men who are employed to care for the oil lamps have 
but little time aside from that which they devote to the work 

for which they are employed, and in nearly all cases it is 
necessary that they should employ assistance, and keep a 
horse and wagon at their own expense. 

All men employed to light both gas and oil lamps are 
supplied with the necessary ladders, hooks, cans, etc., etc., 
by the city. , 

The men employed during the year have been generally 
prompt and faithful, and cases of discharge for neglect of 
duty have been very rare. 


COMPENSATION OF LAMPLIGHTERS.

All the cost of men permanently employed, piece-work, 


repainting lanterns, painting posts and brackets, carting of © 
lanterns, oil, and posts, stock used in repairing, horse-keep- 


ing, etc., is included in the item in the schedule for repair- 
ing lanterns. 

In addition to the lanterns repaired as above there have 
been 1,788 lanterns painted two coats, and 3,249 iron posts 
repainted one coat, during the year.

The petroleum oil (115 fire test) used for lighting the 
public lamps, where gas is not.in use, is purchased of the 
refiner, at the lowest market rate, and has fluctuated in 
price from 64 to 94 cents per gallon within the past 
year. 

The fonts from which it is burned are of a peculiar shape, 
adapted to the city use. The “Fireside” B burner is used. 
These lamps give good satisfaction where they are in use. 
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ue The cost of maintenance of these lamps has not exceeded 
_ $15.75 each during the past year, including lighting and care, 
3 oil, founts, chimneys, carting, wicking, ete. 


PROPERTY OF THE DEPARTMENT.

_ that an order had been passed by the Board of Aldermen, 
a Noy. 7, 1881, granting to the Thermo and Electric Lighting 
__ Company the privilege of testing this method of lighting the 
public lamps, and that a small amount of work had been ac- 
complished in the way of laying wire in the streets, and that 
__ the work was at that time suspended, 

This work has not been resumed, and it is understood that 
the work has been permanently abandoned. 

This method of lighting was in use on a portion of the 

public lamps in the city of Salem, but it is reported to have 
been discontinued.

In 1881 several large experimental gas pve hte were put up 
by the Boston Gas Licht Company, viz.

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During the year 1882 six lights of a similar character 
were put up by the same company on Temple place. 

But one bill has been presented to the department for gas 
consumed by these lamps, and that for gas consumed in 
November and December, 1881, and the gas company has 
stated that no further charge will be made during the term 
of its present contract with the city for the public light- 
ing. 

One of the Temple-place lanterns has lately been removed 
by direction of the chairman of the committee, and placed 
upon a post in the centre of Adams square. 

The consumption of gas by this light is at the rate of 30 
cubic feet per hour, or for 3,828 hours, the number of hours 
of burning of the public iamps; 114,840 cubic feet per 
annum,— say $172.26 ; lighting and care, $6.39 ; say $178.65, 
or 49 cents per night if continued the entire year. 

There are two large gas lamps in Charlestown,— one in 
Thompson square and one in City square, each with a cluster 
of 12 “Bray burners,” estimated to consume 100 cubic feet — 
per hour, and for these the city is paying the same as for the 
13 small gas lamps displaced by them, — $373.23 per annum, 
or 51+ cents per lamp per night. 

The city allows nothing for lighting and care of these 
lamps, so that the present lighting of these squares is $83.10 
less per annum than when the small lights were in use. 

Application has recently been made by the South Boston 
Gas Light Company to be allowed to put up two large lan- 
terns, of the same pattern as those in Temple place and 
Adams square, as follows : — 

One on Broadway, corner Dorchester avenue, and one on 
Broadway, corner of Dorchester street, and the chairman 
of the committee has directed that the application be 
granted. 

The company assume all expense of making the change, 
and charging to the city one-half the gas consumed by them 
until the expiration of their present contract-rate, $2.00 per 
cubic feet. 

The annual consumption being 114,840 cubic feet, the cost 
will be for 54,420 cubic feet, at $2.00 per M, say $114.84 
for gas, $6.39 for lighting and care, or at the average cost 
of 33+ cents per night, if burned the entire year.

This agreement, made this fourteenth day of February, A.D. 1882, 
by and between the Brush Electric Lighting Company, a corporation 


_duly established according to law, having a usual place of business in 
the City of Boston, of the one part, and the City of Boston of the other 


part ; and in accordance with an order passed in the Board of Aldermen 
on the twenty-seventh day of December, 1881, as follows: Ordered, That 
the Superintendent of Lamps, under the direction of the Committee on 
Lamps, be authorized to contract with the Brush Electrie Lighting Com- 
pany for lighting certain streets and squares for one year, at the rate of 
sixty-five cents per light each night, the number of lights not to exceed 
one hundred, and to be located upon such streets and squares as the 
committee may elect. 

Witnesseth, ‘That the said Brush Electric Lighting Company agrees to 
furnish, not exceeding one hundred electric lights, each to give a light 
of not less than two thousand candle-power, according to French standard 
measurement, in such places in the streets of Boston as the Committee 
on Lamps of the said city shall from time to time direct, and to keep the 
same lighted all night, on each and every night during such hours as 
shall be designated and directed by the Superintendent of Lamps, at 
the rate of sixty-five cents per lamp per night. 

Said Brush Electric Lighting Company convenant and agree for 
themselves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said 
city harmless of any and all costs and expenses, by reason of any acci- 
dent or injury which may occur to persons or property from imperfect 
insulation of wire, or construction, or maintenance of its lines of wire 


_ or apparatus. 


And said Brush Electric Lighting Company covenant and agree for 
themselves, their successors and assigns, to indemnify and save said city 
harmless against any claim for damages by reason of any infringement 
of any patent right or rights in the use of said lamps or machinery, or 
appliance connected therewith. 

And said City of Boston agrees to pay for each of said lights, not 
exceeding one hundred, so furnished and operated by said company, 
the sum, of sixty-five cents per night, for each night that it is operated 


_ and furnished during said term, and to make such payments monthly. 


This agreement shall continue in force for one year from its date, and 
until the fourteenth day of February, A.D. 1883. 


Under this contract there have been located, by direc- 
tion of the committee, 59 lights, which are now in use, viz. : 
11 in Roxbury and 48 in the city proper. 

These lights give very satisfactory results; the number of 
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reports from the police of their being out of order being 
now very few. 


The service of the Brush Company has bean excellent, and — 


no effort on their part has been neglected to make their light- 
ing a success. 


On the eighth day of May, 1882, the following order was 


passed by the Board of Aldermen : —

Ordered, That the Superintendent of Lamps, under the direction of 
the Committee on Lamps, be authorized to contract with the New Eng- 
land Weston Electric Lighting Company, for lighting certain streets 
and squares, for one year, at the rate of 58 cents per light each night, 
the number of lights not to exceed 100, and to be located upon such 
streets and squares as the committee may direct, said company being 
required to give a bond satisfactory to the committee, to indemnify 
and save the city harmless against claims for damages of every name 
and nature. 


In accordance with this order the Committee on Lamps 
directed the preparation of the following contract with the 
New England Weston Electric Lighting Company, which 
was duly executed by vote of said committee, the bond 
accompanying the same being duly approved and filed in 
the office of the City Auditor : — 


CONTRACT. 


This agreement, made this thirteenth day of May, A.D. 1882, by and 
between the New England Weston Electric Light Company, a cor- 
poration duly established according to law and having a usual place of 
business in the City of Boston, of the one part, and the ‘City of Boston of 
the other part, and in accor dance with an order passed in the Board of 
Aldermen of said city, on May 8, 1882, as follows: Ordered, That 
the Superintendent of Lamps, tinder the direction of the Committee on 
Lamps, be authorized to contract with the New England Weston Elec- 
tric Light Company for lighting certain streets and squares for one 
year, at the rate of fifty-eight cents per light each night, the number of 

lights not to exceed one hundred, and to be located upon such streets 
and Squares as the committee may direct, said company being required 
to give a bond satisfactory to the committee, to indemnify and save the 
city harmless against claims for damages of every name and nature. 

Wiinesseth, That the said New England Weston Electric Light Com- 
pany agrees to furnish electric lights, not exceeding one hundred in 
number, each to give a light of not less than two thousand candle-power, 
of the French standard measurement, in such places in the streets and 
squares of Boston as the Committee on Lamps of said city shall from 
time to time direct, and to keep the same lighted on each and every 
night during such hours as shall be designated and directed by the 
Superintendent of Lamps, at the rate of fifty -eight cents for each light 
per night. 

And said Electric Light Company covenants and agrees to indemnify, 
save harmless, and at its own cost defend said City “from and against 
any and all claims for damages, costs, or expense by reason of any 
accidents or injury that may result, directly or indirectly, from imper- 
fect insulation, construction, or maintenance of wire or apparatus, and 
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against any claim for damages by reason of any infringement of any 
patent right or rights in the use of said lights, machinery, or apparatus 
connected therewith; that it will not assign or transfer this contract to 
any other party, and that it will forthwith execute and deliver to said 
city a bond in the penal sum of twenty thousand dollars, with sureties 
satisfactory to the Committee on Lamps, conditioned upon the faithful 
performance of the foregoing covenants. 

And said City of Boston agrees to pay for each of said lights so fur- 
nished and operated by said company fifty-eight cents per light for each 
night that it is operated and furnished during said term, and to make 
such payments monthly. Thisagreement shall continue in force for one 
year from the tenth day of June, A.D. 1882. 


- Under this contract there have been located by direction 
of the committe 57 lights, which are now in use, viz.: 6 in 
Charlestown and 51 in the city proper. 

These lights, when burning in good order, give good satis- 
faction; but seemingly, for the want of proper care and 
mangement, the service rendered has at times been poor, and 
the complaints of citizens and of the police have been very 
frequent. | 

A change of management has been recently made, and it 
is hoped that a more reliable and satisfactory service will be 
rendered in the future. 

On the 17th day of July, 1882, the following order was 
passed by the Board of Aldermen : — 


Ordered, That the Committee on Lamps be authorized to contract 
with any responsible Electric Lighting Company or companies for fur- 
nishing the city with electric lights, not exceeding 100 in number, upon 
the same general terms as have been made with other companies; and 
provided the price shall not exceed 58 cents per lamp per night. 


Under this order no contract has been made by the com- 
mittee. 

All the electric lights in use for public lighting are placed 
upon posts, which are an extension of the ordinary gas-lamp 
posts, so that no additional structures are rendered necessary 
to encumber the sidewalk than for the ordinary lighting of 
the streets. 

These posts, invented and patented by Geo. H. Allen, 
are so made that they may be used in case it is deemed ex- 
pedient to run wire underground, and there are now two 
lights in Park square connected in this manner, for the pur- 
pose of trying the experiment of underground service. 

These lights were established about the first of Decem- 
ber, and are working perfectly ; and, should they continue 
to do so, there would seem to be no objection to a fur- 
ther extension of this method of running electric-lighting 
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wire, and avoiding many of the Sintceles and dangers of ed 


electric lighting. 


‘The laying of underground wires would probably. add 


greatly to the cost of running the circuits. 

Aldermen Stebbins, Haldeman, and White, the Committee 
on Lamps, have devoted considerable time to the examina- 
tion of locations where lights have been petitioned for, and 
have had a general supervision of the purchase of material 
and supplies, all of which has been procured with the ad- 
vantages of the lowest rates.

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Divisions AND DistrIicrTs. 


_ Until early in the past year the probation work at the 
__. several courts in the County of Suffolk was in charge of one 
“ officer; but the business of the courts at South Boston and 
Roxbury had so increased that it was deemed advisable to 
appoint an additional officer for each of these courts, thereby 
establishing three divisions for the county. The appended 
reports of those officers show a large amount of work done 
_ with efficiency and success. 
- The courts included in the division where I now have 
charge are, the Superior and Central Municipal Courts, in , 
Court square, and the outer district courts at Charlestown, 
Chelsea, East Boston, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and 
Brighton. 

A very large portion of the work being at the courts in 
Court square, head-quarters for the district are established 
there ; but arrangements are made so that if the services of 
the officer are required at either of the outer district courts, 
a telephone despatch to the office of the Superintendent of 
Police will secure his attendance in the shortest possible 
time. The number of cases probated at the outer district 
courts is comparatively small, but they are well repre- 
sented in the Superior Court. Notwithstanding the reduc- 
tion of territory, the number of cases probated on this 
division are about one-fourth larger than on any former 
p year. 


PROBATION, 


as practised by the Courts, is simply a suspension of sen- 
tence for a limited time, for the purpose of giving the 
offender an opportunity to reform without punishment, and 
in no way relieves him from the consequences of his error 
without further action by the Court at the expiration of his 
term of probation. | 

No one is placed on probation until a conviction, or plea 
of guilty to the alleged offence, has been recorded, and then 
only at the discretion of the Court having jurisdiction in the 
case. 

When sentence is suspended for the purpose of reforma- 
tion, the party is put under bonds for his appearance at 
court on a certain day, and the officer is required to become 
his surety, not only for such appearance, but that he be 
of good behavior, and keep the peace towards all persons, 
and that he pay the cost of prosecution at the expiration of 
his term. When discharged, this payment is held to be an 
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ie inducement for the person to at once engage in some useful 

‘oe employment. 

Persons sent to country or charity homes or to sea may 
not be required to again appear at Court, or to pay costs ;. - 
but, on a favorable report from the officer, may have their 
cases placed on file, not to be called up unless in case of a 
second offence. When probated persons treat the leniency 
of the Court with contempt, and show no disposition to 
reform, the Courts require that they be surrendered for 
sentence. 


7 TREATMENT OF PERSONS PROBATED. 


In cases disposed of which are reported as doing well, and 
being discharged or dismissed, the parties were residents of 
the city or its immediate vicinity, and have been visited at 

their homes as often as practicable (in some doubtful cases 
/ as often as once a week), and they are required to report at ~~ 
| the office at stated times during probation. It is for this 
' class that places of employment have been secured, and 
/ also from whom most of the costs paid Court clerks have been 
received. 

Of the 89 persons sent to country homes 67 were women, 
many of them mere girls, who had recently come to the city 
(unacquainted with its customs) for the purpose of earning 
an honest living, but who, under the influence of tempta- 
tions, and sometimes driven by poverty, had taken their first 
downward step. Some of those have been sent home at the 
expense of the fund provided by the City Council for this 
A purpose, and others, who had no means of their own, have 

. been furnished with free transportation by generous railroad 
and steamboat officials. Out of this number 6 have returned 
to the city, in violation of the conditions imposed upon them, 
and are numbered with those who have been surrendered for 
sentence. 

Those sent to charity homes, in or near the city, are visited 
occasionally, and those sent to sea are seldom heard from. 


SPECIAL CasSES OF DRUNKENNESS.

It not unfrequently happens that persons of both sexes 
who reside in the country, and who are temperate and 
respectable at home, come to the city on matters of business 
or pleasure, but while here are led to indulge in dri nks, of the .

In addition to this there has been paid to the several Court a 
clerks, by probated persons when discharged, for Court i 
costs, the sum of $2,278, —a very small portion of which | 
would have been paid but for probation ; the sum here saved 
amounting to nearly or quite enough to pay the salary of the 


* officer and office expenses. 
a In computing the time of imprisonment we are not left to 
conjecture. In many cases of minor importance, where sen- 


tence to prison is direct, and for non-payment of fine and 
— __ costs, the time is fixed by law. In cases of appeal from the 
c lower to the Superior Court, the sentence of the lower Court 

is usually confirmed. The shortest sentence to the Women’s 
Prison, at Sherborn, is one year, and where the time is wholly 
discretionary with the Court there is little difficulty in 
ascertaining what the sentence would have been. 

The time in the table is recorded at one, three, six, and > 
twelve months, but when the time comes between two of 
the given numbers the lowest has been recorded. In some 
cases the sentence to Sherborn Prison would be more than me 
one year; but in no case has more than one year been € 
recorded. 

The cost of maintaining prisoners has been taken from the 
last printed reports of the several institutions. 


OFFIcERS’ DUTIES. 


The statutes of the Commonwealth require the Probation 

Officer to attend the sessions of the Courts held for criminal 
business; to investigate the cases of persons accused or ‘ 

- eonvicted of crimes or misdemeanors, and to recommend to 

the Court for probation such persons as may reasonably be 

expected to reform without punishment; to send probated 

persons to country homes, when deemed expedient; to 

e visit probated persons, and render them aid and encourage- 

| ment, and to arrest and bring them before the Court for viola- 
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tion of conditions of their probation; to inform the Court, 
as far as possible, whcther a person on trial has formerly been _ 
convicted of crime; to investigate and report on applica- 
tions for release from prison, at the request of the Board of 
Directors of Public Institutions, and to submit to the Prison 
Commissioners a report of his work at the end of each 
month, and to the Superintendent of Police at the end of 
each quarter. 

When the Court decides to suspend sentence for probation, 
the offender is placed under bonds, and the officer is required 
to become surety for his future appearance at court, and to 
watch over him with guardian care. 


Tur RECORDS 


for this division the past year show 608 persons placed on 
probation, and 540 cases disposed of; most of them having 
been several times continued for further examination before 
the Court during their term. The average number in care 
during the year, 207. The records show, also, visits 
made to the City Prison every morning, including Sundays 
and holidays, and numerous visits made to other prisons and 
places of detention; an attendance at one or more of the 
courts, a part of the day, when they were in session; 3,063 
cases investigated where persons were charged with crimes 
or misdemeanors; 941 visits made to the homes of per- 
sons in care; 948 visits by persons in’ care at the oflice. 
This work, with the time required in sending 137 persons to 
country and charity homes, and to sea; in efforts made in 
securing places of employment; in hunting up delinquents - 
and persons to be surrendered; in keeping a daily detailed 
account of all work, and reporting the same, with the name, 
age, sex, residence, nature of offence, court where tried, and 
result of all cases disposed of, to the Prison Commission at 
the end of each month, and to the Superintendent of Police 
at the end of each quarter; in daily interviews and consul- 
tations with the friends of persons probated, or desiring to 
be; in receiving and answering hundreds of communica- 
tions from persons sent to country homes, together with a 


ron) 


never-ending routine of incidental work that cannot be 
enumerated, and it will be seen that the officer has little 


time for leisure. 


Morat IMPROVEMENT. 


Tn reviewing the record of the past year the unpleasant 
fact is presented, that 51 persons, who have been convicted 
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of crime, and were placed on probation, to give them an op- 


portunity to reform without punishment have not profited 
by the leniency shown them; but have again returned to 
their vicious ways, and have been re-arrested, and surrendered 
back to Court for sentence; and that 9 others of the same 
class have run away, to escape re-arrest and punishment ; add 
to this 18 persons who behaved well while on probation, and 
were discharged, but, subsequently, were in court again for 
offence against the laws, and we have a total of 78 persons 
who may be counted as lost. 

But when we examine farther, and find that this loss 
amounts to only about 15 per cent. of the whole number dis- 
posed of, and that 462, or about 85 per cent., have so con- 
ducted themselves as to merit the approbation of the Court 
before whom they were convicted, and have been honorably 
discharged, or had their cases dismissed, or placed on file, 
and have since behaved well, the result of the work is indeed 
more encouraging; even if the 15 per cent. had been the only 
portion saved, it would have well paid all labor and expense. 

Would imprisonment have shown a better result ? 

In nearly one-half of the cases disposed of the sentence 
would have been fine and costs; of these not more than 10 
per cent. had the means to pay, and would have been sent 
to prison for non-payment, thus virtually committing more 
than 200 persons to prison in consequence of their poverty. 

In the pursuit of his duties the Probation Officer gets a 
broad view of the mysteries of city life that lie hidden beneath 
the surface, and he often meets with incidents the most in- 
teresting and touching, bringing to light the progress of 
temptation, passion, folly, vice, crime, and degradation, 
together with exhibitions of affection, self-sacrifice, suspense, 
and despair on the part of innocent, suffering friends in at- 
tempts to save. And here is a sad feature in the annals of 
crime: some fond parent, brother, sister, wife, or child, is 
often a greater sufferer than the real offender. 

The work of probation in this county has saved a no 
inconsiderable sum of money to the government; but, large 
as itis, it does not compare in value with the change from 
lives of vice and crime to that of réctitude and usefulness, 
or with the value of homes made peaceful and happy.

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VISITS AND INVESTIGATIONS, 


In considering the matter of suspending the sentence of a 
person convicted of crime, it is the duty of the Probation 
Officer to investigate such cases, with a view to ascertaining 
the probabilities of reformation without punishment, and if 
found favorable, to so report to the Court. In making 
inquiries of persons taken in custody, and of their previous 
character and habits, the cells and Court-House have been 
visited every morning before court hours, to investigate 
cases of persons to be tried. Officers and friends have been 
interviewed, and every means of information has been gath- 
ered, and if found favorable, to so report to the Court, and 
if approved, they are put under his care. 

Visits have been made to the homes of persons in care, 
who reside in the city, as often as twice a month, and in 
doubtful cases much oftener. The Probation Officer also 
requires many cuses to report to his house once a month; 
and persons residing or working out of the city are required 
to report to him by letter as often as once a month, and some 
instances oftener ; and, if they fail to report, they are looked 
up, either by person or letter, immediately. 


TEMPERANCE PLEDGES. 


Intemperance is the commencement of nearly all crime. 
It is a fact that most all the persons that get into our crim- 
inal courts are more or less addicted to drink ;. and knowing 
that rum is the leader to nearly all vice and wrong-doings, the 
Probation Officer requires all persons placed under his care 
to take the pledge for one year before leaving the court- 
room, and, in numerous instances, with good results, as they 
kept. their promise faithfully, and are now leading sober 
lives ; while others broke away from their promise almost the 
same day. Most all the cases which have been surrendered 


for sentence are those that broke their pledge to the officers, 


and showed evidence of being incorrigible; while I am 
pleased to say that the greater portion of those put under my 
care have shown a desire to reform; and where they have 
been enabled to keep their pledges they have done well in 
the way of reformation. 


Time oF IMPRISONMENT, HAD NOT PROBATION INTERVENED. 


Many of the persons that are put under my care are 
brought to court, tried, and found guilty; but sentence is 
reserved for three months; and if they do well they are 
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treated with more leniency at the expiration of probation 
than they probably would have been if they had been sen- 


tenced or fined on the day of trial; so the Probation Officer 
cannot always tell how much would have been their sentence 
if probation had not intervened; but to see that we have 
saved the county by probation-work we are not left to un- 
certainty, as almost all persons under my care would have 
gone to prison; while the moral improvement, in most cases, 
has been gratifying when discharged from court. 


Cost oF CourT PAID BY PROBATED PERSONS, AND THE 
RESULT WHEN DISCHARGED. 


With a few exceptions probated persons who, have done 


_ well, and are eventually discharged, are required to pay the 


cost they have made the county at the expiration of their 
term of probation, a very small part of which would have 
been paid had not probation intervened; while those who 
through poverty, are unable to pay cost of court when dis- 
charged, if they had been sentenced on the day of trial, 
would, for non-payment of fine, have gone to prison, and their 
families supported by charity while they were serving out 
their sentence; and in most instances the Probation Officer 
can review his work in the above cases here mentioned 
with pleasure, as the work of reformation is very visible, 


_and they are now trying to lead a correct life, and be useful 
‘citizens in our community, and they daily thank the Court 


(in their hearts) for the interest he manifested in their 
behalf. 


RELEASE FROM PRISON. 


Under authority of Chap. 220, Sect. 69, of the Public 
Statutes of 1880 and 81, the Probation Officer may, with 
the consent of the County Commissioners of the county in 
which he is appointed, or in Suffolk County of the Board 
of Directors for Public Institutions, investigate the case of 
any person imprisoned in a jail or house of correction, or 
in the House of Industry, in the City of Boston, for an 
offence other than a felony, upon sentence of not more than 
six months remaining unexpired, with a view to ascertaining 
the probabilities of the reformation of such persons if re- 
leased from imprisonment. If, after such investigation, the 
Probation Officer recommend the release of the prisoner, 
and the Court which imposed the sentence certify a con- 
currence in such recommendation, the County Commission- 
ers, or the said Board of Directors, may, if they deem it 
expedient, release him upon probation. By direction of the 
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. pardoning power under this law six applications for release 

P __ have been investigated. In the cases tried, three were of a — 
i character not ‘to justify a favorable report; three were rec- 
ommended for favorable consideration, and were released ; 
on probation, under conditions; those released are now 
doing well. |

Section 1, of Chapter 123, of the Acts of 1876, provides, 
that “the Sealer of Weights and Measures shall annually give 
public notice by advertisement, or by posting notices in one 
or more public places, to all inhabitants, or persons having a 
usual place of business therein, who use scales, weights, or 
measures, for the purpose of selling any goods, wares, mer- 
chandise, or other commodities, or for public weighing, to 


bring in their scales, weights, and measures to be adjusted 


and sealed.” 


_ The same section also provides, “that in those cities and 
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towns where a salary is paid to the Sealer of Weights and — 
Measures, no fees shall be charged for such service.” 

In compliance with the provisions ef the foregoing section, 
it is customary for the sealer to notify, annually in May, all 
such persons as are referred to by the statutes, by publishing 
the required notice in the daily papers, to bring to this office 
their scales, weights, and measures, to be tested and sealed. 

Section 2, of Chapter 123, of the Acts of 1876, amended 
by Section 2, of Chapter 151, of the Acts of 1877, provides 
“that, at any time after said notice, the said Sealer of Weights 
and Measures shall go to the houses, stores, and shops of per- 
sons mentioned in the foregoing section who have neglected 
to comply with the notice given thereunder, and having en- 
tered the same, with the assent of the occupants, shall adjust 
and seal their scales, weights, and measures, and shall be en- 
titled to receive for said service the compensation set forth in 
Chapter 51, Section 14, of the General Statutes.” 

The customary notice having been published, after a rea- 
sonable time the deputy sealers were instructed to visit the 
several shops and places where scales, weights, and meas- ~ 
ures were being used; and, after informing each and every 
person that it was optional with them whether their scales, etc., 
should be tested at this office, or at their place of business, and 
also informing said parties that at the office no charge would 
be made for such service, but that at their places of business 
the fees prescribed by law would be charged, the parties giv- 
ing their consent, proceeded to test and seal such scales, 
weights, and measures as they used.

Adjusting. 


For adjusting or repairing any scale, A FAIR AND REASON- 
ABLE COMPENSATION. 

For weights, when either light or heavy, NOT TO EXCEED 
TEN CENTS EACH. 

For measures, wet or dry, when either large or small, nor 
TO EXCEED TEN CENTS EACH. 

For yardsticks, NOT TO EXCEED FIVE CENTS EACH. 

For adjusting or repairing any special weight or measure 
not mentioned above, a fair and reasonable compensation. 

In accordance with the foregoing scale of prices the earn- 
ings of this department, for work done outside of the office 
from May 1, 1882, to January 1, 1883, amounted to $2,585.90, 
which amount has been paid to the City Collector, to be placed 
to the credit of Department of Weights and Measures. 

While very many parties have expressed great satisfaction 
with the method adopted of calling at their places of business 
to seal their scales, weights, etc., and have cheerfully paid 
the charges, there is also quite a large number who decidedly 
object to paying any charges whatever for such service, pre- 
ferring to send their scales, etc., to this office; by so doing a 
very large amount of work has had to be performed at the 
office, which labor required the attendance at the office of one 
deputy to assist the sealer, as, with his other duties, it would 
have been quite impossible for him to have performed the 
service.

for which service no fees whatever are allowed. 

The inequalities of the fees allowed by the statute are so 
many that a recital of all of them would require too much 
space in this report; it will, perhaps, suffice to state that 
the testing of a beam (so called) and its weights requires 
fully four times as much labor and time as it does to test 
and seal a platform and weights; yet the fee for sealing a 
beam is three cents, while the fee for sealing the platform is 
jifty cents. It would appear that a radical change is called 
for in the tariff of charges; the sealer would most respect- 
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fully call attention to the glaring inconsistencies in the 
statute relative to the fees. 

The darkness, dampness, and general unhealthiness of the 
office now occupied by the sealer has been so often men- 
tioned by my predecessors in their reports, that by simply 
calling attention to the fact that such is its condition will 
suffice. 

Between the sealer and his deputies a cordial sympathy 
has existed; and to the interest taken by the deputies in 
the performance of their many, and at times disagreeable, 
duties, must be attributed what of success has been accom- 
plished in this department. 

Owing to the limited amount of room in this office, the 
old standards formerly belonging to the towns of Roxbury 
and Dorchester, together with a large lot of tripods, beams, 
and other useless material, which has been accumulating in 
this office, were, with the consent of the Committee on 
Weights and Measures, placed on storage, in care of the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings.

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JOINT SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


ON 


JOINT RULES AND ORDERS OF 
THE CITY COUNCIL. 


In Common Councin, January 18, 1883. 


The Joint Special Committee on the Joint Rules and 
Orders of the City Council beg leave to submit the follow- 
ing report, being a new draft of such rules. Although 
various additions have been made to the former body of 
rules, few changes have been recommended in the old ones. 
The necessity for the new rules, in this form, arises from the 
changes made last December in the Ordinances. For many 
years matters were, without consideration, placed in the Or- 
dinances which did not belong to that class of laws. The Re- 
vising Committee in 1880, and the Commissioners in 1882, 
alike agreed upon the advantages to be derived from trans- 
ferring to the Joint Rules all such regulations as affected 
the powers and duties of committees of the City Council. 
There was, in fact, hardly any difference, except in the mat- 
ter of arrangement, between the two reports, and the work 
has been incorporated in the present document. 

The Commissioners of 1882 recommended three new com- 
mittees, viz.: one on the Examination of Bonds of City Offi- 
cials ; one on the City Clerk’s Department ; and one on Under- 


ground Wires; and the City Council of last year established 


one on the City Hall Reference Library. These three are 
accordingly added to those enumerated in old Rule No. 1. 
A new rule has been added giving all committees general 
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charge of their departments (an essential delegation of 
power necessary to be made annually), and, to many of the 

committees, special instructions are given, following, as far as 

possible, the language of the old ordinances. No power has 

been intentionally taken away, except that given by old Rule 

6, if, indeed, it had any force, to spend money from the ap- 

propriation for Incidentals. | 

Rules 2, 3, 4, 5, 7, and 8, remain unchanged. In Rule 9 
a clause has been added, to define the case of a reference of 
any matter to the next city government. 

Old Rule 11 is slightly amended, to define the duties of 
the Clerk of Committees; and anew rule added, allowing 
certain committees to employ their own clerks, agreeably to 
former usage. 

Old Rules 12 and 13 remain unchanged. In old Rule 14 
only such a change has been made as will allow the Commit- 
tees on Claims and Legislative Affairs to act in accordance 
with former customs. 

Old Rule 23 is amended by adding a power for either 
branch to order any paper printed as well as the report of a 
committee. 

Two new and important rules are added. One regulates 
the method in which the various standing committees shall 
make contracts. The provisions are mainly copied from those 
in use heretofore in the departments of Public Buildings and 
Water. The other rule merely repeats the list of officials 
who have been in previous years elected, and the mode of 
their election, without change. It, of course, enumerates 
only those elected or confirmed by both branches. The ad- 
vantages of this rule are twofold: First, it enables every 
one to see what officers are elected, and will thus save the 
necessity of a long search through ordinances and rules. 
Secondly, it establishes and continues the framework of the 
city government, and gives permanence to our present sys- 
tem, the growth of so many years. It will be found ser- 
viceable as an order in the same way that the placing of 
salaries in an ordinance is most useful.

Rute 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall for 
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the Eaitent municipal year have the general management and 
supervision of the department to which it has been assigned, 


_ subject in all respects to the special instructions of the City 


Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and lawful 
ordinances. 

The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 

The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor as 
to the manner in which the books, records, and papers, be- 
longing to his department shall be kept, and as to the mode in 
which, all bills and accounts against the city shall be certified 


or vouched; and examine, and if it sees fit, approve, as 


often as once a month, all bills and accounts against the 
city, which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the di- 
rection of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and 
consider and report upon all subjects relating to the city 
finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall 
fix the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks 
appointed by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as 
soon thereafter as may be, recommend to the City Council 
the names of persons to be voted for as Assessors and as As- 
sistant Assessors. 

The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds required 
by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 

The Committee on Claims shall investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 


laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 


streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 
Health ; and may settle any such claim, before suit is brought, 
if such settlement can be effected by the payment of a sum 
not exceeding five hundred dollars ; and, in consultation with 
the City Solicitor, take such steps as they deem expedient for 
the defence and settlement of suits brought for the recovery 
of such claims. The expense of such defence or settlement 
shall be paid from the appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed, with the interest 
thereon, refunded to him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such con- 
sideration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
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ment, they shall certify the fact tothe City Treasurer, who shall 


make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge by 


the petitioner of his said deed. 
When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 


Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 


thereon, and‘a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 
entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate 
relinquished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to the 
said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 
relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 
to be just and comformable to law ; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner. 

The Committee on City Clerk’s Department shall audit, 
monthly, the finances of said department. 

The Committee on the Common and Public Grounds shall 
have the care and custody of the Common, the Public Garden, 
and the public squares and fountains of the city. 

The Committee on Public Education shall purchase all 
land required for educational purposes, when such purchase 
has been authorized by the City Council; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 
requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 
altering and repairing buildings ; and shall approve all plans 
for new school-houses. 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department shall 
have the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, 
and shall fix the compensation of the persons employed 
therein ; the appointment and removal of all of whom shall 
also be subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 


often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 


of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applications 
for appropriations for the said department, and report thereon 
to the City Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 
city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 
time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 
they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 
of the city and for the security of the rights and interests 
of the city therein; provided, that no expense shall be

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incurred exceeding the appropriations previously made by 
the City Council for these purposes. , 


“ 


The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appro- 
priations for the Health Department, and report thereon to 


the City Council ; and the said committee shall also have con- | 


trol of all expenditures on account of the city teams, the 
city stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the col- 
lecting of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the 
laborers required therefor ; provided, that the work of clean- 
ing the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and 
offal, and all contracts therefor, shall he performed in a 
manner entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health; and all 
contracts for such work shall contain the condition that they 
shall be performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city ; provided, said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Council, 
oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding City 
Council. It shall report in print to the City Council all bills, 
resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature affecting 
the City of Boston, or any department thereof. Such printed 
report shall be made at the next meeting of either branch 
after such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of 
said committee. The committee may expend in any year a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be charged to the 
appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the law 
department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote 
of a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel 
and fix the compensation therefor, but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the 
municipal year unless the consent of the City Council thereto 
is first obtained. ‘ 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city tem- 
porary home, and examine on the second Tuesday of each 
month all the books of the said overseers, the keeping of 
which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order to 
ascertain whether such books have been kept in conformity 
with said ordinances ; whether all expenditurés and payments 
for the month ending on the last Monday of the preceding 
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and whether relief and assistance have been legally granted 
or refused. The said committee shall also in January and in 
June examine the condition and investment of all property 
intrusted to or deposited with the said overseers, and if upon 
any such examination it appears to said committee that any 
expenditure or payment has been illegally made or is not 
properly vouched ; that any assistance or relief has been ille- 
gally granted or refused; that due care has not been taken 
in regard to the management, preservation, or investment of 
said property; or that said books are not properly kept: 
they shall thereupon report the facts. to the City Council for 
its action. 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and accounts. of the Police Commission- 
ers, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall contract for the city 
printing ; see that the work done and the materials furnished 
under any such contract are in conformity with the terms 
thereof; approve all bills for printing; and, in the absence 
of any special order by the City Council, designate the 
number to be printed of any public document, book, or 
pamphlet, the printing of which has been duly authorized. 
The decision of said committee shall, unless overruled by the 
City Council, be final on all questions arising under the con- 
tract for the city printing or under chapter twenty-nine of 
the Revised Ordinances. The said committee may authorize 
the sale at an approximate cost price of any surplus bound 
copies of any such documents, books, or pamphlets. 

The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of 
the erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings ; and 

may (subject to the approval of the City Council) lease 
any such building for a period not exceeding three years, and 
may dispose by public or private sale of any temporary 
buildings, or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer 
needed for public purposes. When the City Council orders 
the purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the City 
Architect’s office, and shall fix the compensation of the persons 
employed therein; the appointment and removal of all of 
whom shall be subject to the approval of said committee. 
The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms in the 
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public buildings for the various city officers, or shall procure 
such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and shall 
furnish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands may, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, lay out and make such 
streets, passage-ways, and public squares on said lands and 
lay such sewers therein as they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters re- 
lating to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the 
City Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, 
and shall fix the compensation of the persons employed 
therein; the appointment and removal of all of whom shall 
also be subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination 
of the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as 
may be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or 
ordinance, and may purchase such supplies and materials, 
and incur such other expenses, as may be necessary, provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appropriated 
for the purpose. 

The Committee on the Treasury Department shall ex- 
amine, audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer 
and of the County Treasurer, and of the City Collector for the 
preceding financial year, and shall not only compare said 
accounts with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain 
whether all sums due to the city have been collected and 
accounted for; and the said committee shall also examine 
all bonds (excepting official bonds), notes, and other securi- 
ties belonging to the city, and shall make to the City Council 
a full and particular report of the results of such exami- 
nation. ‘The committee shall have power to confirm or reject 
the subordinate officers in either the City Treasurer’s, County 
Treasurer’s, or City Collector’s department, when duly nom- 
inated by the head of such department; and also decide upon 
the acceptance of the sureties offered on the bonds of such 
subordinate officers. The said committee shall audit the 
accounts of the department of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures semi-annually, or oftener if deemed necessary. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall determine 
the amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph 
and telephone companies under the provisions of chapter 26, 
§ 40 of the Revised Ordinances; determine the sufficiency 
of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other powers 
as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 
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The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all requests 
for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 
cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 
may purchase from time to time publications for the use of 
the library ; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council. 

Rute 3. The member of the Board of Aldermen first 
named on every Joint Committee, of which the Mayor is not 
a member, shall be its chairman; and, in case of his resig- 
nation or inability, the other members of the ‘same Board in 
the order in which they are named, and after them the mem- 
ber of the Common Council first named, shall call meetings 
of the committee, and act as chairman. 

Rute 4. The Joint Standing Committees shall cause rec- 
ords of their proceedings to be “kept in books provided for 
that purpose ; and at all meetings of committees the records 
of the previous meeting shall be read, unless otherwise 
ordered by the committee. 

RutEe 5. The representatives of the two branches of the 
City Council on Joint Committees shall not act by separate 
consultations. No meeting of any committee shall be called 
upon less notice than twenty-four hours without the consent 
of all the members thereof. 

Rute 6. Any Joint Committee, not having charge of an 
appropriation, may expend from the appropriation for Inei- 
dental Expenses an amount, not exceeding two hundred 
dollars in any one year, for any purposes connected with the 
duties of said committee, for which no provision has been 
otherwise made. 

Rue 7. In every case of disagreement between the two 
branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a Committee of Conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both 
committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of 
their respective branches in relation to the matter in contro- 
versy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their 
respective branches. 

Rute 8. No me soe si a Joint Constante: shall be igh 
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by either branch of the City Council unless agreed to by 
such committee at a duly notified meeting thereof. 

Rute 9. Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee, but the reference by 
either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference origi- 
nated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee, 
to which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

‘Ruxte 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the 
City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorse- 
ment of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, 
or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch. Every report of a committee shall be signed by a 
member belonging to the body to which it shall be pre- 
sented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. Every 
order and notice of reference shall have endorsed upon it 
the name of the member offering it or making the motion. 


Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of the com- 


mittee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for 
its consideration if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall 
notify each member of the City Council: of all public com- 
mittee hearings. He shall be notified, by its clerk, of the 
time of meeting of every committee of which he is not the 
clerk, as soon as the date of such meeting is fixed. He shall 
post daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the 
chamber of the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee 
meetings to be held that day. 

Rute 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Accounts, 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Building Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the 
Survey and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, 
as clerk of such committee, one of their own number, or 
any employé of the department under their charge; but 
no compensation shall be made for such services. 

Rute 138. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the 
branch in which the same originated. 
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Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the — 


form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 


way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 


everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 

Rute 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be ex- 
pended, by the several committees having the charge thereof, 
for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as 
aforesaid have been expended, and an additional sum is re- 
quired, or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed 


the appropriation specially made therefor, the committee | 


having charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a 
detailed statement, in print, of the expenditures already 
made, and of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates on which the appropriation was made, or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund ex- 
cept by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with Chap- 
ter 28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes; expenditures for 
one or both branches of the City Council, ordered by con- 
current vote; or by committees as provided in these rules; 
amounts necessary to pay judgments or to settle claims 
against the city; and transfers. 

Ruxe 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application has 
been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee on 
Finance. 

Rute 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch of 
the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by yea 
and nay. 

Rue 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of 
a committee, unless duly authorized by such. board or com- 
mittee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 

Rute 19. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
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_ persons to whom such refreshments, or carriages, were fur- 
_ _nished, the dates of furnishing the same, and shall be ap- 
proved by the members of the City Council charged therewith, 
e “5 


or by the presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a 
committee. All bills for refreshments shall be presented at 
the time incurred, and, if incurred by a committee, the chair- 
man, or chairman pro tem., shall certify that the persons 
named were present. The presiding officer of a board, or 
chairman of a committee, shall not approve any bill for re- 
freshments, or carriage-hire, unless as herein required, nor 
shall he approve any such bill on account of any person not 
- amember of the City Council, unless specially authorized to 
-_ doso by vote of such board or committee. But the officers 
of either branch thereof, the Clerk of Committees, and as- 
sistant, are exempt from this provision. Such bills, when so 
approved, shall be paid from the appropriation to which they 
are incident ; and the Auditor of Accounts shall not pass any 
such bill for the approval of the Committee on Accounts, un- 
less it-has been approved as provided in this or the preceding 
section. 

Rue 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 
Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger, and, when not so ordered, the person 

__ who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the 
City Messenger; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
: carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which and 
the purpose for which it was used. 

Rue 21. All bills for refreshments or carriages, con- 
taining items incurred more than three months previous to 
the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before 
the City Council for approval. 

Route 22. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be 

transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein 
before directed.

New BvurmILDINGsS AND IMPROVEMENTS. 


Nine special appropriations have been in charge of this 
department during the past year; the amount of appropria- 
tions for such being $167,500. 


Armory Building, Maverick Street. 


By a special order of the City Council, passed Sept. 14, 
1882, the Auditor of Accounts was directed to transfer from 
the Reserved Fund the sum of $5,500, the same to constitute 
a special appropriation to repair and refit the Armory build- 
ing on Maverick street, and provide a ward-room in the same 
for Ward 2. ‘The plans for the repairs and refitting involve 
anew underpinning to the building and an entire change of 
the interior for company quarters, also a large ward-room 
for Ward 2. 

Health Department Stables. 


The Committee on Public Buildings have had in charge an 
appropriation for repairs and additional stable-room for the

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South and West City Stables. The demands of this ap- 


propriation are principally for additional stable-room for 


both stables, which are much overcrowded. The work is 


now in progress, but it can be performed within the amount. 
Expended to Jan. 1, 1883, $1,342.13. 


Grammar School-house, Kenilworth Street. 


This building is nearly ready for the roof, and will be 
completed during the coming summer. The house will con- 
tain ten rooms and a hall, with all the modern improvements. 
There has been expended to date the sum of $55,143.20. 

An additional appropriation will be required for heating 
and furnishing the building. 


Primary School-house, Howard Avenue. 


The contract for building this house has been awarded, 
and the work is progressing as fast as the season will admit. 
The building will be of brick, and contain six rooms, and 
will be completed the coming fall. 

There has been expended for land $13,048.65; on build- 
ing account, $1,587. 

The cost of building will be $45,000. 


Addition to Chapman School-house. 


The contracts for building an addition to this house, to con- 
tain three rooms, has been awarded, and the excavation for the 
same has been completed. The ‘addition will contain three 
rooms, and will cost $15,000. It can be occupied next summer. 


The following buildings and improvements have been 
completed : — ; 


Old State-house Renovation. 


The work of restoring the Old State-house has been com- 
pleted, and the greater portion of the building is leased for a 
term of years. The income from rentals will equal $10,350 
per annum. 

The cost of restoring the building has been $34,887.39. 


Prince School-house. 


The work on the addition to the Prince School-house is com- 


‘pleted, together with the gallery for the hall, heating and 


furnishing for the same, retaining-wall, and grading and 
paving of yard. 
The total cost of the entire work has been $33,278.13.

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Ty tes eet Primary School-house. 


By a special order of the City Council, passed in June last, 
the committee were directed to improve the sanitary condition — 
of this building, and an appropriation of $8,000 was trans- 
ferred from the Reserved Fund for the purpose. 

The work is complete, and has been performed to the sat- 
isfaction of the School Committee. 

The amount expended is $2,593.62. 


Primary School-house, Quincy Street. 


During the past year a wooden building, for the use of | 
Primary ‘classes, has been erected on Quiney street, Ward 24. — 
The building is now occupied, and has cost, including the 
land, $12,000. 


Armory Building, Wareham Street. 


In June last this building was nearly destroyed by fire. 
Since that time the entire structure has been rebuilt, and the 
company are again in occupation of their quarters. 

The sum of $5,300 has been expended in making these 
repairs ; paid from the appropriation for public buildings. 

Appropriations for several new buildings are already pro- | 
vided by the City Council, and the City Architect is now 
engaged in the preparation of plans and specifications for the 
same, in order that the work may be put under contract in 
the early spring. f

The demand for school accommodations is far in excess of 
the supply ; in many locations it is impossible to hire build- 
ings for temporary purposes. If all these demands are 
complied with, the City Council will be obliged to provide 
large special appropriations for new school-houses.

The commissioner for West Boston, Canal, and/Prison-Point 
bridges submits for himself and associate his Twelfth Annual 
Report of matters pertaining to the West Boston and Canal 
bridges, and his Seventh Annual Report on Prison-Point 
bridge. 


West Boston BRIDGE. 


It was anticipated at the date of the last annual report that 
there would have to be a considerable expenditure for re- 
pairs upon the bridge during the year. 

Although sufficient repairs have been made to keep the 
bridge in good order and safe condition to travel, no large 
expense has been incurred. 

A portion of the bridge on the Boston side of the channel 
has been settling for some years, owing to the poor support 
afforded to the piling by a soft mud foundation. The con- 
dition of this section is so bad it will have to be rebuilt in 
the spring: 

~The bulkheads for the entire length of the bridge are quite 
rotten, and will soon require. extensive renewal or repairs. 
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Only temporary repairs have been made upon them during 
the year. 

The roadway and sidewalk pavements on the filled portions 
of the Cambridge side have been repaired. The condition 
of these pavements is such that it would be greatly improved 
by entirely relaying them. ‘The expense would be quite 
large, and the commissioners have not felt justified in mak- 
ing this improvement so long as the pavements were in fair 
condition, as at present. 

The draw has been provided with a new centre-pin in 
place of the old one, which was rendered useless by the 
breaking of one of its steel-plate bearings, and is otherwise ~ 
in good condition. 

The engine and draw machinery is in excellent order, and, 
with the exceptions which have been stated, the bridge, as a 
whole, may be considered in fair condition. 


CANAL, OR CRAGIF’S BRIDGE. 


The substructure of the oldest portion of this bridge has 
always required careful watching, and early in the spring an 
unusual amount of vibration under passing loads was noticed 
on a section comprising several bays. 

A more careful examination, for the purpose of ascertain- 
ing the cause of this unusual vibration, resulted in the dis- 
covery of a number of piles in four of the old bents, which 
were undermined probably by the washing away ‘of. the 
bottom, and furnished, therefore, no support to the bridge 
superstructure. New piles were driven in this bent, and 
they are now stronger than ever before. The work was 
accomplished without stopping travel over the bridge. 

The other portions of the old substructure are in about their 
usual condition, but are liable at any time to require similar 
treatment to that of the portion above described. The new 
portions of this bridge are in good order. 

The draw and its ‘appurtenant machinery i is in good con- 
dition, with the exception of the engine, which will require a 
thorough overhauling and repairing before spring. 


Prison—Point BRIDGE. 


The Cambridge approach to this bridge has been paved 
during the year. This was a much needed improvement, 
which the commissioners have called attention to in several 
of their former reports. 

It has proved all that was anticipated in the way of saving 
of wear and tear on the bridge, and increase of comfort for 
those travelling over this avenue. < 
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' Report on Bripaes. 
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No extensive repairs have been required either upon the 
bridge or draw, and they are now in excellent condition, and 
will require during the coming year only ordinary repairs.

The whole length of sewers in the city, exclusive of the 


intercepting sewer, «is now about 204 miles. 


Assessments have been levied by the Board of Aldermen, 
and bills sent to the Collector to the amount of $60,963.29. 
The Collector has received during the year, on account of 


the department, $57,246.83. 


During the year 1,421 permits have been given to con- 


struct or repair house connections, and 761 loads —equal 
to about 2,266 cubic yards —of sewage matter have been 
removed from the sewers, and a flushing gang kept almost 
constantly at work. 

A large item of expenditure for the past year has been 
the building of a new outlet from the south side of Charles- 
town, taking the drainage which formerly polluted the Mill- 
pond-and Miller’s river down to Prison-Point bridge. | 

The deposits from the sewers along Medford street, on the 
northside, have been fruitful sources of complaint to their 
neighborhood, and caused an annual expenditure for dredg- 
ing. Among many remedial measures that have been pro- 
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Bee posed, the most effective, and, perhaps, the least expensive, 
would be to remove all the dry-weather discharge to the 
lowest point, and into fairly deep water, by building an inter- Pe 
_ _ cepting sewer along Medford street to Chelsea bridge. This % 
would keep the sewage out of the sluggish shore channel, 
Be or, rather, long dock, made by the Lowell Railroad embank- 
ment. 
a A large main line has been built along the N.Y. & N.E. 
gi R.R. to Columbia street, affording outlets for branch sewers 
to a growing locality. 

During the year the department will, most probably, be 
obliged to divert the sewers now emptying on the South 
Boston flats along the line of First street, in South Boston. a 
The State fillmg has now impeded the diffusion of the sewage A 
by the tide to such an extent that some of the outlets are 

nuisances. It is rather difficult to find an outlet for all the 
drainage north of Dorchester street, without going to Federal- 
‘ street bridge; but by using the intercepting sewer, if com- 
: pleted to Dorchester avenue, the expense will be lessened. 
A new main is needed to keep dry the extension of D street, 
3 under the O.C. & N. R.R., and to improve the drainage in 
2 that vicinity. 

. But, by far the most notable want of drainage facilities 
exists in a district in Dorchester lying for half a mile each 
side of Harvard street, and fast filling up with houses sup- 
plied with Cochituate water, but without drainage except by 
cesspools, for which the ground is ill-adapted, being wet and 
clayey. , 

The district is in the valley of Stony brook, and if the 
lines of drainage attempt to follow the natural flow of water, 
it will be necessary to build about five miles, through an un- 
cultivated territory, before reaching the nearest sewer in the 
valley, at Jamaica Plain. 

A plan has been devised and partly carried out, to carry 
the drainage of this district to Dorchester Bay, by a short 
tunnel through the ridge dividing the two valleys. All of 


i this work can hardly be done in one year, but so much should 
= be provided for in the coming year, that, by the fall of 1884, 


the greater part of the district could have drainage. 


. Some large work has been done in West Roxbury and 
i Brighton, and an unusual length of smaller sewers con- 
4 structed.

CHAPTER 1. 


AN ORDINANCE FOR CONSOLIDATING AND ARRANGING THE ; 
ORDINANCES OF THE CITY. 


= Section 1. All by-laws of the city shall be denominated 
3 ordinances, and the enacting style shall be, “Be it ordained 
_ by the city council of Boston, as follows.” 

4 Sect. 2. All ordinances of the city shall be recorded at 
4 length by the city clerk in a book kept by him for the pur- 
____ pose, and, except when otherwise provided, shall be pub- 
_ ‘lished two weeks successively in three daily newspapers : 
published in the city, such newspapers to be designated by 

_ the city clerk. | 
, Sreor. 3. ‘The ordinances contained in this chapter and in 
| the fifty-two chapters following shall be known as the “ Re- 
vised Ordinances,” and, so far as their provisions are the 
same in effect as those of previously existing ordinances, 
___ they shall be construed as continuations of those ordinances ; 
_ but, subject to the said limitation and to the provisions of 
_ the next section, all ordinances of the city heretofore in force 
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Sror. 4. These Revised Ordinances shall not affect any 
act done, any right accrued, any penalty incurred, any suit, 
prosecution, or proceeding pending, or the tenure of office 
of any person holding office, at the time when they take 
effect, nor shall the repeal of any ordinance thereby have 
the effect of reviving any ordinance theretofore repealed or 
superseded. | 

Srcr. 5. Whoever violates a provision of any ordinance 
of the city, whether included in these Revised Ordinances or 
hereafter enacted, shall, unless other provision is expressly 
made, be liable to a penalty of not less than two nor more 
than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Secr. 6. When anything is prohibited in an ordinance, 
not only the persons actually doing the prohibited thing, but 
also the employers and all other persons concerned therein, 
shall be liable to the penalty prescribed. | 

Srcr. 7. When in an ordinance anything is prohibited 
from being done without the license or permission of a cer- 
tain officer or officers, such officer or officers shall have the 
power to license or permit such thing to be done. 

Sror. 8. The words “street,” and “streets,” when used 
in an ordinance, shall be construed as including alleys, lanes, 
courts, public squares, public places, and sidewalks, unless 
such construction would be inconsistent with the manifest 
intent of the ordinance.

CHAPTER 2. 


OF WARRANTS FOR ELECTIONS. 


Section 1. The form of warrants for calling meetings of 
the citizens of the several wards within their respective pre- 
cincts shall be as follows : — |

shall be returned to the wardens of the several voting pre- 
cincts on or before the time prescribed for the meetings called 
thereby. 

Srcot. 3. The board of aldermen shall fix, within the limits 
prescribed by law, the time when the polls in the several 
voting precincts shall be opened and the time when they

warrant for an election a statement of the times so fixed. 

Secr. 4. In addition to causing the warrants to be served 
as prescribed in section two, the city clerk shall cause to be pub- 
lished, as seasonably as possible, in at least four daily news- 
papers published in the city, a statement of the officers to be 
chosen, or of the proposition to be submitted, at the meeting 
the day on which the meeting is to be held, and of the hours 
fixed for the opening and closing of the polls; but a failure 
to comply with the requirements of this section shall not 
invalidate an election.

CHAPTER 3. 


OF THE USE OF WARD—ROOMS. 


Section 1. When written application is made to the 
superintendent of public buildings, by not less than five legal 
voters of a ward, for the use of the ward-room in such ward 
for the purpose of holding a meeting therein, the said super- 
intendent may grant a permit to such applicants for the use 
of such ward-room for a specified time and purpose, subject 
to the provisions of this chapter; but no permit, unless 
it is expressly so stated therein, shall extend to an adjourn- 
ment of the meeting for which it is granted, and a permit may 
be revoked at any time by any standing committee of the city 
council having charge of the public buildings. The appilca- 


shall be closed at each election, and they shall insert in every '

tion for a permit for the use of a ward-room shall set forth 
the call of the meeting which it is proposed to hold, and 
every notification of a meeting to be held in a ward-room 
shall specify that all persons who may be present at such 
meeting shall be subject to the provisions of this chapter. 

Srcr. 2. When an organized political body calls caucuses 
or ward meetings for a designated day, no person, except the 
recognized agents of such body, shall, prior to the morning 
of the day tixed for such meetings, be granted the use of a 
ward-room for such day. 

Sect. 3. The applicants to whom such a permit is granted 
shali, before the issuing thereof, pay to the superintendent of

public buildings such sum of money as will in his opinion 


be sufficient to defray the expense of opening, closing, light- 
ing, and heating the ward-room during the time specified 
in the permit. 

Sect. 4. If a person not a legal voter in the ward in 
“which a meeting under a permit granted as above provided 
is held, or a person not included in the call for such meeting, 
marks or votes at such meeting, or if a person whether a 
legal voter in such ward or not, against the expressed consent 
of such applicants or of a major part of such of them as 
are present, marks or votes in the choice of candidates, or 
otherwise votes or speaks or remains at said meeting or at 
an adjournment thereof, he shall be liable to a penalty of not 
more than twenty dollars for each offence; and any police 
officer, if so directed by said applicants, or by a major part 
of such of them 4s are present, or by the presiding officer 
of the meeting, shall remove from the ward-room the person 
so offending. 

Sect. 5. When such a permit is granted, the superin- 
tendent of public buildings shall notify the superintendent of 
police thereof, and that officer shail thereupon detail a 
sufficient police force to be present and keep the peace at 
such meeting and at any adjournment thereof, and to obey 
the lawful orders of the applicants, or of a major part of such 
of them as are present, and of the chairman or presiding 
officer of the meeting, and to enter complaints for all viola- 
tions of this chapter. 

Secor. 6. As soon as the list of voters in a ward is pre- 
pared for any election, ad copy of such list shall be posted or 
hung up by the superintendent of public buildings in the ward- 
room of the ward in such a manner as to bere adily accessible 
to the public, and such copy shall remain in such ward- 
room till after the next election, and until a new and 
revised list is substituted therefor. 

Sect. 7. Any person other than the superintendent of 
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_ who carries away, destroys, breaks, or mutilates a copy of

_ing section, shall be liable to a penalty of not more than 


twenty dollars for each offence; but the provisions of this 
section shall not apply to the mere erasure of the name of

CHAPTER 4. 


OF CITY OFFICERS. 


Section 1. Except where it is otherwise expressly pro- 
vided, every officer of the city shall hold office for one year 
from the first Monday in April in the year in which he is 
elected or appointed, and, whatever may be the time fixed for 
the expiration of his term of office, shall continue to hold his 
office, after such expiration, until a successor is elected or 
appointed and qualified in his stead; but he may at any time 
be removed by the authority which elected or appointed him. 
Any vacancy occasioned by the removal, resignation, or 
death of such an officer may at any time be filled, for the 
unexpired term, in the manner of-the original election or 
appointment. 

Sect. 2. When, by reason of death, resignation, or other 
cause, there is a vacancy in an office which is required to be 
filled by a concurrent vote of the two branches of the city 
council, the mayor may, if in his judgment the public interest 
requires the office to be immediately filled, appoint a suit- 
able person to discharge its duties until the vacancy is filled 
by the city council. 

Secor. 3.° When an appointment to office is authorized to 
be made by the mayor, subject to thé approval of the board 
of aldermen, the mayor shall transmit such appointment to the 
said board through the city clerk, who shall forthwith enter 
it in a book to be kept by him for the purpose; and when the 
mayor removes an officer, he shall transmit a notice thereof 
in like manner, and such notice shall be entered on the 
records of said board at their next meeting. 
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Sect. 4. The office hours, or hours of labor, of the sev- 
eral heads of departments and of the clerks and other officers 
connected with the city government, who perform clerical or 
office duties, shall, with the exceptions hereinafter mentioned, 
be from nine o’clock in the forenoon until five o’clock in the 
afternoon on every day except Sundays and legal holidays, 
except that on sanardees the city offices shall be closed at 
two o’clock in the afternoon. 

Snot. 5. The offices of the city treasurer and city col- 
lector shall be open for the receipt and disbursement of 
money from nine o’clock in the forenoon until two o’clock 
in the afternoon on every day except Sundays and legal 
holidays. ah 

Sect. 6. The office hours of the central police office shall 
be from eight o’clock in the forenoon to six o’clock in the 
afternoon on every day in the year. The city registrar’s 
office shall, in addition to the hours provided in “section 
four, be open for the receipt of returns from undertakers, 
and for the issuing of certificates to parties intending to be 
joined in marriage, from eleven o’clock in the forenoon until 
twelve o’clock, noon, on every day in the year. The office 
of the board of health shall, in addition to the hours pro- 
vided in section four, be open for the issuing of permits for 
burials and of permits for the removal of dead bodies, from 
ten o’clock in the forenoon until twelve o’clock, noon, on 
every day in the year. 

Srcr. 7. Any clerk or other officer may, in case of 
necessity, be required by the principal officer of the depart- 
ment with which he is connected, or by the committee or 
board having charge of such department, to perform, without 
extra compensation, service on week-days for a greater num- 
ber of hours than is before specified. 

Srcr. 8. The records and files of the public institutions 
at South Boston and at Deer Island, of the city hospital 
(except the medical records), the public library, the water 
department, the fire department, the overseers of the poor, 
the Mount Hope cemetery, and the East Boston ferries, 
shall, under the supervision of the several boards having 
charge of said institutions and departments, be open to 
public inspection and examination, and any person may take 
copies therefrom. 

Sect. 9. All officers, whose election or appointment is 
provided for by ordinance, shall, except where it is other- 
wise expressly provided, receive such compensation for 
their services as the city council may from time to time 
determine. 

Secr. 10. All officers of the city, other than the city col- 
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lector, who are entitled to receive money for or on behalf of 
the city, shall, in the months of February, May, August, and 
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November in each year, lay before the city council state- 


‘ments of the whole amount of money received at their respec- 


tive offices during the three preceding months, specifying 
in detail the sums received from each source of income. 
They shall also report any amounts which remain due to the 
city and unpaid, and shall report, generally, such other 
information as they may possess concerning the matters to 
which said statements relate. 


CHAPTER 5. 
OF OFFICIAL BONDS. 


Srction 1. The several officers hereinafter named shall 


give bonds to the city with sufficient sureties and with penal 


sums as follows, namely: the city treasurer, one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars; the city collector, seventy-five 
thousand dollars; the city auditor, five thousand dollars; 
the city clerk, five thousand dollars; the city registrar, 
five thousand dollars; the water registrar, five thousand 
dollars ; the harbor master, two thousand dollars ; the super- 
intendent of Faneuil Hall market, ten thousand dollars ; the 


superintendent of health, ten thousand dollars; the super- 
intendent of public buildings, five thousand dollars; the 
superintendent of sewers, two thousand dollars ; the superin- 


tendent of streets, five thousand dollars; the superintendent 


of lamps, five thousand dollars; the superintendent of print- 


ing, five thousand dollars; each sealer of weights and meas- 
ures, three thousand dollars; and the chief weigher and 
inspector of vessels and ballast, one thousand dollars, 

Sror. 2. Each of said bonds shall be in such form as the 
corporation counsel shall approve, and shall be conditioned 
for the faithful performance of the duties of the office which 
is to he filled by the party giving it. The bonds of the 
city treasurer and the city collector shall be conditioned 
further for the safe custody of the money and other prop- 
erty intrusted to them and to the officers appointed by 
them; the bond of the city auditor shall be conditioned 
further for the delivery to his successor or to the city 
clerk of all the books, accounts, papers, and other documents 
and property which belong to his office; and in the bond 
of any officer whose duty requires him to make contracts, 
purchases, or sales in behalf of the city, there shall be a con- 
dition, in substance, that he will not directly nor indirectly, 
for himself or for others, or by others in trust for him or on 
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his account, have any interest or concern in a contract, 


agreement, purchase, or sale made by him in behalf of the 


city. The sureties on all said bonds, except those of the 


treasurer and collector, shall be jointly and severally liable 
for the whole penalty of the bond; but the liability of the 
sureties on the bonds of the treasurer and collector may be 
limited to a several liability for a portion only of the full 
‘penal sums named therein. 

Secr. 3. Each of said bonds and the sureties thereon 
shall be approved by the board of aldermen, and the bonds 
of the city treasurer and city collector shall be approved also 
by the mayor. Each of said bonds, except that of the city 
clerk, shall be executed, approved, and delivered before the 
officer giving it enters upon the duties of his office. 

Sect. 4. In case of the death or insolvency of a surety on 


any of said bonds, the officer who has given the bond shall 


immediately give a new one, as hereinbefore provided ; and if 
he fails to give such new bond within a reasonable time after 


notice so to do, such failure shall be a sufficient cause for his — 


removal from office. 

Srecr. 5. The city treasurer shall have the custody of the 
bond of the city auditor, but all the other bonds before men- 
tioned shall be kept in the custody of the city auditor. 

Seor. 6. The city clerk shall provide from time to time 
suitable blanks for the aforesaid bonds, and shall, when re- 
quested, furnish such blanks free of charge to any officer who 
may require them. 

Sect. 7. Every person appointed by the board of direc- 
tors of the East Boston ferries to receive and collect tolls at 
said ferries shall give bond to the city, in the penal sum of 
five thousand dollars, and with sureties satisfactory to said 
board, for the faithful performance of his duties. | 


CHAPTER 6.

Sect. 3. When a person entitled to redeem an estate 
: mortgaged to the city makes application for such redemption 
the mayor may, with the approval of the board of aldermen, 
q and upon payment to the city collector of the amount due on 
. the mortgage, discharge or release such mortgage, or assign 
the same without liability of or recourse to the city, and may 
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execute in behalf of the city any and all legal instruments 


that may be necessary for said purposes. 
Sect. 4. When a person entitled to redeem an estate 


sold for non-payment of taxes or assessments and purchased _ 


by the city, makes application for such redemption, the mayor 
may, on the payment to the city collector of the amount due 
to the city on such estate, execute in behalf of the city any 
and all legal instruments that may be necessary to vest in such 
person the city’s title to such estate. 

Sect. 5. The mayor may, with the approval of the board 
of street commissioners, give to any party holding lands, the 
title of which is derived under a deed given by the city and 
creating an estate upon condition, a deed of release acknowl- 


edging “that, up to the time when such deed of release is 


given, such condition has been fully complied with, and re- 
Teasing such land from the possibility of forfeiture to the city 
for any breach of condition happening prior to the date of the 
release. 


CHAPTER 8. 
OF THE CITY CLERK. 


Section 1. The @ity clerk shall, under the direction and 
control of the board of aldermen, have the care and custody 
of the city records and of all documents, maps, plans, and 
papers of the city, respecting the care and custody of which 
no other provision is made. He shall attend all meetings of 
the board of aldermen and all meetings of both branches of 
the city council, when met in convention, and he shall keep 
records of the proceedings at all such meetings. 

Secr. 2. The city clerk shall annually in January nomi- 
nate to the board of aldermen an assistant clerk, who when 
confirmed by said board and sworn to the faithful discharge 
of his duties, shall hold office for the remainder of the mu- 


nicipal year. 


Secr. 38. The said assistant city clerk shall assist the city 


clerk in the performance of the duties of his office, and he 


shall discharge the duties of the clerk when that officer is 
absent, and also when there is a vacancy in the office of clerk. 


CHAPTER 9. 
OF THE CLERK OF COMMITTEES. 


Section 1. There shall be elected annually, by concur- 


rent vote of the two branches of the city council, a clerk of 


committees, who shall, when no other provision is made, 
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act as the clerk of all committees, standing or special, 


of either branch or of both branches of the city council, and 


shall make proper records in books, kept for the purpose and 
. furnished by the city, of all the proceedings and transactions 


of such committees; shall keep a calendar of all the meet- 
ings of such committees and notify the members of such 
meetings, when requested so to do by the chairman or by 
a majority of the committee ; and shall perform such other 
duties and services for the said committees as they may 
from time to time require. 

Secor. 2. Saidclerk may, subject to the approval of the 
city council, appoint an assistant, who shall perform such 
services, clerical or otherwise, as the said clerk or any of 


_ the committees aforesaid may direct, and who may be re- 


moved at any time by the said clerk or by the city council. 
The clerk of committees may also employ any other clerica 
assistance that may be needed, and for which an appropria~ 


tion is made. 


, CHAPTER 10. 


: OF THE MAYOR’S CLERK. 

SEecTION 1. The mayor shall annually appoint a suitable 
person to perform the duties of clerk in his office, and when 
he has made such appointment, he shall notify the city coun- 
cil thereof. The said clerk shall perform such services, 
clerical or otherwise, as the mayor may prescribe. 


CHAPTER 11. 


OF THE CITY MESSENGER. 


Section 1. There shall be elected annually, by concur- 
rent vote of the two branches of the city council, a city 
messenger, who shall devote his whole time to the service of 
the city ; shall attend all meetings of the board of aldermen 
and of the common council; shall wait upon all committees 
and boards when in session in City Hall; and in general shall 
perform all services required of him by the mayor, by either 
branch of the city council, or by any committee or board 
when in session as aforesaid. 

Seor. 2. He shall, subject to the approval of the city 
council, appoint assistants, who shall hold office for one year, 
unless sooner removed or suspended by him or by the city 
council.

OF THE CITY TREASURER. 


Section 1. The city treasurer shall hold office for one 
year from the first day of July in the year in which he is 
elected. He shall appoint all the officers, clerks, and other 
persons employed in his office, subject however to confirma- 
tion by any joint standing committee to which the city 
council may commit the special care of his department. 
He shall require from said officers, for the faithful per- 
formance of their respective duties and for the safe custody 
of the money and other property intrusted to them, bonds 
to himself as obligee, with sureties satisfactory to such com- — 
mittee, and with penal sums as follows: the cashier, not 
less than twenty thousand dollars, and the paying tellers, 
receiving tellers, and paymasters, not less than ten thousand 
dollars each. 

Srcr. 2... Payments of sums due to school instructors, 
school janitors, policemen, firemen, witnesses, and jurors, 
and to other persons employed in and about the various 


departments and institutions of the city and of the county 


of Suffolk, may be made by the city treasurer in any of the 
public buildings in the different sections of the city, or upon 
any of the public works, as he may designate and as will 
best facilitate such payments and prevent the loss of time 


by those to whom they are made; and for the purpose of 


making payments as aforesaid, the city treasurer may fur- 
nish necessary conveyance for his paymasters. 

Sect. 8. Suitable furniture and fixtures for such places 
as may be designated by the city treasurer for making pay- - 
ments under the preceding section shall be furnished by the 
superintendent of public buildings, who shall also place 


proper safeguards for the keeping of any money that may 


be in charge of the paymasters in such places. 


CHAPTER 13. 
OF THE CITY COLLECTOR. 


Section 1. The city collector shall hold office for one 
year from the first day of July in the year in which he 
is elected. He shall appoint all the officers, clerks, and 
other persons employed in his office, subject however to 
confirmation by any joint standing committee to which the 
city council may commit the special care of his depart- 
ment. He shall require from said officers, for the faithful

Secr. 2. The city collector shall collect and receive all 
moneys payable to the city, except when other provision 

is made, and shall make to the city auditor monthly re- 

ports in writing of the amount of all moneys received 

by him, and of the accounts upon which such moneys have 

been received. He shall also, at the close of each financial 

year, submit to the city council a statement of all moneys 
received by him during the year, of the particular warrant, 
assessment, or account upon which each amount was re- 
ceived, and of the balance of money uncollected on the 
respective warrants, assessments, or schedules of departments 

in his hands, and a copy of such statement shall be filed 

3 with the city auditor. He shall also be the custodian of 

all leases of city property, and of all notes, bonds, mort- 

y. gages, and other evidences of indebtedness belonging to . 
i the city or to the county, and shall annually in May lay 
before the city council a detailed statement thereof. 

: Secr. 3. The city collector shall, immediately after 
receiving any tax-bills from the board of assessors, cause such 

bills to be delivered to the persons assessed, and, if they are 

not paid within thirty days thereafter, he shall issue a sum- 

mons to each person who fails to pay ; and if such person does 
__-not pay his taxes within ten days after the receipt of such 

_ summons, or after the service thereof upon him in the usual 

manner, the said collector shall issue his warrant for the col- 
lection of said taxes according to law. 
; Sucr. 4. As soon as conveniently may be after the city 
ia collector has caused any real estate to be sold for non-payment 
of a tax or assessment, he shall cause such sale to be entered 
in an alphabetical list, made under his supervision and kept 
in his office for public reference, and giving the location of 
such real estate and the name of the person or persons, if 
known, against whom such tax or assessment was laid. 

Secr. 5. The city collector shall cause to be sold, pur- 
suant to section fifty-eight of chapter twelve of the Public 
Statutes, and all other provisions of law applying thereto, all 
_ real estate taken or purchased by the city for non-payment 
; 


of taxes or assessments, and not redeemed within the time 
allowed for such redemption, and the mayor shall, upon pay- : 
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ment of the purchase money to the said collector, execute 
to the purchaser of any such estate a quitclaim deed thereof. 


CHAPTER 14. 
OF THE CITY AUDITOR. 


Section 1. There shall be elected annually, by concurrent 
ballot in the two branches of the city council, a city auditor, 
who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties 
of his office. He shall hold office for one year from the first 
day of July in the year in which he is elected. Whenever 
the city auditor is, by reason of sickness, absence, or other 
disability, unable to perform the duties of his office, the 
mayor may, if in his judgment the public interest requires it, 
appoint a suitable person to discharge the duties of the office 
temporarily until the disability ceases. 

Sect. 2. The city auditor shall, under the direction of 
any joint committee of the city council to which the care of 
his department may be specially committed, keep a complete 
set of books, wherein shall be stated, among other things, 
the amount of the appropriation that has been made for each 
distinct object of expenditure, and the amount that has been 
expended on account of such appropriation; and when the 
appropriation for any specific object has been wholly ex- 
pended, he shall immediately communicate that fact to the 
city council. He shall examine in detail all bills and accounts 
from persons having demands against the city, and if he finds 
them to be correct, shall cause them to be filed and entered in 
books in such manner and form as the said committee may 


direct; but if he has doubt concerning the correctness of - 


a bill or account, he shall not enter the same until he has 
exhibited it, with his objections, to the aforesaid committee 
at their next meeting for their consideration and final deci- 
sion. He shall also render such other services as the city 
council or the said committee may from. time to time direct. 

Sect. 3. The city auditor shall annually, in February, 
lay before the city council an estimate of the amount of 
money which it will be necessary to raise to meet the expendi- 
tures for the ensuing year, giving under each of the respec- 
tive heads of appropriation a detailed statement (to be fur- 
nished by the several boards, departments, and committees, 
as provided in section two of chapter fifteen) of the pur- 
poses for which the appropriation is needed. He shall 
also annually, on or before the first day of July, submit 
to the city council a printed statement of all the receipts 
and expenditures of the past financial year, giving in detail 
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the amount of the appropriation and of the expenditure for 


each specific object, the receipts from each source of income, 
the reduction, if any, of the city debt, and the changes, if 


any, in the sinking-funds. Said statement shall be arranged, 


as far as practicable, so as to conform to the accounts of the 
city treasurer and city collector, and shall be accompanied by 
a schedule of the property belonging to the city, and by an 
exhibit showing the debts due from the city, the rates of 


interest thereon, and the years in which such debts will | 


become due. -He shall also make to the city council a 
monthly statement of the amounts of the several appropria- 
tions; of the amount of all drafts on account of each appro- 
priation made during the month preceding the date of such 
statement ; of the amount of such drafts made since the begin- 
ning of the financial year; and of the balance of each appro- 
priation remaining subject to draft. 


CHAPTER 15. 
OF MATTERS OF FINANCE. 


Section 1. The financial year of the city shall begin on 
the first day of May, and end on the last day of April, and 
the city treasurer and city collector shall make up their annual 
accounts to the last-named date. 

Sect. 2, Every board, committee, and officer in charge 
of a department shall annually, before the fifteenth day of 
February, send to the city auditor an estimate in detail of the 
appropriations which will be needed to meet the expenditures 
to be incurred by such board, department, or committee 
during the next financial year, and also an estimate of all 
income to be received from any source by such board, 
department, or committee during said year. 

Sucr. 3. No expenditure shall be made or liability in- 
eurred on behalf of the city untila loan has been duly author- 
ized or an-appropriation has been made by the city council 
sufficient to meet such expenditure or liability together with 
all prior unpaid liabilities which are properly chargeable to 
the same appropriation. 

Secor. 4. -When the estimates for the performance of a 
work which a board, department, or committee is authorized 
by the city council, or by either branch thereof, to contract 
for, exceed in amount the appropriation made for such work, 
or when the sum appropriated for any purpose has been 
expended by the board, department, or committee having 
authority to expénd the same, before such purpose has been 
fully accomplished, such board, department, or committee 
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shall report to the city council, or to the branch thereof 
from which their authority is derived, a detailed statement of 
the causes of the insufficiency of the appropriation to meet 
the purposes for which it was made, and an estimate of the 
additional appropriation which they judge will be required to 
fully effect such purposes; and they shall not conclude any 
contract nor incur further expense in the premises until they 
are authorized so to do by the city council or by the branch 


‘ thereof from which their authority is derived. 


Srecr. 5. Before money is paid out of the city treasury, 
a requisition therefor in writing, with detailed accounts 
attached, specifying the amount to be paid and the party 
or parties to whom the payment is due, shall be made by the 
board, officer, department, or committee incurring the expen- 
diture, and the city auditor, after having examined such 
requisition and the accompanying accounts and found the 
same to be correct, shall prepare a draft for the amount 
thereof, and deliver the same to the mayor, and such draft 
shall be signed by the mayor, approved, if it exceeds three 
hundred dollars, by a standing committee of the city council 
specially appointed for the purpose, or by the chairman of 
such committee thereto duly authorized, and finally counter- 
signed by the city auditor. 

Secr. 6. When the city treasurer is authorized by the 
city council to borrow money and to give certificates of 
indebtedness therefor, such certificates shall be signed by 
the mayor, the city treasurer, and the city auditor, and shall 
be registered both in the office of the city treasurer and in 
that of the city auditor. 

Sect. 7. Each board, department, and officer of the city 
government shall within the first ten days of every month, 
deliver to the city collector bills of all dues which in the 
course of the preceding month have become payable to the 
city through or on account of such board, department, or 
officer, and they shall, as often as once a month, pay over all 
moneys received and all fees collected by them for or on ac- 
count of the city, and shall, at the time of such payment, 
render a statement explanatory thereof. When bills or 
moneys are delivered or paid to the city collector, as before 


provided, a statement of the aggregate amount of such bills or — 


moneys shall at the same time be rendered to the city auditor. 

Secor. 8. The water registrars of the Cochituate and 
Mystic water departments shall annually, in January, render 
to the city collector statements of the amount of the annual 
assessments of water-rates in their respective departments, 
and shall upon the first day of every month render to said 
collector statements of all additional or supplementary assess- 
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_ ments made in their respective departments during the preced- 


ing month, and of all water rates abated, or determined to be 
void, or remitted, during the same period. Said registrars 


shall, at the time of making said statements, render duplicates 


thereof to the city auditor. 

Sect. 9. When a debt due to the city is not paid within 
sixty days after demand is made for such payment, the city 
collector shall, if no other provision for its collection is made, 
place the claim in the hands of the corporation counsel, who 
shall forthwith put the same in suit, and the mayor may in 
any case, when in his judgment the interests of the city require 
it, direct a suit to be brought upon a claim before the expira- 
tion of said sixty days. 

Sect. 10. All excess of revenue derived from liquor 
licenses, excess of income and taxes over estimated income 
and taxes, and excess of appropriations over expenditures at 
the close of each financial year, shall remain in the city 
treasury, to be used and applied for such purposes as the city 
council may order. 

Srcr. 11. There shall be a board of commissioners on the 
sinking-funds for the payment and redemption of the city 
debt, which board shall consist of the mayor, the city audi- 
tor, the chairman of the standing committee of the city coun- 
cil having charge of the auditor’s department, the chairman, 
on the part of the common council, of the standing committee 
of the city council having charge of the subject of the city 
finances, and two persons to be chosen from the citizens at 


large, one of whom shall be chosen annually, by concurrent 


vote of the two branches of the city council, to hold office 
for two years from the first Monday in May in the year of 
his election.. The mayor shall be the chairman of said board, 
the city auditor shall be secretary thereof. 

Srecr. 12. The said board shall have the control of all 
sinking-funds established by the city, and shall report to the 
city council annually, on or before the fourth Monday of 
May, the exact condition on the first day of said month of 
the several funds under their control. The treasurer of said 
board shall keep the accounts of the several funds in such 
form and manner as the said board may direct, and he shall 
furnish to the city auditor annually, on or before the first day 
of June, a statement of the condition of the several funds on 
the last day of the preceding April, which statement shall be 
printed in the annual report of the said auditor. 

Sror. 13. Appropriations on account of the sinking-funds 
shall be made annually as follows: for debts payable in ten 
years from the time when they were incurred, an appropria- 
tion equal to eight per cent. of the amount thereof; for debts 
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payable in twenty years from said time, an appropriation equal 
to three and one-half per cent. of the amount thereof; and — 
for debts payable in thirty years from said time, an appro- 
priation equal to two per cent. of the amount thereof. The 
amount of all said appropriations shall be raised annually by 
taxation, and shall be paid by the city treasurer to the said 
board on or before the first day of December in each year, and 
the said board shall invest the amounts so received, with their 
accumulations, in such manner as is authorized by law; but 
the said board may, at any time when they deem that the 
appropriation above specified is more than will be required in 
order to provide for the payment of a debt at its maturity, 
make such reductions in the amount of the appropriation as 
may be consistent with the requirements of the statutes of 
the commonwealth. 

Sect. 14. The said board shall annually, in February, 
report to the city council and to the city auditor a detailed 
statement of the amounts required by statute and by the 
preceding section to be raised by taxation on account of the 
sinking-funds during the next financial year; and such 
amounts shall be included in the general appropriation bill 
for that year. 

Sect. 15. All moneys received by the city from the sale 
of real estate, from. payments on account of the principal 
sum secured by any bond or note, or from payments on 
account of any betterment assessment, shall be paid by the 
city treasurer to the said board and applied by them to the 
reduction of the city debt. 

Secr. 16. All excess of income from water rates over 


_ the amount required to pay the expense of carrying on the 


water works and to pay the interest and exchange, if any, 
on the water debts, shall be paid to said board and by them 
added to the sinking-funds for said debts. 

Sect. 17. When a debt of the city becomes due, the 
said board shall pay over and transfer to the city treasurer 
all funds which they may hold as a sinking-fund for said 
debt, or so much of such funds as may be required for the | 
payment of such debt; and the balance of such funds, if 
any, shall be transferred by them to such other sinking-fund 
as they may deem advisable. 


CHAPTER 16. 
OF CONTRACTS MADE IN BEHALF OF THE CITY. 


Seorron 1. All purchases of supplies or materials for the 
city shall, when practicable, be made in large quantities, 
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at lowest wholesale prices, and with opportunity for compe- 
tition. 

Sect. 2. Contracts for all the fuel required for the use of 
the city, except that for the city hospital, the East Boston fer- 
ries, and the several institutions under the charge of the board 
of directors for public institutions, shall be made annually 
between the first day of May and the last day of September. 
Advertisements for sealed proposals for furnishing such fuel 
shall be made in three newspapers, published in the city, at 
least one week before a contract therefor is made; and such 
proposals shall contain, separately and distinctly, the terms 
upon which each particular description of fuel will be 
f furnished, and shall provide for the delivery of the same at 
F such times during the year and at such places as the 
r superintendent of buildings may require. 

Sect. 3. All fuel contracted for by the city shall, before 
delivery, be weighed or measured by a sworn weigher or 
measurer, who shall give a certificate therefor as the same is 
delivered, and no bill for fuel shall be allowed for payment, 
unless it is accompanied by a receipt of delivery, indorsed 
upon such certificate. 

Sect. 4. In every contract entered into on behalf of the 
city, and involving the employment of mechanics or laborers 
by the contractor, a provision shall. be inserted to the effect 
that the committee, board, or other authority making such 
contract may, if it deems it expedient to do so, retain out of 
any amounts due to such contractor sums sufficient to cover 
any unpaid claims of mechanics or laborers for work or labor 
performed under such contract; provided that notice in 
writing of such claims, signed by the claimants, has been 
previously filed in the office of the city clerk. 

Sect. 5. - Officers at the head of departments of the 
city government shall use such measures as they may deem 
expedient to prevent the assignment of wages by persons 
employed in such departments. 


CHAPTER 17. 
OF THE CITY ENGINEER. 


Section 1. There shall be chosen annually, by concur- 
rent vote of the two branches of the city council, a city 
engineer, who shall be a citizen of Boston. 

Sect. 2. Said engineer shall perform all such services 
for the city as properly come under the direction of a civil 
engineer, and shall be consulted on all important matters 
relating to public improvements of every kind, where the 
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advice of an engineer would be of service. He shall take 
charge of all such structures and public works of the city as 
the city council or any committee of said council or of either 
branch thereof may direct, and under the direction of said 
council or committee shall prepare, or cause to be prepared, 
all plans and specifications for such structures and all con- 
tracts for the same. He shall also, when required by any 
committee of the city council or of either branch thereof, 
méasure or cause to be measured all work done by contract 
for the city, and shall certify the results of such measure- 
ments, and he shall be the custodian of all city plans 
belonging to his department. 

Secr. 8. He shall be the engineer of the Boston water 
board, and shall, under the direction of said board, have the 
general superintendence of all works in the water depart- 
ment; shall take such charge as the said board may direct. of 
the sources for the supply of water and of the several 
reservoirs and other structures and property connected with 
the water works; and shall perform all other services in 
relation to said works that may be required of him by the 
said board or by the city council. He shall also cause accu- 
rate observations of the height of the water at the several 
sources, at the pipe-chambers, and at. the several reservoirs, 
to be made daily, or oftener, at his discretion. 

Secr. 4. He shall annually, or oftener if required, make 
a careful examination of all bridges within the city limits, 
and shall make such reports respecting their condition, as to 
safety or need of renewal or repairs, as the exigency of the 
case may require. 

Seot. 5. He may, with the approval of any joint stand- 
ing committee on his department, employ such assistants as 
may be necessary to enable him properly to perform the 
services which are required of him. 

Sect. 6. Heshall annually, in January, present to the city 
council a report in relation to his department, showing the 
number of persons employed therein, the detailed expenses 
of the department, the general nature of the work performed, 
the condition of all structures that come under his supervi- 
sion, including those in process of construction and those 
which have been compieted during the previous year, and 
such other general information in relation to the matters con- 
nected with his department as he may deem expedient; and 
he shall annually, on or before the fifth day of May, present to 
the Boston water board a report of the general condition of 
the water works, with a detailed statement of all expenditures 
in his department relating to said works, and with such other 
matters as he or the said board may deem expedient. 
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CHAPTER 18. 


OF THE CITY SURVEYOR. 


_ Section 1. There shall be chosen annually, by concur- 
rent vote of the two branches of the city council, a city sur- 
veyor, who shall be a citizen of Boston, and who shall, by 
himself or his assistants, make such surveys, plans, estimates, 
and descriptions, and take such levels, us may be required of 
him by the mayor, the board of aldermen, the common 
Y council, any committee of the city council or of either branch 
_ thereof, or any board established by the city council, and he 
i shall, whenever required, furnish the city solicitor with all 
necessary descriptions of lands. 


a Srot. 2. The said surveyor shall furnish to the board of 
4 street commissioners, and to any committee of the board of 
q aldermen having charge of the subject of laying out and 
widening streets, such plans and such information in relation 
. to projects under consideration by them as they may re- 


. quire, and he shall have charge of all surveys and plans relat- 
___ing to the laying out, widening, extending, and grading of 
streets, and shall prepare all such statements and estimates 
relating to street widenings, extensions, and alterations, as 
the said commissioners or such committee may require. 

Sect. 3. The said surveyor may, with the approval of 
any standing committee of the city council having charge of 
his department, employ such assistants as may be necessary 
to enable him to perform the services required of him. 

Secr. 4. The said surveyor shall annually in January 
submit to the city council a report in relation to his depart- 
ment, showing the number of persons.employed, the detailed 
expenses of the department, the general nature of the work 
done, and such other general information in relation to the 
same as he may deem expedient. 


CHAPTER 19. 
OF THE CITY REGISTRAR. 


Section 1. There shall be elected, by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, a city registrar, who 
shall perform the duties required by chapter thirty-two of the 
Public Statutes to be performed by town and city clerks, and. 

who shall have the custody of all records, books, and papers 
belonging to the city relating to births, marriages, and deaths, 
and shall perform such other duties as may be required of him 
by the mayor, the board of aldermen, or the city council. 
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Sreor. 2. The city registrar may annually employ, for 
such length of time as may be necessary, one or more 
assistants, who shall under his authority and direction col- 
lect information concerning all births that have occurred dur- 
ing the preceding year. 

Sect. 3. The city registrar shall annually in February 
report to the city council a statement of the number of births, 
of notices of intention of marriage, of marriages solemnized, 
and of deaths, recorded during yes previous year; with chan 
other information and s suggestions in relation to said matters 
as he may deem useful. 

Sect. 4. The fees which undertakers are entitled, under 
section four of chapter thirty-two of the Public Statutes, to 
receive from the city registrar for making the returns required 
by said section, shall be considered to be included in the fees 
to which undert akers are entitled under section twenty-nine 
of chapter twenty-two of these ordinances. 


CHAPTER 20. 


OF THE ASSESSORS’ DEPARTMENT. 


SEroT1ionN 1. There shall be elected by concurrent vote of 
the two branches of the city council, in the year eighteen hun- 
dred and eighty-three and in every third year thereafter, one 
assessor of taxes, and in every other year except those just 
mentioned, two such assessors. All said assessors shall be 
resident citizens and shall devote their whole time to the 
service of the city, and they shall respectively hold office for 
three years from the first day of April in the year in which 
they are elected. 

Secr. 2. There shall also be elected annually, by similar 
vote, two assistant assessors of taxes for each assessment dis- 
trict, one of whom shall be a resident citizen and shall be de- 
nominated a “ first assistant,” and the other of whom shall bea 
resident of the ward within which the assessment district for 
which he is elected is. located, and shall be denominated a 
“second assistant.” ° 

Sect. 3. As soon as practicable after their election the 
assessors shall meet and organize themselves into a board, to 
be called the board of assessors, by the choice of a chairman 
and a secretary from their own number; and the assessors 
and first-assistant assessors shall also meet and organize them- 
selves into a board by the choice of a chairman from their own 
number, and sessions of said last-mentioned board shall be 
held on every week-day, beginning with the sixteenth day of 
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June, and not terminating sooner than the seventh day of é 

August unless by order of the board of assessors. 

'Sror. 4. The secretary of the board of assessors shall 
also be the secretary of the board of assessors and assistant 
assessors, and he shall keep the records and doings of both 
said boards in the same book, in the order in which the meet- 
ings occur, always designating the board to whose doings 
each record relates. 

Secor. 5. The board of assessors shallannually, in January, 

with the approval of any joint standing committee of the 
city council to which the care of the assessors’ department 
may be specially committed, determine and file with the city 
4 clerk the number of assessment districts within the city, with 
3 their locations and boundaries, and each assessment district i 
Shall be wholly within one ward; and the said board shall s 
require all valuations and methods of assessment to be in 
| conformity to law and uniform in their operation throughout 
the city. 
a Secr. 6. The first assistant assessors shall assist the 
assessors in estimating the value of personal property, and 
shall, in their respective districts, with one of the assessors 
or second assistant assessors, appraise the value of the real 
estate in such districts, and take lists of the polls therein, and 
report the same to the board of assessors. In taking the list 
of polls the full and correct names of citizens shall be obtained, 
together with their previous residences. ‘The second assistant 
assessors shall perform such duties as may be required of 
them by the board of assessors. 

Sect. 7. Abatements of taxes shall be made and recorded 
by the board of assessors, and the record of such abatements 
shall contain the names of all persons whose taxes have been 
abated ‘In whole or in part, with the amount originally 
assessed to each, the amount of the abatement and the 
reason for which it was made. The board of assessors may 
require the attendance of any of the first or second assistant 
assessors at any hearing for the abatement of taxes; and 
when a petition for abatement is refused and the petitioner 
appeals to the board of street commissioners, the record of 
such refusal shall accompany the appeal. <A record of each 
abatement made by the board of street commissioners shall, \ 
at the time when it is made, be transmitted by their clerk 
to the board of assessors, but the reasons for the abatement 
may be omitted from such record. 

Sect. 8. The board of assessors shall make out and 
deliver to the city collector, on or before the first day of 
October in each year, tax-bills for all taxes assessed on per- 
sons or estates, and such bills shall have printed on them the 
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rate for each thousand dollars of property assessed that has 
been required for state, county, and city taxes respectively, 
and also the proportion of the rate for the city tax which 
has been rendered necessary by the expenditures for the 
public schools. 

Srecr. 9. Before delivering such tax-bills to the city col- 
lector the board of assessors shall have them recorded in 
books prepared for the purpose, and shall have the amounts 
thereof added together and footed at the end of each book, 
and the aggregates of all the books also added together, so 
as to show the total amount of the taxes assessed; and the said 
books shall be delivered, with such bills, to the city collector. 

Srecr. 10. The said board shall render to the city auditor, 


at the time when the tax-bills are delivered to the city collec- — 


tor, astatement of the amount of said bills ; and upon the first 
of every month the said board shall also render to said auditor 
a statement of the amount of all additional or supplementary 
assessments made during the preceding month, so far as the 
amount thereof has not been included in any statement pre- 
viously rendered, and such monthly statement shall also in- 
clude the amount of taxes abated, determined to be void, or 
remitted, which have been certified to the assessors during 


suid month, giving also the year in which such taxes were 


laid. 


CHAPTER 21. 
OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The fire department of the city shall consist 
of a board of three fire commissioners, a chief engineer, a 
superintendent of fire-alarms, thirteen assistant engineers, and 
other officers, enginemen, telegraph operators, and members, 
to the number of seven hundred men. 

Secor. 2.. The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to 
the approval and confirmation of the city council, one person 
to be a member of the board of fire commissioners, and to 
hold office for the term of three years from the first Monday in 
May in the year of his appointment. The members of said 
board shall devote their time to the duties of their office, and 
shall not actively engage in any other business, and they shall, 
at all times, be subject to removal by the mayor for cause. 

Secr. 3. The said board shall annually, on the first Mon- 
day in May, meet and organize by the choice of one of their 
number as chairman. ‘They shall also choose a clerk, who 
shall not be a member of the board; they shall make such 
rules and regulations for their own government, and for the 
government of all the officers and members of the fire depart- 
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suitable regulations under which the officers and men of the 
said department shall be required to wear an appropriate uni- 
form and badge, by which, in case of fire and at other times, 
their authority and position in the department may be 
known. 

Sect. 4. The duty of extinguishing fires and of pro- 
tecting life and property in case of fire, within the city, 
shall be intrusted to the said board, and, to enable them to 
perform that duty in the most efficient manner, they shall 
appoint all other officers and members of the fire depart- 
ment, including the fire-alarm telegraph, and shall determine 


the duties and fix the compensation of such officers ; may 
discharge any of said officers or membérs at any tithe for 
4 cause ; may divide the city into fire districts; may organize 


companies and battalions to work the apparatus for the extin- 
guishing of fires; may establish a fire patrol by detail from 
the permanent force of the department,-which patrol shall 
render such services in connection with the police depart- 
ment and with the department for the survey and inspection 
of buildings as the said board may direct ; and may purchase 
horses, steam-engines, extinguishers, hose-carriages, hook- 
and-ladder carriages, and all other apparatus and supplies 
necessary for the complete equipment of the fire department 
or conducive to the proper performance of its duties. Said 
board shall also have and exercise all the powers and duties 
given to the city council by chapter forty-five of the statutes 
of the commonwealth of the year eighteen hundred and sey- 
enty-eight. 

Sect. 5. The said board shall make to the city council a 
monthly report of the location and of the number of fires 
that have occurred in the preceding month, the causes of such 
fires, and the amount of property destroyed thereby ; and 
they shall annually, in May or June, submit in print a brief 
summary of matters of interest concerning their depart- 
ment. : 

Srcr. 6. The chief engineer and the assistant engineers 
of the fire department shall, under the direction of said 
board, examine all places where shavings or other combusti- 
ble materials are collected or deposited, and shall report to 
said board from time to time the condition in this respect 
of the district to which they are respectively assigned; and, 
when said board deem that said materials so collected or 
deposited are liable to cause fires, they shall order the 
tenant or occupant of the place where they are deposited to 
remoye them; and if such tenant or occupant neglects or 
refuses to comply with such order, the said board shall cause 


ment, as they may deem expedient ; and they shall make 
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such materials to be removed at his expense. Whoever 
neglects or refuses to remove such materials, or obstructs 
the said board or said engineers in the discharge of the 
duties hereby imposed upon them, shall be liable to a pen- 
alty of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars. 


Sect. 7. . Whoever opens a signal box connected with a 


fire-alarm telegraph for the purpose of giving, or causing to 
be given, a false alarm of fire, or interferes in any way with 
such a box by breaking, cutting, injuring, or defacing the 
same, or by pulling the slides therein, except in case of fire ; 
and whoever without authority opens, tampers, or meddles 
with such a box, or with any part or parts thereof, or with 
the fire-alarm telegraph wires, or with anything connected 


therewith, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than five © 


nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 

Seot. 8. Every person who serves in the said department 
for seven successive years shall be entitled to a certificate 
to that effect, signed by the mayor, which certificate shall be 
issued by the mayor upon receiving from the board of fire 
commissioners a written notification that the person is entitled 
thereto. 


CHAPTER 22. 


OF THE HEALTH DEPARTMENT. 
Duty of the Mayor. 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the mayor to be vigi- 
Jant and active in protecting the public health ; to see that the 
statutes and ordinances in relation thereto are enforced ; and to 
communicate his views thereon from time to time to the board 
of health or to the city council; and he shall have power to 
call upon the board of police commissioners and upon the 
other officers of the city to aid him in the performance of 
these duties. 


The Board of Health. 


Sect. 2. There shall be a board of health, to consist of ' 


three members, one of whom shall be appointed annually by 
the mayor, with the approval of the city council, to hold 
office for the term of three years from the first Monday in 
May in the year of his appointment. No member of the city 
council shall be appointed to said office, and the members of 
said board may at any time be removed by the mayor for 
cause. 

Secr. 3. The said board shall annually, on the first Mon- 


day in May, meet and organize by the choice of one of their 
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number as chairman. They shall also choose a clerk, who 


shall not be a member of the board, and they may make such 


rules and regulations for their own government and for the 
_ government of all subordinate officers in their department, as 


they deem expedient. 

Srecr. 4. The said board shall have and exercise all the 
powers and duties of the city council or of the board of alder- 
men relative to the public health, the establishment and main- 


may appoint such subordinate officers, agents, and assistants, 
in addition to those hereinafter designated, as they deem 
necessary, and may fix their compensation and the compensa- 
tion of the clerk before mentioned ; and they may make such 


regulations for the promotion of the public health as they deem 


necessary and as are not inconsistent with the ordinances of 
the city. 

Sect. 5. The said board shall also have charge of all 
hospitals established by the city council, within the city or on 
the islands in the harbor, for the admission of persons having: 
the small-pox or any other infectious disease, and they shall, 
subject to the approval of the city council, make such rules. 
and regulations for the government and management of the 
patients and of the persons employed in such hospitals as they 
deem proper. They shall also carefully guard against the 
introduction of cases of infectious. disease into any build- 
ings under their charge other than the hospitals established 
therefor. 

Sect. 6. The said board shall annually, in May or June, 
present to the city council a report, made up to and including 
the last day of the preceding April, and containing a full and 
comprehensive statement of their acts during the year 
and a review of the sanitary condition of the city; and 
they shall at the same time transmit to the city council re- 


ports, covering the same period, from the superintendent of 


health, the city physician, and the port physician. 
The Superintendent of Health. 
Sect. 7. The said board shall annually in April appoint, 


subject to the approval of the mayor, a superintendent of 


health, who shall hold office for one year from the first Mon- 
day in May in the year in which he is appointed, and who 
may be removed at any time at the pleasure of said board. 
Sect. 8. The said superintendent shall, under the direc- 
tion of any standing committee of the city council having charge 
of the health department, have the care and superintendence 
of the city teams and city stables; shall make all necessary 
arrangements, to the satisfaction of the board of health, for 
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cleaning the streets, disposing of manure, and removing hoasé 


dirt and house offal ; shall furnish, upon the requisitions of the 
superintendent of streets, carts and horses for use in the 


paving department, the expense of complying with which 
requisitions shall be charged to the appropriation for the 
paving department; and shall keep such records, make such 


reports, and perform such other duties and have such other 
powers as agent of the board of health, in executing the 


statutes, ordinances, orders, and regulations relating to the 
subject of health, as the said board may from time to time 


prescribe. 
Quarantine. 


Secor. 9. The quarantine grounds of the city shall con- 
sist of that portion of the harbor known as the “ President 


Roads,” and which lies between Long, Deer, and Spectacle 
Islands. : 


The City Physician. 


Sect. 10. The board of health shall annually appoint, sub- 
ject to the approval of the mayor, a city physician, who shall 


hold office for one year from the first Monday in May in the 


year in which he is appointed, and who may be removed at 
any time at the pleasure of said board. Said board may 
also appoint such assistants to the city physician as they from 
time to time deem necessary. 

Sect. 11. The city physician shall perform such duties, in 
addition to those hereinafter designated, and shall keep such 
records and make such reports, as the board of health may 


from time to time direct. He shall examine all causes of 


disease within the city; shall, when requested by the mayor 
or by said board, inquire into all sources of danger to the 
public health; and shall at all times, when required, give 
his profesional services and advice in all matters relating to 
the public health. 

Secr. 12. He shall attend upon all cases of disease and 
all other cases requiring his professional services in the jail, 
the city prison under the court-house, the city temporary 
home, and the several police stations, except those at East 
Boston and at South Boston. He shall, when requested by 
the mayor, board of aldermen, or board of police commis- 
sioners, examine all candidates for appointment on the police 
force ; examine the condition of all members of the police 
force who are absent from duty on account of disability ; 
examine the condition of persons who have sustained injuries 
by reason of accidents for which the city may be liable; 
and report to the city registrar, when requested by him, the 
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-_ causes of death of all persons who die with no physician in | e 
attendance. _ : sf Mis a 
_ Sect. 13. He shall without charge vaccinate and re- fe 
vaccinate all inhabitants of the city who desire such vaccina- 
- tion, and shall give certificates of vaccination to children who

mission to the public schools ; but no person shall be entitled 
to the benefits of this section who wilfully neglects or refuses 
to return to the office of the city physician, when thereto

He shall - = 
perform such duties in addition to those hereinafter designated, | 7 
keep such records, and make such reports, as the said board 
may from time to time direct. 
Sect. 17. The port physician shall reside at Deer Island, 
and shall be either physician or assistant physician, as the 
board of directors of public institutions may elect, of all the 
city establishments upon said island. He shall perform all 
such services in relation to quarantine as may be required of 
him by the mayor or by the board of health, 
Secor. 18. He may at any time, with the concurrence of 
the board of health, appoint an assistant port physician, to 
hold his office so long as the said board shall determine. 


The Burial of the Dead. 


| Sror. 19. The burial of the dead shall be under the 
superintendence of the board of health, who shall, except as 
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otherwise provided, carry into execution all statutes, ordi- 
nances, regulations, and orders relating thereto. 

Scr. 20. ‘The said board shall have the care and euntnay 
of all the burying-grounds belonging to the city, excepting the 
Mount Hope and Cedar Grove Cemeteries ; shall keep the 
same in good repair and secure from trespassers; and shall 
prevent any and all nuisances therein. 

Sect. 21. The said board may sell and convey sole and ex- 
clusive rights of burial and of erecting tombs, cenotaphs, and 
other monuments in any lot or lots which the city may own 
in any burying-ground which may be in charge of said board. 

Srot. 22. No grave shall be opened or dug in any of the 
burying-grounds of the city, unless by permission of said 


board, ‘who may point out the place, depth, width, and range 


of all graves in the several burying-grounds, and shall forbid 
graves to be dug within any limits in said grounds within 
which it would in their judgment be dangerous to the public 
health to allow graves. 

Srcr. 23. No person shall bury a dead body, or cause 
one to be buried, in a grave which is less than three feet deep 
from the surface of the ground surrounding the graye to the 
top of the coffin. 

Sect. 24. No person shall, except by the permission 
of the board of health, bury a dead body, or cause one 
to be buried, at any other time than between sunrise and 
sunset. 

Sect. 25. No bell shall be tolled at a funeral, unless a 
special permit therefor is obtained from the mayor or from 
the board of health. 

Sect. 26. The dead body of every person of ten years 
of age and upward shall be conveyed to the grave or tomb - 
in a funeral car, drawn by not more than two horses, unless 
permission for a different mode of conveyance is given by 
ths board of health. 

Sect. 27. No person shall, without a license from the 
board of health, remove a dead body or its remains from 
a grave or tomb in the city, or disturb in a tomb or grave 
such body or its remains. 

Sect. 28. No grave or tomb shall, without the special, 
permission of the board of health, be opened between the 
first day of June and the first day of October, except for the 
purpose of interring the dead. 

Sect. 29. For services rendered in relation to the burial 
of the dead, undertakers shall be entitled to receive the fol- 
lowing fees, and no more, namely : — 

For digging a grave eight feet deep and covering the same, 
three dollars and fifty cents ; ; for digging a grave six feet and 
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six inches deep, two dollars; for digging a grave five feet 


deep, one dollar and seventy-five cents ; for digging a grave 


co) 
four feet deep, one dollar and fifty cents ; for digging a grave 


three feet six inches deep, one dollar and twenty-five cents ; 
but when the ground is frozen, the charges for digging graves 
may be augmented at the discretion of the city registrar. 

For opening and closing a tomb, one dollar and fifty cents. 

For placing a body in a coffin, when requested, and re- 
moying the same downstairs, one dollar and fifty cents ; for 
carrying a body to the tomb or grave, including the assist- 
ance of funeral porters and of two horses, seven “dollars and 
fifty cents ; for carrying a body out of the city, fifty cents 
in addition for each mile that the same is carried beyond the 
limits of the city; for carrying a body into a church for a 
funeral service, an additional fee of two dollars. 

For lighting the vaults under a church, one dollar. 

For the burial of children under ten years of age, the fees 
shall be as follows: for services at the house, one Bahai ; for 
carrying the body to the carriage, and from the carriage to 
the place of deposit, and interring the same, one dollar: ; for 
the use of a pall, twenty-five cents. 

The fees for disinterring and removing bodies from graves 
or tombs shall be in accordance with the amount and nature 
of the services rendered. 

Srecr. 30. The board of health may, with the approval of 
the mayor, make any regulations, not inconsistent with the 
foregoing provisions, in relation to the burial of the dead, 
which they may deem expedient. 


Vaults and Drains. 


Srot. 31. The owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
having the care of a building used as a dwelling, shall fur- 
nish the same with one or more suitable w: ater-closets or with 
a suitable privy, the vault of which shall be sunk under 
ground and built in the manner hereinafter prescribed, and 
shall be of a capacity proportionate to the number of inhabi- 
tants of such building, or of those having occasion to use 
such privy ; and whoever neglects to comply with the provisions 
of this section shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
five nor more than twenty dollars for each and every week 
during which such offence continues. 

Secr. 32. Every vault connected with a privy shall be 
made of brick and cement, and shall be of a capacity of at least 
eighty cubic feet, and the inside thereof shall be at least two feet 
distant from the line of any adjoining lot, unless by the con- 
sent of the owner of such lot, and at the same distance from 
any street or public or private passage-way ; and every vault 
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shall be so constructed as to be conveniently approached, 


opened, and cleaned, and shall be made tight, so that bee 


contents thereof cannot escape therefrom. 

Secor. 33. All waste water and all matter discharged ak 

water-closets shall be conveyed through sufficient drains, 
under ground, to a common sewer, or to such reservoir, sunk 
under ground, as may be approved by the superintendent of 
sewers, and no person shall suffer waste or stagnant water 
to remain in a cellar or upon a lot or vacant ground owned 
or occupied by him. 

Secr. 34. If the board of health is at any time saLned 
that a building used as a dwelling is not provided with a suit- 
able privy, vault, and drain, or either of them, they shall give 
notice in writing to the owner, agent, occupant, or other per- 
son having the care of such building, or, in case neither the 
owner, agent, or person having the care thereof is an inhabi- 
tant of the city, they shall give public notice in two daily 
newspapers published in the city, requiring such owner, agent, 
occupant, or other person, within such time as they may ap- 
point, to cause a proper and sufficient privy, vault, and drain, 
or either of them, to be constructed for such building, and in 
case of neglect or refusal to obey such notice, the board of 
health shall cause such privy, vault, or drain to be made for 
such building at the expense of such owner, agent, oceupant, 


or other person; and in case such drain, vault, or privy is 


‘constructed as aforesaid for the use of more buildings than 


= 
one, the owner, agent, occupant, or other person having the 


charge of each of “such buildings shall be liable to pay a pro- 
portional part of the expense of such construction. 

Srct. 35. When a vault or privy becomes offensive, ora 
drain becomes obstructed, the owner, agent, occupant, or 
other person having charge of the land in which such vault, 
privy, or drain is situated, shall cause such privy or vault to 
be cleaned, or such drain to be made free, within such reason- 
able time after notice in writing to that effect given by the 
board of health as may be expressed j in such notice, and, in 
case of neglect or refusal so to do, the board of health may 
cause such cleaning or making free to be done at the expense 
of such owner, agent, occupant, or other person. 

Srcr. 36. No cesspool, vault, or privy shall be emptied 
without a permit from the board of health, nor in any other 
mode or at any other time than as said board may direct and 


‘appoint; and no vault shall be opened between the first day 


of June and the fifteenth day of September, unless said 


board is satisfied of the necessity of such opening for the 


health or comfort of the neighborhood; but in case of such 


‘opening, no more of the contents of the vault shall be taken 
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_ present safety and relief, and such precautions shall be 


used relative to the prevention of offensive effluvia as said 


board may direct, the expense to be borne by the owner, 
agent, occupant, or other person having charge of the prem- 
ises. 

Sxcr. 37. Books, in which shall be entered all applica- 
tions for opening and cleaning vaults, shall be kept in con- 
venient places under the charge of the board of health ; and 
such applications shall specify the number of loads, if less 
than the whole contents of the vault, to be removed; and 
they shall, so far as practicable, receive attention in the sev- 
eral wards in the order in which they are made. 

_ Secor. 38. The board of health shall, after advertising for 
proposals for such service, make from time to time contracts, 

for terms not exceeding three years, for cleaning all vaults in 
the city and removing the contents thereof, and shall fix the 
price per load to be paid by all parties whose vaults are emp- 
tied by such contractors, and the parties applying to have 
vaults cleaned shall be liable for the payment of such price, 
and also for any preparations that may be required in order 
to make their vaults ready for cleaning. 


House Offal, Ashes, etc. 


Sect. 39. All house offal, whether consisting of animal 
or vegetable substances, shall be placed in suitable vessels, 
and no ashes or other refuse matter shall be mingled there- 
with ; and such offal shall be kept in easily accessible places, 
to be taken away, as often as twice in each week, by the men 
in the employ of the superintendent of health. 

Secr. 40. Ashes kept for removal by the men in the 
employ of the superintendent of health shall not be mixed with 
other substances, but shall be kept in easily accessible places, 
in suitable metallic vessels, and in such a manner:as not to 
communicate fire to any building or combustible material. 

Sect. 41. Ashes and cinders from steam-engines or steam- 
boilers, or from forges or furnaces used for mechanical pur- 
poses, shall be removed, at such times and in such manner 
as said board may direct, at the expense of the occupants or 
owners of the buildings in which such engines, boilers, 
forges, or furnaces are situated. 

Srcr. 42. No person shall carry in-a public street house 
dirt or house offal, either animal or vegetable, or grease, or 
_ bones, or other refuse substances, unless he has been ¢ expressly 
‘licensed therefor by the board of health upon such terms 
and conditions as said board may deem that the health and 


interests of the city require. 
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Sect. 43. No person shall, without permission from the 
board of health, throw into or leave in or upon a street, 
wharf, public enclosure, vacant lot, or pond or other body of 
water within the city, a dead animal, earth, dirt, gravel, 


sand, sweepings, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, hair, 


shreds, manure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste water, 
rubbish, or filth of any kind, or any refuse animal or vege- 
table matter whatever; nor shall any person throw into or 
leave upon a dock, flat, or tide water-within the jurisdiction 
of the city, a dead animal or other foul or offensive matter, 
except as provided in section forty-seven of this chapter. ~ 

Snot. 44. If any of the substances mentioned in the 
preceding section are thrown or carried from a house, ware- 
house, shop, cellar, yard, or other place, and left in any of 
the places specified in the said section, the owner and 
occupant of such house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or 
other place, and the person who actually threw, carried, or 
left the same, or who caused the same to be thrown, car- 
ried, or left, shall severally be held liable for a violation of 
the said section; and all substances so thrown or carried 
and left, shall, within two hours after personal notice in 
writing to that effect, given by the board of health, be 
removed by such owner, occupant, or other person, from the 
place where they have been so thrown or left as aforesaid, 
or such removal shall be made under the direction of said 
board, and the expense thereof borne by such owner or 
occupant. 

Secr. 45., All dirt, sawdust, soot, ashes, cinders, shavings, 
hair, shreds, manure, oyster, clam, or lobster shells, waste 
water, and all animal or vegetable substances, rubbish, or 
filth of any kind, in a house, warehouse, or other building, 
cellar, yard, unaccepted street, alley-way, or other place, 
which the board of health may deem injurious to the health 
of the city, shall be removed by the owner or occupant of 
such house, warehouse, or other building, cellar, yard, unac- 
cepted street, alley-way, or other place, where the same may 
be found, within twenty-four hours, or such other time as the 
said board may deem reasonable, after notice in writing to 
that effect, served personally upon the owner or occupant, or 
upon his authorized agent, by a person competent to serve a 
notice in a civil suit, or left at the owner’s, occupant’s, or 
agent’s last and usual place of abode, if the same is known 
and is within the commonwealth ; or such removal shall be 
made under the direction of the board of health, and the ex- 
pense thereof borne by the owner or occupant, who shall also 
be hable to the penalty provided in section five of chapter one 
for breaches of these ordinances, 
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General Health Regulations. 


Secor. 46. When a vessel arrives in the harbor, between 
_ the first day of April and the fifteenth day of November, 
having on board hides, hide cuttings, skins, rags, or fruit, the 
master and consignee of such vessel shall give immediate 
notice of its arrival to the harbor police or to the city phy- 
sican, and the harbor police shall immediately give wie 
notice to the city physician. 

Sect. 47. No person shall bring into the city for cle or 
shall sell, or offer for sale, any halibut, cod, haddock, or 
4 mackerel, until they have been cleansed of their entrails and 
refuse parts; and such entrails and refuse parts shall be 
thrown overboard below low-water mark, and shall never be 
kept beyond the flowing of the tide next after such fish are 
4 so cleansed; and, until so thrown overboard, such entrails 
_. and refuse parts shall be kept in a safe manner on board the 
| vessels or boats in which the fish were brought. And no 
person shall sell or deliver, from any stall, fish-box, cart, or 
other place, fish of any kind, except flounders, smelts, and 
other small fish, salmon, and shad, until the same have been 
cleansed of their entrails and refuse parts; and such entrails 
and refuse parts shall be kept in some tight vessel, and 
thrown into the sea below low-water mark within twenty- 
four hours after the fish are so cleansed. And no person 
shall sell, or offer for sale in the city, fish of any kind, unless 
they are kept in covered stalls, fish-boxes, or other houses, 
or in covered carts, which shall always be kept clean and in 
good order, and well secured from the rays of the sun. 

Sect. 48. No person shall sell or offer for sale inthe streets 
fish, lobsters, oysters, or shell-fish of any kind, except by 
permission of the board of health, and on such conditions 
as said board shall order. 

Sect, 49. No person shall bring into the city, or have in 
his possession for sale, or sell, or offer for sale, any vegeta- 
bles, excepting green peas and beans in the pods and green 
corn in the inner husks, which have not previously been 
divested of such parts or appendages as are not commonly 
used for food ; and no person shall have such parts or appen- 
dages in his possession in a public or private market, or in a 
store, shop, or other place, or in a cart or vehicle used or 
occupied for the sale of vegetables or of other articles of 
food. 

Sect, 50. No person shall bring into the city by land or 
water, or land on a wharf or other place, decayed or damaged 
grain, rice, coffee, fruit, potatoes, or other vegetable products, 
or tainted or damaged meat or fish, without a permit therefor 
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from, or in any ote manner hen as , directed by, the board 
of health 


Sect. 51. No fowls: swine, or goats shall be kept within 


Co) 
the limits of the city without the license of the board of 


health, and if a license for the keeping thereof is granted, such 
animals shall be kept only in such place and manner as said 
board may direct. 

Srcr. 52. The owners and occupants of stables shall 
keep their stables and stable-yards clean, and shall not per- 
mit more than three cords of manure to accumulate or to re- 


main uncovered outside of a stable building. 


Sect. 53. No person shall, without a written permit from. 


the board of health, remove manure, or cause or suffer the 
same to. be removed, between the first day of May and the 
first day of November, except after twelve o’clock at night 
and before two hours after sunrise. 

Seot. 54. Whoever defaces a public urinal by writing or 
drawing thereon, or by painting or pasting thereon or attach- 
ing thereto a handbill, advertisement, or other drawing, and 
whoever scratches, mars, disfigures, misuses, or * defiles tachi 
a urinal, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than five nor 
more than twenty-five dollars. 

Secr. 55. The mayor or the board of health may require 
the usual ringing of a church or other bell to be suspended, 
when the illness of a person living in the neighborhood of 
the bell requires such suspension. 

Sect. 56. When, upon due examination, itappears to the 
board of health that the number of persons occupying a build- 
ing or tenement in the city is so great as to be the cause of 
nuisance and sickness and the source of filth, or that a tene- 
ment or building is not furnished with sufficient privies, 
vaults, and drains, they may issue. notice in writing to the 
persons occupying such building or tenement, or to any of 


them, requiring them to remove from and quit such building | 


or tenement within such time as the said board deems 
reasonable. And if the person or persons so notified, or any 
of them, neglect or refuse to remove from and quit such 
building or tenement within the time mentioned in such no- 
tice, the board of health may thereupon forcibly remove them, 
and any such person shall be liable to a penalty of not more 
than. fifty dollars for such neglect or refusal, and. liable also 
for the expense of such removal. 

Seot..57. When articles or materials, belonging to the city 
and in the care or control of the board of health or of the 
superintendent of health, are sold, or when work is done for 


an individual by persons in the employ of said board or of 


said superintendent, the clerks of said board and of said 


men 


*' 
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superintendent. shall respectively enter on books to be kept 
_ for that purpose all such sales and all such work done, with the 
__ prices thereof, and shall forthwith make out bills for the same 
and deliver them to the city collector for collection. 


CHAPTER 23. 


OF THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 


 Secrion 1. There shall be elected annually, by concur- 


rent vote of both branches of the city council, a corporation 
counsel and a city solicitor, each of whom shall hold office 
for one year from the first Monday in July in the year of his 
election, and, while he holds such office, shall hold no other 
office under the city government. 

_ Sect. 2. The city solicitor ‘may annually, within sixty 
days after his election, appoint, subject to the approval of the 
corporation counsel and of any standing committee of the 
city council having charge of the law department of’ the 
city, two assistant solicitors, two conveyancers, and a clerk 
of the law department, each of whom shall hold office for one 
year from the first Monday in July in the year of his ap- 


 pointment, and may be removed at the pleasure of the cor- 


poration counsel or city solicitor, with the approval of the 
aforesaid committee. In case the city solicitor omits to ap- 
point the above-named officers, or in case the corporation 
counsel fails to approve the appointments made by the city 
solicitor, the aforesaid committee may elect said officers. 

— Sect. 38. The corporation counsel shall be the head of the 
law department; shall take part in the trial of causes and in 
hearings before the general court of the commonwealth or 
before committees thereof, when he believes that the interests 
of the city require him to do so; and shall have the super- 
vision of the city solicitor, the assistant solicitors, and the 
conveyancers in the discharge of their duties, and may in 
his discretion personally perform any of such duties. He 
shall furnish legal opinions on such subjects or questions, as 
may be submitted to him by the mayor, the board of alder- 
men, the common council, or the school committee ; by any 
committee of the city council or of either branch thereof; or 
by any board or officer of the city government who may re- 
quire advice in regard to the discharge of their official duties. 
_ Secr. 4. The city solicitor shall represent the city in all 
actions and suits to which the city is a party ; shall appear as 
counsel inall other actions, suits, prosecutions or hearings which 
may involve the rights and interests of the city ; and shall de- 
fend the officers of the city in suits and prosecutions against 
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them for their official action or for the performance of their 
official duty, when an estate, right, privilege, ordinance, act, _ 
or direction of the city government is brought in question. — 
He shall also, in behalf of the city and under the direction 
of any standing committee of the city council having charge 
of matters before the general court of the commonwealth, 
appear as counsel before the said general court, or before any 
committee thereof, when the interest or welfare of the city is 
directly or incidentally affected. He shall, subject to the pro- 
visions of section three, have the direction and control of the 
assistant solicitors and conveyancers in the discharge of their 
duties, and shall examine, or cause to be examined, all titles to 
real property, and have the care and custody of records relat- 
ing to the same; shall draft, or cause to be drafted, all deeds 
and other legal papers pertaining to real property, which by | 
law, usage, or agreement the city may be at the expense of 
drawing; and shall perform such other professional duties, 
incident to his office, as may be required of him by the 
mayor, by the city council or either branch thereof, or by 
a committee of said council or of either branch thereof, or by 
any board of the city. 

Sreor. 5. If the corporation counsel is absent or unable to 
act, or if there is a vacancy in his office, his duties and powers 
shall devolve, during the continuance of such absence, dis- 
ability, or vacancy, upon the city solicitor. 

Sect. 6. The corporation counsel and city solicitor may 
employ such office clerks, messengers, and similar subordinates, 
as may be needed, and for whose payment provision has been 
made by the city council. 

Secor. 7. The books, records, papers, and accounts of the 
law department shall be and remain the property of the city, - 
and they shall be kept and maintained in the manner hereto- 
fore in use, subject to such directions as’ the aforesaid com- 
mittee having charge of the law department may from time 
to time make. 

_Secr. 8. When the city buys or takes land, the city 
solicitor shall, if requested so to do by the grantor, furnish 
without charge the necessary deed for the transfer of the same. 
When a special contract for the investigation of a title to 
property is made with a conveyancer by the city or by any 
department, such contract shall provide, if expedient, that not 
only the abstract of the title, but also a copy of the schedule 


- orminutes upon which such abstract is based, shall be furnished 


to the city solicitor to be deposited in his office. 

Sect. 9. When an officer of the law department is obliged 
to attend to the city’s business out of the city limits, he shall 
be allowed such reasonable travelling expenses as may be 
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approved by the said committee having charge of the law a 
department. 

Sect. 10. No person connected with the law department 
of the city shall, except a8 provided in section four, appear 
in court in any case to which the city is not a party. 

Secor. 11. The city solicitor shall annually in June make 
a report to the city council of all suits or legal proceedings in : 
which the city has an interest, begun, pending, or determined 
during the year next preceding the time of making said report ; 
and in such report he shall state the names of the parties, the 
causes of action, the date when each suit or proceeding was 
begun and before what court or tribunal, the amount of the 
judgment rendered, if any, and in whose favor, and the con- 
dition of all pending suits or proceedings, with such other 
information as may at any time be prescribed by the said 
committee having charge of the law department. 


; CHAPTER 24. 
OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. The board of police commissioners shall an- 
nually, on the first Monday in May, meet and organize by 
the choice of one of their number as chairman, and by 
the choice of a suitable person, not a member of the board, 
as clerk. The members of said board shall devote their 
time to the duties of their office, and shall not actively en- 
gage in any other business. 

Sect. 2. The said board shall have the general superin- 
tendence of all property belonging to the city, which is used 
by te police department, and may authorize the sale or 
exchange thereof, except the real estate, when in their judg- 
ment such sale or exchange is expedient, and they may also 
authorize the purchase of such articles as may be needed for 
the use of said department. 

Sect. 3. ‘The said board shall have and exercise all the 
powers conferred by the statutes of the commonwealth and 
the ordinances of the city upon the board of aldermen or upon 
the mayor and aldermen, in relation to licensing, regulating, 
and restraining theatrical exhibitions, public shows, public 
amusements, billiard tables, bowling-alleys, auctioneers, 
hawkers and peddlers, carriages, wagons and other vehicles, 
intelligence offices, itinerant musicians, pawnbrokers, and 
dealers in second-hand articles and old junk. 

Srecr. 4. When, in an emergency, the mayor assumes 
command of the whole or of any part of the police force, he 
shall first notify the said board of his intention so to do, by 
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a written notice left at their office, and immediately after as- 


suming such command he shall give public notice thereof 
through one or more of the daily papers published in the city, 


stating in such notice the emergency which has called for his — 


action. 

Snort. 5. The maximum number of officers and members 
of the police department shall be as follows, namely : — 

A superintendent of police. 

A deputy superintendent of police. 

A. captain for each police division. 

A chief inspector and six inspectors, for duty at the office 
of the superintendent of police. 

An inspector of carriage licenses. 

An inspector of wagon licenses. 

An assistant to the inspector of carriage and wagon 
licenses, with the grade and pay of a patrolman. 

An inspector of pawnbrokers. 

An assistant inspector of pawnbrokers, with the grade and 
pay of a patrolman. 

An inspector of intelligence offices. 

An inspector of claims. 

Thirty-four lieutenants. 

Fifty-three sergeants. 

A clerk to the superintendent of police. 

A property clerk, who shall be selected from the ser- 
geants. 

Six hundred and forty-nine patrolmen. 

Ten house watchmen for the public buildings. 

A probation officer, to be appointed as provided by section 
seventy-eight of chapter two hundred and twelve of the Public 
Statutes, with the rank of an inspector. 

A keeper of city lock-ups. 

Two assistant keepers of city lock-ups. 

A steward of city lock-ups. 

A matron of city lock-ups. 

An engineer of the,police steamboat. 

A fireman of the police steamboat. 

‘Such assistant clerks, for duty in the license department, 
as the law may from time to time require. 

Sect. 6. The said board may from time to time appoint, 
in addition to those before enumerated, persons in the em- 
ploy of other departments of the city service to be police 
officers for duty in connection with the department by which 
they are employed. The persons so appointed shall not at 
any time exceed fifty in number, and shall not be entitled to 
any compensation from the city on account of their services 
as police-oflicers. 
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ee - Seor. 7. When the said board appoint special patrolmen 
__-without pay, under the provisions of section seven of chapter 
__ two hundred and forty-four of the statutes of the common- 
_ wealth of the year eighteen hundred and seventy-eight, they 


shall communicate their action without delay to the mayor 
and city council. | 

Sect. 8. The duties of captain of the harbor police in 
the docks and harbor shall be performed by the harbor 
master, who shall in the performance of his duties have the 
control of the police steamboat and of the officers and crew 
thereof. : | 
_Seror. 9. Any member of the police department, to whom 
is intrusted the collection and custody of money or other 
property, may be required by said board to give such bond 
as they shall determine. 

Sect. 10. The members of the police department: shall 
aid the fire department by giving alarms in cases of fire in 
such manner as the fire commissioners may direct, and in 
clearing the streets or grounds in the immediate vicinity of a 
fire, so that the members of the fire department may not be 
hindered or obstructed in the performance of their duties. 
If a policemen refuses or neglects to give an alarm as afore- 
said, or refuses to obey the orders of the chief officer in 
command at a fire, he shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
than five nor more than twenty dollars. 

Seor. 11. The board of police commissioners shall from 
time to time furnish to the city treasurer such officers as the 
latter may deem necessary for the protection of the persons 
connected with his office in making disbursement of the 
money in their charge and in carrying money and valuable 
bonds and papers to and from said office. . 

Sect. 12. The members of the police department may, 
when off duty or in reserve, receive for their own use one 
witness fee for each day’s attendance before the grand jury or 
before the supreme or superior court; all other witness fees 
earned by them shall be paid over to the city collector, and 
shall be kept as a separate fund and invested and managed by 


the mayor, treasurer, and auditor of the city for the time 
being, who shall be trustees thereof. The income of the said 


fund shall be applied to the relief of persons who have re- 
ceived an honorable discharge from the police force by reason 


of sickness, age, or other disability, and who are, in conse- 


quence of such disability, in necessitous circumstances; and 
also to the relief of the widows and orphans, in necessitous 
circumstances, of police officers who have died while in the 
service of the city. Said trustees may make such rules and 
regulations for the appropriation and disbursement of the 
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interest of said fund as they may deem expedient, subject 
however to such ordinances or orders as the city council 
may from time to time adopt. | 

Sect. 13. The said board shall annually, in May or June, 
present to the city council a report, made up to and includ- 
ing the last day of the preceding April, and containing a full 
and particular statement of the doings of the department dur- 
ing the preceding year and of the condition of the police force 
at the time of making up the report. They shall also send 
to the mayor a daily statement, showing the number of offi- 
cers on duty, the number of arrests made during the preced- 
ing twenty-four hours, the causes of such arrests, and such 
other facts as may serve to show the amount of the duty per- 
formed by the department since the preceding report. They 
shall also send to the city council a monthly statement, giving 
the names of all persons appointed for duty in the department 
during the preceding month, and the names of members of the 
police force who have been promoted, honorably mentioned 
in general orders, honorably or dishonorably discharged, or 
retired on pensions, with the amount of such pensions and 
the sums, if any, appropriated to the relief of their families. 


CHAPTER 25. 


OF THE SEWER DEPARTMENT. 


Section 1. There shall be chosen annually, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a superintendent of 
sewers, who shall, under the direction of the board of alder- 
men, have the general supervision of all common sewers built 
and owned by the city, or permitted to be built or opened by 
its authority ; shall take charge of the building and repair 
of such sewers; and shall make all contracts for the supply 
of labor and materials therefor. 

Sect. 2. The said superintendent shall, when a common 
sewer is ordered to be built or repaired, ascertain its depth, 
breadth, mode of construction, and general direction, and 
shall cause a plan thereof to be made and inserted, with all 
said particulars, in books to be kept for the purpose, and 
he shall from time to time ascertain and insert on said plan 
all entries made into such sewer. | 

Secr. 38. The said superintendent shall keep an accurate 
account of the expense of constructing and repairing each 
common sewer, and shall report the same to the board of 
aldermen, together with a list of. the persons and estates de- 
riving benefit from such construction or repair, and an esti- 
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mate of the area of the lands upon which such expense ought 
to be assessed. 
Sror. 4. The board of aldermen, in making assessments 
for defraying the expense of constructing or repairing a com- 
mon sewer, shall deduct from such expense a part, not less 
than one quarter, as they may deem expedient, which shall » 
be charged to and paid by the city; and they shall assess 
the remainder of such expense upon the persons and estates 
deriving benefit from such sewer, either by the entry of their 
particular drains or by any remote means, apportioning the 
assessment according to the area of the lands thus benefited. 
_Secr. 5. The said superintendent shall enter in books 
kept for the purpose all such assessments made by the board 
of aldermen, and shall forthwith make out bills for the same 
4 and deliver them to the city collector for collection. 
5 Secor. 6. Every particular drain, which enters into a 
common sewer, shall be built of such size and materials, in 
such a direction, at such a grade, and in.such a manner as 
) the board of aldermen or the said superintendent may direct ; 
and all openings into common sewers for the purpose of 
1 connecting drains therewith, and all drains and repairs of 
| drains connecting with such sewers, and all openings or ex- 
3 cavations in a street for the purpose of constructing or re- 
pairing private drains, shall be made by persons licensed in 
writing for that purpose by the said superintendent under the 
| supervision of a standing committee of the board of alder- 
men having charge of the subject of sewers. 

Sect. 7. Every person licensed as provided in the pre- 
ceding section shall, before performing any work authorized 
by his license, execute a bond to the city, in such a sum as the 
said committee may prescribe, with one or more sureties 
satisfactory to said committee or to the said superintendent, 
and conditioned that the person so licensed will make in a 
proper manner all openings that he may have occasion to make . 
into sewers ; will properly construct or repair his drains con- 
necting with the sewers or with any other drains; will leave 
no obstruction of any description in a sewer opened by 
him; will properly close up all excavations made by him, 
and restore the earth and pavement taken up, and regrade 
and repave the street, should it settle or become out of order 
within one year thereafter, or, if he fails to do so within 
twenty-four hours after being notified thereof in writing, that 
it shall then be regraded and repaved at his expense, by 
direction of the said superintendent ; will cause a sufficient 
fence to be placed and fixed so as to enclose any excavation 
made by him and the earth, stone, or other material taken 
therefrom, and will maintain such fence during the whole 
time for which such excavation, earth, or other material may 
a | obstruct the street ; will cause one or more lighted lanterns 
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to be maintained in a conspicuous place over such excavation, 
earth, or fence from the beginning of twilight in the evening 
through every night during the time for which such excavation 
or obstruction may exist; will comply with the ordinances 
in relation to sewers, drains, and streets, and to such regula- 


tions as the board of aldermen may adopt for the proper 


government of persons licensed to construct or repair private 
drains or to open or dig in the streets for that purpose; and 
will indemnify and hold harmless the city from all damages and 
costs to which it may be put by reason of injuries resulting to 
any one from his neglect or carelessness in making or repairing 
a drain or in performing any work connected therewith, or in 
properly fencing and lighting at night any excavation or ob- 
struction caused by the making or repairing of a drain. 

Secr. 8. Every person entering his particular drain 
into a common sewer without a permit in writing from the 
board of aldermen, or from the said superintendent, shall 
be liable to ajpenalty of twenty dollars, and shall also be 


‘hable to pay such sum to the city by way of indemnification 


as the said board may deem just and reasonable. 

Srecr. 9. If a drain in a street or highway is constructed 
or repaired, or if an excavation for the purpose of such con- 
struction or repair is made, by a person not licensed as pro- 
vided in section six or in a mode different from that pre- 
scribed in said section, the person doing such work and the 
owner or agent directing the same shall respectively be 
lable to a penalty of not more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 10. No owner of real estate shall, by the con- 
struction of a private drain under the permission of the board 
of aldermen or of the superintendent of sewers, be exempted 


from an assessment lawfully imposed for the construction of - 


a common sewer in the same vicinity. 

Sect. 11. Whena drain connecting with a common sewer 
or with another drain becomes clogged, obstructed, broken, 
out of order, or detrimental to the use of the sewer or 
of another Aoi or unfit for the purposes of drainage, the 
owner, agent, occupant, or person having charge of the. prem- 
ises drained by said drain, shall, within five days after notice 
in writing to that effect from the superintendent of sewers, 
remove, reconstruct, repair, alter, or cleanse such drain, as 
the condition thereof may require, and, in case of neglect or 
refusal for the space of five days so to do, the superintendent 
of sewers shall cause such drain to be removed, recon- 
structed, repaired, altered, or cleansed, as he may deem 
expedient, at the expense of such owner, agent, occupant, or 
other person, who shall also be liable to a penalty of not 
more than fifty dollars. 


Srecr: 12. Every owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
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_ having charge of premises drained into a common sewer or 


drain, who permits gravel, sand, ashes, or any substance or 
matter which may form a deposit or obstruction therein, to 
flow or pass into such sewer or drain, shall be liable to a 
penalty of not more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 13. Every such owner, agent, occupant, or other 
person shall, within ten days after notice in writing to that 
effect from the superintendent of sewers, provide. his drain 
with a sufficient cesspool or catch-basin, or, if one already 
exists, shall clean out, repair, or alter the same, and shall 
provide such other means as will prevent any substance or 
matter, which may cause a depvsit or obstruction therein, 
from passing into such sewer or drain. 

Secor. 14. In case of neglect or refusal for the space of 
five days to provide a cesspool or catch-basin, or to clean out, 
repair, or alter such cesspool or catch-basin, if one exists, 
the superintendent of sewers shall cause to be constructed a 
suitable and sufficient cesspool or catch-basin, or, if one 
exists, shall cause it to be repaired, altered, and cleaned, and 
provided with such other means to prevent any substance or 
matter, that may cause a deposit or obstruction therein, from 
passing into the sewer or drain, as he may deem expedient, 
at the expense of the owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
having charge of the premises, and such owner, agent, occu- 
pant, or other person shall also be liable to a penalty of not 
more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 15. The superintendent of sewers shall annually, 
on or before the tenth day of January, make a report to the 
city council, containing a statement of the expenditures, in- 
come, and business of his department during the preceding 
year, a schedule of the property belonging to the depart- 
ment, and such other information and such suggestions as he 
may deem expedient. 

Sect. 16. Every owner of real estate entering his par- 
ticular drain into a common sewer from land upon which no 
sewer assessment has been levied, shall pay to the city there- 
for at the rate of two cents per square foot for all land bene- 
fited by such connection within one hundred and twenty- 
five feet of said sewer; the amount so paid to be deducted 
from any subsequent assessments upon said land. 


CHAPTER 26. 
OF THE STREET DEPARTMENT. 
Street Names and Numbers. 


SecTION 1. The several streets in the city shall, until they 
are altered by the board of aldermen, continue to be called 
and known by the names heretofore given to them by the 
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selectmen of the town or by the mayor and aldermen or city > 


council of the city. 

Sror. 2. The board of aldermen may cause the buildings 
on any street to be numbered, and may require the number 
designated for each building to be affixed thereto or inscribed 
thereon, and may determine the form, size, and material of 
any such number, and the place and mode of affixing or in- 
scribing it. And any owner or occupant of a building who 
neglects or refuses to affix to the same the street number 
lawfully designated therefor, or who affixes to such building, 
or retains thereon for more than one day, a street number 
other than the one so designated, shall for each offence be 
liable to a penalty of not less than one nor more than twenty 
dollars. 


Superintendent of Streets. 


Seor. 3. There shall be chosen annually, by concurrent 
vote of the two branches of the city council, a superintendent 
of streets, who shall, under the direction and control of the 
board of aldermen, superintend the general condition of the 
streets of the city; attend to the laying out, widening, 
elevation, and repairs of the same; make all contracts for the 
supply of labor and materials therefor; and give notice to 
the mayor or to the police commissioners of any nuisance, 
obstruction, or encroachment thereon. 

Srot. 4. The said superintendent shall attend at his office 
during a portion of each day; shall keep a record of all his 
proceedings, and a set of books, in which shall be entered 
under appropriate heads the receipts and expenditures in his 
department, with the names of all persons who have furnished 
materials and of all workmen who have been employed, and 


of the amount paid to each ; and shall make to the city council — 


a quarterly report of the facts so recorded and entered. He 
shallalsomake annually, on or before the tenth day of January, 
a report to the city council, containing a general statement of 
the expenses of his department during the preceding year and 
of the amount expended on the various streets, an estimate 
in detail of the property in his charge belonging to the city, 
and such other information as he may consider desirable. 

Srecr. 5. The said superintendent may, with the approval 
of the board of aldermen, appoint such assistants as he deems 
necessary, to act under his control and direction; and such 
assistants may at any time be removed by him or by the board 
of aldermen. 


Sect. 6. When the said superintendent sells articles or 


materials belonging to the city, or causes work to be done 
for an individual, for which money is due to the city, he 
shall enter, in books kept for the purpose, all such sales and 
all such work done, with the prices thereof, and shall forth- 
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3 with make out bills for the same, and deliver them to the 
_ city collector for collection. 


Srcr. 7. The pay-rolls of all laborers employed under the 
direction of the said superintendent shall be made up and 
certified by him. 


Defects, Hxcavations, and Obstructions in Streets. 


Srecr. 8. The inspector of buildings shall see that all 


statutes, ordinances, orders, and regulations, respecting the 
use or occupation of portions of streets for the purpose of 
erecting, altering, repairing, or removing buildings, are ob- 
served ‘and enforced. 

* Secr. 9. All notices of defects in public streets, which are 
received by any officer or person in the employ of the city, 
shall be sent to the office of the superintendent of streets, and 
he or some competent person detailed by him shall without 
delay examine the locality of the alleged defect ; and if, upon 
examination, it appears that the defect is of such a character 
as to endanger the safety of public travel, and that the city 
is liable for its repair, he shall cause it to be immediately 
repaired ; and, until such repair is, completed, he shall do 
whatever may be necessary to protect the public from injury 
by reason of the defect. 

Secor. 10. When an excavation for any purpose is made in 
a public street by order of a department of the city govern- 
ment, the street shall, as soon as the purpose for which the 
excavation was made has been accomplished, be restored to a 
condition entirely satisfactory to the superintendent of streets, 
and, ifit is not so restored, although it may not be dangerous 
to public travel, the said superintendent shall notify the de- 
partment, which ordered the excavation to be made, to make 
forthwith such further repairs as he deems necessary, and 
if such department neglects so to do, the said superintendent 
shall cause such repairs to be made and shall charge such 
department therefor. 

Scr. 11. No person who is not in the employ of the city 
shall break or dig up, or assist in breaking or digging up, any 
part of a public street, or remove any 2g oravel or other similar 
thing from a public street, unless he has first obtained from 
the board of aldermen a written license therefor. 

Secor. 12. Whoever, by virtue of such a license, breaks or 
digs up, or causes to be dug or broken up, any part of a pub- 
lic street, shall, within such time as the board of aldermen or 
some person by them authorized may order, cause such street 
to be repaired and amended to the satisfaction of the said 
board ; and if he neglects or refuses so to do, he shall be liable 
to a penalty of not less than five nor more than fifty dollars 
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for each day during which such neglect or refusal con- — 


tinues. 
Srcr. 13. No person shall make, or cause to be made, an 


excavation in a street, for any purpose whatever, without a 


license from the board of aldermen or from some person thereto 
authorized by said board, and subject to such regulations as 
the said board may prescribe. Every application for such a 
license shall be made in writing and signed by the applicant, 
and shall set forth the dimensions of the proposed excavation 
and the purpose for which it is to be used; and every such 
license shall provide that the excavation licensed shall not be 
used for any purpose other than that stated in the application, 
and may at any time be revoked by the said board. But no ex- 
cavation shall be made, the inner face of the wall of which ex- 
tends further under the street than to a line eighteen inches in- 
side the line of the outer edge of the curbstone of the sidewalk. 
Srecr. 14. Whenan excavation is made in a street for any 
purpose, the person or persons by or for whom such exca- 
vation has been made, shall cause a rail or other suflicient 
fence to be placed so as to enclose such excavation and the 
dirt, gravel, or other material thrown therefrom, and such 
fence shall be maintained during the whole time for which 
the excavation continues; and he or they shall also cause a 
lighted lantern, or some other proper’and sufficient light, to 
be fixed to some part of such fence, or in some other proper 
manner over or near the excavation and over or near the 
dirt, gravel, or other material taken therefrom, and so kept 
from the beginning of twilight through the- whole of every 
night during all the time for which such excavation exists. 


Sect. 15. Whoever desires to occupy or use a portion 


of a street for the erection or repair of a building upon land - 


abutting thereon, shall make application to the inspector of 


buildings, who, subject to the direction of the board of alder- 


men, may grant permits for the occupation or use, for build- 
ing purposes, of such portions of streets, and for such periods 
of time and under such limitations and restrictions, as may be 
required by ordinance or by the public convenience ; and any 
such permit may be revoked by the said inspector at any 
time when the holder thereof fails to comply with any rule or 
regulation under which it was granted, or when, in the opinion 
of the said inspector, the public good requires such revocation. 
No part of a street other than that so allotted shall be used for 
depositing materials for work to be done or for receiving 
rubbish arising from such work, and all such rubbish shall be 
carried away, by the person or persons to whom the permit 
is granted, at such convenient times as the board of aldermen 
or the said inspector may direct ; and in case of the neglect or

retical of such person or persons so to remove such rubbish, 


it shall be removed at their expense by the superintendent of 


Be: streets or by the police commissioners. 


Sect. 16. Whena permit is granted under the preced- 


ing section, the portion of a street thereby allotted shall be 
enclosed with a sufficient fence, which shall be maintained 


during the whole time for which the occupation of such 


portion of the street continues, and a lighted lantern or. 


lanterns, or some other proper and sufficient lights, shall be 


fixed to some part or parts of such fence or in some other 


proper manner, and such lanterns or lights shall be kept lighted 
from the beginning of twilight through the whole of every 
night during such occupation. 

Sect. 17. Whoever maliciously or wantonly and without 
legal cause extinguishes or diminishes a light fixed in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of ‘section fourteen or of section 
sixteen shall be liable to a penalty of not less than ten nor 
more than fifty dollars. 

Secr. 18. Whoever violates any of the provisions of 
section fifteen or of section sixteen shall be liable to a penalty 
of not less than two nor more than fifty dollars for each offence, 
and to a like penalty for every day’s continuance of such offence. 

Sect. 19. No person shall, without, a license from the 
board of aldermen, construct or maintain a cellar-door or 
cellar-door-way in a sidewalk or projecting into a street, or 
construct an entrance or flight of steps descending imme- 
diately from a street into a cellar or into the basement story 
of a building for the purpose of being kept open as an 
entrance, and all such cellar-doors, door-ways, and steps as 
may be licensed by said board shall be constructed in such 
manner as said board may direct. 

Sect. 20. No occupant or other person having the care of 
a building shall suffer a cellar-door, cellar-door-way, entrance, 
or flight of steps, such as are mentioned in the preceding sec- 
tion, ‘to remain open, or the platform thereof to be removed, 
for more than fifteen minutes during the night-time, nor for 


more than two hours in all during the daytime, unless. 


co] 
licensed so to do by the board of aldermen; and in all cases 


in which such a cellar-door, cellar-door-way, entrance, or 
flight of steps is open, the same shall be properly guarded, 
and, in the night-time, properly lighted. 

Srcr. 21. When acellar-door or the platform thereof pro- 
jects into a street, the owners and occupants of the estate to 
which such cellar-door or platform belongs, shall keep such 
door or platform in good repair ; and if it is at any time out 
of repair, so that in the opinion of the board of aldermen the 


safety of the inhabitants is thereby endangered, the said board 
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shall notify the said owners and occupants of the fact; and if 
they neglect or refuse for the space of twenty-four hours to 
repair such door or platform, the said board shall forthwith 
cause such repairs to be made at the expense of said owners 
or occupants, who shall, in case of such neglect or refusal, be 
further liable to a penalty of not less than one nor more than 
fifty dollars for each and every day that said door or platform 
continues to be out of repair. 

Srot. 22. Every entrance, or flight of steps, descending 
immediately from or near the line of a street into a cellar or 
into the basement story of a building, where such entrance or 
flight of steps is not safely and securely covered, shall be en- 
closed with a permanent railing on each side, at least three 
feet high from the top of the sidewalk or pavement, together 
with either a gate to open inwardly or two iron chains across 
the front of the entrance- -way, one near the top, and the other 
half-way from the ground to the top of the railing; and such 
gate or chains shall, unless there is a light burning over the 
steps to prevent accidents, be closed during the night. 

Sror. 238. No person shall without the permission of the 
board of aldermen place or maintain a grating in a street, 
and no grating shall be placed in a sidewalk, the spaces 
between the bars of which are more than one inch ard a 
quarter in width; and no grating shall project more than 
eighteen inches into a street. 

‘Secr. 24. Allcoverings of coal-holes or of other excavations 
or openings in streets, excepting cellar-door-ways and bulk- 
heads, shall be constructed of iron and glass, North-river 
flagging-stone, or rough surface granite, and shall be of such 
description and workmanship as the board of aldermen may 
direct. When such a covering is otherwise constructed, or 
is in the opinion of said board unsafe or inconvenient for the 
public travel, said board may order the same to be removed 
and a suitable one put in its place; and if such removal and 
substitution is not completed within ten days from the service 
of the order on the owner or tenant of the premises or other 
person having the care thereof, the superintendent of streets 
shall make such change, and the expense thereof shall be paid 
by such owner, tenant, or other person having the care of the 
premises ; and no person shall leave such coal-hole or other 
excavation or opening uncovered or with its cover unfastened, 
except while it is in use in the daytime before sunset by 
some person or persons who are actually attending to the 
same. 

Sect. 25. The board of aldermen may, upon applica- 
tion, authorize the construction, at the expense of the 
applicant, of coal-holes or other openings in streets, in such 
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manner - and under the direction of such person as they 


% _ may deem suitable; and they may also authorize the continu- 
' _ ance of a covering of a coal-hole or other excavation already 
constructed. 

wr Sect. 26. Whoever is duly licensed or permitted to 


’ occupy a part of a street, while erecting or repairing a build- 
ing, or making an excavation, or for any other purpose, shall 
| provide a safe and convenient passage for public travel around 
or over the obstruction so caused, and shall be responsible to 
the city for all injuries sustained in consequence of his neglect 
so to do, and shall be liable to a penalty of not less than two 
nor more than fifty dollars for each day’s continuance of such 
neglect; and he shall at any time, when requested by the 
superintendent of streets or by a police officer, exhibit his 


license or permit for such occupation. 


Projections into Streets. 


Srcr. 27. Whoever constructs or places, or causes to be 
constructed or placed, a portico, porch, door, window, or step 
projecting into a street, except in accordance with the pro- 
visions of the statutes of the commonwealth, shall be liable to 
a penalty of not less than four nor more than fifty dollars for 
each offence, and to a like penalty for each day that such 
portico, porch, door, window, or step is continued as afore- 
said after notice to remove the same, given by the board of 
aldermen or by some person authorized by said board to give 
such notice. 

Sror. 28. No canopy, awning, shade, shade-frame, or 
shade-curtain shall be erected or placed within the limits of 
a street, unless permission therefor has been first obtained 
in writing from the superintendent of lamps, who may give 
such permits when in his opinion the public safety and con- 
venience and the proper lighting of the streets will not 
thereby be interfered with; but all permits for shade-frames 
shall be limited to frames so constructed that they can be 
folded up against the buildings to which they are affixed. 
The board of aldermen may order the immediate removal of 
any canopy, awning, shade, shade-frame, or shade-curtain, 
erected or placed within the limits of a public street. 

Sect. 29. -Whoever erects or maintains a canopy, awning, 
shade, shade-frame, or shade-curtain, contrary to the pro- 
visions of the preceding section, shall be liable to a penalty of 
two dollars for each and every day on which such canopy, 
awning, shade, shade-frame, orshade-curtain is so maintained. 

Seon. 30. No person shall hang, affix, erect, or fasten a 
sign, show-bill, lantern, or show-board of any description 
whatsoever, so that the same will project more than one 
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foot into or over a street, unless he first obtains permis- 
sion from the board of aldermen therefor, which permission 
shall be subject to revocation by said board at pleasure; and 
whoever, without such permission, hangs, aflixes, erects, or 
fastens as aforesaid a sign, show-bill, lantern, or show-board 
of any description whatsoever, and neglects after notice given 


by the mayor or by an alderman or police-officer to re- 


move the same, shall be lable to a penalty of not less than 
five nor more than twenty dollars for every day that such sign, 
show-bill, lantern, or show-board remains after such notice. 

Sect. 381. Whoever places or maintains a sign, show-bill, 
lantern, show-board, or other thing, which at its lowest part 
is less than nine feet above a sidewalk or street, and 
which projects more than six inches into ‘a street, shall 
be liable to a penalty of not less than four nor more than 
fifty dollars for each offence, and to a like penalty for every 
day on which such sign, show-bill, lantern, show-board, or 
other thing is continued after an order to remove the same 
has been given by the board of aldermen or by any person 
thereto authorized by said board. 

Secor. 82. No person shall place or cause to be placed, or 
suspend or cause to be suspended, over a street from a house, 
shop, store, lot, or place, any goods, wares, merchandise, gr 
other thing, so that the same shall extend or project more 
than one foot into the street from the wall or front of such 
house, store, shop, lot, or place. 


Laying Underground Telegraph and Telephone Wires. 


Secor. 33. Telegraph and ilaplione companies, whether 
chartered by this or any other state, which own or control 
and use under lease or otherwise telegraph or telephone 
lines wholly or in part within the city, may lay wires 
under the streets of the city under the following regulations, 
and not otherwise : — 

Sect. 34. The surface of a street shall not be disturbed 
for the purpose of laying, repairing, or removing wires, or 
conduits therefor, without a permit from the Board of Alder- 
men, indicating the time, manner, and place of opening such 
street. 

Sect. 35. When an opening is made in a street for*s any 
of the purposes aforesaid, such street shall be restored to a 
condition satisfactory to the superintendent of streets; and 
if not so restored by said company, said superintendent may 


cause the same to be restored, the expense thereof to be 


borne by said company. 
Sect. 86. No company shall be required to admit the 
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Petits BP another company into its conduits, or to place its 
wires in the conduits of another company. 

Sror. 37. No company shall excavate more than one lon- 
gitudinal trench in the same portion of a street, without the 
consent of the city council. | 

Secor. 38. No company, in laying, repairing or removing 
its wires or conduits, shall disturb or in any way interfere 


with any gas or water pipes, or sewers, or pipes therewith 
connected. | 


Secor. 39. No permit shall be granted, or if granted shall 
be valid, to disturb the surface of a street for any of the 
purposes aforesaid, until the company petitioning therefor 
has executed an agreement in a form satisfactory to the 
corporation counsel, providing, — 

First. That said company shall provide in its conduits 
accommodations for all wires belonging to, used, or to be 
used by the city, free of charge. 

Second. That said company shall remove its conduits when- 
ever directed so to do by the city council. 

Third. That said company shall not remove its conduits 
without the consent of the city council. 

Fourth. That said company will indemnify and save 


harmless the city against all damages, costs, and expenses 


whatsoever to which the city may be subjected in conse- 


quence of the acts or neglect of said company, its agents 
or servants, or in any manner arising from the rights or 
privileges granted it by the city. 

Sror. 40.’ In addition to the aforesaid agreement, such 
company shall, before a street is disturbed for the laying of 
its wires or conduits, execute a bond, with surety or sureties 
in a penal sum of not less than twenty thousand dollars, con- 
ditioned to fulfil all its said agreements with the city and its 
duties under this ordinance and ordinances in addition thereto 
and amendment thereof; and a new bond of like import may 
at any time be required of such company by the city 
council. Such new bond shall be a strengthening bond, 
unless the sureties on former bonds are expressly released 


_ from further liability by vote of the city council. 


Use of Streets. 


Srot. 41. Whoever, without permission of the board of 
aldermen, obstructs a street by placing a building therein, or 
moves a building through or upon a street, and whoever 
aids and assists in so obstructing a street or moving a build- 
ing, shall be liable to a penalty of not less than ten nor more 


than fifty dollars, and to a like penalty for every twelve 
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hours that such obstruction may continue, or that sit oe 
ing may remain in or upon a street. 

‘Sect. 42. Whoever places or causes to be placed in a 
street or upon a sidewalk or footpath any lumber, iron, coal, 
trunk, bale, box, crate, cask, package, building material, rub- 
bish, or article or thing whatsoever, and suffers the same to 
remain in such position for more than five minutes, shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than three nor more than fifty 
dollars; and if he suffers such article so to remain for more 
than one hour after it was first placed there, or for more than 
ten minutes after notice to remove it has been given to him by 4 
the mayor or by an alderman or policeman, he shall, for each

and every hour during which such article is suffered so to 
remain, be liable to a penalty of not less than five nor more = 
than fifty dollars ; but nothing contained in this section shall a 
be deemed to extend to such goods, wares, or merchandise as 
may, in conformity with such rules and regulations as may be y 
made by the board of aldermen, be placed in a street for the 7 
purpose of being sold at public auction. “4 
Secr. 43. Whoever lays, throws, or places ice or snow BR 
in a public street, or causes ice or snow to be so laid, thrown, 4 
or placed, without causing the same to be broken into small 3 
pieces and spread evenly on the surface of such street, shfall be 4 
hable to a penalty of not less than two nor more than five : 
dollars for such offence. ; 
Secr. 44. Neither the purchaser nor the seller of coal or 3 
firewood shall place or permit such coal or firewood to remain | 
in a street for more than thirty minutes after sunset in the | 
evening; nor shall a greater quantity than two loads of coal 
or firewood be permitted in any case to remain in a street 
either by the purchaser or the seller or, by any other person 
having the charge thereof; nor shall a purchaser or seller or 
other person as aforesaid permit such coal or firewood at 
any time, by day or night, to remain in a street so as to 
obstruct the passage in the same, nor for more than two 
hours in any case. 
Secr. 45. Whoever, having the care or use of a horse or 
other beast of burthen, carriage, or draught, rides, drives, or 
permits such horse or other beast to go, at a greater rate of 
speed than seven miles an hour in a public street, except in 
| wards twenty-two, twenty-three, twenty-four, and twenty- 
i five, and in that part of ward fifteen which lies south of Swett 
g street, or in a public street in said excepted portion of the 
city at a greater rate of speed than twelve miles an hour, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than five nor more than ° 
fifty dollars. 7 
Sect. 46. No vehicle the width of which, including its 
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load, exceeds ten feet, shall be allowed to pass through the 
streets of the city except by the written permission of the 
inspector of wagon licenses ; and whoever violates the provi- 
sions of this section shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
ten nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 47. No person shall drive sheep, swine, or neat 
eattle through or over a public street or bridge without 
written permission from the board of aldermen or from the 
police commissioners, except in wards twenty-three, twenty- 
four, and twenty-five. 

Srcr. 48. No person having charge of a horse, cow, 
swine, or other grazing animal, shall bait or feed the same in 
a public street, or permit the same to go at large therein. 

Sect. 49. The owners and occupants of stables shall not 
wash or clean carriages or horses in the streets, or cause 
them to be there washed or cleaned, nor shall they otherwise 
encumber the streets. 

Sect. 50. No person shall water a public street with a 
watering-cart, unless he first obtains a license therefor from 
the board of aldermen, which license shall not run for more 
than one year, and shall contain such conditions and be 
subject to such regulations as the said board may pre- 
scribe. 

__ Secr. 51. No person shall, unless duly licensed by the 
board of aldermen, ring a bell or cause a bell to be rung ina 
public street for the purpose of giving notice of the exercise 
of a business or calling or for the sale of an article; and no 
person shall use or cause to be used in a public street, for said 
purpose, a horn or other noise-making instrument. 

Sror. 52. No person shall, unless duly licensed by the 
board of aldermen, stand in a street for the purpose of grind- 
ing cutlery, or for the sale of any article, or for the exercise 
of any business or calling. 

Sror. 53. No person shall expose ina street or public 
square or on the common a table or device of any kind 
intended for playing a game of hazard or chance; and no 
person shall play at such table or device or at an unlawful 
game in a street or public square or on the common. 

Sect. 54. No person shall play at ball, or throw stones, 
or snowballs, or other missiles in a public street ;. or throw 
stones or other missiles on the common or public garden or 
in any of the public squares. 

Sect. 55. No person shall shoot with or use a bow and 
arrow in a street or public square or on the common. 

Szer. 56. No person shall course or coast in a street upon 
_asled, except by permission of the board of aldermen. 

Sxct. 57. No person shall accost or address another per- 
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son with obscene language upon a street or sidewalk or in 
a public place. 

Srecr. 58. No person shall swim or bathe in the waters 
surrounding the city adjacent to any of the wharves, bridges, 
avenues, or railroads leading into the same, so as to be exposed 
to the view of the spectators. 

Seot. 59. No person shall, without a license from the 
board of aldermen, take or remove street dirt or manure 
collected from a street. 

Sect. 60. No person shall climb a tree in a public street 
or tie a horse or other animal to or post a bill upon any such 
tree. 

Sect. 61. No person shall shake or otherwise clean a 
carpet in a public street. 


Sidewalks. 


Sror. 62. The board of aldermen, acting as surveyors of 
highways, may regulate the width and height of the side- 
walks of a street in such manner as may in their judg- 
ment be most conducive to the convenience and benefit of the 
city ; and they may accept a sidewalk, after it has been put in 
good and perfect repair by the abutters and rélinquished by 
them in writing to the city. 

Sect. 63. Any such sidewalk shall, after such relinquish- 
ment and acceptance, be maintained at the expense of the city ; 
except that when a sidewalk requires repairs in consequence 
of a defect in a cellar-door, curb, step, cellar-window, coal- 
hole, cellar-wall, or from any other.cause within the control 
of the owner or occupant of the estate to which such side- 
walk adjoins, such repairs shall be made at the expense of 
such owner or occupant. 3 

Srcr. 64. The city clerk shall keep a book in which the 
names of the streets shall be alphabetically arranged, and in 
which every sidewalk, which has been accepted as aforesaid, 
shall be entered with the date of such acceptance, the length 
and width of the sidewalk, and the names of the owners of 
the estate to which it belongs and of the adjoining estates. 

Secr. 65. No person shall drive, wheel, or draw upon a 
sidewalk or footpath a coach, cart, handcart, hand-barrow, or 
other carriage of burden or pleasure, except children’s car- 
riages containing children only and drawn by hand, nor shall 
any person drive or permit a horse under his care to go or 
stand upon a sidewalk or footway. 


Sect. 66. No person shall, without authority from the © 


board of aldermen, place or carry, or cause to be placed or 
carried, on a sidewalk a show-board, placard, or sign for the 
purpose of there displaying or attracting attention to the same. 
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__ Secr. 67. Noperson shall saw firewood or place the same 
upon a sidewalk, nor stand upon a sidewalk with his wood- 
saw or horse. 

Srcr. 68. No person shall insert a sign in a sidewalk with- 
out the permission of the board of aldermen or of some per- 
son thereto authorized by them. 

Srecr. 69. Whoever remains for a longer time than twenty 
minutes upon a sidewalk in such a manner as to obstruct the 
free passage of foot travellers shall be liable to a penalty of 
not less than three nor more than fifty dollars ; and whoever 
remains on a sidewalk in said manner for more than five 
minutes after being requested by a police-oflicer to move on 
shall be liable to a like penalty. 

Sect. 70. The tenant or occupant or any person having 
the care of a building or lot of land bordering on a street 
where there is a sidewalk or footway, or if there is no tenant, 
occupant, or other person having the care of the whole of 
such building or lot, the owner thereof, shall, within one hour 
after snow ceases to fall in the daytime, ‘and before nine 
o’clock on the morning after a fall of snow during the night, 
cause all snow that may be on such sidewalk or footway to 
be removed therefrom ; and, if he fails so to do, he shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less two nor more than ten dollars ; 
and for each and every hour thereafter during which such 
snow remains on such sidewalk or footway he shall be liable 
to a further penalty of not less than one nor more than ten 
dollars. The provisions of this section shall apply to snow 
which falls from buildings as well as to that which falls from 
the clouds. 

Sect. 71. When any portion of a sidewalk is encumbered 
with ice, the occupant of the building or lot of land adjoining 
such sidewalk, or, in case there is no occupant of the whole 
of such building or lot, the owner or other person having the 
care of the same, shall cause such sidewalk to be made safe 
and convenient by removing the ice therefrom, or by keeping 
the same covered with sand or some other suitable sub- 
stance ; and if such occupant, owner, or other person neglects 
so to do for the space of six hours during the daytime, he 
shall be liable to a penalty of not lessthan two nor more than 
five dollars, and toa like penalty for each and every suc- 
ceeding day during which such sidewalk continues to be so 
encumbered. 

Srcr. 72. When a tenement house or other building is 
used or occupied by more than one tenant, the owner or per- 
son having the care of such house or building shall cause the 
snow and ice to be removed from the sidewalk or footway 
adjoining such house or building in the manner provided in 
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the two preceding sections, and in default thereof shall be 
liable to the same penalties as are therein provided. 


Powers of Surveyors of Highways. 


Sect. 73. The provisions of this chapter shall not be 


taken or construed as limiting in any manner the legal rights 
and duties of the board of aldermen, acting as surveyors of 
highways, to make such alterations and repairs in streets as 
they may deem that the safety and convenience of the inhab- 
itants require. 


CHAPTER 27. 
OF THE WATER DEPARTMENT. 
Boston Water Board. 


Section 1. There shall be a board, to be known as the 
Boston Water Board and to consist of three members, one 
of whom shall be appointed annually by the mayor, subject 
to the approval of the city council by vote taken by ballot in 
each branch thereof by yea and nay and shall hold office for 
three years from the first Monday in May in the year of his 
appointment. A member of said board may at any time be 
removed by the mayor, with the consent of the city council, 
or he may be removed by vote of two-thirds of the whole of 
each branch of the city council by vote taken by yea and nay. 
The members of said board shall devote their time to the 
duties of their office, and shall not actively engage in any 
other business. 

Sect. 2. The said. board shall annually, on the first 


Monday in May, meet and organize by the choice of one of” 


their number as chairman, and they shall choose a clerk, who 
shall not be a member of the board, and shall fix his com- 
pensation. They shall preserve complete records of their 
meetings, giving the names of the members present and the 
votes and doings thereat ; and they shall, whenever requested, 
exhibit to the mayor or to any member of the city council 
said records and any and all books, papers, and documents 
belonging to their department. 

Sror. 3. The said board shall have and exercise all the 
powers, so far as such powers can be legally delegated by the 
city council, which were granted to the city by or are held by

The said overseers shall cause to be kept, 
under the direction of the aforesaid committee, a complete 
set of books, wherein shall be stated in detail, among 
other things, the mode in which all funds in their hands 
are invested and how they are secured, the amounts and 
dates of all receipts and expenditures, and to whom and 
from what funds all payments are made; and they shall 
preserve all papers, property, evidences of property, vouch- 
ers, and other things entrusted to or deposited with them. 
They shall also state and enter in said books whatever other 
particulars said committee shall direct, relating to any prop- 
erty or moneys in their hands, entrusted to them, or expended 


under their direction, so that the said books may exhibit all 


said matters clearly, completely, and in detail. 

‘Sror. 3. They shall also cause to be kept, under the direc- 
tion of the said committee, another set of books, wherein shall 
be stated, among other things, the following facts relative to 
every person to whom relief or assistance has been given or 
refused, namely, — his or her name; residence for as long a 
period as can conveniently be ascertained ; birthplace ; occupa- 
tion; property or means of support; whether married or 
single; name of husband or wife, if any; number, names, 
residences, 2nd occupations of children, if any; names and 
residences of, and other information in regard to, ancestors, 
so far as such facts can be conveniently ascertained and may 
be of importance for determining settlements or other matters ; 
the nature and amount of the relief or assistance given, and 
the cause or ground upon which it was given or refused ; the 
source or fund from which it was taken or derived; and all 
other particulars or information which it is for the public 
interest to preserve, or which said committee may direct or 
request; so that said books may present, in a clear, com- 
plete, and detailed manner and in such a form that it shall 
be readily accessible, all information which may be of value 
to the city or to the commonwealth in regard to persons to 
whom relief has been given or refused. Said overseers 
shall also cause to be kept a full and complete record of all 
applications -by women and children for admission to the 
“Temporary Home,” so called, which record shall contain 
the names of the applicants, the grounds upon which admis- 
sion is granted or refused, and any other information which 
it is for the public interest to preserve. 

-Sror. 4. The said overseers shall, on the first Mondays 
in August, November, February, and May, present to the 
city council a brief and condensed report of their doings, 


with the last day of the preceding month, showing concisely, ) 


and in such form and with such classification as they may 


deem expedient, or the said committee may direct, their 
receipts and expenditures; the number and description of 
the persons relieved, but without naming them; and the 
kind of relief given. 

Secor. 5. The said overseers shall annually, on the first 
Monday in May, submit a report of their doings, receipts, 


and expenditures for the year ending with the last day of the 


preceding April, containing under some convenient classifi- 
cation the facts and information comprised in their four pre- 
ceding quarterly reports, together with a statement of all 
moneys, property, or Inv estments remaining in their hands 
and such information and suggestions as they may deem it

of the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 


Sect. 5. No owner or other person having for the time — 


being the charge or use of a horse or other animal shall 
drive or permit such horse or animal to go at a greater rate 
of speed than eight miles an hour upon the driveway or 
within the enclosure of the Chestnut-hill reservoir. 

Srecr. 6. No person shall injure, deface, or destroy any 
tree, shrub, grass, path, or fence on the grounds connected 
with the Chestnut-hill reservoir, or dig or carry away the 
sward, gravel, rock, stones, sand, turf, or earth thereon, or 
commit a nuisance thereon. 

Sect. 7. No person shall climb a tree on the grounds con- 
nected with the Chestnut-bill reservoir, or tie a horse or other 
animal to a tree or fence on said premises. 

Sect. 8. No person shall post a bill, placard, or adver- 
tisement within the grounds connected with the Chestnut-hill 
reservoir. 


CHAPTER 39. 


OF THE EAST BOSTON FERRIES. 


Section 1. There shall be elected annually, in January, 
by concurrent vote of the two branches of the city council, 
three directors of the East Boston ferries, to hold office 
for the remainder of the municipal year, one of whom shall 
be amember of the board of aldermen, and two of whom shall 
be members of the common council. There shall also be 
elected annually, by similar vote, two directors of said fer- 
ries, who shall be citizens of Boston and shall hold office 


for two years from the first Monday in May in the year of - 


their election and no longer. All said directors shall be sub- 
ject to removal by the city council for cause. 

Srcr. 2. The persons so elected shall constitute a board 
of directors of the East Boston ferries, and the said board 
shall annually, on the first Monday in May, meet and organize 
by the choice of oné of their number as president. They 
shall also choose a clerk, who shall not be a member of the 
board; and they may make such rules and regulations for 
their own government and for the government of all sub- 
ordinate officers by them appointed, as they may deem ex- 
pedient. A majority of the whole board shall be necessary to 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Secr. 3. The said board shall have the general care and 
management of the Kast Boston ferries, owned by the city, 
and for that purpose they shall have and exercise all the 
powers vested in the city council by the eleventh section of 
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chapter two hundred and forty-four of the statutes of the 


commonwealth of the year one thousand eight hundred and 
fifty-two, and by chapter one hundred and fifty-five of the 


statutes of the commonwealth of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and sixty-nine, so far as said powers can be legally 


delegated. 


Sror. 4. The said board shall annually, as soon as may 
be after its organization, appoint a suitable person to be the 
superintendent of the said ferries for the term of one year 
from the time of his appointment, and may appoint such 


assistants and subordinate officers as they think necessary 


or expedient, and shall fix their compensation, and also the 
compensation of the clerk before mentioned. 

Srecr. 5. The boats furnished by the city council shall be 
run at such times and in such manner as said board may 
direct, and when in the opinion of said board additional 
accommodations are needed for the transportation of persons, 
horses, cattle, carriages, wagons, goods, and merchandise be- 
tween East Boston and the city proper, or when improve- 
ments of a permanent character are required, they shall send 
to the city council a statement of the extent and character of 
the additional accommodations or improvements required, 


with an estimate of the expense of furnishing the same and 


of the rates of ferriage necessary to cover the additional 
expense and the interest on the ferry scrip. 

Secr. 6. The said board shall make necessary repairs and 
alterations in the ferry-boats and in the slips, drops, tanks, 
and buildings used for ferry purposes; but they shall not 
purchase additional boats, or erect new buildings, without 
first obtaining the approval of the city council. When sup- 
plies or materials, exceeding in value the sum of five hun- 
dred dollars, are required for operating the ferries, the board 
shall advertise in three daily newspapers published in the 
city for sealed proposals to furnish such supplies or materials, 
describing particularly the quality and quantity required and 


the times and places of ‘delivery. Such proposals as are 


received shall be opened at a public meeting of the board, and 
the contract shall be awarded to the lowest bidder, if the board 
deems it for the best interest of the city that it should be so 
awarded, and if such bidder furnishes satisfactory security 


for the faithful performance of his contract. 


Srcr. 7. The amounts received for tolls and from other 
sources shall be paid into the city collector’s office on the

into effect all regulations, orders, and ordinances in relation 
thereto, which may be duly made and established from time 
to time by the city council or by the board of aldermen, and 
to enter and prosecute complaints for violations thereof. 
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They shall also keep open and unobstructed for the passage of 
_ vehicles, at all hours of every market day after eight o’clock 


in the morning, the south part of South Market street, 
through the entire length of said street, and to the width of 
thirty-five feet from the outside limits of the southerly side- 
walk of said street. 

Sect. 4. The limits of Faneuil-Hall market shall include 
the lower floor, porches, and cellars of the buildings called 
respectively Faneuil Hall and Quincy Hall, and the following 


‘described portions of the adjacent streets, namely : so much 


of Commercial street as lies westerly of the sidewalk on the 
easterly side thereof, and between the outer lines of the side- 
walks on the northerly side of North Market street and on 
the southerly side of South Market street extended east- 
wardly ; all of North and South Market streets, except the 
northerly sidewalk of the former and the southerly side- 
walk of the latter; all that portion of Merchants’ Row 
included between the outer lines of the aforesaid northerly 
and southerly sidewalks extended westwardly across said 
Merchants’ Row, and all of Faneuil-Hall square, except the 
sidewalks on the northerly, southerly, and westerly sides 
thereof, — the above-described limits being delineated on a 
plan made by N. Henry Crafts, city engineer, dated March 
twelfth, eighteen hundred and sixty-six. 

Srcr. 5. The several stalls and cellars in said market 
shall be leased by written leases, the conditions of which 
shall be prescribed by the board of aldermen; the rents re- 
served in such leases shall be paid to the city collector, and 
the lessees of said stalls and cellars shall not, without the 
assent of the board of aldermen, underlet the same or any 
part thereof, nor permit the same to be occupied by any 
other person under the penalty of forfeiting the right to such 
cellars and stalls. 

Srcr. 6. When the lessee of a stall or cellar in said 
market vacates the same, or receives from the board of 
aldermen notice so to vacate, or neglects or refuses for the 
space of twenty-four hours after his rent has become pay- 
able, to pay the same, or neglects or refuses to comply with 
any regulation established for the good order and cleanliness 
of the said-market-house, its entries, passage-ways, and 


sidewalks, and of the streets adjoining thereto, such stall or

The said board shall have authority to grant 
and convey to any person or persons, by deed duly executed, 
the sole and exclusive right of burial and of erecting tombs, 
cenotaphs, and other monuments in any. of the designated 
lots or subdivisons of said cemetery, upon such terms and 
conditions as they may by their rules and regulations pre- 
scribe. 

Secor. 5. The proceeds of the sale of lots and of rights 
of burial in said cemetery shall be paid into the city treas- 
ury, separate from any other funds of the city and sub- 
ject to the order of said board, and shall be devoted to the 
liquidation of all amounts paid by the city on account of said 
cemetery, either for land or for the improvement and embel- 
lishment thereof, under the direction of said board, who shall 
also have the control of any appropriation which may be 
made for the cemetery by the city council.

by good and sufficient railings and trap-doors, or such other 
mechanical devices as shall be equivalent thereto, and every 
hoistway and elevator shall be provided with some suflicient 
arrangement to prevent the falling of the elevator in case of any 
accident to the ropes, pulleys, and other hoisting apparatus. 

Secr. 3. The openings into the shaft of every elevator 
to be hereafter constructed, except passenger elevators, shall 
be furnished with metal doors hung to rebated iron frames, 
with iron thresholds to the same, such doors to be provided 
with springs of sufficient strength to keep them closed when 
not in use. An equivalent protection against fire may, in 
the case of passenger elevators, be substituted for such doors.

carried in or upon a vehicle in which such compound is being 
transported. 

Not more than one case or barrel shall be transported in 
one vehicle, unless such vehicle has been suitably prepared — 
by lining it with wood, felting, tarpaulin, oiled cloth, or 


other material, exclusive of iron or steel, and is fitted with 


a close cover of the same. No match, acid, petroleum, or 
other hazardous article, shall be carried in the same vehicle 
with an explosive compound, and not over one hundred 
pounds of explosive compounds shall be carried in one vehicle.

No license shall be granted for manufacturing, 
refining, mixing, storing, or keeping said articles, or any of 
them, upon a street or wharf within the city; or in any 
part of a building occupied in whole or in part as a.dwell- 
ing-house; or upon any floor of a building above the 
first floor; or upon such first floor, unless “the founda- 
tions and walls of the building are of brick, stene, or 
iron, and the sills or walls are built without apertures for a 
space of at least one foot above such floor; and no license 
shall be granted for mixing, storing, or keeping crude petro- 
leum, naphtha, or easoline in any part of a building 

the cellar, unless said articles are contained in metallic vessels 
securely closed. 

Sect. 5. No license shall be granted for selling or keeping 
for sale at retail, for illuminating purposes, kerosene, refined 
petroleum, or any product of petroleum, which has not been 
inspected by an officer appointed for the purpose by the 
mayor and aldermen. 

Sect. 6. The chief engineer and assistant engineers of the 
fire department shall, under the direction of the board of fire 
commissioners, make complaint to the municipal court of 
the city of Boston for all violations of the provisions of 
section seven of chapter sixty or of sections sixty-nine to 
seventy-five, inclusive, of chapter one hundred and two of the 
Public Statutes, and shall bring suits in the name of the mayor 
against all persons who manufacture, refine, mix, store, or 


keep for sale, without proper license, any oil or fluid composed. 


wholly or in part of the products of petroleum. 
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Coneihons and Burning- Fluid. 


Sror. 7. Whoever desires to obtain a license to sell or 


___ store camphene or burning-fluid shall make written application 


therefor to the board of fire commissioners, stating in such 


application the place or building in which he desires to sell 


or store said articles, and the manner in which he proposes to 
keep them ; and the said board shall cause such premises to be 
examined and shall report to the board of aldermen their 
opinion of the safety of granting a license, and the board of 
aldermen may thereupon, if they deem it advisable, grant 
the license asked for, such license to continue in force from 
its date until the first day of April next succeeding. Every 
person, at the time of receiving such a license, shall pay 
therefor the sum of one dollar. 

‘Srecr. 8. Whoever, without a license from the board of 
aldermen, keeps camphene or burning-fiuid for sale, or stores 
it in a building within the city, shall be liable for each offence 


to a penalty of not less than one nor more than twenty dollars. . 


CHAPTER 47. 
OF FIRE-ARMS, BONFIRES, AND BRICKKILNS. 


Srotion 1. No person shall fire or discharge a gun, 
fowling-piece, or fire-arm within the limits of the city, ex- 
cept at a military exercise or review duly authorized by the 
military authority of the commonwealth or by the city 
council or mayor of the city, or in the lawful defence of the 
person, family, or property of a citizen. 

Secr. 2. No person shall, without the license of the 
board of aldermen, make a bonfire or other fire in a street 
or on a wharf within the city. 

Sect. 8. Whoever, without the license of the board of 
aldermen, erects, makes, or fires, or causes to be erected, 
made, or fired, within the city, a brickkiln or limekiln, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than one nor more 
than fifty dollars, and to a like penalty for every week during 
which he maintains such kiln after notice to remove the same. 

Sreot. 4. No person shall sell to any child under the age 
of sixteen years, without the written consent of a parent or 
guardian of such child, any cartridge or fixed ammunition of 
which any fulminate is a component part, or any gun, pistol, 
or other mechanical contrivance arranged for the explosion of 
such cartridge, or of any fulminate. The provisions of this 
section shall be inserted in every license granted for the sale 
of gunpowder.

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CHAPTER 49. 


OF THE SALE OF JUNK, OLD METALS, AND SECOND—HAND 
ARTICLES. 


Section 1. No person shall be a dealer in or the keeper of 


-a shop for the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old metals, or 


second-hand articles, unless he receives a license therefor from 
the board of police commissioners. 

Sror. 2. Every keeper of a shop for the purchase, sale, 
or barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, shall 
keep a book in which shall be written, at the time of every 
purchase of any such article, a description thereof and the 
name, age, and residence of the person from whom, and the 
day and hour when, such purchase was made; and such book 
shall at all times be open to the inspection of the mayor, or 
either of the aldermen, and of any person by the board of 
aldermen authorized to make such inspection. 

Sect. 3. Every keeper of such a shop as is mentioned in 
the preceding section shall put in some suitable and con- 
spicuous place on his shop a sign having his name and occu- 
pation legibly inscribed thereon in large letters. 

Secr. 4. Every such shop and all articles of merchandise 
therein may at all times be examined by the mayor, or either 
of the aldermen, or by any person authorized by the board of 
aldermen to make such examination. 

Sect. 5. No keeper of such a shop, unless he deals solely 
in second-hand books or furniture, shall directly or indirectly 
either purchase or receive by way of barter or exchange any 
junk, old metals, or second-hand articles from a minor or ap- 
prentice, knowing or having reason to believe him to be such. 

Secor. 6. No article purchased or received by the keeper 
of such a shop shall be sold until a period of at least one 
week from the date of its purchase or receipt has elapsed, 
unless the name and address of the person to whom such 
article has been sold, with such other facts as may be necessary 
to facilitate the tracing of such article, have been entered on 
the book mentioned in section two of this chapter. 

Sect. 7. No keeper of such a shop shall have his shop 
open for the transaction of business, nor shall he purchase 
any of the aforesaid articles, except between sunrise and nine 
o'clock in the evening of any week-day except Saturday, on 
which day such shop may be kept open and such articles 
purchased from sunrise until ten o’clock in the evening. 

Sror. 8. All the provisions of this chapter shall be in- 
corporated in every license granted as mentioned in section 


one. 
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CHAPTER 50. 
OF THE SALE OF WOOD AND BARK. 


Section 1. The board of aldermen may assign as many 
places for the measuring of wood and bark, brought into the 


city by land for sale, as they deem expedient ; and they may © 


assign places for the sale of such wood and bark. 

Srcr. 2. No person shall bring wood or bark into the city 
by land for sale, and stand for the sale thereof in any place 
other than in one of those assigned as aforesaid by the board 
of aldermen. 

Sect. 8. The mayor shall annually appoint, subject to 
confirmation by the board of aldermen, not more than thirty- 
five measurers of wood and bark, who shall have all the 
powers and perform all the duties of such measurers, as 
mentioned in chapter sixty of the Public Statutes of the 
commonwealth. 


CHAPTER 51. 
OF DOGS. 


Section 1. On complaint, made to the mayor, of a dog 
owned or kept in the city, which by barking, biting, howl- 
ing, or in any other way or manner disturbs the quiet of any 
person, the mayor shall issue notice of such complaint to the 
person owning, keeping, or permitting such dog to be kept ; 
and if the person so notified neglects to cause such dog to be 
forthwith removed and kept beyond the limits of the city or 
to be destroyed, he shall be subject toa penalty of one dollar 
for every day during ,which such neglect continues, if the 
justice, before whom the complaint is “heard, is satisfied that 
such dog has disturbed the quiet of any person in the city. 


CHAPTER 52. 
OF NOTICES AND PLACARDS. 


SeotTron 1. No person shall post up or affix in any man- 
ner a placard, notice, or bill, either written or printed, upon 
a fence, wall, or building in the city, and no person shall 
paint, print, or write, or cause to be painted, printed, or 
written, a notice, advertisement, or bill upon a fence, wall, 
or building in the city, unless he has previously obtained the 
consent of the person or persons having possession of such 
fence, wall, or building. 

Scr. 2. No person shall, without the consent of the 
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mayor, post up or affix in any manner a placard, notice, or 


bill, either written or printed, upon a curbstone, sidewalk, 
or tree in a street or public place in the city, or upon a wall, 
telegraph-pole, lamp-post, fence, or building belonging to the 
city ; and no person shall, without such consent, paint, print, 
or write, or cause to be painted, printed, or written, a notice, 
advertisement, or bill upon a curbstone, sidewalk, or tree in 
a street or public place in the city, or upon a wall, telegraph- 
pole, lamp-post, fence, or building belonging to the city.’ 


CHAPTER 53. 
OF TRUANT CHILDREN. 


Section 1. Habitual truants and children between seven 
and fifteen years of age, who are found wandering about 
the streets and public places of the city, having no lawful 
occupation or business, not attending school, and growing up 
in ignorance, shall, upon conviction thereof, be committed, by 
the court or tribunal to which jurisdiction of such offences is 
given by the statutes of the commonwealth, to the “ house of 
employment and reformation for juvenile offenders,” which 
institution is hereby assigned and provided as a suitable place 
for the confinement, discipline, and instruction of such truants 
and children.

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AN ORDER OF THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN FOR CON- 
SOLIDATING AND ARRANGING THEIR STANDING 
REGULATIONS. 


[As passed December 21, 1882. ] 


It is hereby ordered by the Board of Aldermen, as 
follows : — 
CHAPTER 1. 


GENERAL PROVISIONS. 


Section 1. The regulations contained in this chapter and 
in the eight succeeding chapters shall be known as the “ Re- 
vised Standing Regulations ” of the board of aldermen, and 
shall remain in force from year to year until they are amended 
or repealed. So far as their provisions are the same in effect 
as those of previously existing regulations, they shall be con- 
strued as continuations of those regulations, but, subject to 
the said limitation and to the provisions of the next section, 
all standing regulations of the board of aldermen, which have 
heretofore been in force, are hereby repealed. 

Secor. 2. These Revised Standing Regulations shall not 
have the effect of reviving any standing regulation heretofore 
repealed or superseded, nor shall they affect: any act done, 
any right accrued, any penalty incurred, any suit, prosecu- 
tion, or proceeding pending, or the tenure of oflice of any 
person holding office, at the time when they take effect. 

Sect. 3. Whoever violates a provision of any standing 
regulation of the board of aldermen, whether included in 
these Revised Standing Regulations or hereafter enacted, 
shall, unless other provision is expressly made, be liable to a 
penalty of not more than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 4. The words “street” and “streets,” when used 
in a standing regulation of the board of aldermen, shall be 
construed as including alleys, lanes, courts, public squares, 
public places, and sidewalks, unless such construction would 
be inconsistent with the manifest intent of the regulation. 

Seor. 5. All standing regulations of the board of alder- 
men shall, except when otherwise ordered, be published two 
weeks successively in three daily newspapers published in the 
city, such newspapers to be designated by the city clerk. 
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CHAPTER 2. 
OF CERTAIN SALARIES AND COUNTY MATTERS. 


Section 1. The superintendent of public buildings shall, 
under the advice of any committee of the board on the sub- 
ject of county buildings, provide such janitors, assistants, 
supplies, and materials for the county court-house as may 
from time to time be found necessary for the safe and efficient 
custody thereof. 

Sect. 2. The yearly salaries of the officers connected 
with the county jail shall, until otherwise ordered, be as fol- 
lows: The chief officer, thirteen hundred and fifty dollars ; 
the steward and first inside officer, each not exceeding one 
thousand dollars ; the other regularly employed officers, each 
not exceeding nine hundred dollars ; the watchmen and other 
necessary assistants not exceeding two dollars a day. 

Sect. 3. The yearly salary of the auditor of the county 
of Suffolk shall be eight hundred dollars, the same to be in 
full for the services of the said auditor and for all clerical 
assistance. 

Secor. 4. The yearly salary of the inspector of milk shall 
be eighteen hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. The yearly salary of the superintendent of 
lamps shall be thirty-five hundred dollars. 


CHAPTER: 3. 


OF THE USE OF STREETS BY VEHICLES. 


Section 1. No owner, driver, or other person having 
charge of a hackney carriage, shall stop his carriage in a 


street abreast of another carriage, nor so as to obstruct a_ 


street, or a flagstone or crossing thereof. 

Srcr. 2. No owner or driver of an omnibus shall drive 
it, or permit it to be driven, on any route other than that 
designated therefor by the board of aldermen. 

Srcr. 3. No owner or driver of an omnibus shall stop it 
on any part of its route, unless called to take or leave a pas- 
senger, and then only for such time as is sufficient to enable 
the passenger to take his or her seat or to leave the 
omnibus. 

Secr. 4. Every driver or other person having the care 
and ordering of a truck, cart, wagon, sled, or dray, passing 
in or through the streets of vg! city, shall ee his horses or 


beasts at a moderate foot- -pace, and shall hold the reins in his 
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hands to guide and restrain such horses or beasts, or shall 
walk by the head of the shaft or wheel horse or beast, either 
holding or keeping within reach of the bridle or halter thereof. 
Srecr. 5. No truck or dray shall be used in the city the. 
length whereof, from the end of the shaft to the extreme end 


of the side, shall be greater than twenty-four feet and six . 
inches. A 

Srot. 6. No person shall cause to be carried on a truck, 
dray, or cart, a load the weight whereof exceeds three tons, ‘a 


unless such load consists of an article which cannot be 
divided. 4 
Secor. 7. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care or ordering of a vehicle, shall suffer the same to stop 
ina street for more than five minutes without some proper 
person to take care of the same, nor for more than twenty | 
minutes in any case; but the foregoing provision shall not a 
apply to carriages of city officers at city buildings, or of physi- 
clans while visiting the sick, nor to the vehicles of market or 
provision men, who may stand for the purpose of selling pro- 
visions until eleven o’clock in the forenoon at such places in 
the city as the board of aldermen may designate. ‘ 
Sect. 8. No vehicle of any description shall be driven 
through any part of the city during any time that snow or ice is : 
upon or covers the streets, unless there are three or more bells | 
attached to the horse or horses or to some part of the har- 
ness thereof. 
Sect. 9. No person having the care of ¢ any horse or vehi- 
cle shall stop or place such horse or vehicle in such manner 
as to cross the footway or flagstone in any street, under a 
penalty not exceeding twenty dollars; and any person who 
shall have so placed any such horse or vehicle as aforesaid, 
and shall not immediately, on the request of any foot-pas- 
senger, cause the same to be removed, or who shall absent 
himself so that such request cannot be immediately made 
and complied with, shall be liable to an additional penalty 
not exceeding twenty dollars. 
Secor. 10. Every driver of a vehicle shall remain near it 
while it is unemployed or standing in a street, unless he is 
necessarily absent in the course of his duty and business, and 
he shall so keep his horse or horses and vehicle as not to 
obstruct the streets, and shall not, while waiting for employ- 
ment, snap or flourish his whip. 
Secr. 11. No vehicle of any description shall be so 
placed in any street as to prevent the passing of other 
vehicles unless it be for a reasonable time, not exceeding six 
minutes, for the loading or unloading of coal, brick, stone, 


or heavy articles, the weight of which in any one parcel or 
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package is not less than six hundred pounds. No vehicle 
shall be wholly or in part backed or placed across any street, 
or upon any flagstone or crossing, or upon any sidewalk or 
footway of the same, for the loading or unloading of any arti- 
cle, the weight of which in any one parcel or package shall 
be less than six hundred pounds, but shall be placed length- 
wise with, and as near as possible to, the abutting stones of 
the sidewalk or footway; and any person having the care of 
any such vehicle who violates either of the provisions of this 
section shall be liable to a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
for each offence. 

Secor. 12. Every owner, driver, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a vehicle shall, when stopping in a 
street, place his vehicle, and the shorse or horses connected 
therewith, lengthwise with the street and as near as possible 
to the sidewalk; and no more than one range of vehicles 
shall stand in a street which is not over thirty feet in width, 
and no more than one range on each side in a street which is 
of a greater width than thirty feet; and in squares and other 
open places vehicles shall be arranged by their owners or 
drivers in conformity with any directions of the board of 
aldermen or of any person thereto authorized by said board. 

Srecr. 13. No owner or driver of a vehicle shall, unless 
occupying a stand by license from the board of aldermen, 
bait or feed in a street a horse or beast connected with such 
vehicle ; and no owner or driver of a vehicle, having a license 
to occupy a stand in a street, shall bait or feed his horse or 
beast in a street, except ina place designated by the police 
commissioners or by some person by them thereto authorized 5 
nor unless the horse or beast, while being baited or fed, is 
under the care of some suitable person, and is properly 
secured to prevent it from getting beyond such person’s 
control. 

Secor. 14. No vehicle without a horse harnessed thereto 
shall remain in a street during the night or on a Sunday, and 
any vehicle so left shall be removed by the city at the ex- 
pense of its owners. 

Sror. 15. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of a moving vehicle, shall drive or place said vehicle, or 
the horse or horses or other animal or animals attached there- 
to, or shall cause such vehicle, horse, or animal to be driven 
or placed within ten feet of another vehicle in front of the 
same at a footpath or crossing of a street; and every such 
owner, driver, or other person shall, when requested by any 
police officer, stop his vehicle at any place in a street for the 
purpose of allowing persons on foot to cross such street in 
safety. 
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Sect. 16. No person shall be allowed to drive or have 


the care of more than one vehicle in the streets or public 


places of the city ; and every vehicle with a horse or horses 
or other animal or animals harnessed thereto, shall be under 
the care of some competent person. 

Srot. 17. No owner, driver, or other person having the 
care of a vehicle, shall drive such vehicle or allow it to be 


driven in a public street against or afoul of any person, ve- 


hicle, or thing whatsoever. | 

Sect. 18. No owner, driver, or other person having 
charge of a vehicle, shall drive such vehicle, or allow it to be 
driven, around the corner of a street with the horse or horses 
attached thereto travelling at a gait faster than a walk. 

Sect. 19. No person shall ride upon the steps of an 
omnibus, or upon any other vehicle, without the permission 
of the driver or other person having the charge thereof. 

Sror. 20. No driver or other person having the care of a 
vehicle shall drive such vehicle, or allow it to be driven, over 
a draw-bridge with the horses attached thereto travelling at 


a gait faster than a walk. 


CHAPTER 4. 


OF STREET RAILWAYS. 


Section 1. No street-railway car shall be drawn in a 
street in the city proper north of Berkeley and Dover streets 
and the Federal-street bridge at a rate of speed greater than 
six miles an hour, nor in any other street in the city at arate 
of speed greater than seven miles an hour. 

Sect. 2. No driver, conductor, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a street-railway car, shall, except in 
case of accident or to prevent injury to persons or property, 
drive or place such car, or the horse or horses attached 
thereto, or allow the same to be driven or placed, at a street 
crossing or footpath, within ten feet of a car or other vehicle 
in front thereof; nor shall he drive or place the same, or allow 
the same to be driven or placed, in such close proximity toa 
car or other vehicle in front thereof as to obstruct or hinder 
the free passage of vehicles or of persons on foot. 

Stor. 3. No driver, conductor, or other person haying 
the care or ordering of a street-railway car, shall drive such 
car, or allow it to be driven, in the streets of the city against 
or afoul of any person, vehicle, or thing whatsoever : nor 
shall he drive such car or allow it to be driven around the 
corner of a street with the horse or horses attached thereto 
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travelling at a gait faster than a walk ; and every such driver, 


conductor, or other person shall, when thereto requested by 
a police- officer, stop such car at any place in a street for the 
purpose of allowing persons on foot to cross the street in 
safety. | 

Secor. 4. No driver, conductor, or other person having 
the care and ordering of a street-railway car, shall allow such 
car to stop on a cross-walk, nor in front of an intersecting 
street, except to avoid collisions or to prevent danger to 
persons in the street. ) 

Szcr. 5. When the driver, conductor, or other person 
having the care or ordering of a street-railway car, is required 
to stop his car at the intersection of two streets to receive or 
land passengers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave the 
rear platform slightly over the farther crossing. 

Srcr. 6. The driver or conductor of a street-railway car 
shall give notice or warning to vehicles which obstruct the 
tracks in front of the car of which he has the care or ordering, 
by striking the bell attached to his car several times in quick 
succession, and no person having the care or ordering of a 
vehicle shall, after such notice or warning, continue to delay 
or hinder the passage of the car. 

Secor. 7. The conductors, drivers, and other persons hay- 
ing the care or ordering of street-railway cars, shall keep a 
vigilant watch for all teams, carriages, and persons on foot, 
especially children, either on the track or moving in the 
direction of the track ; and on the first appearance of danger 
to such teams, carriages, or persons, or of any other obstruc- 
tion, the car shall be stopped in the shortest time and space 
possible. | 

Srcor. 8. The conductors, drivers, and other persons hav- 
ing the care or ordering of street-railway cars shall not allow 
ladies or children to enter or leave such cars while they are 
in motion. 

Sect. 9. Every conductor of a street-railway car shall 
announce to the passengers therein the names of the principal 
streets as the car reaches them. 

Scr. 10. The several street-railway corporations shall 
not run snow-ploughs or remove snow from their tracks in 
the streets of the city, unless they remove from such streets, 
outside of their tracks and between their rails and the side- 
walks, an amount of snow sufficient to make such streets safe 
and convenient for public travel; and all removal of snow 
from the streets by such corporations shall be done under the 
direction and to the satisfaction of the superintendent of 
streets. 
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ie Sect. 11. The several street-railway corporations ‘shall | 

) not, for the purpose of melting the snow on their tracks or 
rails, sprinkle any salt or other article of a decomposing nature 
thereon, or cause or allow such sprinkling to be done by any 
of their agents; nor shall they for such purpose wash their 
tracks or rails, or cause them to be washed by any of their 
agents, with brine or pickle, except by the permission of the 
board of health. 


CHAPTER 5. a 


OF THE MOVING OF BUILDINGS IN PUBLIC STREETS. 


Section 1. All applications for moving buildings through 
the streets of the city shall be made to the board of : ‘aldermen, act 
and referred to a committee for consideration and report. 

_Sror. 2. Every such application shall state the location of 
the building proposed to be moved, its length, width, height, © 
and the principal material of its exterior sides and of its roof; 
and shall definitely describe the route over which it is to be 
moved and the length of time that will be required to move d 
Seg 

Srcr. 3. Every such application shall be accompanied by 
the written consent of the inspector of buildings to the placing 
of the building on the lot proposed; and also by the written 

consent of all railroad corporations whose. tracks are to be 
crossed or encumbered by the moving of the building. 

Secor. 4. Permits for the moving of buildings shall be 
granted only to practical building movers, who are known to 

~ be engaged in such business. 

Sect. 5. Beforesuch a permit isissued, the building mover 
to whom it is granted shall have filed with the city clerk a bond 
in a sum not less than one thousand dollars and with two or 
more sureties, one of whom shall be the owner of the building, 
to indemnify and save harmless the city from all damages 
which may be caused to persons or property by reason Y of 
the moving of the building. 

Secr. 6. No shade tree shall be removed or the branches 
thereof cut or trimmed in order to facilitate the moving of a 
building, except by the consent of the board of aldermen; 
no fire-alarm telegraph wire shall be cut for said purpose, ex- 
cept by the written consent of the board of fire commissioners : 
and no street lamp or lamp-post shall be removed for said 
purpose except by the written consent of the superintendent 
of lamps.

CHAPTER 6. 


OF COAL—HOLES AND VAULTS UNDER SIDEWALKS. 


Srecrion 1. The superintendent of streets may issue the 
licenses mentioned in section thirteen of chapter twenty-six 
of the Revised Ordinances, for the making of excavations or 


openings in streets or under sidewalks, and all such licenses 


shall be subject to the provisions of this chapter, a copy of 
which shall be printed on each license, and a violation of any 
of said provisions shall work a forfeiture of all privileges 
granted by the license. All such licenses may at any time be 
revoked by the board of aldermen. 

Srcr. 2. No such license shall be granted except. upon 
an application in writing, signed by the applicant and setting 
forth the dimensions of the proposed excavation or opening 
and the purpose for which it is to be used; and the applicant

shall also be required to sign, before the license is granted, | 


an agreement to conform on his part to all the provisions and 
requirements of this chapter. 

Sect. 3. Every coal-hole and vault under a sidewalk shall 
be constructed as follows : The outer wall next to the carriage- 
way or roadway shall be formed of heavy granite, of not less 
than two and onethalf feet in thickness, and shall be laid with 
good cement, and no part thereof shall project beyond the 
edgestone ; the sides shall be at least one foot thick, and com- 
posed of good hard bricks or granite blocks, laid in cement 
mortar; the top shall be formed either by a brick arch or 
arches turned ina good and substantial manner, or by rough- 
hammered granite at least one foot thick, or by blue stone 
or North-river flagstone at least six inches thick, or by iron 
and glass or rough surface iron, similar in character to the 
“Hyatt Light,” so called. Each coal-hole or vault thus con- 
structed shall not exceed eleven feet in depth, measuring from 
the top of the sidewalk. The opening in a sidewalk over a 
coal-hole or vault shall not exceed eighteen inches in diameter, 
and shall be eovered with a substantial iron plate with a rough 
surface to prevent accidents. The entire construction of all 
coal-holes or vaults shall be subject to the direction and super- 
vision of the superintendent of streets or of such other person 
as the board of aldermen may designate. When a coal slide 


_is placed in a sidewalk, it shall be constructed with at least 


eight-inch brick walls laid in good cement mortar, and the 
whole shall be covered as before-mentioned. 

Secr. 4. The owner and tenant of the estate in front of 
which a coal-hole or vault is constructed shall be responsible 
to the city for any and all damages to persons or property in 
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consequence of any defect in the construction of such coal- 
hole or vault, or by means of the same or any portion thereof 
being allo wed to remain out of repair; and such owner and 
tenant shall be required to keep the said coal-hole or vault 
and its walls and coverings in good order at. all times. 

Sreor. 5. The occupant of the estate in front of which a 
coal-hole or vault is constructed shall be responsible to the 
city for any and all damages occasioned to persons or property 
in consequence of the opening in the sidewalk being left un- 
covered, or from the covering thereof being left insecure or 
unfastened ; and such occupant shall be required to keep such 
coal-hole or vault-cover in good order and safe for public 
travel over the same. 

. Sect. 6. No boiler, steam-shaft, furnace, or steam-pipe, 
and no cesspool, privy, or water-closet, shall be constructed 
or located for use in a coal-hole or vault under a sidewalk, 
and no explosive substance or inflammable oil shall be stored 
in such a coal-hole or vault, and no such coal-hole. or vault 
shall be ventilated into a street. 

Sect. 7. Any excavation under a sidewalk, whether 
licensed or not, shall, after one week’s notice to that effect, 
given by the board of aldermen, be closed and filled up at the 
owner's expense. | 

Sect. 8. When a coal-hole or vault under a sidewalk, or 
when an opening constructed in a sidewalk, is not covered or 
secured as provided in section three, or is in the opinion of 
the board of aldermen unsafe or inconvenient for the public 
travel, the said board may order the same.to be removed, and 
a suitable one to be put in its place; and if such order is not 
complied with within ten days from the service thereof on the 
owner or tenant of the premises or other person having the 
care thereof, the superintendent of streets shall make the re- 
quired change at the expense of such owner, tenant, or other 
person having the care of the premises. 

Sror. 9. No person shall leave a coal-hole, excavation, or 
other opening in a sidewalk, open or unfastened in the daytime, 
unless while it is in use by some person or persons actually 
attending the same, nor after sunset in any case. 

Secr. 10. An excavation or opening made under a license 
shall not, without the consent of the standing committee of 
the board of aldermen on the subject of paving and of the 
superintendent of streets, be used for any other purpose than 
that stated in the application, and every license may at any 
time be revoked by the board of aldermen. 
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CHAPTER 7. 


OF HOISTING GOODS AND SAFES OVER SIDEWALKS. 


Section 1. When goods or merchandise are raised or 
lowered over a street by virtue ofa license from the board of 
-aldermen, good and sufficient barriers shall be placed across 
the sidewalk, from the wall of the building from which they 
are so raised or lowered to the curbstone of the sidewalk, on 
each side of the goods or merchandise so raised or lowered, 
and such barriers shall be kept in their places during the 
whole time the work of raising or lowering is in progress, so 
as to protect travellers from injury or danger. 

Secr. 2. The sidewalk shall not be encumbered by such 
goods or merchandise, or by the raising or lowering thereof, 
for more than fifteen minutes at any one time. 

Secr. 38. All persons licensed to raise or lower goods 
outside of buildings shall indemnify and save the city harm- 
less against all damages, costs, and expenses to which it 
shall be subjected on account of their acts under such license. 

Sect. 4. Every such license may be revoked at the 
pleasure of the board of aldermen. 

Secr. 5. The superintendent of police may grant per- 
mits to suitable persons to raise and lower safes into and from 
buildings in the streets of the city, and to occupy in so doing 
such portions of the streets as the said superintendent may 
deem necessary, subject to_such conditions and regulations as 
he may prescribe for the safety and convenience of the public. 


CHAPTER 8. 


OF FANEUIL HALL. 


Section 1. When the use of Faneuil Hall is granted to 
any person or persons for holding a meeting or levee, or 
for any other purpose, the superintendent of said hall shall 
be paid in advance for opening and closing the hall in the 
daytime a fee of ten dollars, and for such opening and clos- 
ing in the evening a fee of fifteen dollars, the said fees to 
include the expense of any necessary lighting and warming 
of said hall, but not the expense of any police- -officers who 
may be required, the expense of such officers being defrayed 
by the applicants. 

Srecr. 2. No decorations shall be put up in said hall with- 
out a special order from the board of aldermen, and when 
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they are put up in accordance with such an order, no nails or 
screws shall be driven into the building, 

Srcr. 38. The persons upon whose application the use of 
the hall is granted, shall be answerable, jointly and severally, 
for all damage done to the hall at or in connection with the 
meeting for which such use is granted. 

Sect. 4. The said superintendent shall pay monthly to 
the city collector all the excess of the moneys received by 
him for the use of the hall over the amounts expended by 
him for cleaning the hall, for gas, and for other expenses, 
the vouchers for all which expenses shall be exhibited. 


CHAPTER 9. 


OF THE INSPECTION, MEASUREMENT, AND SALE OF CERTAIN 
ARTICLES. 


Marble, Soapstone, and Freestone. 


Section 1. There shall be appointed annually by the 
mayor and aldermen one or more surveyors of marble, soap- 
stone, and freestone, who shall be sworn to the faithful dis- 
charge of the duties of their office. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said surveyors to 
survey and measure all marble, soapstone, and freestone that ’ 
is imported or brought into the city and offered for sale, and - 
to ascertain the number of cubic feet in each block and the 
number of square feet in each slab of such marble, soapstone, 
or freestone, and legibly to mark such number thereon, with 
the initials of the officer making the survey; and the said 
officer shall give to the owner or vendor of such article a 
certificate in the form hereinafter provided. 

Sreotr. 3. The fees for surveying marble, soapstone, and 
freestone shall be one and one-half cents for each cubic foot, 
and three-fourths of a cent for each square foot surveyed as 
above directed ; and such fees shall be paid to the surveyor 
by the owner or vendor of the article surveyed. 

Sect. 4. The certificate to be given to the owner or 
vendor of marble, soapstone, or freestone, which has been 
surveyed, shall specify the name of such owner or vendor, 
the name of the place from which the article surveyed was 
imported or brought, the number of cubic feet in each block 
and the number of square feet in each slab surveyed, the 
amount of fees received, and the date of the certificate. 
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BS ey J Seon. 5 5. Whoever sells marble, soapstone, or freestone, 

imported or brought into the city, which has not been sur- 
veyed as above required, shall be liable to a penalty of not 
more than fifty dollars for each offence.

Ordered, That His Honor the Mayor be instructed to peti- 
tion the present Legislature for the enactment of a law sub- 
stantially as hereinafter set forth, repealing the acts of 1879, 
in regard to the assessment and apportionment of poll-taxes 
and other taxes. 


AN ACT IN REGARD TO THE ASSESSMENT AND APPORTION- 
MENT OF POLL AND OTHER TAXES. 


Section 1. The assessors of every city and town shall annu- 
ally assess all taxes upon polls and property as follows: They 
shall assess one dollar and fifty cents as the aggregate in one 
year on each poll for state, county, and city or town pur- 
poses; and the residue of each and all taxes shall be appor- 
tioned upon property.

The foundations of the abutments and wing-walls of this A, 
bridge were completed in 1881. The masonry above the 
- foundations was commenced on Jan. 5, 1882, and.completed 
June 12th. The abutments and wing-walls were constructed

Boston & Albany Lailroad Bridge over Park Water- Wa Yy- 


The work of building the piers, abutments, and wing- 


walls of this bridge, which was under contract to I. A; 
Sylvester, was finished March 20th.

of three-track bridge. The entire bridge-seat is now Occu- _ 


pied, and the structure has a more finished appearance. 


Boylston Street Arch Bridge, over Park Water - Way 


Considering the complicated nature of the structure, satis- 
factory progress has been made upon it. The erection of the 
centring was commenced April 10th and completed June 16th. 

Owing to delay in the delivery of the stones for the faces 
of the arch, the setting of them was not commenced until 


July 20th. The work has been actively prosecuted since that 
date, and the arch proper has been completed. The spandrel 
walls and backing for the wing-walls and “tourelles,” on — 
the easterly side of the bridge, have been completed, and — 


when the weather is suitable similar work on the westerly 
side of the bridge is now being done. 
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The brick portion of the arch is four feet in thickness at 
the springing line and two and one-half feet at the crown, and 
in its construction 700,000 bricks were used. 

The extrados of the arch has been coated with asphalt, to 
prevent percolation of water through the brick-work. 


Commonwealth Avenue Bridge. 


This bridge was built under the direction of the Com- 
mittee on Streets, as it is the street-bridge carrying Common- 
wealth Avenue over the park water-way. 

The abutments and wing-walls were completed at the date 
of the last report, and the iron superstructure was under con- 
tract to be finished on or before February Ist. Owing to de- 
lay on the part of the contractors the bridge was not finally 
completed until May 27th. ) 


Excavation of Water- Way. 


The work of excavating and forming the shores of the 
water-way through the Beacon Entrance of the park, which 
was in progress at the beginning of last year, was continued 
during the spring, and completed as far as the Boylston Street 
arch bridge. May 19th the old channel crossing the boun- 
dary road between the railroad and the Boylston Entrance was 
closed by filling it with gravel, and the flow of water since 
that date has been through the new water-way. 

The steam-dredge was launched March 17th, and four 
scows soon afterwards. The dredge began work April 15th, 
and was kept constantly employed until December 2d, when 
work was stopped by ice forming in the basin and preventing 
the movement of scows. Since that date the dredge and 
scows have had such repairs made upon them as were ren- 
dered necessary by the season’s service, and are ready for 
work as soon as the ice breaks up in the spring. 

The work of the past season has consisted in excavating 
and forming the shores of the new channel southerly from 
Boylston Street. When the thaterial excavated was gravel, 
_ It was used for building an embankment on the shore line of 
the channel, while the mud excavated was deposited in the 
rear of this embankment. In this manner about 4,000 
linear feet of shore line has been formed, and the channel 
between the banks excavated to grade 0. 

The dredging plant has proved itself to be both efficient. 
and economical. The cost per cubic yard, dredged and put 
in piace, averages less than 20 cents. The efficiency of the 
dredging plant could be mcreased by the use of a small tug- 
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boat for moving the scows. Plans for a boat of this kind are 
in progress and will soon be submitted to your Board for 
approval. 

Embankment Wall. 


Under this head is included the retaining-walls between 
the Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon Entrance bridges, 
and between the Beacon Entrance and Boylston Street arch 
bridges, also the retaining-walls adjoining the Boylston 
Street arch. 

The wall between Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon 
Entrance bridges, is completed, with the exception of the 
parapet. 

The foundation of the wall between the Beacon Entrance 
and Boylston Street arch bridges has been built to grade lines, 
3 feet below the proposed surface of the ground in front of 
the wall. 

The foundations for portions of the walls adjoining the 
Boylston Street arch bridge were built in connection with 
the arch foundations. 

The wall is built upon one general plan, the foundations 
consisting of pile-work to grade 7, and hydraulic eement 
concrete to grade lines, 3 feet below the ground surface, in front 
of the wall. ‘The wall proper is built of seam-faced granite, 
irregularly coursed, and backed with rubble-work. It has a 
curved batter on the face, and the parapet is to have a cop- 
ing of red granite. 


Granite Curb and Fence. 


The granite curb to carry an iron fence, which is to form 
the street boundary around the section of the Beacon Entrance 
between Commonwealth Avenue and Beacon Street, and 
between Commonwealth Avenue and the railroad, has all been 
delivered by the contractor. 

The foundations for the posts which support the curb are 
completed. 

The posts are about 11 feet apart, and each has a hydraulic 
cement concrete foundation resting upon four piles. 

The total length of curb is 1,476 feet and, of this, 1,220 
feet have beenset. The setting of the remainder will be com- 
pleted within a few weeks, and the whole will then be in 
readiness for the iron fence. 

Grading and Loam. : 

In August, work was begun on grading the slopes between 
the drive-ways and the shores of the water-way. The portion 
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of the Beacon Entrance between Beacon Street and Common- 
wealth Avenue has been graded to the sub-grade, so that the 
slopes are ready for putting on the loam. Between Com- 
monwealth Avenue and the railroad the slope on the easterly 
side of the water-way is ready for loaming, while on the other 
slopes considerable work has been done. As soon as spring 
opens the whole of the Beacon Entrance will be ready for the 
loam, the grading of the slopes being now in progress when 
the weather permits. 

In order to obtain the large quantity of loam needed for 
the park, the construction of a spur track, leading from the 
Hopkinton Branch Railroad into the new water-works basin 
No. 4, in Ashland, was decided upon. 

The length of the spur track from the railroad to the valley 
of the basin is 7,139 feet, and the length of track required in 
the valley is 4,626 feet. The grading of the road-bed was 
commenced October 9th, and completed November 18th. 
The location required 600 feet of trestle-work, which was 
commenced October 26th, and as portions of it were 30 feet 

in height, and the work was several times interrupted for 
- want of timber, it was not completed until December 28th, 
too late for track-laying, as the ground was frozen to quite a 
depth. 

Arrangements have been made with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company for transporting the loam from Ashland 
to the park, and 20,000 cubic yards are now piled beside 
the track road-bed in the valley. 

A contract has been made for the rails to be delivered on 
or before February 15th, and the ties have been secured ; as 
soon therefore as spring opens the track can be completed, 
and the transportation of the loam commenced. 


Covered. Channel of Stony Brook. 


The wooden conduit connecting the gate-chamber with 
Charles River was so far completed on July 2d that the 
water of Stony Brook was allowed to run through it instead 
of into the park. 

The large automatic-acting wooden gates, to control the 
height of water in the park, and permit the flow of Stony 
Brook into it in time of freshets, were hung and adjusted by 
- September 5th. ‘The iron sluice-gate, to control the flow of 
salt-water into the park, through the wooden conduit, has 
also been completed, and the setting of it was finished 
December 9th. } 

Work upon the gate-house superstructure was prosecuted 
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during the late fall and early winter, and the ~walls are ~ 
completed and ready for the roof. 

With the exception of the roof, doors and windows, and 
other small details in connection with the gate-chamber 
superstructure, the work of building the ‘‘ Covered Channel 
of Stony Brook” is now completed. 


Covered Channel of Muddy River. 


The length of this channel, if built on the line originally 
proposed, will be about 3,300 feet. The work was begun 
October 2d, and 1,369 feet in length are now completed. 

It is built mainly of wood in a similar manner to the 
covered channel of Stony Brook, but is much larger, and 
has a cement concrete key at the crown of the arch. The 
concrete key was adopted as the crown of the arch was above 
the line of mean high water, and would be liable to decay if 
made of wood. The form of the conduit is elliptical, it is 
11 feet in height and 9 feet in width. 

Under the Boston’ & Albany Railroad location, for a length 
of 129 feet, the conduit is built entirely of hydraulic cement 
concrete ; the section of the mass of concrete through which 
it runs measures 13 feet wide and 15 feet high. 

As far as built the conduit rests everywhere on sand or 
gravel, but, with the exception of the bottom and top, it is 
surrounded by peat. ‘There has been less change of form 
than was expected to occur, considering the size of the con- 
duit and character of material in which it is built. 


In General. 


The building of a wharf on the river side of Beacon Street, 
and the dredging of a channel to it from the river, have largely 
reduced the cost of delivery of stone required for the various 

structures in the park by substituting delivery by water for 
that by rail. 

A storage-yard has been established at the Westland 
Entrance. An area 100 ft. X 116 ft. has. been enclosed by 
a high board fence ; one side of the area is occupied by sheds 
for the storage of tools and machinery, which would be in- 
jured by exposure to the weather; an office for a time- 
keeper, who acts as store-keeper, has been located in one 
corner, and the remainder of the area is used for gen- 
eral storage purposes. A complete inventory of all 
tools and materials on the park has been made, and 
a system of accountability for all tools and materials re- 
quired on the work and used by the foremen, has been 
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adopted. The time of mechanics and laborers is now kept 


and paid for by the hour, —a system it is proposed to con- 
tinue. 


The work which should be done the present year is com- 
prised in the following statement : — 

The loam required for the entire park should be transferred 
from Basin No. 4, Ashland, to the park, and stored in con- 
venient places for present and future uses. 

_ The areas requiring loaming between the Boylston Street 
arch and Beacon Street should be graded and loamed, and 
such planting done as can properly be accomplished. 

All the embankment wall should be completed. 

The Boylston Street arch should be completed and the 
grading around it finished. 

The work of dredging and forming the park water-way 
should be continued. 

The drive-ways between the Boylston Street arch and Bea- 
con Street should be graded and properly surfaced, if Com- 
monwealth Avenue and Boylston Street, from West Chester 


Park, can also be graded and surfaced during the season ; 


otherwise it would hardly be worth while to do it, asa gravel 
surface on the drive-way of this section would do well enough 
until the work on Commonwealth Avenue and Boylston Street 
is done. 

The iron fence should be placed in position on the granite 
curb surrounding portions of the Beacon Entrance, and iron 
fences should also be placed on the Commonwealth Avenue 
and Beacon Entrance bridges.

In considering the expenditures already made upon the 
Back Bay Park, it should be borne in mind that it is a public 
work more analogous to that of the Street Department than 
to park-work proper. Of the $645,000 already expended, 
$545,000 were for the construction of streets and bridges. 


BETTERMENTS. 


Of the 618 assessments made upon estates for benefit 
derived from the locating and laying out of the Back Bay 
Park, amounting to $431,972, four fifths, or 497, have been 
paid in full, 16 have been paid in part, and 105 assessments 
remain unpaid ; the total receipts of the City Collector for bet- 
terments and interest to Dec. 31, 1882, being $166,160.68. 

Of the 132 suits by parties aggrieved by their assess- 
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ments, to have the amount of the benefit received by their 
estates assessed by a jury of the Superior Court, as provided 
in the Park Act, 31 have been paid in full; in 9 cases judg- 
ment being rendered for the full amount without costs by 
agreement of parties. The amount of unpaid assessments 
now in suit is $264,432, of which the Boston Water Power 
Company represents $182,288. 

During the year the case of Foster et al. v. The Park Com- 
missioners, which was a petition for certiorari to quash the 
order of the Board assessing betterments on account of the 
Back Bay Park, has been decided by the Supreme Court in 
favor of the validity of the assessments. The Court held that 
the park was legally located and laid out by the order passed 
by the Board, December 27, 1879, and that the provisions of 
the act under which the locating and laying out and the as- 
sessment of betterments were done are constitutional. 

The bettermént upon the lands assessed as above, com- 
prising 15,388,567 square feet, was $863,944, one-half of 
which, namely $431,972, was charged upon the estates, 
being an average of 2.8, cents per square foot. The increase 
of valuation of the same lands by the Assessors to May 1, 
1882, was $9,703,749, an average of 63 cents per square 
foot. The valuation of the land in the rest of the city, from 
1877, the year before the establishment of the park, to May 
1, 1882, was reduced $23,466,249; suggesting that if the 
action of the Assessors, which has been accepted by the 
owners, is correct, the amount assessed for betterment by 
this Board was far below the actual benefit derived from the 
laying out of the park.

so called, together with certain adjoining tracts, the property 
of other parties, deemed by said Commissioners convenient 
and necessary for use in connection therewith, for the pur- 
poses and under the powers and limitations set forth in chap- 
ter one hundred and eighty-five of the acts of eighteen 
hundred and seventy-five and acts in addition thereto and 
amendment thereof, the City of Boston is hereby authorized to 
lease such portion of said Arboretum and adjoining tracts so

proper will have in its management the best scientific skill, 


_ __ its Director being an appointee of the College ; the student of 
_ ___ arboriculture will have opportunity for investigation, and the 


public will enjoy free access to the grounds under rules estab- 
_ lished by the City and College. It is understood that the col- 
lection and cultivation of trees and woody plants in the 
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Arboretum nurseries have been in progress for several years, 
and that large quantities are now in condition for permanent 
planting, and that the necessary funds are in hand. 

The natural beauties of the grounds are, perhaps, unsur- 
passed in Eastern Massachusetts ; the soil is rich, the surfaces 
present a pleasing combination of hill-sides and meadows, 
with forests and copses of indigenous growth. Happily, 
the farm has never been “improved” in the land-specula- 
tion sense, but preserved as a family country-seat for several 
generations. On the eastern border of the grounds will be 
located a section of the park-way, which is designed event- 
ually to connect the chief parks of the city ; pleasure-drives 
and walks will be laid out within the park, with entrances from 
various convenient points ; certain elevated lands, which afford 
extensive views, will be preserved in their existing condition ; 
and some low parts will be utilized for ornamental waters, a 
supply for which is within the limits. The park can be 
reached in five minutes’ walk from the Forest Hills station 
on the Providence Railroad, and from Centre Street by the 
Jamaica Plain street-cars. A topographical survey has been 
made, by which the drive-ways have been definitely located, 
which will enable the Board to begin road-building early in 
the year, and to open the grounds to the public with the least 
possible delay contingent upon the funds at its disposal. 

In the immediate vicinity are extensive tracts of unimproved 
land, several hundreds of acres in extent, having man 
desirable characteristics for park uses, valued at moderate 
rates, which could easily be connected with Bussey Park, if, 
for any reasons, it should become the policy of the city to es- 
tablish a large park in this section. For a small amount of 
money these forest lands can be bought, to be held for future 
improvements, the only current expense being the interest on 
the bonds, and the cost of thinning the trees and ditching the 
swampy parts. The amount of the municipal debt, and the 
rate of taxation, admonish the Board to use the large sums of 
money at its disposal for the purchase of park lands, at prices 
limited to full market values, with liberal allowances for any 
disturbance of the domestic or business interests of the owners. 
In the region referred to no such disturbance would occur — 
it has never attracted speculation, and remains to-day in its 
naturally wild state. The Board’s experience of the past 
seven years convinces it that the policy hereby suggested will 
be economical, and otherwise judicious. Other large cities 
have provided for the future at comparatively little expense 
by anticipating their growth, and securing for their citizens 
such public grounds as would be unobtainable if action were 
delayed until they were required for actual use. Before the 
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~ time when the present population of Boston shall have doubled 
such wild lands as are referred to will be needed for parks, 


and the Board, therefore, asks that your Honorable Body will 
consider whether such a policy as is suggested may not be 
inaugurated during the current year. 

The following is the text of the lease to Harvard Uni- 
versity : — 


Tus INDENTURE, made the thirtieth day of December, in the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-two, between the City of 
Boston, a municipal corporation in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts (hereinafter called the City), of the one part, 
and the President and Fellows of Harvard College, a cor- 
poration established by the laws of Massachusetts (herein- 
after called the College), of the other part. 

Whereas, the Board of Park Commissioners of the City of 
Boston, by virtue of the authority conferred upon said Board 
by chapter one hundred and eighty-five of the Acts of the 
Legislature of Massachusetts of the year 1875, and by the 
City Council of said City of Boston, by a certain written in- 
strument of even date herewith, to be recorded with the Suf- 
folk Registry of Deeds, have taken and located as and for a 
public park that tract of land in that part of said City known 
as West Roxbury, held by the College, and by it dedicated 
to the use of the Arnold Arboretum, “so-called, together with 
certain adjoining tracts, the property of other persons, 
deemed by said Commissioners convenient and necessary for 
use in connection therewith, for the purposes and under the 
powers and limitations set forth in said Act and Acts in addi- 
tion thereto and amendment thereof. And, whereas, by an 
Act of the General Court of Massachusetts, passed on the 
twenty-ninth day of March, in the year 1880, it was enacted 
that, in case the said Board of Park Commissioners deemed it

And it has been 
agreed between the said Commissioners and the College that 
the same be leased to the College for the term, and upon the 
mutual restrictions, reservations, covenants, and conditions 
hereinafter expressed.

Negotiations for the purchase of lands in these various 
localities have been prosecuted during the year, though not 
yet completed, and will be continued, and the results duly 
reported to the City Council. The Board anticipates 
favorable results in some directions, if not inall. In some 
instances the owners of estates have placed so high a value 
upon their property as to put it beyond the power of the 
Board to purchase without extreme injustice to other adjacent 
owners and the city at large. There is no evidence that the 
real estate of the city, generally, is assessed greatly below 
its true value, nor that the Assessors have departed from their 
usual methods in some of the localities where it is proposed 
to locate parks, as would be the case if the prices asked by 
the owners are correct. 

Other temporary causes have delayed action by the Board, 
such as unexpired leases, the occupation of estates for busi- 
ness purposes, which cannot be immediately vacated without 
undue losses involving unnecessary damages for which the 
city would be responsible ; legal complication of properties, 
wherein titles are in litigation and the ownership is undeter- 
mined. The Board has kept in view both public and private 
interests in administering its trust, and submits that the 
apparent delay in the prosecution of its work is only a proper 
consideration for the rights of all parties. ;

An order for the purchase of lands within the limits of 
the proposed Brighton Park, as heretofore recommended by 


this Board, passed the Board of Aldermen in 1881, but failed ‘et 


in the Council, which body referred the subject to the City — 
Government of 1882, but no action was taken by the latter 
inthepremises. A full deser iption, with a map of the proposed 
area has been given in previous reports of this Board (in - 
City Doc. 42, 1876, and City Doc. 16, 1882), and hence need 
not be repeated here. The Board recommends that the same 
action be taken touching the proposed Brighton Park as was 
done with respect to the other parks, and that an order be 
passed authorizing the purchase at an estimated cost of 


$200,000.

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AN ORDINANCE 


FOR THE 


REGULATION OF PLUMBING. 


Be it ordained by the City Council of the City of Boston 
as follows : — 


Section 1. No person shall carry on the business of 
plumbing unless he shall have first registered his name and 
place of business in the office of the Inspector of Buildings, 
and notice of any change in the place of business of a regis- 
tered plumber shall be immediately given to said Inspector. 

Sror. 2. Every plumber, before doing any work in a 
building, shall, except in the case of repairs or leaks, file at 
the office of the Inspector, upon blanks to be provided 
for the purpose, a notice of the work to be performed; and 
no such work shall be done in any building without the ap- 
proval of said Inspector. 5 

Secor. 3. Every building shall be separately and indepen- 
dently connected with the public sewer, when such sewer 
is provided; and, if such sewer is not provided, with a brick 
and cement cesspool of a capacity to be approved by the 
said Inspector. | 

Secor. 4. Drains and soil-pipes through which water and 
sewage is used and carried shall be of iron, when within a 
building for a distance of not less than five feet outside 
of the foundation walls thereof. They shall be sound, free 
from holes and other defects, of a uniform thickness of 
not less than } of an inch for a diameter of four inches or 
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less, or »°; of an inch for a diameter of five or six inches, 
with a proportional increase of thickness for a greater diame- 
ter. They shall be securely ironed to walls, laid in trenches 
of uniform grade, or suspended to floor-timbers by strong 
iron hangers, as the said Inspector may direct. They shall be 
‘supplied with a suitable trap, placed, with an accessible clean- 


out, either outside or inside the foundation wall of the build- 


ing. They shall have a proper fall towards the drain or sewer, 
and soil- -pipes shall be carried out through the roof, open and 
undiminished in size, to such height as may be directed 
by said Inspector ; but no soil-pipe shall be carried to a 
height less than two feet above the roof. Changes in direc- 
tion shall be made with curved pipes, and connections mace 
horizontal pipes shall be made with Y branches. 

Srcr. 5. Rain-water leaders, when connected with soil or 
drain pipes, shall be suitably trapped. 

Secr. 6. Sewer, soil-pipe or waste-pipe ventilators shall 
not be constructed of brick, sheet-metal, or earthen-ware, and 

chimney-flues shall not be used as such ventilators. 
_ Seor. 7. Iron pipes, before being put in place, shall be 
first tested by the water or kerosene test, and then coated in- 
side and out with coal-tar pitch, applied hot, or with paint, or 
with some equivalent substance. Joints shall be run with 
molten lead and thoroughly calked and made tight. Connec- 
tions of lead pipes with iron pipes shall be made with brass 
ferrules, properly soldered and calked to the iron. 

Sect. 8. [very sink, basin, bath-tub, water-closet, slop- 
hopper, and each set of trays, and every fixture having a 
waste-pipe shall be furnished with a trap, which shall 
be placed as near as practicable to the fixture that it 
serves. Traps shall be protected from siphonage or air- 
pressure by special air-pipes of a size not less than the waste- 
pipe; but air-pipes for water-closect traps shall be of not 
less than two-inch bore for thirty feet or less, and of not less 
than three-inch bore for more than thirty feet. Air-pipes 
shall be run as direct as practicable, and shall be of not less 
than four-inch bore where they pass through the roof. 
Two or more air-pipes may be connected together or with a 
soil-pipe ; but in every case of connection with a soil-pipe, 
such connection shall be above the upper fixture of the 
building. 

Sect. 9. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water- 
closets and other fixtures, or from tanks or cisterns, shall 
be run to some place in open sight, and in no case shall any 


such pipe be connected directly with a drain, waste-pipe, or 


soil-pipe. Dee 
Sect. 10. Waste-pipes from refrigerators or other re- 
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ceptacles in which provisions are stored, shall not be con- 
nected with a drain, soil-pipe, or other waste-pipe, unless such 
waste-pipes are provided with traps, suitably ventilated, and 
in every case there shall be an open tray between the trap 
and refrigerator. 

Secr. 11. Every water-closet, or line of water-closets 
on the same floor, shall be supplied with water from a tank 
or cistern, and the flushing pipe shall not be less than one inch 
in diameter. | 

Sect. 12. Pipes and other fixtures shall not be covered or 
concealed from view until after the work has been examined 
by the said Inspector, and he shall be notified by the plumber 
when the work is sufficiently advanced for inspection. 

Sect. 138. Plumbing work shall not be used unless the 
same has first been tested by the said Inspector with the 
peppermint, ether, or water test, and by him found satis- 
factory. | 

Sect. 14. No steam-exhaust shall be connected with any 
soil or waste pipe, or drain which communicates with a 
public sewer. 

Sect. 15. Water-pipes in places exposed to frost shall be 
packed with mineral wool, or other substance equally good, 
and they shall be cased to the satisfaction of the said 
Inspector. 

Sect. 16. A grease-trap shall be constructed under the 
sink of every hotel, eating-house, restaurant, or other public 
cooking establishment. 

Sect. 17. The provisions of Sections 3-13, inclusive, and 
of Section 15 of this ordinance, shall apply only to buildings 
erected, or to work performed, after its passage.

The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of J. J. Teevens and others for a recount of the 
ballots cast for members of the Common Council at the last 
municipal election in Ward 138, and for an investigation 
regarding the conduct of said election, respectfully submit 
the following 


REPOR 


Lhe petition referred to your committee, upon which their 
proceedings were, of course, based, shows that the petition- 
ers make two requests: 1st, that the Common Council recount 
the ballots cast at the last municipal election in Ward 13 
for members of the Common Council; and, 2d, that they 
investigate into the manner in which the election was con- 
ducted. 

Public Statutes, c. 7, § 35, provides as follows: “If 
within thirty days next following the day of an election a 
person who received votes for any office at said election by 
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himself, his agent or attorney, serves upon the clerk of any 
city or town a statement in writing claiming an election to 
such office, or declaring an intention to contest the election 


of any other person who has received, or who may receive, a 


certificate of election for the same, such clerk shall retain the 


envelope containing the ballots thrown at such election, 
sealed as provided by law, subject to the order of the body 
to which either of said persons may claim or be held to have 
been elected, or until such claim is withdrawn, or such elec- 
tion is decided by the authority competent to determine the 
same.” 

The petitioners in the present case omitted to serve the 
statement as above required, and the ballots were conse- 
quently destroyed by the city clerk, as provided by Pub. 
Sts., c. 7, § 34. Your committee were, therefore, unable to 
comply with the request of the petitioners for a recount. It 
will also be borne in mind that in reaching their conclusions 
upon the second request of the petitioners, your committee 
were, as a consequence of such destruction, deprived of any 
evidence which the ballots might themselves furnish upon 
inspection. 

Your committee, upon the second request of the petition- 
ers, heard the evidence which was offered, and append it to 
their report for the information of the members of the Coun- 
cil. The charges resolve themselves into two classes: Ist, 
those made by Mr. John Howard, clerk of Precinct 1, against 
Mr. Timothy J. Donahoe, the warden of the same precinct, 
and against Mr. Denis Dwyer, one of the deputy inspectors ; 
and, 2d, those made by Mr. Francis J. Cummings against 
Mr. Donahoe. 

The first class consists, in substance, of the following, name- 


ly : that during the counting of the ballots, after the close of » 


the polls, Mr. Donahoe obliterated more completely, with a 
pencil, the name of Mr. John J. Teevens on two ballots, after 
he and Mr. Howard had agreed that the voter had intended to 
scratch that name on those ballots, and that, also during the 
counting of the ballots, Mr. Dwyer erased the same name on 
twelve ballots where the name had not been erased by the voter. 

The proof of these charges, so far as they relate to Mr. 
Dwyer, rests almost entirely upon the testimony of 
Mr. Howard. The only other testimony which is in the 
slightest degree corroborative is that of Mr. Peter Lin- 
coln, one of the inspectors of the precinct, whose testi- 
mony in that regard is given on page 40 of the Appendix, 
and consists of the remark which he heard Mr. Howard 
make, as to what might happen if certain work went on, and 
of the remark which he heard Mr. Donahoe make: “ We 
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will make it plainer.” The first of these remarks might be 
equally applicable to the action of Mr. Donahoe and to that of 
Mr. Dwyer, and therefore it cannot properly be used as cor- 
roborative only of the graver charge against Mr. Dwyer; 
while the second remark evidently has relation only to the 
charge against Mr. Donahoe. The rest of the testimony 
upon this head is distinctly opposed to that of Mr. Howard. 
Mr. Lincoln himself and others testifying that they them- 
selves saw nothing improper during the counting of the bal- 
lots; and your committee feel that, however well Mr. How- 
ard may have appeared as a witness, and however much they 
might be inclined to believe his testimony, still they would 
not be justified upon that testimony alone in finding that 
s0 serious a charge as that made against Mr. Dwyer 
was proved. As to the charge against Mr. Donahoe 
the evidence is somewhat clearer, Mr. Lincoln’s testimony, 
as has been above remarked, being, so far as it went, in 
corroboration of that of Mr. Howard, and your committee 
are of the opinion, from the evidence presented to them 
upon this point, that Mr. Donahoe was guilty of the action 
attributed to him, and that, in this respect, he .has shown 
himself entirely unworthy of the trust imposed upon him. 

_A person who, in such a position as he then occupied, will 
so far forget himself as to tamper in any way with a ballot, 
after it has been placed in the ballot-box by the voter, sub- 
jects himself to the strongest censure. 

It remains to dispose of the second class of charges, which 
consists of the following, namely: that Mr. Donahoe com- 
municated with a person or persons outside the rail, during the 
polling, and that he marked a ballot as it was going into the 
ballot-box, because he wanted to know how the voter voted. 

Your committee are of the opinion that, if Mr. Donahoe 
was guilty of the above acts, his conduct, however repre- 

_hensible in itself, can hardly be held to have seriously 
affected the general conduct of the election, and, moreover, 
Pub. Sts. c. 7, § 53, provides as follows: ‘Until the close 
of the polls and the public declaration of the vote at an elec- 
tion in a city no statement shall be made by any warden, in- 
spector, or clerk, of the number of ballots cast, the number 
of voters present, the number of votes given for any person 
or for any officer, the name of any person who has voted, 
the name of any person which has been voted on, nor of 

| any other fact tending to show the state of the polls,” and 

Pp Pub. Sts. c. 7, § 54, provides as follows: “ Any warden, 

ward clerk, or inspector who violates the provisions of the 
preceding sections shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, or imprisonment in the -house of cor- 
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that if Mr. Donahoe made any such statement asis alleged 
by Mr. Cummings in his testimony, found on page 17 of the 
Appendix, he has been guilty of an offence punishable by 
statute ; and the committee are of opinion that in this regard = 
the petitioners should be left to their statutory rights. Tae 
While, therefore, your committee are unable to find, as a 
matter of fact, that there was fraud in the conduct of the 
election in question, they feel that they are not saying too 
much when they express the opinion that, with afew excep- 
tions, the persons to whom the conduct of the election in - 
question was committed were totally unfit to properly per- 
form the important duties assigned to them, and were, for the — 


most part, regardless of the responsibilities which are attached 


to the positions which they were called upon to fill.

TESTIMONY OF JoHN Howarp. — Sworn. 
Direct Examination of Mr. GARGAN. 


@. You were a ward officer at the last election? 

A. I was clerk of Ward 13, Precinct 1, at the last municipal 
election. I should judge we had got about pretty near half through 
counting when Mr. Donahoe, the warden, showed me a ballot with a 
slight pencil-mark over the name of Mr. Teevens. Said he, ‘‘ Would 
you call that a-scratch?” I looked at it and said, ‘‘ Yes, sir.’”’ Said 
he, ‘* I guess I will make it a little plainer ;’’ and he took his pencil 
and erased it back and forth till the name was marked out. That 
was all right. He went looking over the ballots and counting 
them through, and he got another one, and he took his pencil and 
he erased it. I see him, and I told him you better let those ballots 
go in justas they are, and they will all show for themselves. So 
said he, ‘‘ All right.” I got a few ballots in my hand, and noticed 
a few with the same mark over Mr. Teevens’ name. I thought it 
a little singular that this same pencil-mark should be over them, 
and I looked round to see where it came from, and where it was. 

I got about fifty or sixty in my hand and looked them over, and 
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gave them to Mr. Dwyer to count, and he looked them over, 
and as he did so, taking one from the top of the other, he had a 
pencil in his hand which he held just so (illustrating) ; he held the 
pencil in his hand with his fist doubled and run it across the ballot 
in this manner, and you may find some of these scratches where it 
was brought back. 

Os al hat you say was Mr. Dwyer? 

A. Yes, sir; that was Mr. Dwyer. I told him he had better 
stop that kind of business, that we would probably have a recount 
here, and this thing will be showed up on the whole of us. Said 
he, ** All right; I won’t do it any more.” 

The Cuarrman. — How many times did you see him do that? 

A. I see him do it three times in succession. I wanted to 
know for certain that he done it before I spoke to him. I didn’t 
want to accuse the man wrong. Within forty-eight hours of that I 
made my verbal report to Mr. McCleary, the City Clerk. After I 
made my report to Mr. McCleary I was going down town one 
evening, before I heard that they were going to have a recount, 
and I went into Mr. Dwyer’s place of business to get a match or a 
cigar, | don’t know which. I said, ‘‘ I understand they are going 
to have a recount, and that things will be pretty bad;” and from 
_ the remark he made, he said they wouldn’t know anything about 
it. Gentlemen, that is all I know anything about. 

Mr. GarGan. — How long have you lived in South Boston ? 
Fifteen years. 

How long have you been clerk of the precinct? 

Two years. ‘This is my second year. 

You are familiar vie the duties of the place? 

Well, not as well as I might be. 

You have had one year ’s experience? 

I have had one year’s experience. 

What time did the polls open that mor ning? 

The polls opened that morning a few minutes —the polls 
opened about half-past seven. 

@. When did you open the ballot-box to make the first count? 

A. I opened the ballot-box when the polls closed, at four o’clock. 

@. Youattempted to make no count until that time,— no attempt 
was made to make a count before that hour? 

A. No, sir. The officer held the key of the ballot-box until it 
was opened ; it was not opened until the polls closed. 

Who had possession of that key? 

The officer from the station. 

The man who acted as constable? 

Yes, sir; the officer from the station, I don’t know his name. 
How many ballots were there in that box in all? 

I don’t know for certain; I have forgotten; to the best of 
my knowledge there were four hundred and eighteen. That was the . 
total vote cast, I believe. 

(). How were these votes taken out of the box —all in one lot? 

A. Allin one lot right on the table. | 

Q. So there were taken out four hundred and eighteen ballots, 
by whom? 
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. By myself and the warden. 

. Yourself and the warden? 

. Yes, sir. 

. Now, when these were taken out, was there any separation 
of.these ballots intorparcels or piles by anybody ? 

A. No, sir. 

@. In your precinct, did you keep what we call debit and credit 
account? Let me see if you understand me. Take the head of 
the ticket and count the mayor's vote ; then you look at that ballot 
to see if there are any scratched, and if there are, having a list of 
the officers, you debit or credit one man. Was that your system? 

A. No, sir; we did not. " 

@. Just explain to the committee how you did count this ballot. 

A. We took the straight ballots that had no scratches on them, — 
the Republican ballot, and the Democratic ballot, —I took the list 
and we counted the ballots, and I took my list and credited each 
man that was on the ticket with so many votes. 

@. That is, the straight votes? 

A. Yes, sir; straight votes. Then for the mayor we took those 
and sorted otit all the straight ballots that was not scratched for 
mayor, and credited each one with so many votes; and so on 
through the ticket. 

Q. Now, just at that point, in counting these ballots you took 
the whole four hundred and eighteen and put them upon the table, 
and the four officers were present? 

an Tes, bir: 

Q@. The warden, clerk, and two other officers of the precinct? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And they were each at this table? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now go on to where you said that you began, or you began 
to say you took the ballot for mayor. 

A. Yes, sir; we sorted them out, first taking the straight bal- 
lots, and we counted them and credited each candidate with so 
many straight ballots,—that is, we had so many ballots that 
was not scratched and had them together. Those scratched bal- 
lots were by themselves altogether. 

@. That is, any kind of a scratch anywhere on the ballot? 

A. Yes, sir. Then we sorted out the ballots for aldermen that 
had no scratches on them, and credited each alderman with so 
many votes ; and so on through the ticket till we got to the bottom. 

@. Now, in examining this vote for Council, where was Mr. 
Donahoe standing when he had this conversation with you? He 
took a parcel of ballots to count? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. After looking through these ballots he came to you with a 


’ ballot? . 


A. Yes, sir. 

@. What did he ask you? \ 

A. He asked me if I would call that a scratch. I said, ‘* Yes, 
sir.” It had a slight pencil-mark over the name of Mr. Teevens. 
Said he, ‘* We will make it a little plainer,” and he took his lead- 
pencil and scratched it over, and scratched it out. ~ 
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@. How many of those did he call your atention to? : 

A. Only the first one. 

@. Then you saw him scratching a number of bale which he 
did not call your attention to? 

A. Only one more. 

Q. You say you also saw Mr. Dwyer using the pencil in the 
manner in which you have stated? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now, Mr. Howard, on the day of that election, did you see 
any list of names given to any party outside the rail? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Q. Did you know of any information communicated UDR any pre- 
cinct officers to any person outside the rail? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did you see Mr. Murphy down there that day, or any other 
candidate? 

A. I did. 

Q. Mr. Teevens also? 

A. Mr. Teevens I did not know until fully two weeks after the 
election. I never saw the man before that. 

Q. And you were not politically interested in either of these 
- parties ? 

A. No, sir; lamnot. I do it as a matter of justice. 

@. About how many ballots, to the best of your knowledge and 
belief, had been tampered with in that way? 

A. I would swear there were thirty. I should swear there was 
twelve. 

@. What do you mean by thirty? 

A. Excuse me; I should swear there were twelve ballots marked. 
And if those ballots were here they could be picked out. I should 
judge there could be thirty picked out. 

@. Then you mean to say, to the best of your knowledge, there 
were thirty ballots tampered with among these ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You will swear to twelve? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And, to the best of your knowledge and belief, there were 
thirty tampered with in that way? 

A. Yes, sir. 

The Cuairman. —I understood you to say that you saw Mr. 
Dwyer scratch three? 

A. Mr. Dwyer scratched three. 

The Cuarrman. — And you saw Mr. Donahoe scratch two? 

A. He scratched two. Three ballots scratched were with 
pencil-marks. ‘These ballots that Mr. Donahoe marked bear this 
pencil-mark. 

The CHarrman. — So the ones that Mr. Dwyer marked do not 
bear that mark at all? 

A. They don’t bear that mark at all. 

Mr. Garean. — You testify as to twelve positively ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How did you get at that number? 

A. By looking them over afterwards. 
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Q. You swear as positively having seen the act done as to five; 
and I suppose you draw the inference from the fact that the pencil- 
mark was on them? 

A. They bear a mark —pencil-mark—on the whole of them. 

Q. And you say that thirty ballots, to the best of your knowl- 
edge and belief, bear that same pencil-mark ? 

A, - Yes, sir. 

The Cuarrman. — What made you think it was the same pencil- 
mark? 

A. Because I saw it was similar to that. 

The Cuarrman. — Exactly similar to that? 

A: Exactly similar to that. 

Mr. GarGan. — Will you place yourself with a pencil as a person 
ordinarily would marking a ballot? I suppose you judge a person 
making a straight mark across one way, but another person marks 
another way ? 

A. This is the manner in which the pencil was held; and in lift- 
ing the ballots, one from the other, it was done in this manner. 
(Witness illustrates by drawing a pencil across a piece of paper. ) 

Q@. That is, marking backwards and forwards in carrying the 
pencil across over the name? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Now this pencil—is that the position that a person would be 
likely to hold it if he was going to scratch a name? 

A. If it was me that was going to do it, I can’t say for anybody 
else, I should mark it backwards and forwards. (Marks quickly 
in the direction indicated.) | 

Mr. Garean. — What I want to call the committee’s attention - 
to is, that it would be impossible to make the least mark with the 
pencil in this way and not make it similar, and I suppose that is 
the way Mr. Howard means to distinguish these scratches; of 
course, they could be distinguished in that way. 

Mr. Borie. — Did you sign the ward returns? 

A. Yes, sir; I did. 

Mr. Borie. —I don’t see why you should sign the ward returns 
if there was fraud there. . 
A. I suppose the reason was I did not know what I was doing. 

_ Mr. Denney.— Do you know what name he was scratching 
when you saw him scratching? 

A. Yes, sir; his name was Teevens. 

Mr. GareGan. — For signing these returns, I am informed there 
is a case on record, and it is very pertinent to the question which 
the chairman has asked. There is a case in the Massachusetts 
election reports where just this very case occurs, as to the select- 
men having signed the returns. I would ask the witness at this 
point — 

Q. Did you suppose it was your duty to sign the returns? 

A.. Yes, sir. 

Q. If you had known that you had the option as to signing these 
returns, in view of this fraud would you have signed them? 

A. No, sir; I should not. I was not thoroughly posted in 
that matter. 
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@. Do you know how many votes Mr. Teevens got in all, in 
that precinct ? 

A. No, sir; Ido not; I have forgotten. 

(Hon. James A. McGeough said he had been requested by 
Messrs. Dwyer and Donahoe, warden and inspector, to appear for 
them, they expecting, from what they had seen in the petition and 
heard, that their characters were to be attacked during the hearing. 
As that had appeared positively in the testimony, he desired to cross- 
examine witnesses.

Q. I understand that, in making this count, you account for the 
twelve votes from the fact that the pencil-mark on the other seven 
votes was identical with the pencil-mark on the other five ?

Q. And when you came to the second pile you saw a ballot with 
that same character of pencil-mark?

Mr. McGroucu. — Do you mean to say by that, Mr. Howard, 
that the penciling on these scratched ballots was anything different 
from any usual pencil-scratching ?

Was there a different-colored pencil? 

No, sir; a black pencil. 

And nothing except the way the pencil ran? 

That was all. 

And you think by that way you could pick out the ballots if 
they were here?

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TEsTIMONY OF FRANCIS J. CUMMINGS. 
Direct Examination by Mr. GarGan. 


What is your full name? 
Francis J. Cummings. 
What is your business? 
Trader. 
Place of business ? 
146 Dorchester avenue. 
. Were you at the polls on the day of the last municipal 
election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. About what hour did you get there? 

A. About five minutes past seven. 

@. Were you in attendance there most of the day? 

A. Yes, sir; for the Liquor Dealers’ Association. I had charge 
of Precinct 1. . 

@. And you were there most of the day? 

A. Yes, sir; I left there just as Mr. Donahoe was going to din- 
ner, and got back just a little while after him. 

@. How long were you absent from the polls? 

A. About forty-five minutes ; somewheres around about forty-five 
minutes or fifty minutes. 

Q. You had an opportunity to observe more or less the conduct 
of the ward officers all day? . 
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A. Yes, sir; I could see what was going on all day. 
Q. Whether or not you saw one or either of the ward officers 


with a list of names in his hand, taken from the voting-list ? 


A. Well, I could not say; but I have seen Mr. Donahoe passing 
a slip to Mr. Murphy. I donot know; it wasa slip of paper. Mr. 
Donahoe, from behind the rail, passed out a slip to Mr. Murphy. 

@. And in consequence of the passing out of that slip of paper, 
did you see anything done? 

A. I seen him, the minute he got it he walked out. 

(At this point it appeared that the witness had not been sworn, 


_ and the usual oath was administered. ) 


 Q. Now, I want to ask you if you are willing to state under 
oath that what you have already stated is true? 

A. Yes, sir; under oath. 

Q. In consequence of that information being communicated 
to Mr. Murphy, did you see any men come to the polls with Mr. 
Murphy afterwards to vote? 

A. No, sir; I shall not swear to that. 

_ Q. But you saw the slip of paper handed to Mr. Murphy, and 
shortly after that Mr. Murphy went outside? 

A. Yes, sir; inside of a minute. 

@. What else did you see? 

A. I heard Mr. Murphy come up to Mr. Donahoe and say, 
** Tim, did so and so vote?” and the answer was, ‘‘ No.” 

Q. That information was given from behind the rail ? 

A. Yes, sir; from the warden or clerk, or whatever you call him. 

Q. How many times was that information communicated ? 

A. Only once, to my knowledge. This slip, or piece of paper, 
whatever it was, and passed right over. 

Q. Just before that what was Mr. Donahoe doing ? 

A. He had a pencil in his ear; and another thing which Mr. 
Donahoe done to my own knowledge, and he stated it to me, that he 
had made a kind of **X” on the ballot, and I want to know how 
this man voted, Henry Markey ; he is a painter by trade. 

@. He said this to you? 

A. Yes, sir. The reason that he got a chance is that the 
machine or crank or hand-organ or whatever you call it, didn’t 
work well, and he had a chance to scratch it. He took his 
pencil out of his ear and scratched it just like that. He said he 
wanted to see how this man voted. 

Q@. And you.heard Mr. Donahoe communicating information to 
Mr. Murphy, and in reply to the question how he voted — 

Mr. McGeroveu objected to the question as leading. 

Mr. Garean.—As I understood the witness, he made the 
statement that Mr. Murphy came to the rail and asked if such a 
man had voted, and Mr. Donahoe came to the rail and handed a 
slip of paper to him, and soon after he got this communication 
he went out. 

Mr. McGeroueu contended that the witness should state it in his 
own language. ‘ 
Mr. Garean (to witness). —Go on, and state what occurred. 

A. Do you want me to commence again? 
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Q@. Oh, no. Begin at this point. Now.what else occurred 
besides that transaction about Mr. Markey? What else did you 
see that day? . 

A. I thought Precinct 1 was a candy-store. A man behind the 
rail had candy, and I got a piece of it myself. I think it was Mr. 
Dwyer. He said, ‘‘ You are a good fellow, and you better 
take a piece of it.” I think they had a good time that day, and I 
think they were looking more for candy than the polling business. 

@. Did you see any other irregularities than these three 
instances? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t see any more there. Just what I have 
stated to you I have seen.

@. You say you are a painter by trade? 

A. No, sir; I am not a painter by trade. I am a trader by 
trade. Don’t you know what a trader is?

Yes, sir. 

. What kind of a trader? 

A retail trader. 

What kind of a retail trader? 

Liquor, which sets a man drunk once in a while. 
Purposely ? 

Yes, sir; that is what I sell it for. 

Sell it on election day? 

Yes, sir; any day when he comes along 

Where do you keep? 

On Dorchester avenue. 

146? 

I have stated the number before. 

You had charge of Precinct 1 for the purpose of looking 
after the ‘* Yes” ballots? 

A. Yes, sir; I had charge there all day. 

Q. Now, do I understand you to say you saw Mr. Donahoe pass 
Mr. Murphy a slip of paper? 

A. Yes, sir; I have. 

@. You do not know it was a slip of paper? 

A. No, sir; I cannot tell it was a slip of paper. 

Q. Then, after that you heard Mr. Donahoe tell Mr. Murphy 
that somebody had not voted? 

A. I don’t say that; I said Mr. Murphy came up to Mr. 
Donahoe and asked if Mr. So and so had voted. 

@. Who is So and so? 

A. I cannot tell. Do you suppose I was going to find out the 
man’s name? 

@. How do you remember it? 

A. J remember hearing the words. 
Q. You remember the words, but don’t remember the name? 
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A. I heard the name, but forgot it. I might get drunk that 
night and forget it. 
. But did you get drunk that night? 
. No, sir; Iam not that kind. I get drunk once in a while. 
. Been drinking to-day ? 
. No, sir; I drank tea to-day. 
Pretty strong? 
. I like tea pretty strong. 
. After that you heard Mr. Donahoe state this, that he wanted 
to see how Henry Markey voted? 
A. Yes, sir; I saw him do it. 
@. And he put an ‘*X” upon it? 
Yes, sir; on the back of the ballot; and he took his pencil 
and marked it, just like that. 
That is all you saw? 
That is all I seen. 
Were you summoned here to-day? 
No, sir; I came here in the interest of Mr. Teevens. 
Who requested you to come? 
. Nobody but myself. I volunteered. 
You are a volunteer, are you? 
Yes, sir. I like to see every man have his rights ; and I am 
just as Duncan. 
Did anybody visit your store yesterday evening? 
Nobody — oh, lots came into my store. They came to buy 
rink. 
Have you talked with anybody about this case? 

A, Oh, yes; I have talked with Mr. Donahoe. When he came 
in I would give him a kick about it. 

@. Anybody else? 

A. No, sir. , 

@. Nobody else with the exception of this one? 

A. I might speak of it to Mr. Teevens or somebody else. 

Q. You volunteered to come here to-day ? 

A. Well, since a week ago to-day they might easily know I 
volunteered to come here. 

@. Did you tell them you volunteered ? 

A. No, sir. Some parties over here gave the whole information, 

@. Anybody ask you to come? 

A. Nobody asked me to come. 

@. Do you think it will help Mr. Teevens to show that they had 
a candy-store there all day? 

A. No, sir; I don’t care about that. | 
_ Q. Did you tell Mr. Teevens they had a candy-store? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did they have a good time outside the rail? 

A. Yes, sir; everybody had a good time outside the rail. Ihad 
lots of candy. I would like to have candy every day in the week. 
I will take it every time I get it. I don’t want any blows. 

@. Did you say anything there that will help your friend Tee- 
vens in any way? 

A. No, sir; no more than I have stated, | 
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Testimony oF Dennis Dwyer. — Sworn. 


Direct Examination by Mr. GARGAN. 


@. What is your full name? 

A. Dennis Dwyer. 

Q. You are one of the ward officers in Precinct 1, Ward 13? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Will you please state to the committee rg) the election was — 
conducted on that day? What officer are you? 

A. Deputy officer, I presume. 

@. Don’t you know in what capacity you are? 

A. Deputy. 

Q. Deputy? 

A. Deputy inspector. 

@. Don’t you know the grade of office you hold? 

A. Deputy inspector. 

@. There is no such officer known to the law as deputy inspector. 

A. Well, inspector then. The reason] said deputy was, I think, 


if my memory serves me aright, I read it on the warrant. 

@. You are one of the inspectors then? 

A... oY. eS, sir. 

(). Please state to the committee how the election was conducted 
there. 

A. The election went off in what is commonly ealled the usual 
way. The polls were opened at the usual time, and the voters 
came in and voted. After the polls were closed the ballots were 
taken out and counted; and, according to the best of my ability, 
they were counted correctly. 

What is your business ? 

I have a little periodical store. 
Where do you keep? Ri 
104 Dorchester avenue. 

How long have you been inspector there? 

I served at the State and municipal elections. 
This is your first year in office? 

My first year. 
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ffice ? 

I was friendly to every one, no one in particular. 
Who was your particular choice? 

No one in particular. 

Didn’t you vote that day? 

Yes, sir. 

Who did you vote for? 

(Witness objected to answering the question. Mr. McGeough 
objected. ) 

Mr. Garcan. —I am subjecting the witness to cross-examina- 
tion, and must.deal with him as an adverse witness. The question 
was to test the accuracy of his statement as to whether he was in 
favor of one candidate or the other. I will ask you, Mr. Dwyer, 
if you voted for Mr. Teevens that day? 

(Mr. McGroueu objected.) 
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You were friendly to either one of the candidates running 
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The Cuarrman. — The witness is not bound to answer the ques- 


_ tion, and say for whom he voted, in a case such as this. 


Mr. Garean. —I will not press the question if the witness does 
not care to answer it. I will ask another question. 

Q. You voted that day? | 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And you voted for members of the Common Council ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You had your choice, like other people, and you were 
friendly to either one candidate or the other, were you not? 

A. No— Friendly to one candidate or the other? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I might have a preference for one over another. 

Q. That is it precisely. You have a preference for one candi- 
date over the other, honestly so; nobody questions that, Mr. 
Dwyer. Were you present when these ballots were counted? 

A. I was, sir. 

Q. About what time were they taken out of the box? 

A. Immediately after the closing of the polls. 

The Cuarrman. — Was the inspector there? 

A. Well, the inspector— Well, gentlemen, this business — 

The Cuarrman. — Before it is proper for the deputy inspector to 


act, it must be shown that the inspector could not act. 


Witness. — It is an entirely new business for me to act as 
inspector; and why I said I was deputy inspector, if my memory 


serves me aright, —I haven’t the warrant here with me, —I have 
read it on the warrant, deputy inspector; and from that I took it I 


was deputy inspector. Now, when you ask me who was the in- 
spector — 

Mr. McGrouen. —I understand the inspector was sick, and 
Mr. Dwyer, as deputy, took his place. 

Mr. Garaan.—In the returns he appears in the capacity of 
inspector. 

Mr. Garean. — About what time were the ballots taken out of 
the box that day? 

A. Immediately after the closing of the polls. 

@. About how many ballots were cast? 

A. If my memory serves me aright, as near as I can think, 
somewhere between three hundred and twenty-five and seventy- 
five, — that comes somewheres near it. ) 

@. And you handled and helped count some of those ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And was your attention called to any ballots marked, or 
names erased ? 

A. Only in one instance — only in two instances. 

Q. You, perhaps, don’t comprehend my question. How many 
straight ballots were there in the box? 

A. I don’t remember exactly how many. 

@. About how many bearing no mark of any kind? 

A. I don’t know, I am sure. I didn’t count all the straight 
ballots alone. 

@. About how many should you say were marked, to the best 
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of your recollection, — that any candidate’s name was erased or 
crossed upon? 

A. How many ballots? 

Q. Yes. . 

A. Well, I could not say how many. I didn’t tax my memory ~ 
to remember how many there was or how many there wasn’t. 

Q. Your attention was called to some ballots marked? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Whose name was marked on that ballot? 

A. I don’t know, I am sure, whose name it was. I had to look 
across to another man to see who called my attention to it. 

@. What ballots do you refer to? 

A. I see Mr. Donahoe call the attention of the clerk to a ballot, 
and ask him if that was a scratch; and I heard the clerk say he 
would say it was a scratch. 

What was done then? 

We went on and resumed our counting. 

Nothing said about making it plainer? 

No, sir. 

He had a pencil in his hand? 

I didn’t see it. 

Your attention was not called particularly to that? 

No, sir. 

You did hear the warden call the attention of the clerk to a 
scratched ballot? 

A. Well, I should have said my attention was attracted, — not 
called, — from the fact that one gentleman spoke I heard him. 

Q. And looking over Mr. Donahoe’s shoulders you could not 
see who was scratched upon it? 

I did not look over his shoulders. 

Those names were in black ink? 

I presume so; I cannot tell. 

Did you see some of them scratched? 

I see something upon them ; but what it was I cannot tell. 
What was this mark made with? 

That I could not say. It was a black mark. 

You are a man of intelligence; you mean to say you saw a 
white ballot with a black mark across it, and you cannot say what 
it was made with? 

A. I should presume it was a pencil-mark. 

@. Not what you presume, but what you know. 

A. No, sir. I could not tell whether it was a pencil-mark or 
not. It might be charcoal. (Taking up a piece of paper.) I 
was here and saw that made, and I should say it was a lead-pencil. 
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@. What should you say that was made with? 

A. I should say it was a lead-pencil. 

@. And what was the mark you saw on the ballot? 

A. I should say it was a lead-pencil. 

@. And you cannot say what name was marked on it? 

A. No, sir. 

@. And what the conversation was between the clerk and 


warden, you don’t know? 
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A. No, sir. 
@. What did you immediately begin to do? 
A. I went on counting ballots. 
@. You went on counting; and when was your attention 
attracted again? 

A. Well, I aint sure that that was the first or second ballot my 
attention was attracted to. 

@. Well, we will go back to the other one, and ask how your 
attention was attracted to the other one? 

A. By the warden holding a ballot in his hand, and asking, ‘‘ How: 
is that for a scratched ballot?” 

@. And how near were you to him? 

A. Well, I presume I was as near to him as I am to the right- 
hand side of this gentleman here. 

@. You were as near as that before, were you not, when you 
could not distinguish the name or pencil-mark ? 

A. I could distinguish the mark. 

@. When your attention was called to that, whose name was 
scratched then? 

A. .On this ticket? 

Q. Yes. 

A. I could not say whose name, because there were so many 
scratched. 

Q. In both these instances when the warden said, ‘* How is that 
for a scratched ballot?” you did not notice whose name was 
scratched ? 

A. No, sir; only the general character of the ballot; it was 
scratched up and down. 

Did you know what that scratching was at with? 

I do not, sir. 

Would you swear it was done with ink? 

No. 

You know it was not done with ink? 

I don’t know it wasn’t. 

You were there in the ward-room all day. Don’t you know 
it was as impossible to make a scratch without blotting the paper, or 
so blurring the paper as to make a blot running ar ound it? 

A. I don’t hardly understand your question. 

@. You were there all day counting four hundred and eighteen 
ballots ? 

A. I don’t say that. 

Q. Whatever ballots were there. You want this committee to 
understand that you being there all day and handling those ballots, 
you cannot tell whether that mark was made with ink or pencil? 

A. Not that particular ballot. I cannot tell whether it was a 
mark made by pencil-mark or some other substance. 

@. That is the extent of your knowledge of the ballots that 
day? 

A. Of course not; no, sir. 

@. Let us get at the extent of your information. You know 
the kind of paper the ballots are printed on? 

A. I suppose those dealing in paper know the kind of paper. 
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Q. You wouldn’t attempt to write a letter upon that paper? 
A. Not unless I was so situated I could not get any other. 
Q. Now, those two ballots you heard the warden call the atten- 
tion of the clerk to — those scratched ballots ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. But the substance of that you don’t know, and the kind of 
mark you are not very sure of? 


A. No, sir. 

Q. You counted some ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q@. Did you come across scratched ballots? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Whose name was scratched? Give us the name of one 
man. 

A. Mr. Teevens’ name was scratched. 

Q. Who else? 

A. Well; the aldermen were scratched. 

@. And so far as the Common Council were scratched the only 


name that attracted your attention was Mr. Teevens’? 

A. I don’t remember particularly any other names. 

@. Can you remember — 

(Mr. McGerovueu objected to the form of the question.) 

Mr. Garean. — Now, I ask why it is you cannot remember the 
name of any other candidate except Mr. Teevens? 

A. I remember the name of Mr. Flynn. 

@. Why was your attention particularly attracted to the name 
of Mr. Teevens? 

A. I don’t remember being particularly attracted to the name 
of Mr. Teevens. 

@. You noticed the name of Mr. ae Ce being scratched. 
Why did you notice that? 

A. Because I had to count them. 

@. You had to count the others? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. About how many times did you notice Mr. Teevens’ 
name scratched ? 

A. Probably not more than once. 

@. You had a pencil in your hand that day? 

A. I did, sir. 

@. Did you see any ae using a pencil inside the rail to scratch 
any names? 
No, sir. 
Of course you didn’t have one? 
Didn’t have one? 
You didn’t scratch any? 
No, sir. 
And didn’t have any conversation with Mr. Howard about 
this matter? 

A. No, sir. 
_ @. Do you remember having any conversation with Mr. Howard 
at your place of business? 

A. I do, sir. 
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Q. What was that conversation? 

A. He called into my place of business to see me. 

The CHarrman. — When was this? 

A. This was after the recount. He wanted to find out my first 
name and Mr. Donahue’s. I told him my first name, and I told 
him, I think, Mr. Donahue’s name was Tim, and he was usually 
called that for Timothy. I directed him to go to the apothecary’s, 
where they had a directory, and I told him he might go to Mr. 
Donahoe’s house and see himself there in person. 

Q. Was that all the conversation that occurred ? 

A. Well, he congratulated me on the election, and said how 
honest and correct everything was in the count; and he says to me, 
** What do you think of it?” and I said, ‘* It is all right and first- 
rate”; and he said, ‘‘ I will bet you there is none of them there to 
City Hall that can beat that, and that everything come out so cor- 
rect, with no more mistakes.” 

Q. Is that all that occurred? 

A. That is all, sir. 

@. Wasn’t there a conversation that occurred between you and 
Mr. Howard, that there was some scratching of names there, and 
there was going to be a recount, and you would all be involved? 

No, sir. 

@. And when Mr. Howard states that, he states what is false? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Now, you tell the committee that Mr. Howard came in to 
find out what your first name was? 

Yes, sir. 

You signed this return, didn’t you? 

I did, sir. 

How did you sign it there? 

In full, as I always do, Dennis Dwyer. 

And Mr. Donahoe signed his name? 

Yes, sir, at the same time. 

What did Mr. Howard want to go into your place of busi- 
ness ‘for, when he had seen you sign in full here, six, or eight, or 
ten different times this return, — always in full? What do you 
suppose he wanted to go into your place of business and get your 
name for? 

Mr. McGerovuaeu objected, that witness could not know what he 
came there for. 

The CuarrmaNn ruled the question admissible. 

@. You say that, notwithstanding Timothy J. Donahoe, Peter 
Lincoln, Dennis Dwyer, and John Howard, all signed in full, and 
he had written your name several times that day, he came to your 
place two days afterwards for the purpose of finding what your 
name was? 

A. I didn’t state that he came there two days afterwards. 

@. How soon? 

A. It was either the first Sunday after the recount or the follow- 
ing Sunday after that. I didn’t tax my memory with it to remem- 
ber it particularly ; but it was either one or the other, but I am not 
positive which Sunday it was. Now, in asking me this question, 
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it refreshes my memory, that Mr. Howard said to me he had some 
report to send to City Hall, that he wanted to get our names in full, 
and that he hadn’t got them. ‘That gave me to understand there 
were some other documents and papers he bad to send in besides 
those we signed at the precinct. 

_ Q. You want to explain it in that way, that he wanted to get 
these returns and sign them in full, and yet there were these re- 
turns here at City Hall with your name signed in full? 

A. Please state that again. 

@. You desire to correct your first statement? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Yousay the reason he had was to make a return to City Hall, 
and give your name in full; and yet you had made these returns in 
full on the day of election, and they were there in full, with Mr. 
Donahoe’s name and yours, and yet he wanted to get your 
name in full, when he had them right there with the documents? 
Is that what you want the committee to understand ? 

A. No, sir. I want the committee to understand that, from the 
tone of his words, he had some documents to fill out at home, and 
it was optional whether he filled them out the day of election or 
afterwards. ‘That was the first impression that he made to me. 
The first returns went to City Hall by the officer that evening, and 
he had some other papers to fill out; and Mr. Howard not being 
much familiar with me, or much acquainted with me, or I with 


him, and he wanted to get my name in full, and Mr. Donahoe’s 


name in full, so as to fill out these papers all right. 
Q. You were at the State election before that? 
A. I was. 
@. And you signed your name in full there? 
A. 1 aids ‘sir, 
@. And you signed your name six or eight or ten times? 
A. Six or eight or ten times? 
@. Well, all the times necessary ? 
A.” Yes; ‘sir; 
@. And, notwithstanding that, in that short time he had for- 
gotten your name? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. And he came to you and said he had some papers to return 
to City Hall? 
A. A report; that is what he said. 
@. And notwithstanding you had signed this report, he wanted 
your name? 
A. Yes, sir. 


@. Now, on this day in question, did you take the names of any 


persons who did not vote, or take them off? 
A. No, sir; I did not. 
@. Did you give the names to any parties outside? 
A ING.) BIE. 
@. Did you have any conversation with Mr. Murphy at the 


A. Not that I remember. 
@. Do you remember any conversation with him? 
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A. I remember Mr. Murphy was at the rail speaking in regard 
to how the voting should be conducted. 

Q. He was giving you instructions how the people should vote? 

A. He told me to let everybody place their ballots in the box, 
and be sure that they put them in themselves. 

Q. He was not the warden that day ? 

A. No, sir. . 

Q. You got your instructions, when you began your duties, from 
the warden or clerk? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And Mr. Murphy undertook to tell you how the ballots 
should be put into the box. Did you have any other conversation 
with him that day? 

ee, Gir. 

Q@. Any conversation about how people voted ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Did you give him any list of names that day? 

A. No, sir. 

@. Did you have any conversation with Mr. Cummings that 
day? 

A. No; not to know him as Mr. Cummings. 

Q. Well, what conversation did you have with him? 

A. Well, as I see the gentleman down here to-day, I might have 
given him a piece of candy. I happened to have some candy with 
me in my pocket, and as he was a good-natured fellow I gave him 
a piece of candy. 

@. Did you have any conversation with him about this Mr. 
Markey? 

A. No, sir; I don’t remember. 

Q@. Do you know how many ballots were scratched that day? 

A. No, sir; I do not. 

@. Any idea? 

A. I could form no definite idea. 


Cross-examination by Mr. McGroueu. 


Q. Do you want to add anything to your testimony particu- 
larly? IL will ask you one or two questions. You have been 
charged directly, by Mr. Howard, with scratching a clean ballot 
three times with a short pencil you held in your hand, held as he 
described. Did you have a short pencil in your hand that day? 

A. I did not. | 

@. What kind of a pencil did you have? 

A. A long pencil. 

@. Where did you get it? 

A. From the clerk in the morning, — from what was a paper 


. Did you see any short pencil, as he describes, behind the 
rail that day in anybody’s possession? 

A. I did not. 

Q. Did you scratch any ballots on the face, or make any pencil- 
marks of any kind over anybody’s name? 
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A. No, sir. 
@. You heard his testimony in relation to calling your atanGen 


and Mr. Donahoe’s attention, in relation to scratching ballots ; did 


you hear that conversation ? 

I did not. 

Were you where you could hear it if it had taken place? 
Yes, sir; I was. 

You were sitting on his right? 

On his right. 

And Mr. Lincoln was seated at the end of the table? 
Right at the end of the table. 

And you sat at the opposite end: ? 

No, sir; Isat at the front of the table, next to the opposite 
end of Mr. Lincoln. 

@. And Mr. Howard was between you and Mr. Donahoe? 

A. Mr. Howard was between Mr. Donahoe and me. 

Q. Who sat opposite to Mr. Lincoln? 

A. Officer Chase; not at the end of the table, because he sat on 
the table; not this table, but another table joined on to it. 

@. Those were the only parties there at the time? 

A. There was the captain of the engine-house right there look- 
ing on. You mean behind the rail? 
Q 
A 
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. Behind the rail. 
. There were one or two or more members of the fire- reeapeny. 
in the line of their duty. 

@. Did they have anything do with the counting? 

A. Nothing to do with the counting. 

@. Now, as I understand you, your attention was attracted to 
the scratched ballots? 

Yes, sir. 

The first was in regard to scratching somebody’s name? 
Yes, sir. 

Mr. Donahoe called Mr. Howard’s attention to it? 

Yes, sir. 

You could not see the name? 

No, sir; I am short-sighted, and could not see it. I don’t 
think I could read very well that. distance, as near as I could 
recollect. 

Q. Now, the second ballot that your attention was attracted to ; 
that was a ballot, as I understood, which Mr. Donahoe held up 
in his hand to show parties there? 

Yes, sir. 

And it was scratched nearly all over? 

Yes, nearly all over. 

And you have given all the conversation about that matter? 
Yes, sir. 

He simply asked you about the scratched ballot? 

No. ‘‘ How is that for a scratched ballot?” He said to 
Officer Chase, ‘¢ How is that for a scratched ballot?” 

Q. That is all that was said about that ballot? 

A. That is all. 

@. When was the first time that your attention was called to 
matter of scratching ballots by anybody? 
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Scratching the ballots by anybody? 

That is, behind the rail. When was it you first heard of it? 
When was the first I heard of it in relation to this matter? 
Yes. 

Well, it was shortly after the election, just before the re- 
count; it might be one, or two, or three days; I don’t remember, 
because I didn’t tax my memory in regard to anything of the kind. 

Q. Did Mr. Howard, or anybody behind the rail, while you were 
counting ballots, complain of Bey Ory: there scratching the ballots 
on the face of them? 

A. No, sir. 

@. And you were in a position where. you could have heard them 
if they did? 

A. I think I was. 

@. Did you leave that position while counting ballots? Did you 
come from behind the rail? 

A. No, sir. 

@. While the ballots were being counted? 

A. No, sir; not while the ballots were being counted. 

@. When he called upon you at your place of business, he says 
he called your attention to some ballots being scratched behind the 
rail. Did he at that time tell you about the scratching of ballots 
behind the rail? 
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A. No, sir. 
Q. Or to anything like it? 
A. No, sir. 


Re-direct by Mr. GaRGAN. 


@. I understood you to state a moment ago, when I asked you 
about the ballot, that you could not distinguish any name that was 
scratched. Now, when Mr. McGeough asked you about that ballot 
you say it was put up and scratched all over. What do you mean 
by that? 

A. Well, in the same manner as I would say that was a scratch 
there (pointing to a piece of paper). 

@. How many names were scratched? 

A. Well, I don’t know how many names. The paper was all 
blurred up in the same fashion as they would be. I should judge 

_ the majority of the names were scratched or covered over by some 
dark substance, — whether it was pencil or not I don’t know. 

@. Then, as I understand you, if you took a ballot up you could 
not tell whether more than one name was scratched for the Com- 
mon Council, and, if I understood you to say that one name was 
scratched at the bottom of the ballot, I misunderstood you? 

, A. I cannot rightly understand you. 

Q@. I ask you if I misunderstand you? 

A. I don’t know whether you do or not. 

@. Now, didn’t you state, a few moments ago, in response to my 
question, that he took that ballot up, and Mr. Donahoe showed it 
to Mr. Howard and asked, ‘* How is that for a scratch?” 

A. I believe I said nothing of the kind. 
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Q. No; but Mr. Donahoe took up the ballot and asked Mr. 
Howard, ‘* How is that for a scratch?” 

A. I beg pardon, you said— 

Q. Now, I ask, if you didn’t state that Mr. Donahoe took up 
the ballot and asked Mr. Howard, ‘* How is that for a scratch?” 
Did you say that? 

A. No, sir. I said Mr. Donahoe took up the ballot and said, 
‘¢ How is that for a scratched ballot?” andthe making of the remark 
called the attention of Mr. Howard, I presume, and I presume 
Mr. Lincoln, and then Mr. Donahoe said, ‘* How is that for a 
scratched ballot, Mr. Chase?” — that is, alluding to the officer sit- 
ting on the table directly at my left. 

@. After showing it to the ward officers, he turned around and 
showed it to the police-officer. Was the police-ofticer taking any 
part in the count? 

A. No, sir; I presume he was watching it. 

@. And your theory of this conversation was, that no such con- 
versation as this occurred between you and Mr. Howard at your 
place of business, except what you state?

I 
took the key from Officer Emery, and opened the box, and then, 
placing the crank on the box, I handed the key to Mr. Emery.

He 
stood outside the rail peddling those tickets, ‘‘ Yes” and ‘* No,” 
and I see him ordered out by the police once or twice. 

@. You had no difficulty with him? 

A. No, sir; nothing at all. 

@. What was the occasion of your little dispute here this after- 
noon ? 

A. Nothing, only I think the gentleman stood here and testified 
under a false oath. It seems to me as though the testimony he 
gave here he never see, and that is as regards my passing a slip 
of poe to Mr. Murphy, which I never done. 

You had some conversation with Mr. Cummings that day?

Q@. If you hadn’t some familiarity with Mr. Cummings before 
that? 

A. I had some familiarity with him, and from the fact that I 
made some clothes for him. 

Q. You made clothes for him? 

A. Yes, sir; to a certain extent.

Q. Who got credit for those fifty votes? 

A. I don’t seem to remember now. 

@. Here is an election where there is a close contest between 
two members of the Common Council, and it turns on forty-five 
votes, and there is a discrepancy in the machine of fifty votes, and 
you are not able to say to whom that credit was given, is that it? 

A. Iam not able to say at the present time whether it was or 
not. 

@. In any return which you made to the City Hall, was any 
mention made of the fact that there was a credit of fifty votes out 
of the way? 

I believe the clerk was the man to do all that. 

You signed the return? 

I did. 

You didn’t suppose you had the ordering of the clerk? 

I would like to. 

You made no mention of that fact? 

No, sir. 

When the votes were taken out and spread upon the table, 
what conversation occurred between you and Mr. Howard about 
scratched ballots? 

A. WhenI declared the polls closed by my watch at four o’clock, 
I took this box from the position it held all day, and placed it upon 
the table, got the key from Officer Emery and unlocked the box; 
and I, myself in person, and none but me, took those tickets out 
of the box and placed them upon the table. Howard had nothing 
whatever to do with that, and never placed his hand near those 
tickets at all. I then sat down, and got four chairs, and sat down 
between Mr. Lincoln and Mr. Howard, and Dwyer at my left, and 
Howard between Dwyer and me. I says, ‘* Gentlemen, we will take 
the head of the ticket, and after we get through the head of the 
ticket we will skip the Board and take the Council.’’ 

Q. What do you mean by skipping the Board? 

A. That is, let the aldermen go by and get the Council count. 
The reason for doing that way, I didn’t know what I should call 
them — 
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3 @. You had a considerable interest in the Common Council? 


A. I don’t know why you should say so. My reason for asking 
to skip the aldermen was that there was a noisy and disorderly 


audience in the precinct room, and we wanted to get rid of them as 


soon as we could, and they would not leave until they would get 
the returns of the Common Council; and that was my reason for 
asking them to skip the aldermen ‘and give them the Common 
Council, so as we could have the precinct clear so we could proceed 
with our business in a little better manner. 

Q. Then what occurred? 

A. The four officers set down. I placed those desks right against 
the front of the stable of the engine-house, then there was left the 
front of the table and two ends. ‘There were two police-officers 
there, which was Mr. Chase and Mr. Emery. Mr. Howard made 
a remark that we take all the clean tickets, and we done so, — took 
the clean tickets. Mr. Howard, when I would get through with 


my count, I would probably pass to Mr. Howard, and Mr. Howard 


counted after me. If Mr. Howard found the count was correct he 


would take his pencil and place the number upon the back, and I. 


would do the same with his, until we came to those scratched tickets. 


‘When we came to those scratched tickets there was one that 


attracted my attention, and the reason it attracted my attention 
was that out of twelve aldermen there was ten of them scratched. 
It was the worst scratched ticket I ever see. I said, ‘‘ Chase, how 
is that for a scratched ticket?’’ Chase looked at it, and passed it 
back to me. In regard to scratching those tickets I asked Mr. 


Howard if those two tickets were not scratched for John J. 


Teevens. He said tothe best of his ability he should call it a scratch. 
I then said, place it with the rest of the count; and I went on with 
my business.

The Joint Special Committee on.Rules and Orders, to 
whom their former report and draft of rules (City Document 
No. 9, 1883) were recommitted, to allow members of the 
City Council to suggest further changes in the rules that

On page 5, in section relating to the Committee on 
Claims, insert, after the word “may,” in the third line, the 
words “ with the approval of the Mayor.”

* or with the approval of the Mayor for their settlement.” 

The section will then read as follows : — 


The Committee on Claims shall investigate all, claims against the 
city, except those for damages on account of the laying out and widen- 
ing of streets, the change of grade of streets, and the abatement of nui- 
sances by the Board of Health; and may, with the approval of the 
Mayor, settle any such claim, before suit is brought, if such settlement 
can be effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hundred

dollars ; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, take such steps as 
they deem expedient for the defence of suits brought for the recovery of 
such claims, or with the approval of the Mayor. for their settlement. 


- The expense of such defence or settlement shall be paid from the appro- 


priation aor Incidental Expenses. 


On page 8 strike out the section relating to the Committee 


on Printing, and insert the following in place thereof : — 


The Committee on Printing shall have executed all printing and 
binding, and furnish all stationery or similar supplies required by the 
City Council or either branch thereof, or by any office or department 
of the City Government, except where otherwise expressly provided by 
statute or ordinance. The committee shall, wherever possible, procure 
its supplies by open contract, andshall especially contract with some 
one person, firm, or corporation annually to do all the printing under 
its charge. The committee shall have control of the Superintendent of 
Printing and may require bim to act as their clerk, without extra pay, 
and may direct him to keep suitable accounts and records to their satis- 
faction. The said committee shall fix the number of copies of any 
document, the printing of which has been ordered, unless otherwise 
directed ; and may direct the disposal or sale of any such printed docu- 
ments, under the same restriction. The committee shall, at least 
once in every month, audit all bills incurred under their direction as 
wubove stated.

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND CHAPTER TWENTY-NINE OF THE 
REVISED ORDINANCES. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows :— 


SEcTIoN 1. Chapter twenty-nine of the Revised Ordi- 


nances is hereby repealed, and the following chapter is sub- 
stituted therefor :— | 


CHAPTER 29. 
OF THE CITY PRINTING. 


Sxorion 1. The superintendent of printing shall be a 
person who has practised the trade of a printer, and who is 
competent also to judge of the. quality of the work and 
supplies needed in his department. 

Sect. 2. All printing, binding, or stationery needed by 
any department of the city government, except when other- 
wise ordered by statute or ordinances, shall be furnished 
on requisitions directed to the superintendent of printing, 
who shall forthwith fill the same in such manner as the com- 
mittee on printing may from time to time prescribe. The 
officer or department issuing such requisition shall, however, 
in all cases give a receipt for the work performed or articles 
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received, to the said superintendent, who shall file the same 
and charge the cost of the work or article to the department 
issuing the requisition. 

Sxor. 3. All bills for work or supplies ordered by or 
through said superintendent of printing shall be audited 
monthly by the committee on printing, and shall be kept by 
the auditor under one heading. But the superintendent 
shall also send to the auditor monthly a statement of what 
portions of such bills 4re chargeable to specific appropriations 
other than for printing, and the auditor shall make his 
entries accordingly. 

Sror. 4. The superintendent of printing shall annually 
submit to the city council a detailed report of the work of 
the department, and may, preparatory thereto, obtain from 
the comuiittee on printing a verification of the stock on hand 
in his charge. He shall not be directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in any purchase or sale made by or for the committee 
or the department of printing, and shall receive no fee, 
gratuity, or other benefit from his place beyond the salary 
fixed by the city council. 

Sror. 5. All books and records kept by the superintend- 
ent. of printing shall be the property of the city, and shall 
be by him delivered to his successor or to the committee on 
printing, on demand. 

Sxor. 6. All documents, books, or pamphlets printed for 
the use and at the expense of the several executive depart- 
ments of the city government shall be under the care and 
custody of the heads of the departments for which they are 
printed, subject, however, at all times to the control of the 
city council ; and the city messenger shall, subject to suchrules 
and regulations as the committee on printing may adopt, have 
the care, custody, and distribution of all documents, books, 
and pamphlets, the printing of which for the use of the city 
council has been or may be from time to time duly authorized.

MAJORITY AND MINORITY REPORTS 


ON THE 


Ward 16 Contested Election Case. 


JAMES DONOVAN v. A. FRANCIS RICHARDS. 


- In Common Covunciu, March 8, 1883. 


The Committee on Elections, to whom was referred the 
petition of James Donovan contesting the right of A. Fran- 
cis Richards to a seat in the Common Council from Ward 16, 
and alleging fraud on the part of the precinct officers in the 
conduct of the municipal election in-said ward, beg leave 
to submit the following 


1 REPORT. 


At the hearings given by the committee a number of wit- 
nesses testified to irregular and improper proceedings on the 
part of some of the precinct officers while the voting was 
going on, and also after the polls had been closed. The 
conduct of these election officials, as described by the wit- 
nesses, was such as, in the opinion of the committee, to de- 
stroy the integrity of the returns, and warrant the Common 
Council in rejecting them. ‘The testimony of the witnesses 
in regard to fraud perpetrated by the precinct officers is 


_ sustained, in at least two instances, by the appearance of the 


ballots themselves. Mr. John B. Bergh testifies, in sub- 
stance (see Appendix, p. 28), that he saw the warden, 
MeLaughlin, counting straight Democratic tickets, upon 


which Mr. Donovan’s name appeared; that he held a pen- 
cil in his hand, and with it marked quickly across the bottom 
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of a dozen or more ballots, where the names of the candi-_ 


dates for Common Council were. Mr. Morris Clark’s testi- 
mony (Appendix, p. 26) is to the same effect, but not so 
definite as Mr. Bergh’s. Upon an examination of the ballots 
cast in this precinct the committee discovered twenty-seven 
ballots marked uniformly in just such manner as the witness 
described. The names of two of the candidates — Donovan 
and Rosnosky — are upon the same line on the ballots, and 
both names are scratched by pencil-marks carried across the 
ballot. 

In Precinct 3 the evidence of fraud is still stronger than 
in Precinct 1. The clerk, John F. O’Neil, testified positively 
to seeing the warden, J ‘hn W. Lehon, ccvabent Mr. Donovan’s 
name from a ballot, with a lead- pencil. He states (Appendix, 
p- 33), “I looked around and saw Lehon scratch a ballot ; 
and I said, ‘I want none of this business here while I am 
here.’ He immediately put the pencil in his pocket. He 
scratched Donovan’s name right on top of it.” The committee 


found, among the ballots of this precinct, eleven upon which 


the name of Donovan is scratched with a single short pencil- 
mark. They have the appearance of being hastily marked, 
the name of the scratched candidate being perfectly legible, 
instead of being obliterated, as is the case in a ballot as 
ordinarily prepared by a voter. ‘The committee did not dis- 
cover any ballots in Precinct 2, whose appearance would 
attract special attention; but a number of witnesses testify 
positively to seeing the warden in this precinct marking 


ballots with a pencil which he carried behind his ear and in - 


his mouth. His actions attracted so much attention that an 
outcry was raised by the spectators, and the warden was 
forced to remove his pencil, which he, as he stated, supposed 
was a toothpick, and put it in his pocket, before the dis- 


turbance could be quieted. (See Appendix, testimony of 


Raphael Rosnosky, p. 18; Christie A. Scheelee, p. 39; 
Florence Barrett, p. 49; Thomas B. Fitzgerald, p. 87.) In 
this precinct it appears that a deputy inspector whose services 
were not required was present behind the rail during the elec- 
tion, and assisted the other officers, in direct violation of the 
Jaw in this regard. (Acts of 1881, chap. 291, § 1.) It will 
also be seen by the evidence that charges were made of in- 
timidation of the voters, and other acts of unfairness on the 
part of some of the precinct officers. These charges, although 
the natural outcome of a heated election, should, however, be 
considered as to their bearing upon the other testimony pre- 
sented, and as to whether or not they indicate any purpose 
of the election officers to aid or defeat one or another of the 
candidates.

The rule for impeaching the returns of a precinct, on the 
ground of fraud or misconduct on the part of the election 
Officers, is as follows: “ When the result in any precinct has 
been shown to be so tainted with fraud that the truth cannot 
be deducible therefrom, then it should never be permitted to 
form a part of the canvass.” (McCrary, § 437.) The com- 
mittee, after carefully considering all the evidence, supported 
| as it is by the appearance of the ballots themselves in at least 
___ two precincts, are of the opinion, as stated in the outset, that 
F the ballot of Ward 16 is so tainted with fraud that it should 
q be rejected, and that the sitting membev’s seat should be de- 
clared vacant, and a new election ordered. They are also 
impressed with the fact that the majority of the election offi- 
% cers, notably in Precincts 1, 2,and 3, have shown themselves 
2 to be not only incompetent, but entirely unworthy of the 
| trust imposed upon them, and, if found guilty of the acts as- 
eribed to them, they should be removed. 
q The committee respectfully recommend the passage of the 
| following orders.

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MINORITY REPORT. 


The undersigned respectfully dissents from the recom- 
mendation of the majority of the committee, and begs leave 
to state his reasons therefor, as follows : — 


The petition referred to your committee, which is to be 
found at the beginning of the Appendix to the reports of 
your committee, sets forth with sufficient clearness the charges 
and claims made by the petitioner. To support this peti- 
tion the evidence which is submitted in the Appendix was 
presented to your committee. As will be seen this evidence 
is extremely voluminous, and the undersigned will not 
undertake, in his report, to make any abstract of it, or to com- 
ment upon it at any length. He will, therefore, simply state 
the conclusions which he has reached, after a careful con- 
sideration of it, and after an inspection and recount of the 
ballots cast, so far as such conclusions bear upon the charges 

made in the petition. 

The only charges of fraud upon which evidence was pre- 
sented are those which allege that the name of the petitioner 
was erased by certain of the precinct officers during the ex- 
amination and counting of the ballots after the polls had 
been closed. The burden of proof is of course upon the 
petitioner to overturn the presumption which the official acts 
and the ballots carry with them, that all that has been done 
has been rightly done, and to convince the committee of the 
facts charged. Conduct so serious as is here alleged should 
not be lightly found against the persons accused ; and the 
danger of undertaking to decide, from any peculiarity in the 
manner of erasures upon the ballots alone, that the names of 
candidates were fraudulently erased thereon after the ballots 
had been through the ballot-box, cannot be too carefully 
borne in mind. 

In the opinion of the undersigned the charges of fraud 
are substantiated only in the case of Precinct 3. The ap- 
pearance of eleven ballots in that precinct, taken together 
with the extrinsic evidence presented as to the conduct of 
the Warden after the close of the polls, is sufficient to satisfy 
the undersigned that the name of the petitioner was erased 
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upon those ballots after they had been deposited in the 
ballot-box by the voter. On all of these ballots the printed oe 
names of other candidates for other offices were carefully a 
erased by shading, or were pasted over with other names, 


while the name of the petitioner was erased by a single 3 
pencil line, in some instances drawn through a part only of ead 
the name. 


_ As to Precinct 2, although the greater part of the testi- ) 
mony from both the petitioner and the seated member was Ble

_  Kichards, aside from that of Mr. William A. McLaughlin him- Shy 
self, all of whom had as good opportunities to watch the conduct one 
of the election in the precinct in question as either Mr. Clark or i 
Mr. Bergh, goes to show that there was no improper action. 
by persons behind the rail during the casting or counting of 
the ballots. The undersigned is, moreover, of the opinion 
that the appearance of the ballots themselves affords no evi- 
dence to support the charges made by Messrs. Clark and 
Bergh. The name of the petitioner is erased upon about 
twenty-seven of them with a pencil; but there does not seem 
to be anything in the appearance of the erasures to justify 
the conclusion that the name was erased after the ballots had 
been deposited in the ballot-box. 

The result, ‘therefore, of the investigation of the under- 
signed is, so far as the charges of fraud are concerned, to find 
that those charges are proved only in the case of Precinct 3, 
and that in that precinct the fraud affects eleven ballots only. 
It remains, therefore, to determine the effect of that finding 
upon the whole election. A careful consideration of the 
authorities shows the law to be that, even where fraud 
has been found, as a matter of fact the election should 

not be declared void if from all the evidence the will of the 
voters can be ascertained. — See McCrary on Elections (2d 
__ed.), §§ 303 et seg., 441 et seg.; Mann v. Cassidy, 1 Brews- 
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ter, 11, 32; Littlefield v. Green, Brightley’s Election cases, 
493, 496, and note on page 501; Knox County v. Davis, 63 
Ill., 405, 418; Contested Election Cases in Congress (1865- 
1871), pp. 58, 84, 88; Contested Election Cases in Con- 
gress (1871-1876), pp. 389, 411, 459. This rule is well 
stated in the case of Washburn v. Vorhees, Contested Elec- 
tion Cases in Congress (1865-1871), p. 58, in the following 
words: “ When the result in any precinct has been shown to 
be so tainted with fraud that the truth cannot be deducible 
therefrom, then it should never be permitted to form part of 
the canvass. The precedents, as well as the evident require- 
ments of truth, not only sanction, but call for the rejection of 
the entire poll when stamped with the characteristics here 
shown”; or, in the words of Thompson, C.J., in Chadwick 
v. Melvin, reported in Brightley’s Election Cases, p. 256: 
“ There is nothing which will justify the striking out of an 
entire division but an inability to decipher the returns, or 
showing that not a single legal vote was polled, or that no 
election was legally held.” — See, also, Powers v. Reed, 19 
Ohio St., 207. In the case now under consideration the 
extent of the fraud can be determined as affecting eleven 
ballots only, and, if those ballots are credited to Mr. Donovan, 
the result of the election can be ascertained without difficulty 
and without any uncertainty. If the effect of the fraudulent 
acts had been such as to render the whole vote in Precinct 3 
uncertain, so that the will of the voters could not be ascer- 
tained, the result would have been that the whole poll in 
that precinct must have been declared void, and it would 
then have become necessary to have considered whether or 
not a new election should be recommended. But the remedy 
in the case now under consideration is, to purge the polls 
of the fraudulent votes if possible. 
Thompson, C.J., in Chadwick v. Melvin, supra; and, if this 
remedy is applied in the case of Precinct 3, it is believed that 
substantial justice will be done to the voters. The under- 
signed, therefore, respectfully recommends that the eleven 
ballots upon which the petitioner’s name was _ fraudu- 
lently erased be counted for him, and the undersigned has so 
counted them in the return he now makes of the recount 
made by the committee. 

The allowance of these eleven ballots to the petitioner still 
leaves Mr. Richards, the present occupant of the contested 
seat, a majority of five votes over the petitioner, according to 
the recount which has been made by your committee, a tabu- 
lar statement of the results of which, together with the re- 
sults of the ward returns, and of the recount by the Board of 
Aldermen, is given at the end of this report. 


See the opinion of — 
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‘ There were in all two ballots for Mr. Richards and one 
Pibe Mr. Donovan in Precinct 2, and three for Mr. Richards 
and two for Mr. Donovan in Precinct 4, which were not 
registered as having been through the ballot-box. These 
ballots are noted in the tabular statement, and they have not 
been counted for either candidate in the returns. 

The presence in Precinct 2 of Mr. Whitman C. Raymond, 
one of the deputy inspectors, behind the rail during the poll- 
ing and counting of the ballots, beside that of the regular 
precinct officers, making five officers present during the poll- 
ing and counting, was directly contrary to the provisions of 
the Act of 1881, c. 291, § 1, and he has exposed himself to 
liability for the penalty named in § 5 of said Act.

™ To the Honorable the Common Council of the City of Boston: — 


- The undersigned, your petitioner, hereby contests the right of A. Francis 

; Richards to hold the seat in your body for which seat a certificate has been 

issued to him (said Richards); and your petititioner claims said seat as his 

right, and charges that at the election held in Ward 16 on the 12th day of De- 

cember; A.D., 1882 (at which election it is claimed that said Richards was 

elected), gross frauds were perpetrated by the precinct and ward officers of 

said ward, and that the name of your petitioner, where it appeared upon bal- 

lots properly cast, was erased by at least two of the precinct officers in said 

ward, and that certain ballots appear among the ballots, which ballots are not 

registered or stamped and were not deposited by the voters as required by law, 

. and were not cast by the voters in said ward; and your petitioner further 

claims that other frauds were perpetrated by which votes properly cast for 

your petititioner were taken from him and not counted for him, and that, by 

reason of such acts and frauds, your petitioner has been defrauded of the seat 

in your body to which he was elected. Wherefore, your petitioner prays that 

the ballots cast in said Ward 16, may be reéxamined and recounted, and 

that this petition be referred to the proper committee of your body, with 
instructions to give all parties and their witnesses a hearing.

| Mr. Garvin. — Under this petition, Mr. Chairman, and under 
the rule in all contested cases, that rule being stated, I think, as 
clearly in a work upon suffrage and elections, by Naar, as 
follows : — 
The inquiry in all contested elections, whether in legislative bodies, in 
courts, or before a jury or upon guo warranto, opens up the whole question, 
(McCrary on Elections, People vs. Vail, 20, Ward 12), and goes to the merits 


of the case, the object being to ascertain and give effect to the will of the 
majority of legal voters who voted in the election. (20 Ward, and 5 Rawle, 
77.) 
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Accordingly the returns may be impeached, the ballots recounted, their 
legality when questioned inquired into, and their meaning when doubtful 
ascertained.

A. Here are the records of their appointment, and here are the 
signatures of the officers after serving.

@. Do you know the manner in which these wardens, clerks, 
and inspectors are appointed ? 

A, They are appointed by His Honor the Mayor, and con- 
firmed by the Board of Aldermen. 

Q. On the recommendation of whom? 

A. When I had the honor to be mayor’s clerk, I endeavored 
to get at — it has been the usage, I will say then, to request the 
chairmen of the two committees of the parties, Democratic and 
Republican, to furnish a list for the ward officers. 

@. Now, can you tell, from any record that you have as City 
Clerk, whether these names as here stated, were the first list fur- 
nished ? 

(Mr. Douerty objected to the question as incompetent. ) 

Mr. Garvin said he intended to show that all these parties were 
behind the rails in the different precincts on that day ; and as they 
believed that the changes were made with the intention of ar- 
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ranging the precinct so that Mr. Richards would have friends 


behind the rail, and that no friends of any parties running on the 
regular ticket should be placed behind the rail on that day, —I 
want to show that, although the chairman of the Democratic and 
Republican committees suggested certain names to His Honor 
the Mayor, those names, after being suggested, and remaining 
with the Mayor for some time, were changed, and other parties 
were put in with the desire and intention to carry what we con- 
sider, or what we shall show, was a conspiracy against the parties 
running upon the regular ticket, and in the interest of Mr. 
Richards. 

The Cuarrman. — Will you repeat the question. 

Mr. Garvin. —I asked him whether he could tell, from ‘any 
record he has as City Clerk, whether these were the first names 
suggested for appointment to His Honor the Mayor. 

Wirness. — There is nothing to show that it was suggested to 
His Honor the Mayor. The only thing which the records show 
is the nomination which the Mayor made to the Board of Alder- 
men, and their confirmation of it, with subsequent changes. 

Mr. Donerrty objected. ‘The Mayor was charged with a certain 
duty, and it appears that he had done it. The Mayor is not on 
trial here, and we are not responsible for his acts. 

The CHarrMan. — Does Senator Galvin propose to ask this 
question as one of a number of questions which he is going to 
ask, as showing a conspiracy ? 

Mr. Garvin. — That is what I mean to say, Mr. Chairman. 

The Cuartrman. — Now, the simple question is, that Mr. Good- 
rich is to state what changes were made from the persons nominated 
to the persons appointed.

A. The names which I have read were the appointments of His 
Honor the Mayor and the confirmations by the Board of Aldermen, 
with the exception of the two changes which were made. 

The Cuarrman. —I think we shall have to confine the investi- 
gation to the appointments which were made. 

Mr. Garvin. —I think that is all he was about to give us. (To 
Witness.) Let us have the changes. 

A. There were only two changes. In Precinct 2, Ward 16, the 
deputy clerk resigned, Otis E. Cousins, and in ‘his place was 
appointed, on the 16th of October, George W. Varney. 

@. He did not serve, did he? 
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A. Ido not think he served. He was a deputy. The other

TESTIMONY OF JAMES DONOVAN. — Sworn. 


Direct Examination by Mr. Gavin. 


@. I wish you would state in your own way what you know in 
relation to this election in Ward 16, at the last city election on 
the 12th day of December, 1882, taking whichever precinct first 
you please, but confining yourself to one precinct at a time? 

A. Mr. Chairman, and gentlemen of the Committee: Before 
the last State election, as a member of the regular Democratic 
ward and city committee, I was instructed by the members of 
that Committee — 

(Mr. Douerty objected.) 

Witness. —I wish to prove Mr. Chairman and gentlemen — 

Mr. Garvin. — Suppose you begin on election day, and as for 
the other matter we will go into that afterwards. 

Wirness. —I will state that on election day after the polls 
opened, I think the second man that came up to vote in Precinct 2, 
a friend of mine accosted him and asked him to vote for Mr. 


Donovan ; I saw this myself. I heard the conversation. The man . 


was asked to vote for me. The man intended to vote for me. 

The Cuarrman. —No matter about that; you cannot give evi- 
dence of his intention. 

Witness. — He held a paster in his hand. 

The Cuarrman. — Say what he did, and what happened in your 
hearing. 
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Witness. —I wish to state that the warden told the officers to 
put the man out that asked the citizen to vote forme. The man 
was immediately ejected from the precinct. The warden was 
Thomas Fitzgerald, of Precinct 2. I do not say the man was 
ejected ; but he walked out on his own accord, because he thought 
it would be no place for him. 

Mr. Garvin. — That was what time in the day? 

A. About five minutes past seven on the morning of the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Denney. — Was the warden behind the rail at that time? 

A. The warden was behind the rail. Then the warden made 
a little speech, and he stated in his little speech that there was 
a party of men that came there that day to intimidate voters, 
and he instructed the officers to keep every man away from the 
rail. And if a friend of Mr. Richards wanted to get a vote for 
Mr. Richards, he could follow a citizen as far as the ballot-box ; 
but if a friend of Mr. Donovan had wanted to get a vote for Mr. 
Donovan, the officer would say to the officer, put that man out. 
And it continued that way all day long. Now, the warden stated 
that there were men coming there to intimidate the voters. 
There were only two men peddling the straight Democratic ticket — 
a Mr. Reinhart and one other man, and I venture to say that 
there were as many as twenty-five peddling the opposition ticket. 
It continued all that day long that way. A friend of mine could 
not approach the ballot-box to get a vote for me, and a friend of 
Mr. Richards could. If a friend of mine went toward the ballot 
box, the warden would tell the officer to keep him away. I was 
there all day. 

Mr. Gatyrn. —- Did these things happen while you were there? 

A. Yes, sir. At four o’clock the polls closed. The police-offi- 
cers stood outside of the rail. 

Was Thomas Fitzgerald one of the men? 

Yes, sir. 

George L. Pierce? 

Yes, sir. 

W. E. Fitzgerald? 

I know him. 

H. L. Goodale? 

I know him. 

Who was the fifth man behind the rail? 

I did not, know him. 

When did he go behind the rail? 

I noticed him there all day; but I knew it would not be any 
good for me to object, because I had not a friend behind the rail, 
At four o’clock the polls closed, and some citizens there asked the 
warden to announce the vote ‘for councilmen first, because they 
were very much interested in the contest. There was quite a 
crowd gathered in front of the rail, and I got up in front of the 
rail myself and watched the wardens, and clerks, and inspectors. 
They sat at a table similar to this, with their backs facing the 
crowd, so you could not really hardly see what they were doing. 
I thought I noticed the warden with a lead-pencil in his hand. It 
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was a short lead-pencil about an inch and a half long. I did not 
say anything. I thought I would see what he would do with his 
lead-pencil. Finally, I saw him take the lead-pencil. He had 
some ballots in his hand and held the lead-pencil. I will not 
swear that he scratched the ballots, but he held the lead-pencil 
just asI tell you. (Illustrating by showing a motion of the hand 
as holding a lead-pencil, and drawing it across a paper in the 
other hand.) ‘Then a cry was raised that the warden had a lead- 
pencil in his hand, and was scratching ballots. Some of the men 
said they saw him scratching the ballots; but I must say I did 
not see him scratching them; but he held the pencil toward the 
bottom of the ballot like that. I then saw that they were unfair 
behind the rail, and I requested the police-officer to go behind the 
rail. At first they refused, but I insisted upon it, and I think one 
of them is here. I insisted upon him going behind the rail, and 
the crowd did. He finally went behind the rail, and I told 
him to have the warden put the lead-pencil away, and the warden 
immediately put the lead-pencil in his pocket after the officer 
went behind the rail. That is all I know about the election in 
Precinct 2. 

Mr. Garvin. —Is there any other precinct of which you have 


. knowledge? 


- No; Ido not. 
Do you know this Mr. Fitzgerald, the warden of Precinct 2? 
Yes, sir. 
How long have you known him? 
About seven or eight years, I should judge. 
A friend of yours? 
Always has been. I supposed he was. 
Do you know what his occupation is? 
I knew he was not a political friend of mine. 
' Was he a political enemy of yours? 
bE. OCeS, Bit. 

The Cuarrman. — To what party did he belong? 

A. He classes himself as a Democrat; but he was not appointed 
warden on the recommendation of the Democratic ward and city 
committee. 

Mr. Garvin. — He is an independent Democrat, I suppose? 

A. Yes, sir; he is an independent Democrat, I suppose. I 
belong to the regular Democratic organization, and this gentleman 
is a member of an independent Democratic organization. 

@. Do you know the names of the gentlemen who were sug- 
gested for warden and clerk first? 

A; Yes, 

. @. Are they the same names that have been given by Mr. 
Goodrich ? 

A. No sir. 

(Mr. Douerty objected, the matter not being competent, and Mr. 
GALVIN said he would not press it.) 

Mr. Garvin. — Do you know Mr. Pierce, the clerk in Precinct 2? 

A, No, sir; Ido not. Heis a Republican. 

@. Do you know William E. Fitzgerald? 
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A, Yes, sir. 

Q. Is he friend or enemy of yours? 

A. Politically he is an enemy. 

Q@. Do you know Mr. Goodale? 

A. Yes, sir; heis a Republican, and I think he is a friend of mine. 

The Cuarrman. —Is Mr. Fitzgerald a Democrat? 

Mr. Garvin. — Yes, sir; William E., and Thomas are both 
Democrats. 

Mr. Garvin. — Take Precinct 3; who is John W. Lehon? 

A. He was appointed by the Mayor as a Republican warden. 
The man is my bitterest enemy, politically. He belongs to the 
Republican party. 

Q. Is he.a friend of yours? 

Al. No sir, he is an enemy of mine. 

Mr. Douerty. — Personally or politically ? 

A. Personally and politically. 

Mr. Garvin. — Do you know any other men in Precinct 3? 

A. I know Mr. Donahoe. He is a political enemy of mine. 

The Cuarrman. — What party does he belong to? 

. Independent Democratic party. 

Mr. Gatyin. — Mr. Hamilton? 

I do not know him; he is a Republican. 

Now, in Precinct 1, Daniel A. McLaughlin? 

He is a political enemy of mine. 

Mr. Adler, the clerk, is a Republican? 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. D. 8. O’Brien, do you know him? 

He is a friend of mine politically. 

Truman Bartlett ? 

He is a Republican. I know him. 

You remained in Precinct 2 almost the entire day ? 

Almost the entire day. I stepped out for about ten min- 
I went down to Precinct 1, and was gone about ten minutes. 
I think that is all, unless you think of something. 

. I only wish to state before the Committee, that, being a 
member of the regular Democratic ward and city committee, I wish 
to state that I called upon the Mayor and asked him to appoint 
what I considered regular Democrats as precinct officers of Ward 16. 

The Carman. — I do not think the Committee had better listen 
to that. We must take the officers as they were appointed by the 
official records.. I do not see how we can go behind that. 
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Cross-Examination by Mr. Donerty. 


@. Some of these men, you say, were independent Democrats? 

A. That is what they call themselves, as I understand it. 

@. And they ran upon the independent ticket? 

A. Mr. Richards was upon the regular Republican ticket and on 
the independent Democratic ticket. 

Q. They ran on an independent ticket, did they not? 

A, Yés, sir. 

@. And that is quite a common thing in your ward, to have men 
run on independent tickets? 
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A. A very uncommon thing; I think so. 

@. Do you mean to say it is a very uncommon thing in Ward 16 ~ 
to have split tickets : ? 

A. That is the first ticket I ever saw in Ward 16 called a regular 
Democratic ticket, when it was not, since I have been in politics. 

@. Have not men run as Democrats in Ward 16 that did not get 
the regular nomination? 

. Yes, sir. 

. And elected, some of them? 

. Mr. Taylor has once, I think. 
And others have? 

. Not that I know of. 

Mr. Barry has, hasn’t he? 

. Never before. 

. But he did this time? 

. He did this time. 

. Mr. Bowker ran once as an independent Democrat, and was 
elected. wasn’t he? 

A. That was before I was a voter. 

@. Still at the same time you lived in the ward? 

A. I did. 

Q. And know the fact? 

A. I know it is a fact he got the Republican nomination, and was 
elected. You cannot call that an independent Democrat. 

@. Iam asking you if he did not run as an independent Demo- 
crat? 

A. At that time there was only two hundred Democratic ma- 
jority and he got Republican votes. 

@. But he did run as an independent Democrat, didn’t he? 

A. I don’t say he did. He run as a Republican. 

@. And a man may be a Democrat and may be independent, _ 
may he not? 

Mr. Garvin. — That is a question of ethics. 

Mr. Douerty. — But he is classifying these mens’ affiliations, 
and I want to see who the men are. 

Witness. —I think when a man goes into a Democratic caucus 
and only gets fifty or sixty votes in the caucus, and does not get 
the Democratic nomination, and because he does not get the Dem- 
ocratic nomination and then solicits the Republican nomination, I — 
do not call him a Democrat. I think that man is anything to get 
elected. 

Mr. Douerty.— Did Mr. Fitzgerald do that? 

He has never been a candidate there. 

Did either of the Fitzgeralds do it. 

Not that I know of. 

Did Mr. McLaughlin do it? 

Not that I know of. 

Then a man may be an independent Democrat and still be a 
Democrat, may he not? 

A. I do not think so. 

@. That isa matter of party ethics, perhaps ; you think, because 
a man is independent in his way of thinking and voting, and calls 
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himself a Democrat, and still is opposed to the regular nomination, 
he is not a good Democrat? 

A. As I stated before, when a man went into a Democratic 
caucus. and did not get the Democratic nomination — — 

@. You misunderstood the question, if you mean to say be- 
cause a man is an independent Democrat that therefore he is 
necessarily an enemy to the regular nominee of the party, and so

A. I wish tostate that my friend approached the man and asked 
him to give Donovan a vote. The warden said, ‘‘ Mr. Officer put 
that man out.” Soitstruck me that that-man was not wanted, and 
I sent him up to Precinct 4, because I felt he would be ejected. I 
stated that the warden made a little speech that there were men 
there to intimidate voters. 

Q. Your friend was going to follow the voterup, and got too 
near the rail, in the opinion of the warden, and the warden called 
the officer’s attention to it, and asked the officer to remove him; is 
that it? 

A, Not exactly. 

@. Then what did the officer do, and what did the warden do? 

A. Idid not say the warden asked the officer to put him out. 
I said the warden told the officer to keep him away from the rail ; 
and I also stated that if a friend of Mr. Richards wanted a vote 

he could go as far as the ballot-box and get the vote for him. 
: @. I did not ask you about that? 
A. I was pressing that point upon the attention of the Com- 
mittee. 
@. Your counsel will ask you about that if he'sees fit. That is 
all you saw? 
P A. Yes, sir. 
a The CHarrman. — What was on the sticker? 
A. James Donovan. That is all. 
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Mr. Douerty. — You did Hote see the sticker, did you? 

A. Isaw the sticker. The man handled no other sticker but 
mine. 

Q. That is a matter of assumption? 

A. He had only James Donovan on it. 

@. Are you quite sure about that? 

A. I am quite sure, positive. 

~ Q. How are you so positive? 

A. Because I saw it. 

@. On that special and particular sticker which he may have 
given to this man, and the man may have taken? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. And whether the man voted it or not you do not know? 

A. I told you I knew he did not. I told you he might have 
done it if the warden had given fair play. 

Q. Then it was the warden who prevented it? 

A. I think I would have got that vote if the warden had allowed 
it. 

@. At half-past four or thereabouts the polls closed? 

A. When the polls did close, — I don’t know when they closed, — 
it was either four or half-past four.

A. Mr. Chairman and gentlemen, when the ballot-box was 
closed it was four o’clock. It took them probably an hour to 
sort the ballots, and lay them in piles. ‘Their backs was turned — 
tous. The bench ran along there, probably about two feet wide.

An old gentleman, a Democrat, would come there and 
try to cast a ballot, and a spurious ballot would be handed to him 
marked, ‘‘ Regular Democratic Ticket,” and we would go to him 
and tell him it was not the ticket, and a crowd of five or six would 
gather around him and merely holloa, and then the warden would 
rap and say, ‘* Take that man away, and let that man vote ** sand 
that man would vote three times out of four the spurious ticket 
headed, ‘‘ Regular Democratic Ticket.” That was about all I see 
until the polls closed. I see the warden take his hand, which he 
had a pencil in, and rub it across the bottom of the ticket; but I 
am not sure I see him make a mark.

A. The frames were taken down, and I didn’t pay any attention 
to that, of course. . 

@. They were delivered to you, were they not? 

A. They were given to me sealed. I suppose that is what they 
were. My orders were to take anything the warden gave me and 
carry it to City Hall. 

@. After the box closed, and before you got the check-lists, 
were not the ward-officers sorting out tickets ? 

A. They were all standing in ‘front of the table, and, as he took 
them out, he passed them along and laid them upon the table. 

@. Whether or not you heard any cry of fraud, or anything of 
that sort? 
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2 x A. Yes, sir, I did. I heard the cry, ‘* Take that pencil out of 
your mouth; they are scratching votes.”

Q@. Where was the warden at that time? 
A. Standing right in front of the box, taking votes out. 
Q. Did he have a pencil?

Q: How long were you there after the polls closed ? , 
A. Long enough to take the votes out of the box and get the re- 
turns for me to carry, perhaps five minutes or more, perhaps longer ; 
T cannot state exactly about that. I had to wait for the clerk to 
make up this package and seal it. 
Q. What shape was that package in? 
A. An envelope as long as that paper there and some wider, I 
guess. 
@. The check-list did not come down on the frame or board? 
A. It was taken out of the frame, and the frame was brought 
back separate. That was supposed to be put in the box, as I un- 
derstood it. That package was omitted and afterwards brought to 
to me by an officer after I started. I supposed it was in the box, 
but, by some mistake, the clerk didn’t get it in. 
Q. Did you notice any person around there under the influence 
of liquor that day? — 
A. Well, a good many that had been drinking some. 
@. Did you see Mr. Reinhart there? 
A. I saw him.

It don’t seem to 
me we had. ; 

@. So far as you know, the warden hadn’t counted any? 

A. No, sir; we were smoothing them out and getting ready. 
That is as near as I can recollect about it. 

@. Do you remember what ballots you counted at the first 
going off? 

A. We all run over the Council first. That seemed to be all 
the interest there was in the election, anyway —the Council. We run 
through that first and declared the vote, and then we went through, 
afterwards, the mayor and aidermen, school committee, etc. 

@. The officers came behind the rail, did they? 

A. Soon there was a hue-and-cry raised that he was scratching, 
and I looked up and the pencil was in the warden’s mouth. Well, 
there was pretty strong talk —‘‘ Throw him out,” ete. I didn’t 
hear anybody request the officers to go behind the rail, and at 
once they filed right in behind the rail. 

@. After they came in behind the rail was there any talk of 
- scratching — any further cry raised after the officers came behind the 
rail? 

A. No, sir; there was no further cry raised that I heard. 

@. During the day was there much disorder in the room? 

A. No, sir; the thing ran fair, so far as I could see. 

@. Did you hear the remarks of the warden, in the morning, to 
the officers and those present about keeping back from the rail? 

A. Yes, sir, I did. 

@. What was said by the warden? 

A. There was a call every few minutes for the warden to keep 
the passage-way open and clear. 

@. When the call was made, what did the warden do? The call 
was made by the warden to keep the passage-way clear? 

A. Yes, sir; and then the officer would start in and keep the 
crowd back. 

Q. What was your position during the daytime? 

A. Inspector. 

@. Where did you stand? 

A. I stood at the left. Here was the ballot-box ; I stood here, 
and one of them — Mr. Fitzgerald — stood here. Every one of the 
officers were strangers to me. I was acquainted with no one be- 
hind the rail. By the way, I want to relieve the warden from the 
trouble of placing the ballot-box. It was at my suggestion that 
the ballot-box was placed in the position it was — simply because 
I thought it would be handier to put them in, and straighten them 
down. He could not reach over here, and straighten them down 
as handy as he could here. I told him to put the box around the 
other way. Anybody could see the dial, on this end, that chose. 
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It was done at my suggestion, and if there is any blame it be- 


longs to me. 

What time was the change made in the box? 
When it was first set up. 

Did the voters have any trouble about putting ballots in? 
No, sir. 

After the change was made? 

No, sir. | 

Sometimes the ballots required straightening out, didn’t 
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A. Well, almost all the ballots went in straight. Sometimes 
they would go in folded; and, sometimes, the folded ballot would 
go down under, and very probably wouldn’t be registered or stamped 
— that is where one would be solid down upon the other. I have 
no knowledge of it other than I think. 

@. But, in order to prevent that, you thought the box better be 
put around? 

A. No; my idea was to have it a handier job to put the ballots 
in there, and it was just as handy for those outside. If there was 
any blame it is due to me. 

@. Did you know of any objection made, during the day, to the 
box being in that position? 

A. I did not hear it. 

@. Do you know of one side more than the other being kept 
away from the rail that day ? 

A. No, sir, I do not. 

@. Did you hear any complaint, during the day, of any unfair- 
ness on the part of the ward-officers ? 

A. No, sir, I don’t think I did. 

@. Were you familiar with that precinct in past, years? 

A. Well, I have been a resident of the ward for fifteen years. 

Q. Well, now, from what you saw that day, how did the elec- 
tion compare, in fairness, with elections in previous years? 

A. More noise; two factions. : : 

@. And in fairness was there any difference? 

A. Clear up to the time of tipping out the ballots I saw nothing 
but what was fair, as I call it. When the ballots were tipped out 
there was a hue-and-cry raised; and whether or not there was any 
scratching, I cannot say. 

Q. That was when the ballots were tipped out, and when the 
cry was raised? 

A. Soon after the ballots were tipped out. 

The Cuairman. — The hue-and-cry was raised after the ballots 
were tipped out? 

A. Yes; to the best of my recollection. I don’t think we had 
begun fairly to count the ballots. We were ina hurry to get rid of 
the crowd, because it was a serious job to'count with such a crowd 
outside. 

Cross-Examination by Mr. Garvin. 


@. You say the cry was raised when they began to smoot!s out 
the ballots ? 
A. No; I think soon after— soon after; yes, sir. 
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@. Now, when you set this box in this position, with the regis- 
ter facing sideways, it was early in the morning? 

Wis tY es, tains 

Q. Was that before the warden made his speech? 

A. I don’t remember any speech, anyways, other than at the 
opening of the polls. 

@. Then he made some remarks afterwards about their keeping 
back? 

A. Yes, sir. That was the strong point all day. 

Q. You didn’t know when you set the box in that way you were 
going to keep the distributors back from the rail? 

. No, sir; I didn’t know anything about it. 

@. You were the Republican inspector, were you? 

A. Yes, sir; I suppose so. 

@. You are a Republican? 

A. Yes, sir; I am a Republican, square. I was put in the 
position, however, by no good-will of mine. Some friend of mine 
probably thought he was doing me a kindness; and he wasn’t, not 
abit. He rather beat me, I think. 

Q. When the ballots were taken out and placed upon the table 
they were divided, not fairly ; but they were divided. You got some 
cand Mr. Fitzgerald got some, and the other Fitzgerald got some, 
-and they were distributed in that manner? 

Hi Yes air. 

Q. Where did you sit? 

A. J sat at the end when they were counting the votes. Then 
came Mr. Fitzgerald, the warden. 

Around the corner of the table? 

No, sir. 

On the same line with you? 

Yes, sir. Then came the other Fitzgerald, the inspector. 
That 1 is, you were to his right, and his brother w as to his left? 
Yes, sir. 

You were between him and his brother? 

Yes, sir. 

Didn’t you ask for a recount of votes there? 

I did. 

And he refused to give it to you? 

I was out-voted on that question. 

Why did you want a recount? 

I will tell you. When we were counting we simply counted 
the Caundil first. That, as I understood at the time, was to be 
simply to run through hastily and get clear of the crowd, and make 
amore careful count afterwards. 

_ @. That is, ‘to give them something to get them away ? 

A. That is it, exactly; to give them some idea, so as they 
would go away contented. 

@. But they were not contented ? 

A. Yes, sir, they were. After the job was done, there was a 
mistake in declaring one vote, and I don’t know but it was in 
Donovan’s vote. One hundred and nineteen, I think, they gave at 
first. Daa i. 
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Q. Iguess that was Rosnosky’s? 

A. I shouldn’t wonder if it was Rosnosky’s. | 

Q. But there was a mistake in declaring some vote, and you 
asked for a recount? 

A. I don’t know that there was a mistake; but I thought we 
had counted it too hastily. After we counted the mayor and 
aldermen, I said, ‘‘ Let’s go back and count that again,” and I 
was out-voted. 

Q. You didn’t get a recount, although you asked for it? 

A. No, sir. I don’t know whether I asked for a recount. But 
I said that vote hasn’t been counted carefully enough, so that we 
should let it go as itis. But, of course, the ward-oflicers thought 
it was, and I could not say we should have altered it a hair if we 
had recounted ; but still I wasn’t satisfied with the count. 

Q. The police-officer acted under instructions from the warden 
throughout the day? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You didn’t undertake to give any instructions to the police- 
officer ? 

A. No, sir, not a hair. 

-Q. You say the warden had a pencil in his mouth the time the 
ery was raised? 
Yes, sir. : 
And at that time you were counting the ballots? 
No, sir; at that time we were passing them out. 
You were sorting them over and smoothing them out? 
Yes, sir. 
And at that time he had a pencil in his mouth? 
Yes, sir. | 
You say you remember officer Mitchell indistinctly ? 
No; I know officer Mitchell, but I don’t seem to recollect 
him. Of course he might have been there. I should have been 
back to him anyway, and he might have been there and I not see 
him. ) 

Q. You recollect the hue-and-cry raised? 

Yes, sir, and the officers filing in. 

How many? 

Not more than two or three. 

You were sitting on one side of the warden, and his brother 
was sitting upon the other side? . 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. You were engaged in smoothing ballots out, and he was en- 
gaged in smoothing out ballots, and the others were engaged in 
that work. At that time the hue-and-cry was raised, and at that 
time the warden.had a pencil in his mouth? 

A. I cannot say; is just as it is. The®ballots were thrown out 
of the box, and passed along down the table. I think there is 
a mistake about that table. I think there was an addition to that 
table. I think there was a smaller table that has been carried out. 
I don’t think when the cry was raised that we had begun to count 
ballots much. 

Q@. What had you begun to do? 
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A. To divide them up in order to count. 

@. Now, then, when you had the ballots, or at the time you had 
the ballots, and were about to smooth them out, and before any 
had been counted, you had pulled the ballots on one side. Mr. 


Fitzgerald sat next, his brother sat next, and each of them had a — 


_bundle, and they had been divided up; is that so? 
No, sir; it was a pile right along. 
Each had some? 
Yes, each had some. 
And then the cry of scratching was raised? 
Yes, sir. 
And you looked up and saw the warden had a pencil in his 
mouth! ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
@. And thereupon, or immediately, the police filed in? 
A. Yes, sir. 
(@. Not more than three? 
A. J don’t think there was more than two; there might. be 
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Re-direct by Mr. Douerty. 


Are you sure Mr. Fitzgerald was sitting down or standing up 

when he had the pencil in his mouth ? 

A. Lam not sure. He was standing and sitting part of the 
’ time, and so was the clerk, Mr. Pierce. 
You won’t swear he was standing by the box? 
A No, sir. Iam ready to swear I was next to him. 

(). But whether he was sitting or standing at the time you saw 
the pencil in his mouth you cannot s say ? 
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A. No; sir. 

@. Whether sitting or standing? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Garvin. — He was at the table at the time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Do you remember having said this to Mr. Donovan, that you 
thought he wasn’t used right, and that he would gain on a recount? 


Ji No, sir. 

@. Have you had any conversation with him since the election? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What did you say to him? 

A. I told him that they should have a recount, and perhaps 
they would get the men that they wanted. 

Mr. Donerty. — Look at that plan and see how near it comes to 
the condition of the precinct-room on that day. 

A. That is pretty nearly right, only there was another small 
table right in here in continuation of this one. It is rather my im- 
pression that Mr. Fitzgerald sat about there; I sat here on this 
permanent table, and his brother beyond. 

Q. At the small table? 

A. .Yes, sir. 

Mr. Gavin. — Fitzgerald, the warden, sat at the small, or per- 
manent table? 
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A. Well, pretty nearly. I should think between the two—snug 
up close together. 

Q. That table isn’t shown on the plan? 

A. No, sir. 


Mr. Douerty. — That small table was a continuation of the per- 


manent one?

THIRD HEARING. 


JANUARY 27, 1883. 
The committee met at 7.30 P.M. All present. 


Testimony or Tuomas B. FirzGEraLtp. — Sworn. 


Direct Examination by Mr. Douerty. 


@. Thomas B., is it? 

A. Thomas B. 

Q. You were warden of Precinct 2, Ward 16, on the last munic- 
ipal election, were you? 

Yes, sir. 

And also at the State election ? 

Yes, sir. 

Were you sworn? 

Yes, sir. 

What time did you arrive at the ward-room? 

About seven o’clock. 

. You heard the testimony of Mr. Donovan and others about 
people being kept back from the rail, and about making a speech. 
State what directions you gave. 

A. Immediately after the polls opened a gentlemen approached 
the ballot-box to vote. As he approached the ballot-box to vote 
Donovan followed the man up; he tapped him on the shoulder to 
see, as I supposed, how he was going to vote. At the instant I 
saw him do that I called upon the police-officer and says I, ‘‘ Officer, 
I want that man put back, and I don’t want any intimidation here 
whatever on any side at all.” Said I, ** Use everybody alike.” ‘That 
is just the remark I made, and nothing more. 

Q. During the day was everybody used alike ? 

A. Yes, sir; everybody there had fair play. 

Q. Did you allow anybody more than another to come to the 
box? | 

A. No distinction. 

Q. Do you know Mr. Raphael Rosnosky ? 
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A, I know of him, not personally. 

-Q. Did you see him there that day? 

A. He came there whenever it was necessary so to do, and when- 
ever he wanted to see the dial he could come. 

Q. Did he come? 

A. Yes, sir, he did. 

@. How was the dial as the voters came in? 

A. As they went in facing the box to vote, the dial was on the 
left. By casting his head a little to the left he could see the dial. 
It was merely to make it convenient for him to put his ballot in, 
otherwise I could not put in the ballots at all; in consequence of 
the table being su wide I could not fold the ballot and put it be- 
tween the rollers, and at the suggestion of Mr. Goodale, the in- 
spector, I put it there. 

Q. It did not inconvenience the voters at all? 

A. None whatever. 

@. The dial was where people could see it, and could come up 
and look at it? 

A. Qn the left-hand side. 

Mr. Borie. — Should not the dial face the voters? 

A. I suppose it ought to have been placed that way. 

@. Wasn’t that the proper place for it? 

A. I cannot say as to that. It being my first time behind the 
rail, and being a young and rising politician, I wasn’t advanced in 
- all the fine points of the election. Not thinking any harm at the 

time, we placed it so, without any object whatever. 

Mr. GatLaGcuer. — In order to have it handy ? 

A. So as to have it handy. 

Mr. Borie. — They could not see it in front as they walked 
into the ward-room ? 

‘ A. No, sir. 

@. It ought to have been that way? 

A. I cannot say. 

Mr. Douerty. — Was there any difficulty in the people looking 
at the dial that wished to? 

A. Everybody that wished to see it could do so. 

Mr. GaLLacuer. — How far was the dead line from the dial? 

A. In regard to this dead line, I cannot decide how far it was 
at all; it was made by the officer. 

@. If they wanted to see the dial they could walk across the 
dead line and see it?. 

A. Yes, sir, they could. Mr. Donovan, himself, came up and 
saw the dial at times when nobody was voting, so as they wouldn’t 
interfere with the voters. 

Q. Was anything said to you about the propriety of placing it 
in that way so that nobody could place anything between the 

‘ rollers? 

(Mr. Galvin objected to the form of the question.) 

Mr. Donerry. — Did you have any conversation with the man 
who was the maker of the box? 

A. During the day? 

Q. A person supposed to know about the box? 
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A. Yes, sir. 

@. What did he say about the position of the box? 

A. He didn’t make any remark in regard to the position at all, 
no more than he instructed us to be very careful in using the box, 
for last year there was a lead-pencil went between the rollers, and 
he cautioned us against that. 

@. When the polls closed you were behind the rail, were you 
not? | 

ae Yes, sir. é 

@. Officer Mitchell there? , 

A. That I cannot swear to. I really think he was there. 

@. Where were you, as near as you can remember, when the 
cry was raised that there was scratching ? 

A. I was just after leaving the ballot-box. I cannot swear 
whether I was standing up or sitting down, but I think I was 
standing up. Just after the ballots were taken out of the box we 
just began to smooth them, when the outcry was made. 

@. Did you write or scratch any ballot, or scratch the name off 
any ballot? 

A. No, sir; emphatically not. 

@. Something was said about Mr. Goodale wanting a recount 
and the other officers objecting. What were the facts about that? 

A. Well, after the counting was done, and when we were finish- 
ing up the work, Mr. Goodale made a suggestion to that effect, 
and it being late at that time, and as everything had proved 
correct after the State election, I told him I thought they were all 
right. We had the other gentlemen’s opinion, and they said so 
also. He didn’t make it as a point, and didn’t propose a motion 
or make any motion, but merely it was just a word that he 
remarked. He didn’t press his request, and all the gentlemen 
there were satisfied so far as they thought everything was correct. 

Mr. Boyte. — Did you make any speech to the voters in the 
ward-room ? 

A. No speech, sir. Iam not in the habit of making speeches. 
I made a fewremarks. Ididn’t make any speech. 

@. What orders did you give to officer Mitchell? 

A. I don’t know as there was any special orders to officer 
Mitchell. I called on the officer or officers, the first one handy, 
and said, *‘ I want this man put down from this rail and back from 
the rail.”’ 

Q@. Who was that man? 

A. It was Mr. James Donovan. 

@. Did you put anybody else back besides Mr. Donovan during 
the day? 

A. Everybody that came in and interfered with the voters. I 
gave those orders to the police-officers, and they enforced them to 
each and everybody alike. 

Mr. Donerry. — You had a pencil there, did you? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Where did you have the pencil at the time the cry was raised 
about the scratching? 

A. In my mouth, sir. 
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Q. What was said about taking the pencil away or taking it out? 

A. At the time the outcry was made, ‘‘ Fitzgerald, take that 
pencil out of your mouth,” the remarks and expressions were not — 
fit to use in public; it was swearing and profane language. ‘‘ Take 
that pencil out of your mouth or we will jump over the rail and 
throw you out.” That was the remark. At that time — (Witness 
paused.) 

Q. At that time, what? Were you going on to say something? 

A. At the time the outcry was made (witness paused) — let us 
see ; I want to make sure (another pause) ; at the time the outery 

was made, as I said before, they made use of all kinds of language. 
That is all there is about that. 

@. The officer came behind the rail at that time? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. How long after the outcry was raised before the officers came 
behind the rail? 


It was about a minute. 

You had occasion to send for other officers? 
Ves,.6irs 

Were there other officers sent for? 

Yes, sir. 


By whom where they sent for? 

By the inspector, and by instructions from me also. 

Did you see any scratching done behind the rail? 

No, sir. 

Whether or not ballots were cast that had Donovan’s name 
scratched on them when taken out of the box? 

A. That I cannot state. I don’t remember. 

@. Who did most of the counting? 

A. I should judge most of the ‘counting was done by the in- 
spectors and clerk — that is, on the Common Council. 

@. That, I suppose, was a special desire to get the Council — 

A. Vote first. 

Mr. Denney. — Was there any desire on the part of the ward- 
officers to give the vote to people to drive them away from the rail? 

Mr. GaLtLacuer. — On account of their being noisy there? 

A. No, sir; not until they were noisy there. They went over 
it slowly and counted them correctly, as I supposed. 

@. Did anybody ask you that you ought to have a recount — 
any of the inspectors behind the rail? 

A. For the Council vote? 

@. Yes, sir. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. BoyLe. — How many ward-oflicers were inside the rail? 

A. There were five, sir. 

@. What is the need of five officers ? 

A. Well, that is what I mentioned before in regard to the move- 
ment of the dial; nothing more, whatever. ‘There is the clerk, he 
helped him out and took all our places when we went out during 
the day. 

@. Is that according to law to have five officers inside the 
rail? 
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A. Iam not posted very well on thelaw. I wasn’t at the time. 
I don’t think it was. No object whatever. 

Mr. Denney. — You don’t know whether it was wrong to have 
five or not? 

A. No, sir; I thought he being a deputy he could act. 

@. You could have five or six or seven? 

A. Oh, no, sir; not necessarily. 

@. They might have a deputy-clerk and deputy-warden. You, 
wouldn’t have found any fault if they were all behind the rai]? 

A. Oh, yes, sir. A man might be a stranger to me. 

Mr. Borie. — Did you swear the deputy ? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Denney. — Were you sworn? 

A. Yes, sir; in City Hall. 

Q@. Where? 

A. In the City Clerk’s office. 

Q. Do you know whether or not the deputy was sworn in the 
City Clerk’s office? 

A. I don’t know. I have been informed he was. 

Mr. GaLttacHuer. — Who informed you that the deputy was 
sworn ? 

A. I think the clerk. 

Q. Don’t you know? 

A. I think it was the precinct clerk of Ward 16. 

Mr. Boyitr.— Who was the man that acted as deputy-inspector ? 

A. His name was Raymond. 

Mr. Douerty. — The deputy was there at the State election and 
acted ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. Mr. Rosnosky spoke about your smoking. What is the fact 
about that? 

A. Everybody knows I don’t smoke. 

Q. You don’t smoke? 

A. “No, sir. 

@. And you were not smoking that day? 

A. No, sir; everybody knows I don’t smoke. 

Mr. Boye. — Did you allow smoking that day in the ward-

@. What was the condition of these people in front of the rail 
when the polls closed and they were making this noise? 

A. From the appearance and from their actions I think they 
were pretty well under the influence of liquor. I think that they 
were tight. I think Mr. Lawrence Barrett was a little more than 
tight. I think Mr. Reinhart was tight when he was there stagger- 
ing. 

Mr. Denney. — Who do you say was tight? 

A. Mr. Lawrence Barrett, and, I think, Mr. Reinhart. 

@. Have we had a witness here by the name of Lawrence Bar- 
rett? 

A. Yes, sir; he testified here yesterday. 
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Cross-Examination by Mr. Garvin. 


What is your business at the present time? 

. Car-repairer. 

Before that? ) 
. Bar-tender. 

Where did you work? 

. The last place where I worked as bar-tender? 

State the last place. 

. D. W. Broadbine’s. 

. How long did you work for bim? 

. About two weeks. 

Before that? 

. Before that? Let’s see; Dennis Morris’. 

. How long did you work for him? 

. I worked for him not permanently, but off and on for about 
e years. 

How long do you mean by off and on? 

. Sometimes for two or three weeks and sometimes half a day. 
And that you did before the last time? 

> Ces, BIT. 

Did you work for this appointment as warden? 

No, sir, not at all. ; 

. How were you appointed ? 

. I don’t know. 

How did you know that you were appointed ? 

I received the warrant. 

Did you know it before that time? 

. Isee it in the papers. 

Didn’t you know it before that time? 

No, sir; I was very much surprised to hear it. 

You don’t know at whose request you were appointed? 
No, sir. 

You are answering that fairly, are you? 

Upon my oath, sir. 

Now, you did have a pencil in your mouth that night? 
Yes, sir. 

Short or a long pencil? 

I cannot tell exactly the length. 

Was it a short or a long pencil? 

It was about a medium-sized pencil. 

It wasn’t a full lead-pencil? - 

No, sir. 

Was it about two inches long? 

I don’t know. I say it was a medium-sized pencil. 
Can you not give the inches? 

IT cannot give the inches. | 

Have you any idea about how much an inch is? 

Yes, sir. 

Was it two inches? 

Yes, I should say more. 

Was it three inches? 
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A. I cannot swear. 
Q. Will you swear it was not three inches? 
A. I cannot swear, sir. 
Q. Do you know the names of the police-officers there that day? 
A. Yes, sir, some of them. 
Q. Name some of them. 
A. Mr. Mitchell, and True, and Piper, Doherty— I believe 
there was an officer there named Sheehan; I haven’t seen him since. 
Q. How friendly are you personally to Mr. Donovan? 
A. Personally friendly as any one. 
Q. Well, politically ? 
A. Well, I didn’t vote for him. I never run the man down po- 
litically or personally in any shape or form. 
Ever help him any? 
Yes, sir. 
When? 
Last election. 
This last election ? 
A year ago. 
You were opposed to him in the last election? 
Nothing more than I opposed any man. 
You were friendly to other men, were you not? 
Nothing more than I didn’t choose him. I did not vote for 
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. That wasn’t because you were politically opposed to him, or 
anything of that sort? 
If you will inform me what is meant by politically opposed, 
by not voting for him or slandering or running down his character. 
@. I don’t mean that.

A. No, sir. . 
Q. And, to the best of your knowledge, there was no such lead- 
pencil furnished ? | 
No, sir. 
You will leave it in that way, will you?

How many officers were behind the rail at one time? 
Well, there were four at some times and five at other times. 
I mean police-officers ? 
. To the best of my knowledge there was —let’s see; True, 
Sheehan, Piper— three. To the best of my knowledge there was

Q. At one time? 
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At one time, sir. 

You will swear to that, will you?

Mr. Boytr. — You could not see the dial in the room if the dial 
was on the other side?

Mr. Donerty. — This being the ballot- box, where were you at 
the time this count was going on? 

A. I was here.

Adler, the clerk, and as they called off the numbers, I saw him 
put them down on this card, and I think he was the one 
that added them up. I think Mr. Clark said there was some 
scratching of the ballots; but there was not. There was no 
scratching done in the precinct that I could see, and I think I saw 
it all. There was considerable scratching all day outside with lead- 
pencils. I had a little short stump of a pencil, and went around 
the ward-room all day. 

@. Did you scratch a man and not paste a man over it? 

A. Yes, sir; sometimes we didn’t have a sticker there, and then 
we used the lead-pencil. 

@. I am talking about the councilmen. 

A. I think I scratched one councilman myself. 

@. And not put a paster over it? 

A. No, sir. It was my father’s vote. I went home and fixed 
his ballot. 

Mr. Donerry. — What ticket was this? ? 

A, The straight Democratic ticket except — he voted the Inde- 
pendent Democratic ticket. My father is a German.

To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


GENTLEMEN, —I have the honor to submit for your con- 
sideration, in compliance with the order of Jan. 15th, of 
your honorable body, — 


“That the Inspector of Buildings report to the City Coun- 
cil the buildings, if any, in which, in case of fire or panic, 
the lives of the inmates would be jeopardized, and what 
action, if any, is being taken to prevent the possibility of a 
large loss of life in said buildings, under said circumstances” ,— 
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duties of the Inspector, to wit: “It shall be the duty of the 
Inspector. of Buildings to inspect all dwelling-houses, now 


erected in the City of Boston, occupied by two or more 
families on any of the floors, above the second floor from the_ 


level of the street, and any building now erected and occupied 


_as a hotel, boarding-house, factory, mill, or manufactory, or 


offices, or workshops, in which persons are employed in any 
of the stories above the second; and if, in his opinion, such 
buildings are not provided with proper facilities for the escape 
of such persons in case of fire, he shall immediately serve a 
notice in writing upon the owner or owners, agent or party 
or parties having an interest in said building, requiring such 
facilities to be provided without delay.” 

As to the manner of enforcing the statutes, where the 


parties are wilfully negligent or ‘indifferent in the matter, — 


and especially where immediate action is necessary, I would 
respectfully call the attention of your honorable body, with- 
out comments to the statutes. 

The department has been as active and as vigilant and 
thorough in the enforcement of this special act as it is possi- 
ble for it to be, without neglecting the imperative demands of 
the statute and ordinance of the city prescribing its duties ; 
and for its faithfulness I refer with pride to the record of 
this special line of work. 

To the order of your honorable body requiring me to re- 
port the buildings in this city where in case of fire or panic 
the lives of the inmates would be jeopardized, I answer that 
there is not a building occupied by day or night, by any 


considerable number, in which a fire would not imperil the ~ 
lives of the inmates to a greater or less extent. Men and — 


women, under the bewildering influence of smoke, become 
frantic, reason is dethroned, and life is jeopardized thereby. 
If the number is such that a panic exists, man, true to his 
nature, saves himself, at the expense of his neighbor, and 
possibly the loss of life. 

I, therefore, say that the internal construction of all classes 
of buildings in this city is such that a fire within the walls 
or floors would spread, flame and smoke would penetrate all 
parts, and the result, as set forth above, might possibly follow. 
The exception in buildings where this could not exist is 
where the internal construction is such that all air is ex- 
cluded between floors and walls, and the destruction by fire 


is so slow that it is impossible to generate smoke in sufficient — 


quantities to injure or bewilder its inmates. ‘There is a num- 
ber of buildings of this kind in our city. 
In 1881 there was presented to the Legislature, by the Com- 
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First. The Acts of 1873, Chapter 298, prescribes the 
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ites on. Bie ad Bashestion of Buildings, amendments 
to the building law, His Honor Mayor Prince, i in his inau- 
 gural address, having called the attention of the City Council 
to the necessity of some amendments. 

The amendment, as presented by said committee, looking 


to the safety of the occupants of hotels and tenement-houses, 


in case of fire, was unanimously passed by the Honorable 
Senate, and referred to the House Judiciary Committee, who 
‘reported by its chairman that the amendment ought not to 
pass. 


The amendment as referred to above was as follows : — 


“In all buildings hereafter erected in said city, the walls of 


- which are to be furred and lathed, and plastered or sheathed, 


there shall be a belt or fire-stop at each story on the wall or 
walls, consisting of a coat or coats of hair-mortar or other 
suitable cement, at least six inches wide, spread upon the 
walls between the furrings, and of a full thickness of the 
same, and extending up two inches higher than the lower 
line of the plastering, and all floors in buildings hereafter 
erected, except dwelling-houses, shall have a coat of plaster 
paris, or lime mortar, or cement, or other non-combustible 
materials, at least seven-eighths of an inch thick, placed upon 
and covering the whole of each and every floor, except such 
parts of floors as are occupied by stair-openings, hoistways, 
etc., which are otherwise protected, and extending to the 
surface of the incombustible walls.” 


\ 


This amendment received the approval of our principal 
architects and master-builders, as one affording greater 
safety, by reason of cutting off fire and smoke from circulat- 
ing through the building, and rendering swift destruction 
impossible. 

In concluding this report, I trust the Honorable Council 
will excuse me for not pointing out any special building that 
might be classed as dangerous, which could not be done with- 
out great loss to the city as well as to the occupant and 
owner. , 

I would, therefore, recommend that your honorable body 

instruct the Committee on Legislative Matters to procure the 
passage of an act, at this session of the Legislature, that all 
hotels of every grade that contain sleeping apartments, to the 
number of thirty, for guests, and all operative buildings 
where forty or more are employed, shall construct and main- 
tain a suitable balcony on the front and rear of said hotel or 
operative building, of such width as the Inspector of Build- 


ings shall designate; the said balconies shall embrace all

Dear Sir, — In reply to your circular of 18th inst. received, I will answer 
in the order of the questions. 

(1) ‘*A statement of writing-inks on hand, and in use.” 

We have now on hand, for use in this office, nine bottles (quarts) of *‘T. 
Davids & Co.’s Best Ink, New York” — labelled ‘‘ Thaddeus Davids & Co.’s 
Steel Pen Black Writing-Ink for Records.” We have no other writing-inks 
on hand or in use. 

(2) ‘Statement of permanent books and papers of record in use, with sam- 
ple leaves of same if practicable.” 

We have permanent books of Record in this office in use, as follows : — 

General Records (estimated), about five hundred and ninety vols. (590). 

Dockets — Forty-eight vols. (48). 

Indexes — Six vols. (6). 

Total (estimated) vols. (644). 

The permanent papers of Record in use in this office are the files of the 
Court. They are arranged in cases, and number about sixty-seven thousand 
six hundred cases (67,600),—each case contains from five to one hundred 
papers. I annex hereto sample blank leaf of paper used in Record vols. ; 
also sample blank sheet of paper, used in practice before the Court, and of 
which the papers of Record above referred to are very largely composed. 

(3) The ink above referred to has been in continuous use in this office 
for the past nine years at least, and we have used no other during that time. 
We have found it always satisfactory, of good flow and color, and of perma- 
nent legibility. 

For our Books of Record, for the past four years, we have used parchment 
paper, which we find to be a decided improvement on any paper heretofore 
used in this office for the same purpose. Being a very tough paper, it does 
not tear easily or break, and its durability recommends it to the use of this 
office, where the daily handling of the Records is very great, and the perma- 
nent preservation of the same is to be always considered.

Rute 2. Every Joint Standing Committee of the City 
Council, already or hereafter appointed or elected, shall for 
the current municipal year have the general management and 
supervision of the department to which it has been assigned, 
subject in all respects to the special instructions of the City 
Council, and to the provisions of all statutes and lawful 
ordinances. 

The following-named committees are hereby specially in- 
structed to perform the following duties : — 

The Committee on Accounts shall direct the City Auditor as 
to the manner in which the books, records, and papers be- | 
longing to his department shall be kept, and as to the mode in 
which all bills and accounts against the city shall be certified 
or vouched; and examine, and if it sees fit, approve, as 
often as once a month, all bills and accounts against the 
city, which have been certified by the City Auditor. 

The Committee on Finance shall negotiate, under the di- 
rection of the City Council, all loans made by the city, and 
consider and report upon all subjects relating to the city 
finances. 

The Committee on the Assessors’ Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the Assessors’ office, and shall 
fix the amount of compensation to be paid to the clerks 
appointed by the Assessors, and shall also in January, or as 


soon thereafter as may be, recommend to the City Council

sistant Assessors. , 


The Committee on Bonds shall examine all bonds required | 


by statute or ordinance to be given by officers of the city. 
The Committee on Claims shall investigate all claims 
against the city, except those for damages on account of the 
laying out and widening of streets, the change of grade of 
streets, and the abatement of nuisances by the Board of 


Health ; and may, with the approval of the Mayor, settle any — 


such claim, before suit is brought, if such settlement can be 
effected by the payment of a sum not exceeding five hundred 
dollars; and, in consultation with the City Solicitor, take 
such steps as they deem expedient for the defence of suits 
brought for the recovery of such claims, or with the approval 
ot the Mayor for their settlement. The expense of such de- 
fence or settlement shall be paid from the appropriation for 
Incidental Expenses. 

Any purchaser of real estate, at a sale made by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, who claims that he is entitled to have the considera- 
tion paid by him for the Collector’s deed, with the interest 
thereon, refunded to him, by reason of error, omission, or 
informality in the proceedings of assessment or sale, may 
apply by petition to the said committee to have such con- 
sideration and interest paid to him; and if said committee 
determines that the petitioner is legally entitled to such pay- 
ment, they shall certify the fact to the City Treasurer, who shall 
make payment accordingly upon surrender and discharge by 
the petitioner of his said deed. 

When the city holds a title to real estate sold by the City 
Collector for the non-payment of taxes or other assessments 
thereon, and a person having an interest in such real estate 
alleges that there was an error, omission, or informality in 
the proceedings of assessment or sale, so that he is legally 


entitled to have the title of the city to such real estate. 


relinquished to him, he may apply therefor by petition to the 
said committee, who may determine that such title shall be 
relinquished upon such terms and conditions as they adjudge 
to be just and conformable to law; and, upon receiving their 
certificate that such title ought to be relinquished, the Mayor 
shall execute in behalf of the city a proper deed of release 
to the petitioner.

has been authorized by the City Council ; shall consider and 
report upon all communications from the School Committee 


_ requiring action by the City Council, excepting requests for 


altering and repairing buildings; and shall approve all Eas 
for new school-houses. 

The Committee on the Engineer’s Department shall 
have the care and supervision of the City Engineer’s office, 


and shall fix the compensation of the persons employed 


therein ; the appointment and removal of all of whom shall 
also be subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Fire Department shall examine, as 
often as once a month, the records and accounts of the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and shall also consider all applications 
for appropriations for the said department, and report thereon 
to the City Council. 

The Committee on Fuel shall, except as otherwise pro- 
vided, contract for all the fuel required for the use of the 
city. 

The Committee on the Harbor shall suggest from time to 


time such measures, and shall do and perform such acts, as 


they may deem necessary for the preservation of the harbor 
of the city and for the security of the rights and interests 
of the city therein; provided that no expense shall be 
incurred exceeding the appropriations previously made by 


the City Council for these purposes. 


The Committee on the Health Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records and accounts of the 
Board of Health, and examine all applications for appro- 
priations for the Health Department, und report thereon to 
the City Council ; and the said committee shall also have con- 
trol of all expenditures on account of the city teams, the 
city stables, the cleaning of streets and of cesspools, the col- 
lecting of offal and of ashes, and of the employment of the 
laborers required therefor ; provided that the work of clean- 
ing the cesspools and streets, and collecting the ashes and 
offal, and all contracts therefor, shall be ‘performed in a 
manner entirely satisfactory to the Board of Health; and all 
contracts for such work shall contain the condition that they 
shall be performed to the satisfaction of the Board of Health. 

The Committee on Legislative Matters shall, unless other- 
wise ordered, appear before committees of the General Court 
and represent the interests of the city; provided said com- 
mittee shall not, unless directed so to do by the City Council, 
oppose any legislation petitioned for by the preceding City 


Council. = It shall report in print to the City Council all bills, 
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resolves, and petitions presented to the Legislature affecting 


the City of Boston, or any department thereof. Such printed 


report shall be made at the next meeting of either branch 


after such application is made, or earlier, at the discretion of 
said committee. The committee may expend in any year a 
sum not exceeding one thousand dollars, to be charged to the 
appropriation for Incidental Expenses. 

When, in the opinion of the Committee on Ordinances, 
additional legal assistance is temporarily required in the law 
department of the city, the said committee may, by a vote 
of a majority of all its members, engage suitable counsel 
and fix the compensation therefor; but no amount exceeding 
three thousand dollars shall be so expended during the 
municipal year unless the consent of the City Council thereto 
is first obtained. 

The Committee on the Overseers of the Poor shall con- 
sider all matters, within the jurisdiction and control of the 
City Council, which relate to the Overseers of the Poor, to 
paupers, to poor and destitute persons, and to the city tem- 
porary home, and examine, on the second Tuesday of each 
month, all the books of the said overseers, the keeping of 
which is required by the ordinances of the city, in order to 
ascertain whether such books have been kept in conformity 
with said ordinances ; whether all expenditures and payments 
for the month ending on the last Monday of the preceding 
month have been legally made and are properly vouched ; 
and whether relief and assistance have been legally granted 
or refused. The said committee shall also in January and in 
June examine the condition and investment of all property 
intrusted to or deposited with the said overseers, and if, upon 
any such examination, it appears to said committee that any 
expenditure or payment has been illegally made or is not 
properly vouched; that any assistance or relief has been ille- 
gally granted or refused ; that due care has not been taken 
in regard to the management, preservation, or investment of 
said property; or that said books are not properly kept; 
they shall thereupon report the facts to the City Council for 
its action. | 

The Committee on Police shall examine, as often as once 
a month, the records and.accounts of the Police Commission- 
ers, and all applications for appropriations for the Police 
Department, and report upon the same. 

The Committee on Printing shall have executed all printing 
and binding, and furnish all stationery or similar supplies 
required by the City Council or either branch thereof, or by 
any office or department of the City Government, except 
where otherwise expressly provided by statute or ordinance. 
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by The committee shall, wherever possible, procure its supplies 
by open contract, and shall especially contract with some 


one person, firm, or corporation annually to do all the print- 
ing under its charge. The committee shall have control of 
the Superintendent of Printing, and may require him to act 
as their clerk, without extra pay, and may direct him to 
keep suitable accounts and records to their satisfaction. The 
said committee shall fix the number of copies of any docu- 
ment, the printing of which has been ordered, unless other- 
wise directed; and may direct the disposal or sale of any 
such printed documents, under the same restriction. The 
committee shall, at least once in every month, audit all bills 
incurred under their direction as above stated. 

The Committee on Public Buildings shall, except as other- 
wise provided, have the care and custody of all the school- 
houses and other buildings belonging to the city, and of 


the erection, alteration, and repair of such buildings; and 


may (subject to the approval of the City Council) lease 
any such building for a period not exceeding three years, and 
may dispose by public or private sale of any temporary 
buildings, or of the materials thereof, when they are no longer 
needed for public purposes. When the City Council orders 
the purchase of land for the erection of a building thereon, for 
any purpose other than an educational one, such purchase 
shall be made under the direction of said committee. The 
committee shall also have the care and supervision of the City 
Architect's office, and shall fix the compensation of the persons 
employed therein; the appointment and removal of all of 
whom shall be subject to the approval of said committee. 
The said committee shall also assign suitable rooms in the 
public buildings for the various city officers, or shall procure 
such rooms elsewhere at the expense of the city, and shall 
furnish all such rooms in a proper manner. 

The Committee on Public Lands shall have the care and 
management of the Public Lands belonging to the city, so 
far as relates to the improvement, or lease of the same for a 
term not exceeding three years, and they may, subject to the 
approval of the Board of Aldermen, lay out and make such 
streets, passage-ways and public squares on said lands as 
they may deem expedient. 

To the Committee on the Public Library all matters re- 
lating to the Public Library, within the jurisdiction of the 
City Council, shall be referred, unless otherwise ordered. 

The Committee on the Surveyor’s Department shall have 
the care and supervision of the City Surveyor’s office, 
and shall fix the compensation of the persons employed 
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therein; the Lo auenent and removal of all of atom shall 
also be subject to the approval of said committee. 

The Committee on the Department for the Survey and 
Inspection of Buildings shall appoint, on the nomination 
of the Inspector of Buildings, such clerical assistance as 
may be needed, in addition to that allowed by statute or 
ordinance, and may purchase such supplies and materials, 
and incur such other expenses, as may be necessary, provided 
that the expense shall not exceed the amount appr opriated 
for the purpose. 

The Committee on the Treasury Department shall ex- 
amine, audit, and settle the accounts of the City Treasurer 
and of the County Treasurer, and of the City Collector for the 


preceding financial year, and shali not only compare said - 


accounts with the vouchers therefor, but also ascertain 
whether all sums due to the city have been collected and 
accounted for; and the said committee shall also examine 
all bonds (excepting official bonds), notes, and other securi- 
ties belonging to the city, and shall make to the City Council 
a full and particular report of the results of such exami- 
nation. The committee shall have power to confirm or reject 
the subordinate officers in either the City Treasurer’s, County 
Treasurer’s, or City Collector’s department, when duly nom- 
inated by the head of such department; and also decide upon 
the acceptance of the sureties offered on the bonds of such 
subordinate officers. The said committee shall audit the 
accounts of the department of the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures semi-annually, or oftener if deemed necessary. 

The Committee on Underground Wires shall determine 
the amount of the penalty of all bonds given by telegraph 
and telephone companies under the provisions of Chapter 26 
Section 40 of the Revised Ordinances ; determine the sufficiency 
of the sureties on such bonds, and exercise such other powers 
as are within the jurisdiction of the City Council. 

The Committee on the Water Department shall examine, 
as often as once a month, the records, accounts, and contracts 
of the Water Board, and examine and report upon all requests 
for appropriations for said department. 

The Committee on the City Hall Reference Library may 
make all needful rules and regulations applicable to the 
library, may authorize the removal and disposal of publi- 
cations considered useless in the collection at any time, and 


may purchase from time to time publications for the use of — 


the library ; provided, however, that the amount expended 
shall not exceed the sum that may be annually appropriated 
for the purpose by the City Council.

In every case of disagreement between the two 
i, branches of the City Council, if either branch shall request 
a conference, and appoint a committee of conference, the 
other branch shall also appoint such a committee. Both 
committees shall, at an hour to be agreed upon by their 
chairmen, meet and state to each other, verbally or in 
writing, as either shall choose, the reasons for the action of 
their respective branches in relation to the matter in contro- 
versy, shall confer freely thereon, and shall report to their 
respective branches.

Either branch of the City Council may commit 
or recommit to a Joint Committee, but the reference by 
either branch of a matter to its successor, or to the next City 
Council, shall require concurrent action. The report of a 
committee upon any subject referred to it shall, unless other- : 
wise ordered by the City Council or by the committee, be 
presented to the branch in which the order of reference origi- 
nated. It shall be the duty of every Joint Committee, to 
which any subject may be specially referred, to report 
thereon within four weeks, or to ask for further time. 

Rute 10. All reports and other papers submitted to the ~ 
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City Council shall be written or printed, and no indorse- 
ment of any kind shall be made on the reports, memorials, 
or other papers, excepting those made by the officers of either 
branch. Every report of a committee shall be signed by a 
member belonging to the body to which it shall be pre- 
sented, unless otherwise directed by the committee. Every 
order and notice of reference shall have endorsed upon it~ 
the name of the member offering it or making the motion. 
Such member shall be informed, by the clerk of the com- 
mittee to which the matter is referred, of the time fixed for 
its consideration, if he give notice of his desire to be heard 
thereon. 

Rute 11. The Clerk of Committees shall, at the request 
of the chairman of any committee of which he is clerk, make 
copies of any papers to be reported by it, and he shall 
notify each member of the City Council of all public com- 
mittee hearings. He shall be notified, by his clerk, of the 
time of meeting of every committee of which he is not the 
clerk, as soon as the date. of such meeting is fixed. He shall 
post daily in the corridor of the City Hall, and in the 
chamber of the Board of Aldermen, a list of the committee 
meetings to be held that day. 

Rue 12. The Joint Standing Committees on Accounts, 
Finance, Surveyor’s Department, Engineer’s Department, 
Health Department, Public Building Department, Public 
Land Department, Printing, and Department for the 
Survey and Inspection of Buildings, may choose respectively, 
as clerk of such committee, one of their own number, or 
any employé of the department under their charge; but 
no compensation shall be made for such services. 

Rue 13. If any ordinance, order, or resolution, origi- 
nating in one branch, shall fail to pass in the other, notice 
shall be given, under the signature of the clerk, to the 
branch in which the same originated. 

Rute 14. In all votes requiring concurrent action the 
form of expression shall be “Ordered” for everything by 
way of command; and the form shall be “Resolved” for 
everything expressing opinions, principles, facts, or purposes. 

Rute 15. The specific appropriations for the several 
objects enumerated in the general appropriation order shall 
be deemed and taken to be the maximum amount to be ex- 
pended by the several committees having the charge thereof, 
for the entire financial year. 

Whenever the amounts designated and appropriated as 
aforesaid have been expended, and an additional sum is re- 
quired, or whenever the estimates for any purpose exceed 
the appropriation specially made therefor, the committee

_ having charge thereof shall furnish to the City Council a 
- detailed statement, in print, of the expenditures already 
made, and of the necessity for an additional appropriation. 

Whenever the City Council shall order an expenditure by 
-any committee, board, or officer, either in addition to the 
estimates. on which the appropriation was made, ‘or for an 
object not included in such estimates, it shall provide for the 
payment of the same. 

No expenditure shall be made from the Reserved Fund ex-- 
cept by a transfer to some other appropriation, or to a new 
appropriation to be established. 

No expenditure shall be charged to the appropriation for 
Incidentals excepting those ordered in accordance with Chap- 
ter 28, Section 13, of the Public Statutes ; expenditures for 
one or both branches of the City Council, ordered by con- 
current vote; or by committees as provided in these rules ;

Ruxer 16. When application shall be made for an addi- 
tional appropriation, to be provided for by transfer or loan, 
such appropriation shall not be made until the application has 
been referred to, and reported upon, by the Committee on 
Finance. 

Rute 17. No order authorizing the borrowing of money, 
or the transfer of one appropriation or part of an appropria- 
tion to another appropriation, shall be passed, unless two- 
thirds of the whole number of the members of each branch of 
the City Council vote in the affirmative, by vote taken by yea 
and nay. 

Rute 18. No presiding officer of a board, or chairman of 
a committee, unless duly authorized by such board or com- 
mittee, shall approve any bill or account against the city. 

Rute 19. No bills for refreshments, or carriages, shall be 
paid, unless such bills shall specify in detail the names of the 
persons to whom such refreshments, or carriages, were fur- 
nished, the dates of furnishing the same, and shall be ap- 
proved by the members of the City Council charged therewith, 
or by the-presiding officer of a board, or chairman of a 
committee. All bills for refreshments shall be presented at 
the time incurred, and, if incurred by a committee, the chair- 
man, or chairman pxo tempore, shall certify that the persons 
named were present. The presiding officer of a board, or 
chairman of a committee, shall not approve any bill for re- 
freshments, or carriage-hire, unless as herein required, nor 
shall he approve any such bill on account of any person not 
a member of the City Council, unless specially authorized to 
do so by vote of such board or committee. But the officers 
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of either branch thereof, the Clerk of Cominitheass and as- ; 


sistant, are exempt from this provision. Such bills, when so 
appr oved, shall be paid from the appropriation to which they 
are incident ; and the Auditor of Accounts shall not pass any 


such bill for the approval of the Committee on Accounts, un- 


less it has been approved as provided i in this or the preceding 
section. 

Rue 20. All carriages furnished to members of the City 
Government shall, whenever practicable, be ordered through 
the City Messenger; and, when not so ordered, the person 
who orders them shall forthwith give notice thereof to the. 
City Messenger; and in all cases the party who furnishes a 
carriage shall, within seven days thereafter, return to the 
City Messenger a detailed statement of the names of the per- 
sons who used the same, and of the time during which and 
the purpose for which it was used. 

Rue 21. All bills for refreshments or carriages, con- 


taining items incurred more than three months previous to 


the date of their presentation to the Auditor, shall go before © 


the City Council for approval. 

Rue 22. All papers requiring concurrent action shall be 
transmitted from one branch of the City Council to the 
other, with the action of the branch sending them indorsed 
thereon, and signed by the regular presiding officer of such 
branch, or, in his absence, by the clerk, or assistant clerk, 
of such body. In case of votes or action by either branch, 
not based on written orders or papers, notice of the same 
shall be transmitted to the other branch, signed as herein, 
before directed. 

Rue 23. Any report containing any recommendation, 


other than “leave to withdraw” or “inexpedient to take 


further action,” shall be accompanied by an ordinance, order, 
or resolve, embodying such recommendation; and such 
report shall be acted upon separately. 

RuLe 24. Any member of a Joint Committee may submit 
a minority report at the same time as the majority report, 
and, if the latter be in print, he shall be allowed to submit his 
report also in print. Either branch may order to be printed 
the report of any committee submitted to it, or any docu- 
ment relating to a subject under consideration. 

Rute 25. Every Standing Committee shall, in making any 
contract, observe the following regulations : — 


1. In case the amount of the estimated expenditure under 
a contract exceeds three thousand dollars, reasonable notice 
shall be given by advertisements therefor published in the 
daily papers of the city, and elsewhere if necessary. 

2. Whenever advertisements for proposals for any work 
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to be done for the city, or for any materials to be furnished, 
are made, the persons in charge of the work to be done 
shall cause suitable plans and specifications, and schedules 
of materials, to be prepared and shown to parties proposing 


to bid. 
3. Every contract exceeding three thousand dollars shall 


be accompanied by a suitable bond for the performance of 


the same, or by the deposit of money or security to the 
amount of such bond. No proposal shall be accepted from 
or for any person who shall have broken a contract with the 
city during the three years preceding. 

4. No proposal shall be received from any person offering 
to contract for such work, unless the same is sealed. All 
proposals shall be publicly opened at the hour and place 
designated in the advertisement, if any be specified. If any 
such proposals shall be offered by persons who, in the judg- 
ment of the said committee, shall be incompetent to perform 
their contracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in 


respect to their means of faithfully executing the same, such 


proposal may be rejected, notwithstanding the same be at a 
lower rate than other proposals offered for the same work. 
5. Insuch cases, where the amount of any contract shall ex- 
ceed the sum of fifteen hundred dollars, the contract shall be in 
writing, and after being signed by the parties no such contract 
shall be altered in any particular, without the consent of three- 
fourths of the committee indorsed thereon by such members. 
6. Every contract shall provide that, in case of any alter- 
tion, so much of such contract as is not necessarily affected 
by the change shall remain in force upon all parties thereto. 


Rue 26. Rule 25 shall apply to all Joint Special Com- 
mittees where the estimated amount of any work to be per- 
formed under any one contract, exceeds the sum of ten 
thousand dollars. 

Rute 27. Whenever the payments under any contract are 
not intended to be made from the appropriations for the cur- 
rent financial year, such contract shall first be referred to the 
Committee on Finance to report what measures shall be taken 
for the payments as they become due. 

Inevery contract entered into, involving the em- 
ployment of mechanics or laborers by the contractor, a provi-

The Joint Standing Committee on Legislative Matters re- 
port that the following petitions have been presented to the 
_ Massachusetts Legislature of 1883, since the committee 
made their first report.

3. A petition for such legislation as will be required to 
enable the citizens of Boston to elect city officers the same 
day that State officers are elected ; and, also, for such changes 
in the registration laws as may be necessary in consequence 
of changing the date of the municipal election. 

4. A petition for the repeal of the Acts of 1879, in regard 
to the assessment and apportionment of poll-taxes and other 
taxes, and the substitution of other suitable acts therefor. 
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5. A petition for such additional legislation as may be 
necessary for the better protection of life and property at 
railroad grade-crossings. 

6. A petition for the passage of an act to enable the City 
of Boston to construct and maintain a bridge over Charles 
river, substantially in accordance with plans drawn by the 
City Engineer, and approved by the Committee on the Re- 
building of Warren bridge; and to transfer to the City of 
- Boston all the right, title, and interest of the Commonwealth 
in the present Warren bridge, the approaches to the same, 
and the material of which it is composed, and to authorize 
the city to discontinue the whole or any part thereof, upon 
completion of the new bridge. 

7. A petition for an amendment of that provision of the 
Public Statutes, requiring all by-laws to be published in one 
or more newspapers, so that the same shall not apply to the 
revised ordinances, or to any code of by-laws or ordinances for 
whose publication and distribution provision is otherwise made. 

8. A petition for the repeal of any acts or parts of acts, 
relating solely to the town or city of Boston, which have be- 
come obsolete or inoperative. 

9. A petition for the passage of an act extending the time 
for fillmg and grading the flats and ,basin of Prison-Point 
Bay, so called, in that part of Boston called Charlestown, as 
provided in Chap. 238 of the Acts of 1881. 

10. A petition for the passage of an act extending the 
time within which a building shall be commenced on the 
Public Library lot on Dartmouth street, corner of Boylston 
street, as provided in Chap. 222 of the Acts of 1880. 

11. A petition for such legislation as will permit hearings, 
now required by law to be held before the Board of Alder- 
men, to be held before some committee of said Board.

In Common Cowncr, May 8, 1885. 

The committee appointed to investigate the sixth ballot 
for Directors of Public Institutions on Jan. 26, 1883, beg 
leave to report as follows, and to their report they append 
the evidence taken at the various hearings given by the 
committee. 

The testimony shows that twenty-five gentlemen testified 
under oath that they voted for P. J. Donovan on that ballot ; 
and in addition three or four others voted for him, but did 
not wish to give testimony to that effect. Only sixteen 
ballots for Mr. Donovan were found in the envelope con- 
taining the ballots reported by the committee who counted 
them originally. Fourteen gentlemen testified that they 
wrote or scratched their ballots containing the name of Mr. 
Donovan, in ink, and only nine ballots were found containing 
his name with ink erasures or writing. Three gentlemen 
testified that they wrote the name of Mr. Donovan on their 
ballots in ink, but only one ballot was found bearing the 
name of Mr. Donovan in writing, and as that was in pencil, 
and was identitied by a member of the Council who did not 
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wish his testimony taken, it may be thrown See of epneidere rey 
ation. Your committee, in accordance with a vote of this — 
Council, examined and recounted the ballots cast in the five — : 
previous ballots for Directors, and in the first four found no a 
material difference between the report of the committee and . 
the recount. On their recount of the fifth ballot they found 
that a number of ballots had been credited to Mr. Fitz- 
patrick which were not found in the envelope containing the 
ballots, thus showing a material discrepancy, tending in the 
same direction as the result reported by the committee who 
counted the sixth ballot. : 

Placing credence in sworn testimony of the gentlemen 
who voted for Mr. Donovan, testimony given without com- 
pulsion, and with no object to gain except the truth, the 
members of your committee are forced to the conclusion that. 
there was a change, or substitution of ballots from those 
actually cast by the Council, but to what extent, or by what 
means it was accomplished, the evidence does not enable 
them to arrive at any conclusion. 

They recommend the adoption of the order offered by the 
Joint Committee on Rules, as to the method of casting bal- 
lots, with the addition that there should be a seal provided 
for the purpose of sealing the envelope to contain the ballots, 
which seal should be at all times in the custody of the City 
Messenger.

The CHAIRMAN. — Will you tell us what you know about counting the 
sixth ballot for Director for Public Institutions ? 

A. I do not know as I can say anything particular about it, except 
they were counted about the same as they were on every other ballot.

Q. ey you tell us who acted as clerk of that committee ? 

A. 1 did. 

Mr. Orr. — Will you tell us just what happened from the time th 
ballots were received until you returned to the Council Chamber, as 


near as you can recollect ? 


A. AsnearasIcan recollect, after collecting the ballots, —I collected 
the ballots in the third division,— and after they were collected, if I re- 
member aright, I stood on the right of the committee. That is, I 
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retired to the committee-room first. ‘This is on the last ballot. I feel ; 


almost positive I was on the right. When we got in there, Mr. 
Peters, the messenger, took the blank on the further end of the desk, 
where I had been writing before, and threw it into the waste-basket and 


put anew bunch out on this end. I started to take them down to the 
other end, and he said it was customary to write there, because the light | 


was on that end of the desk. I immediately wrote the names down 
while the committee were counting, in the order that I supposed the 
numbers would be, and I think I wrote Mr. Quigley’s name first, and 
Mr. Fitzpatrick second, and then, I think, Mr. Maguire, and finally Mr.

candidates. Each man told what was in his pile, and then we put them 
together. We did that on the second and third, fourth and fifth, and 
the sixth just the same. And as I said, gentlemen, if there was any- 
thing wrong done there I didn’t see it; if there was anything wrong I 
cannot see how it was done. [ff there is any question the committee 
want to ask me I shall be happy to answer anything. ‘ 

Mr. Parkman. — You stood next to Mr. Weld while you counted the ¢ 
ballots? 

A. At one time; I didn’t on the last ballot. 

Q. What was the order of the committee on the sixth ballot ? 

A, I think Mr. Weld, Mr. Doherty, and I think Mr. Maguire, and 
then myself, as near as I can recollect. Still, I may not have it just 
right. 

“The CHAIRMAN. — Starting from the left of the desk P 

A. You mean on the sixth ballot? 

QO. Yes. +. 

A. Yes, sir. 

Be « Mr. PARKMAN. — You stood at the further end of the table P 

A. Yes, sir; I stood on the end of the table. Probably I had twelve 
or fifteen ballots that I counted and threw them up into the centre of 

: _ the table. 

’ Mr. Emery. —Then the remark about Mr. Weld looking over your 
shoulder could not apply to the last ballot? 

. A. Oh, no; I am referring to the first ballot. Mr. Weld did nothin 

t on the last ballot until the ballots were counted and thrown up. 

io hardly think Mr. Weld started his report; for, as near as I can recollect, 
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Mr. Doherty wrote one or two headings. I don’t think he wrote in the Se 


heading on the last ballot. He stood there and looked while they were 
counting, and then made his report upon the sheet. 

Mr. Orr. — If you were at the extreme right of the four gentlemen 
you could not tell positively whether he had made the heading or not? 

A. Well, when I came around to him he was writing, and I think 
Mr. Doherty suggested to him he had something to fill in. 

Mr. Emery. — Did you notice Mr. Weld at all, ‘Pee while you 
were counting ? 

A. No; I cannot say I did. 

Q. He might have been writing at first? 

A. Well, I only say now, as Isaid before, that on that last blank I 
saw him filling i in something, or saw him writing in something, and he 
oniitted something and was “filling it in afterwards. 

Q. Did each one of the committee that was counting take certain ones 
of the ballots and sort those himself, and put those that belonged to 
some other party in a separate pile P 

A. When those ballots were put on the table the ballots were put up, 
Maguire, Donovan, and Fitzpatrick; as they got them they put them 
up in piles right along, and when they counted them up they counted 
up the amount in each pile and gave it to Mr. Weld. 

Mr. ParkKMAN. — Which did you count? 

A, I didn’t count any in particular. [sorted them out and threw them 
up in the pile. These ballots I would pick up and put a Maguire ballot 
in the Maguire pile and Donovan ballot in the Donovan pile. 

Q. After they were sorted in piles, which pile did you count ? 

A. I was interested in Mr. Maguire, and probably counted his bal- 
lots. I think I did. 

Mr. Fraser. — Did you count Mr. Maguire’s P 

A. I did. 

Q. With your attention to Mr. Maguire do you think it would be pos- 
sible to beat him at the table ? 

A. No;I don’t think so. I was interested in Mr. Maguire, and I told 
him I would do all I could for him. I voted for Mr. Maguire on, the 
sixth ballot. Mr. Thomes took up my ballot and gave it to me before 


that. 


Mr. Orr. — Do you think you could identify hiss ballot? 

A. No, sir; I don’t;think I could. 

Mr. Cummines. — Did you vote a written ballot? 

A. There were none printed, and I must have written it. Yes, I did, 
too; I voted a written ballot. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Written by yourself? 

A. No, sir; Mr. Thomes wrote it. 

Mr. Fraspr. — Then the last ballot you cast was written ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think so. Mr. Thomes was there writing ballots for 
Mr. Maguire all night. 


Q. Were you astonished when the result was announced in the com- 


mittee-room ? 7. 

A, After the ballots came up on the table, and they announced Mr. 
Fitzpatrick forty-one ballots, 1 run them over, and I think Mr. Weld 
counted them; and after they were all counted Mr. Weld says to me, 
‘¢Did you count those ballots face up or backs?” And I stated I didn’t 
know. He said possibly there might be two piles together, and we 
waited until the result came in, and then I didn’t know. — It wasn’t sort- 
ing them over and separating them afterwards, but just turned them 
over — not the way of dealing at cards. 

Mr. Wise. — Who first announced the forty-one votes for Mr. Fitz- 
patrick in the committee ? 

A. Well, I don’t recollect. 
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: /@ The same one who counted the forty-one, do you remember ? 


A. Well, I think Mr. Doherty counted forty-one. The ballots lay

Mr. Orr. — The question relates to the first and fourth. 

Mr. Emery.— The question is, where did Mr. Doherty and Mr. 
Maguire stand ? 

A. I think Mr. Weld was first on this end of the table as you go in 
from the door. I think Mr. Doherty was next, and Maguire next, and 
Lat the end. LIthink that was the position, as near as I can recollect. 

Mr. Emery. — Are you quite sure you didn’t stand next to Mr. Weld 
on the last count ? 

A. Well, after we gave the count in, we all came around to Mr. Weld 
to give the countin. No, sir; I think I didn’t. 

Mr. Orr. — Did you hear Mr. Weld say that, to the best of his recollec- 
tion, you stood next to him?

The CHAIRMAN. —If any member wishes to ask questions he can do 
so by stepping up here, without submitting them in writing. 

Mr. DonneLLy. —I would ask Mr. Barry. if he wasn’t in a position to 
see if there were any ballots substituted for those that had been cast? 

A. I think I was. 

Q. And there could be none substituted without your seeing it ? 

A. AsI stated before, [ wasn’t interested in Mr. Fitzpatrick. I was 
interested in Mr. Maguire; and I am free to say 1 should not have toler- 
ated anything done against the one I was interested in. 1 mean to say 
I should have the count as near right as I knew how. 

Q. You mean you were there to watch, and see if Mr. Maguire’s inter- 
est was protected ?

Q. Was the door into the lobby open or shut while you were

A. The door was open, as near as I can recollect. 

Q. Was the City Messenger, or any other person besides the commit- 
tee, in the room before the count was declared ? 

A. I think one of the messengers was there. My impression is that 
one of the messengers came in. Some one suggested about his turning 
around. Whether he remained or not I cannot say. 
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Mr., BRoMwicH. — Are you positive that the ballots were aieea 2 
together on the sixth ballot, and that they were put in one heap? ~ 

A. In going into the room? 

Q. When you first turned them out of your boxes ?P 

A. Yes, sir; lam; yes. 


Q. Did the gentlemen from divisions one and four stand next each — 


other P 

A. Yes, Sirs 

Q. They were next each other? 

A. Yes, sir; they were next each other, as near as I can recollect. 
They must have been near one another. Mr. Weld stood at one end 
and I stood on the other end, and they must have been in the centre. 

Mr. Fisk. — Did you leave the desk at any time during the time the 
committee were out? 

A. I did at onetime. I went over to the sink to get a drink of water. 
It was on the fourth or fifth ballot. Somebody came to the door and 
made a motion, and wanted to know how it was, and I shook my head 
at them. 

Q. Did you go to the closet or room for water during or after the 
counting, and before the committee returned to make their report? 

A. No, sir; I did not. 

Mr. Goopman. — Did any member of the committee leave the desk

upon which the ballots were deposited while being counted, and before 


the result was declared ? 
A. Not to my knowledge. 


TESTIMONY OF CORNELIUS F. DOHERTY. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Will you tell us what you know about this? 

A. Well, I know we went in the same as on the other ballots, and 
threw the ballots on the desk. Mr. Weld stood on the end and Mr. 
Maguire alongside him, and I stood alongside him, and Mr. Barry on 
the other end. As recrards counting the ballots, I didn’t count any until 
they were handed to me. As the ballots were counted, I gave them to 
Mr. Weld. 

Mr. Emery. — Did you assist in sorting them ? 

A. Yes, sir; [assisted in sorting them. ae Pe 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Did you count any ballots yourself? 

A. Yes, sir; I counted them after the rest. 

Q. Mr. Weld didn’t count any ? 

A. No; he didn’t count any. 

Q. You didn’t count any yntil after the rest counted ? 

A. No, sir; the ballots were put up ina pile, and one man counted, 
and another counted, and I counted to verify the count. 

Mr. Emery. — Give the order in which the piles were arranged. 
Which pile was next to Mr. Weld? 

A. That I could not swear to now. I know that I didn’t take any 
notice of it, for the reason I did. not think there would be any reason 
for it. 

Mr. PARKMAN.— There were three piles after they were sorted, — 
Donovan, Maguire, and Fitzpatrick ? 

A. Y es, sir. 
Q. Mr. Barry testified that he thinks he counted Mr. Maguire’s. 
A. IT could not swear to what he counted. 

. Thatis his testimony, —that he thinks he counted Mr. Maguire’s 
le. Did you count any pile until the others had counted them? 
A, Not that I know of. I didn’t count any particular pile. 

Q. Did you help to sort them ?. 
A. Yes. 
Q. And stood by while somebody else counted them ? 
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3 A. We sorted them out, and they were left in piles and counted. 
- Q. Who made the first count of each pile? 


A. That is what I could not swear to. 


- Q. You say you did not count any piles until somebody else had 


~ gounted them ? 


A. They were passed to me, and I counted them. 

Mr. Orr. — Do you know who passed them to you? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. ParkMAN. — Which pile did you count ? 

A. I counted all three of them. 

Was that after somebody else had counted them ? 

Yes, sir; I was standing near Mr. Weld. 

He didn’t count any? 

He stood near me, and put down the count what I said. 
. Do you.mean to say the only count you made was to verify the 
count of somebody else ? 

A. Yes, sir; that is all the count I made. 

Q. Whose count did you verify? It must have been Mr. Barry’s and 
Mr. Maguire’s ? 

ye ae that Mr. Barry and Mr. Maguire went over them the same 
as I did. 

Q. Somebody must have counted them first? 

A. Yes, sir; but I didn’t count them first. 

Q. You swear you didn’t? 

A. I swear I didn’t. 

Mr. Emery. — You stood next to Mr. Weld, one pile towards you 
and one in the centre, and one over to the right. Cannot you tell 
which pile was toward you? 

A. No; I could not tell, because we each sorted our ballots and threw 
them into different piles.

A. Yes, sir; each one passed the ballots to the other and made three 
piles.

Then, when they were sorting, there were nine piles? 

A. Yes, sir.

Mr. ParKMAN. — After they were put on top of each other, didn’t you 
count either of the piles ? 

A. Kither of the piles first ? 

Q. Yes. 

A. No; I could not swear I did. 

Mr. Fraser. — Did you stand in such a position during the count that 
you could see if any ballots were taken off and others substituted in 
their place P . 

A. Yes, sir; I stood in such a position that I think I could see it. 
Four of us standing at the desk together, — Mr. Weld stood at the end 
of the table, Mr. Barry at the other end, in front of him, and we stood 
right about facing the table. 

Mr. Orr. -- Could you identify your ballot? 

A. I don’t know. I could not swear I could. 

Mr. Emery. — For whom did you vote ? 

A. I voted for Donovan. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Do you know whether you wrote your ballot ? 

A. I scratched it. 
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Q. Do you know whether you scratched in ink or pencil? 


A. I could not swear whether I did or not. I had one of those patent : i: 


pencils on the desk. I don’t know whether I scratched with it or not. 

_ Mr. Emery. — Did you-all complete sorting at the same time? 

A. Yes, sir. I knew before the report came in here I would have to 
take and write off ‘‘ Director for Public Institutions.” 

Q. I want to be sure of one thing, —that each man made three dis- 
tinct piles himself ? 

A, Each man sorted them right out. 


Q. I understood Mr. Barry to say that each man sorted, and you say 


that each man had three piles ? 

A. Yes, sir; we sorted them out carelessly, and threw them out. 

Mr. Orr. — In other wor ds, were there nine separate divisions ? 

Avs Vs, Sir; 1 should judge so. 

Mr. FRASER. — When you cameacross a Donovan ballot, you threw it 
out upon one pile, and Maguire upon another ? 


A. Yes, sir; and when we had all sorted them out we put them 


together. 

Q. You don’t think it would be possible for anybody to substitute 
ballots there during that count without your seeing it? 

A. No; I don’t think I could. I wasn’t looking for anything of the 
kind at the time. 

Mr. Fisk. — There was one ballot in that lot cast for Mr. Quigley. 
Do you know in whose box that was? | 

A. No, sir; I could not swear to it. 

Mr. Emery. — Which division did you collect ? 

A. I collected the first division. 

@. And counted the first? 

A. Yes; I counted the first, and sorted them out. 

Mr. Wise. — Do yau know how many ballots were cast in thaé first 
division ? 

A. No, I could not swear to that. 

Q. Where was Mr. Weld’s box emptied? Into yours? 

A. No;I don’t know. I could not say which. 

Mr. Bromwicu.— Did the committee count their own assorted 
ballots in nine piles before they were put into the three piles? 

A. No; I stated that before. We sorted them out, and made three 
separate piles, and then counted them. 

Q. And not before ? 

A. No, sir. |

the four ballot-boxes over on the table?

Q. Andeach count their own ?

aa Mr. DonNELLY. — On an occasion some time after this Thursday-night 
meeting, do you recollect stating that you did not believe there was any 
fraud in connection with the sixth ballot? 

A. Yes; I did. 


ie: Q. Did you not also state that, in your opinion, some gentlemen 
___—-were mistaken as to how they cast their ballots; and you believed they 
" were mistaken ?P 
A. I did. 


Mr. Martry. — When the ballots were carried in, and the gentlemen 
deposited them on the desk, did they throw them out on top of one an- 
other and put them on one pile first, or did they keep them separate ? 

A. That is a question I could not answer. I am inclined to think 


if they didn’t pay any particular attention to them, and they simply 
; emptied them on to the desk. 

4 _Mr. Bromwicu. — Mr. Weld says he is not positive how they were 
A deposited, and yet he is positive that there was no fraud, —no mistake. 
4 I would like to ask Mr. Weld if he gets that opinion, that there was no 
A mistake or wrong doings that night, from anything or anybody’s else 
> remarks, excepting his own judgment? 

4 A. No. At first it didn’t seem to me as though there could have 
“4 been anything wrong. ‘That was my first impression. 


Q. That is your own opinion, and is nothing you have heard ? 

A. Nothing I have heard. 

Mr. DonNELLY. — You consider your opinion entitled to some weight 
on account of being on that committee, do you not? 

A. Well, I don’t know; I begin to think it isn’t. 

Mr. Ler.— Was not the gentleman particularly interested in Mr. 
Eddy in the first place ?P 

A. That was my particular interest; yes. 

Q. Was there any difference in the manner or mode of counting on 
the first ballot and the last? : 

A. Yes, sir; there was a good deal. The first time Mr. Barry 
counted the ballots and called off the names on the ballots, and passed 
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them right over as they came off the pile, and I saw every ballot that 


came there, and checked the names. That was the first ballot. 

Q. That was the one you were most interested in? 

A. Yes, sir. Mr. Eddy was elected on that ballot. 

Q. What I wanted to get at was, if there was any difference in the 
_mode of counting on the first and sixth ballots ? 

A. Yes. On the other ballots they took the tickets and put them in 
piles, and then put all the different ones together, and counted them 
there afterwards. 

Mr. PARKMAN. —On the first ballot there were three persons to be 
elected, and on the other ballots there was only one person to be elected ? 

A: Yes, sir. 

Mr. Len. — That was why it took place differently ? 

A.‘ Yes, sir. 

Q. There wasn’t any darkness that came over the room on the last 
ballot? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. The lights were all lit? 

A.. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Bromwicu. — You were more interested on the first ballot than 
on the sixth ? 

A. Yes, sir; I took more interest in it. 

Q. Rather careless on the sixth ballot ? 

A. I don’t know as you could exactly call it that. I had been out 
so many times I had got kind ‘of tired, and didn’t imagine there was 
going to be any fraud at all, or any question about the ballot. 

Mr. THomas. — In case substitution had taken place before the ballots 
had been emptied upon the desk, whether you had any means of de- 
tecting it? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Emery. —The order of the parties at the desk is given quite 
different by you and Mr. Barry. Are you quite sure he stood next to 
you on the last count? 

J am very positive Mr. Barry stood next to me. 

Your recollection is the same now as when you first came here P 
Just the same. 

And has not been changed by the testimony here? 

No, sir; not at all. 

You think Mr. Doherty and Mr. Barry were beyond you? 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. CutckErinc. — Did you see the members of the committee all the. 
time they were in the room? 

_A. No; I didn’t see them all the time. They were standing up at 
the desk with me all the time. 

@. Did you see the ballots all the time ? 

A. No, sir; I didn’t while I was writing. 

Mr. Fisk. Did the members of the committee remain at the desk 
during the count? 

A. ‘Tam rather inclined to think that during the count Mr. Barry 
went to get'a drink of water. I think he did. But it was only fora 
minute. 

Q. Where did he go to get the drink of water ? 

A. In the room, I think. I won't be sure; but I am rather under the 
impression of something of that kind. 

Q. Where were you at the time he went to get the drink of water ? 

A. I was standing right at the end of the desk all the time. 

Q. You feel very confident that it was on this ballot that Mr. Barry 
left the desk to get a drink of water ? 

A. I do, for this reason: Mr. Barry had spoken to me about that; 
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am ea is, he brought that little circumstance up to recall it that evening 


erwards. — 

Q. After you had returned to the chamber ? 

A. Well, that was within a short time he spoke of it to me. 

Q. Where were the other members at this time — Mr. Doherty and 
Mr. Maguire ? 

A. They were standing at the desk with me. 

Q. Was this after the final count had been decided upon? 

A. I think so. I think it was while I was making up the report. 

Q. After the ballots had been counted ? 

A. Yes. When he left the desk I think it was after the ballots had 
been counted. 

Q. Do you feel very sure about that ? 

A. I don’t feel positive about it; but I feel very sure of it. 

Mr. Fraser. — Is there any evidence you have given here to-day that 
you can say positively, I know it is so? 

A. Iam positively sure I didn’t see anything at all suspicious in the 
room that night. 

Mr. Orr. — Did you seal the ballots? 

A. No, I didn’t. ; 

Q. Do you know who did seal them P 

A. No; I don’t remember who did. 

Q. Was it possible, in your opinion, that there could have been a 
substitution while the ballots were being sorted P 

A. Inever thought of such a thing; and it only occurred to me since 
then that such a thing might have happened. 

Q. Now that the matter has come to your mind, do you think now, in 
the light of past events, that there could have been any substitution 
while they were being sorted ? | 

A. Well, since it has been explained to me, I think it could be. 

Q. Without your detecting it? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Ay aeuigema -- Your previous opinion was given soon after the occur- 
rence 

A. Yes, sir; the next day. 

Mr. Orr. — Will you explain how you think they could have sub- 
stituted ballots without your knowing it? 

A. Well, I suppose they might count off a certain number of ballots 
and have others, and change them while I was writing. 

Q. Do you think they could have changed them while you were 


writing ? 

A. [don't think there is any question but they could if they had been 
so disposed ; but I didn’t think such a thing was possible. 

Q. In calling off the names, they might have called off a different name 
from that on the ballot? 

A. They didn’t call off any names on the last ballot. It was only on 
the first ballot that the names were called off. 

Q. You think that while the ballots were on the table they might 
have abstracted some ballots and substituted others ?P 

A, Yes, Sit. 

Q. Without your knowing it? 

A. Yes, sir; I think it could have been done. 

Mr. FRASER. — Did anybody suggest that night how it could have 
been done P 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Or the next day? 

A. No, sir; but they have suggested it since. 

Q. Who was the person that suggested it might have been done? 

A. Well, Mr. Bromwich gave us quite an explanation how it might 
have been done. 
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Q. Will you tell us what fis stated to you? | 

A. He spoke of how they might have counted off the ballots and have 
the same number in their pockets, and then change them. | 


Q. Did Mr. Bromwich say he had ever seen such a thing done ?- 
A. No, sir; he suggested it might be done. 


Mr. Orr. + He didn’t tell you how it was possible to know what 


number to have in his pockets P 
A. As I understood him he thought a man might have twelve ballots 
in his pockets and change them for “twelve more on the table. 
Mr. Fraser. — Was Mr. Bromwich the only man that called your at- 
tention to that mode of changing the ballots ? 
A. Well; I have talked it over so many times that I don’t remember. 
Q. Can you recall any other gentleman that has explained it to you?

A. My ballot was one of the—I think — committee’s regular nomi- 
nations. At any rate, it had the names of Mr. Devlin, Mr. Donovan, 
and Mr. Fitzpatrick upon it. I erased Mr. Devlin’s and Mr. Fitz- 
patrick’s, and left Mr. Donovan’s there. While I was doing it Mr. 
Bromwich leaned over and said: ‘‘ Supposing we vote for Donovan.”

Mr. PARKMAN. — Mr. Bromwich, did you vote for Mr. Donovan on 
the sixth ballot?

A. Idonot. I know there were three names on it, and I erased two 
with ink.

Q. Can you identify your ballot? 

A. Yes; among ten thousand, I think. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — By what means? 

A. By my handwriting. It wasa printed ballot with three names on 
it, and I crossed them all off. I had run out of ballots that had Dono- 
van’s name on, and I crossed all the three printed names and wrote on 
the right-hand margin, ‘‘P. J. Donovan.” I think I could pick it out 
among ten thousand. 

Mr. Orr. — Would you mind submitting to the committee a speci- 
men ? 

A. I could not say positively what printed names I erased. 

Q. No; but on a piece of paper will you submit to the committee a 
specimen ? 

A. I would, except the names. 

Q. A specimen of your handwriting ? 

A. (Preparing a specimen.) ‘There, for instance; there were three 
names like that. There were three or two names, I am not quite sure 
which ; but Donovan’s name was not on it. Then I wrote ‘“‘ P. J. Dono- 
van’; and I think it run down here like that (showing a ballot with Mr.

The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote, on the sixth ballot, for 
Director for Public Institutions ? 

A. I voted for Mr. Donovan; and the reason why I know is that I 
had been voting for Mr. Maguire all the evening, and it was only on 
the last ballot that I changed. 

Q. Can you identify that ballot ? 

A. I think I can, sir. 

Q. In what way ? 

A. For the reason that ballots were very scarce that evening, and I 
ot short of the right kind, and I wrote Mr. Donovan’s name in ink’on the 
ottom of the ballot —the last name on the ballot.

' cil thatevening. On all the ballots I made erasures I used ink; so that 
I know I did not use a pencil.

A. In ink. I wrote no names in pencil at all (writing Mr. Dono- 
van’s name on a piece of blank paper). I wrote it in a great hurry, 

Q. Will you please write it upon this ballot? 

A. Would you like to have me make the erasures ?P 

Q. Yes. 
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iA: (Writing.) This is a little different style of pen than I had when 
I wrote the first. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Were there three or two names when you erased ? 
A. I think there were three. | 


PRENTISS CUMMINGS. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote, on the sixth ballot, for 
Director for Public Institutions ? : 

A. I voted for P. J. Donovan. 

Q. Can you identify that ballot ? 

A. I have no doubt about it. 

Q. In what way ? 

A. Because I used a stylograph on every ballot where there was any 
erasure made or where a ballot was written that evening. The way I a 
ordinarily did was to draw two lines with the stylograph across the 
name I wished to erase. 

Q. That is the only way you have of identifying your ballot? 

A, Yes, sir; I voted for Mr. Maguire on the first two ballots. Then 
Mr. Donovan had more votes than Mr. Maguire, and I changed my ~ 
vote to Donovan and continued until the last. J remember the last 
ballot distinctly, that Mr. Greenough and myself both had made up our 
minds to go back to Maguire, and we had Maguire ballots in our hands 
when a member of the Council came up and urged us very strongly to 
stick to Mr. Donovan; and we both did. So that I know that Mr. 
Greenough voted for Mr. Donovan, although Mr. Greenough himself 
does not remember it. Mr. Greenough made his erasures in ink also.

The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote, on the sixth ballot, for 
Director for Public Institutions ? 

A. For P. J. Donovan. 

QY. Can you identify that ballot? 

A. I think I could, although I am not positive about it. 

@. In what way would you propose to identify it ? 

A. Jerased two names on each of the ballots I cast for Mr. Donovan, 
on all the votes I cast that evening, and all were for Mr. Donovan. 

Q. Did you erase in ink? 

A. I did; and I not only crossed them in ink, but I erased the name 
or words ‘‘ From the Board of Aldermen.” 

Q. Will you submit a ballot as a fac-simile? 

A. Yes, sir. (Submits a ballot.) 

Mr. Orr. — Did you afterward blot the ballot ? 

A. I did; I should do so now if I had the opportunity. 

Q. I wanted to know whether you allowed it to dry? 

A. No, sir; there was a blotter on my desk. 


THOMAS J. EMERY. — Called. 


Mr. Orr. —I object to a member of the committee giving testimony. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Really! 

Mr. Orr. — Certainly I do— to a man’s being judge and witness in 
his own case. 

The CHAIRMAN. — I think we shall all be asked about how we voted. 

Mr. Emery. —-I suppose we want to get at the bottom facts; and I 
not only ask but claim the right to testify here. I suppose a member 
of the committee can tell the truth. ; 

Mr. Cumminas. — In courts of justice it isa common thing for a judge 
or a juryman to testify. 
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Mr. Orr. — Would the judge be sworn in the case ? 
Mr. Cummines. — Yes, certainly; and a member of the jury may be 
taken right off the jury and sworn. That has been done. . 
Mr. Orr. — And afterward serve on the same jury. a 
Mr. CumMMinGs. — Because he is on the jury. Suppose a man was on : 
trial for murder; a man can be taken right off the jury to show that the 
defendant is the murderer.

A. Only in this way: there were three names upon it, and I erased 
two, and left Mr. Donovan’s. I erased in ink; drew the lines across the 
ballot.

The CHairnmMan. — Mr. Fisk, for whom did you vote, on the sixth 
ballot, for Director for Public Institutions ? 

A. For Mr. P. J. Donovan. 

Q. Can you identify that ballot sufficiently well to say whether your 
ballot is present ? 

A. I can identify it in this way: I erased my ballot inink. It was a 
ballot bearing three names, with Mr. Devlin’s name from the Board of 
Aldermen. I drew my pen through the words ‘From the Board of 
Aldermen,” and through Mr. Devlin’s name, and through one of the two 
names on the ticket, leaving Mr. Donovan’s from the Common Council.

Q@. There is no mark on it by which you could distinguish it? 
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A. No, sir. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Did anybody see you mark your ballot that you 
know of ? 

A. Well, I was surprised at the last meeting, after this order was 
passed, to have a member of this committee tell me that he was confi- 
dent that I erased my ballot in ink in the manner I have described, and 
put that ballot into the box. He sits in my section. 

@. Who is that member? 

A. Mr. Orr. He said he was confident that I erased in the manner 
described and put the bailot in the box. He did not know the name of 
the person for whom I voted on the ballot. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Mr. Orr, Mr. Fisk has made a statement here that 
he thinks you saw him erase his ballot in ink. 

Mr. Orr. — I did. 

Mr. Emery. —I object to Mr. Orr’s testimony. 

Mr. Orr. —I have expressed no wish to testify. 

Mr. ParkMAN. — He may make the statement again for Mr. Orr’s 
benefit, if he so desires it, as the gentleman was not here when the 
statement was first made. 

Mr. Orr. —If you please. 

Mr. Fisk. — Mr. Parkman asked me if any gentleman saw me erase 
my ballot, on the last ballot, and I had said I erased in ink; and I told 
him that after this committee was appointed last week, while sitting be- 
side you, I was very much surprised to have you tell me that you were 
confident I erased in ink, because you saw me take a pen from the tray, 
draw those lines, and put the ballot in the box.

A. I voted for Mr. P. J. Donovan on every ballot. 
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Q. Can you identify your ballot so as to say whether it is present 


among those we are about to open ? 

A. Ithink Iean. I erased in ink, and every ballot on which I made 
any erasures, I drew one line through ‘‘ From the Board of Aldermen,” 
and through the name of one gentleman on the part of the Council. I 


said to Mr. Donovan, after the ballot had been cast, and the committee 


had retired, that I thought we had elected him, on that ballot. The 
gentlemen on either side of me voted for him, and a number of others I 
knew voted for him. I think that some one passed us and requested us 
to vote for Mr. Donovan. Mr. Fitzpatrick stepped in front of me just 
as I was to deposit my ballot, and put a ballot on my desk, written in 
lead-pencil, with his name upon it. I held a ballot for Mr. Donovan in 
my hand, and after the box was passed Mr. Fitzpatrick’s ballot was 
still on my desk. Iam quite positive that I can identify my ballot if I 
could see it. 

Mr. Fraser. — Will you please mark a ballot similar to the one you 
cast ? 

Mr. Ler. —I would like to ask the witness a question. Did you, at 
any time during that evening, say to Mr. Fitzpatrick that you had voted 
for him on that ballot? 

Mr. ParkMAN. —I don’t think that is relevant in the least. 

Mr. Ler. —I say this, that many questions that the committee have 

asked are irrelevant. I want to show that the gentleman’s memory is 
liable to part him. Itis a question which, of course, I would like to 
have answered, either one way or the other. 

Mr. ParkMANn.— What is the question ? 

Mr. Ler. —TIf, on the evening after that ballot had been taken, he 
made the statement to Mr. Fitzpatrick, or to any other member of the 
Council, that he had voted on this ballot for Mr. Fitzpatrick. 

The question was admitted by the Chairman. 

Mr. SmirH.—I have no objection to answering that question. I 
made no such statement to any one. (Submits a ballot, marked.) 

Mr. FRASER. — Could you swear to your ballot? 

A. I should not want to say I could swear to my ballot. I am quite 
positive if I could see that ballot I could identify it. 

Mr. ParkKMAN. — You could swear you erased with ink? 

A. With ink. 

The CHAIRMAN. — On your ballot Mr. Donovan’s name took the place 
of Charles V. Whitten ? 

Mr. FRASER. — That was the style of the erasure. 

A. I drew but one line, and it was left with P. J. Donovan’s name. 

The CHarrMANn. —I think this is all we can accomplish this after- 
noon, unless the committee have something else to suggest. 

Mr. Donovan. — Before the committee adjourns, | wish to make a 
statement. My colleague, Mr. Lombard, just came to me and said he 
was forced to go out of town, and he wished me to state that he, on 
every ballot, voted for myself. 

On motion of Mr, Orr, the committee adjourned, subject to the call 
of the Chairman.

The CHAIRMAN.— Will you please state for whom you hisboieg in the 
ballot that we are now investigating? 

A. I voted for Mr. Donovan. 

Q. Can you identify your ballot that you cast at that time P 

A. I do not think I can. 

Mr. Emery. — Did you vote a single ballot with. Donovan’s name 
upon it? 

A; Yes, sir; 

Q. No other names upon it? 

' A. One other name. 
Q. No erasures that you know of? What I mean, was it a ballot 
with two or three names on it that you erased one or more ? 
A. I don’t know asI just understand the drift of what you want to 
get at. There was a number of ballots. <i 
Mr. Orr. — Was ita printed ballot like that (showing a ballot), with ; 
several names erased ; or one ballot bearing one name, simply the name 
of P. J. Donovan? 

A. No, sir; there was another name upon it, and I erased it, and I 
erased in ink. J had no pencil. 

Mr. Emery. — Whether you erased more than one name ? 

A. J erased only one name; I think that was all, sir. 

‘ Mr. FRASER. — You are sure it was a printed ballot? 

A. Yes, sit. 

Q. And only one name besides Mr. Donovan's on it ? 

A. Jam positive there was only one name besides the one I voted 
for. I voted for Mr. Donovan, and erased the other name. 

Mr. Emery. — You mean to say one Alderman or one Councilman ? 

A. I mean one Councilman. I didn’t suppose you were inquiring 
about the Aldermen. I didn’t erase the Alderman’s name upon it at all. 

Mr. Fraser. — You voted for Donovan on a ballot with the name of 
one Councilman on it erased ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Emery. — Was it on the sixth ballot — the last ballot ? 

Mr. FRASER. — It is the last ballot we are inquiring about, and not 
the third or fourth. 

A. IfI remember aright, there was not any Alderman to be voted for 
on the last ballot. I could not answer that question. 

Mr. Emery. — Whether you struck the Alderman’s name off? 

A. I could not answer that. 

Mr. FRASER. — You are sure you scratched one name ? 

A, Yes, sir. 

@. And there were only two names on the ballot? 

A. With the Alderman’s name. 

Q. Then on the last ballot you must have voted for one Alderman and 
one Councilman ? 

Mr. Orr. — Or you must have scratched off the Alderman’s name and 
one Councilman ? 

A. All I can swear to is that I voted for Mr. Donovan. 

Mr. FRASER. — You cannot swear whether you voted for an Alderman 
and a Councilman on the last ballot or not? 

A. No, sir; Ido not think Ican. Of course Mr. Donovan was all I 
had in view. 

bed Emery. — You remember the fact that you scratched one name 
out: 

A. Yes, sir; Iremember that, with the bare possibility that I can 
identify my ballot. 

Mr. Orr. — There is no means by which you could tell the committee 
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be how you can identify it? There is no means in your own mind now 
how you are going to identify it? 


A. No, sir. 

The CHAIRMAN. —The erasure was not made in any peculiar way, 
such as criss-cross lines ? 

A. That would be the only way I might identify it; a sort of slur, in 


; that kind of way. 


Q. Was it made by one straight mark ? 

A. One mark and possibly a slight curve. I should not be willing 
to swear to it. 

Mr. FRASER. —In case there was a ballot of that kind, and there was 
an Alderman’s name on it, and you had scratched the Alderman and 
voted for Mr. Donovan, would you be willing to recognize that as your 
ballot ? 

A. I don’t wish to say I could identify that. I should want to see it. 


TESTIMONY OF J. FRANK HOWLAND. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote, on the sixth ballot, for 
Director for Public Institutions P 

A. P. J. Donovan. 

Q@. Can you identify your ballot? 

A. I don’t think I could. 

Q. What can you tell the committee about your ballot? Was it 
printed or written? Were there any erasures upon it, and, if any, were 
they made in ink or pencil ? 

A. I voted one of those ballots that had three names upon it, Alder- 
man Devlin and two Councilmen. I could not say who the other Coun- 
cilman was besides Mr. Donovan. I scratched out Devlin’s name, and 
one of the Councilmen, and left Mr. Donovan’s all printed. I could not 
say whether I scratched it out in ink or pencil that time, because part 
of the time I would scratch in ink and part of the time in pencil. 

Y. You said you didn’t think you could identify your ballot? 

A. No; I don’t think I could. 

Mr. FrAser. — Then you are sure you voted a ballot with Donovan’s 
name on and another Councilman’s ? 

A. Yes, sir; Iam positive about that. 

Q. That was the last ballot ? 

A. That was the last ballot; yes, sir. 

Q@. Did you scratch your ballot with pencil or ink ? 

A. Kither pencil or ink. Part of the time I[ scratched with pencil, 
and part of the time with ink. 


TESTIMONY OF OTIS Eppy. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote on the ballot for Director 
for Public Institutions we are now investigating ? 

A. P.J. Donovan. 

QY. Can you identify that ballot? 

A. I would not swear to it; but I think I can. 

@. What can you tell the committee about your ballot? Were there 
any erasures upon it, and if any, were they made in ink or pencil ? 

A. It was a printed ballot, with three names, and I made the erasure, 
with ink. 

Mr. Wisr.— Do you remember any names on the ballot? 

A. My impression is it was Donovan and Maguire, and Maguire I 
scratched. , 

Mr. Orr. — You are not certain about that ? 

A. I wouldn’t swear to that, except about the Alderman, I would swear 
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it was Devlin; but whether it was Maguire or myself, I won’t swear to ; 
but my impr essson is it was Maguire and Donovan. 

Mr. Fraser. — Who was the person who went around to call your 
attention to the fact,—to find out who you voted for ? 

A. I think Mr. Emery. I am quite positive it was Mr. Emery. 

Mr. Orr. — Were you surprised at the result of that ballot ? \ 

A. I was. 

Q. Will you please tell the committee what caused that surprise ? 

A. Well, because on the ballot before that, I think the Republicans,: 
take them as a whole, made up their minds to vote for Maguire, and he 
wasn’t elected. Then each one took a section. I know I took one and 
took every republican there and said, ‘‘ Vote for Donovan”; and I think 
it was the understanding in each section that the republicans were to do ~ 
the same thing. For that reason I was surprised, because it was under- 
stood we were all to vote for Mr. Donovan on that ballot. 

@. Do you know, or are you positive, and do you know positively of 
your own knowledge, how any other members in your division voted ? 

A. Except Mr. Howland. TI will swear he voted for Mr. Donovan, 
because I saw his ballot. 

@. You know no others? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Wise.— Was it in your writing ? 

A. No, sir. Our ballots lay together, and we voted together. 

Mr. Emery. — Do you know whether he erased in ink or pencil ? 

A. I should say it was ink. In my own particular case, in regard to 
this ink business, I know I made a very heavy mark and I think I could 
identify my ballot. 

Mr. FRASER. — Are you positive Mr. Howland marked his in ink? 

A. No; I won’t swear to it. My impression is that he did. 


TESTIMONY OF FRANCIS P. MAGuIRE. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Will you please tell the committee what you know 
about the collection, sorting and counting of ballots cast on the ballot 
we are now investigating ? 

A. Well, on the last ballot, with that committee, the order of going 
into the room after the collection of the ballots was, 1 believe, Mr. Weld 
first, then myself, Mr. Doherty, and Mr. Barry. We proceeded into the 
committee room as we did in all the preceding ballots, and at that time 
the City Messenger, I believe, requested Mr. Weld to change the po- 
sition he had otherwise occupied at the table, from the further end to 
the end nearest the door, saying that there would be more light, the 
gas-jet being right above it. We all turned the ballots out of the box, 
out upon the table, and Mr. Doherty and Mr. Barry were assorting the 
ballots in their boxes that they had, and I assorted the ballots that were 
in the boxes that Mr. Weld and I collected in. As I assorted the ballots 
handed out to me, and in the presence of the entire committee, I counted 
them, and I counted at that time forty-one ballots for Mr. Fitzpatrick. 
That is the only pile I counted. They were handed to me in front of 
the others. 

Q. Have you stated in what order the committee stood when counting 
the ballots ?P . 
A. Mr. Weld stood to the extreme left of the desk, I stood next to 
Mr. Weld, Mr. Doherty stood next, and Mr. Barry was at the extreme 

right. 

“Mr. Parkman. — They had not changed their positions in-going into 
the room ? 

A.-There was no position changed. It was the position the three 
occupied. Mr. Weld’ going in first, took the first position at the table. 
I, going in next, would take the next position; Mr. Doherty next, and 
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took the next position, and Mr. Barry next.. It was the natural position 
we would take. 
Q. Then tell us what you mean by saying Mr. Weld changed his 


_ position P 


A. I mean to say he did not occupy the same position he had on 
the previous ballots. 

Q. But you say he had occupied the further end in the previous ballots? 

A. He occupied the end opposite from which he had stood on the 
previous ballots. 

Q. Didn’t he go there when he first went out ? 

A. No; I understand that before we got to the table, I think the City 
Messenger —I wouldn’t vouch for its being the City Messenger, but 
some of the messengers who preceded us into the anteroom — requested 
him to stand there, as there would be more light. 

Mr. Emery. — Had the same request been made on any of the other 
five ballots ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Had any complaint been made of insufficiency of light ? 

A. Not that I am aware of. 

The CHarrMAN. — Mr. Barry occupied the extreme left when you 
went out ? 

A. Well, where Mr. Fraser is (pointing to the position of the mem- 
bers of this committee at the table). 

Q. Yes. For instance, you say Mr. Weld exchanged positions with 
Mr. Barry, in order to be nearer the light? 

A. On all previous ballots Mr. Barry occupied the position that Mr. 
Weld did on this one. 

@. Then they all exchanged positions ? 

A. They exchanged positions in that way. On all previous ballots 
Mr. Barry occupied Mr. Weld’s position on this ballot, and Mr. Doherty 
occupied the position I occupied on the last ballot, and Mr. Weld occu- 
pied the position of Mr. Barry on previous ballots. 

@. Then Mr. Weld and Mr. Barry changed positions ? 

A. The positions were all changed. None stood in the same position 
on the last ballot that they did on the previous ballot. 

Q. Were they changed naturally, or after you went in? 

A. I should judge we occupied the position we naturally would take 
as we went in after collecting the ballots.. The first man would stand 
at the left end of the table, the next man following him would take the 
next position. Before we got to the table, the City Messenger, I believe, 
—but either the City Messenger or one of his assistants, I don’t recol- 
lect which it was,— requested Mr. Weld to occupy that position. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — How do you know the order of the men that went 
out behind you? 

A. Because I saw the order in which they stood before they filed out. 

Mr. Emery.— Do you know whether, during the counting, Mr. 
Barry left the table to get a drink of water ? 

A. Mr. Barry did not leave the table to get anything while we were 
counting those ballots. 

Q. You were not beside Mr. Barry ? 

co, sir. 

Q. Were you watching him during the whole time ? 

A. I was watching the ballots I was counting. I hada view of the 
whole table. 

Q. Waita moment. You were first assorting ballots ? 

A. Yes, sir; we would first sort them. 

Q. Wasn’t each one assorting independently? © Didn’t you sort 
them yourself into different piles? 

A. Imade no piles. I would get half-a-dozen or more ballots for Mr. 
Maguire, or Mr. Donovan, or Fitzpatrick, and would pass them over. 
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Q. You were sorting them over? 

Assy OSABIT. 

Q. While sorting you were watching Mr. Barry especially ? 

A. I wasn’t watching any one especially. 

Q. Why would you know he was at the table all the time or not? 

A. Because if he left the table my ear would detect it in a moment 
at he left the table. 

Q. By your ear? 


that 


A. No doubt about that. If anybody left the table while we were 


counting ballots, naturally my attention would be attracted. 

Q. Then your reason for supposing he didn’t leave is because you 
didn’t hear him ? 

A. I neither heard nor saw him leave. 

Q. You were not particularly watching him all the time? 

A. I wasn’t particularly watching the place where he stood any more 
than anybody else. 

@. Then if he did leave the table you are not aware of it ? 

A. If he did leave the table I wasn’t aware of it. 

Q. But you were not watching him all the time ? 

A. Mr. Barry was all the time in my view. Of course if I was look- 
ing at the ballots I wouldn’t be looking at him. I wasn’t expecting 
anybody to go away from the table, or anything of that sort, or do any- 
thing that my attention would be attracted to. 

Mr. Wisr.— Do you know how many piles of ballots were on the 
table at one time? 

A. That I could not tell you. I do not know asI took any particular 
count how mapy piles of ballots were upon the table. 

Mr. Orr. — Do you think if anybody left the table you would have 
known it ? 

A. I should. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Didn’t you leave the table yourself? 

A. I did not. : 

The CHAIRMAN. — Could you not have been so interested in seeing 
the clerk tabulating the returns that you would not know it if anybody 
had left the table? 

The clerk did no tabulating of the returns. 

~ But in making up the repor rts ? 

. He had made. up no report. He made it up afterwards. 

You were very much interested in Mr. Fitzpatrick ? 

Not more so than any other member of the Council. I voted for 
him on every ballot. 

Q. You would be interested in his having the proper number of 
votes ? 

A. Certainly I would like to see him have the proper number of votes. 

Q. But what I wanted to get at was, that you might be so interested 
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.in seeing Mr. Weld credit the proper number of votes that you wouldn’t 


notice that Mr. Barry left the table ? 

A. There was no credit on the last ballot until after the counting was 
done. 

Q. The question that has been asked other witnesses is, did Mr. 
Barry leave the table during the counting or before the declaration of 
the result? Mr. Barry says himself he left the table to get a drink of 
water. 

A. If he did leave the table I didn’t see him doing so. But I would 
say he didn’t do so during the count on the last ballot. He may have 
left the table after we oot through counting the ballots. 

Mr. Wisk. — Did anybody count Mr. Fitzpatrick’s ballots besides 
yourself?

@. Was there any remark made when the forty-one votes were an-

A. Not thatI can recollect or recall to my memory. 

Mr. Emery. — What was Mr. Weld doing the greater part of the 
time of sorting ballots ? 

I should think he was looking at me sorting them. 

Wasn’t he writing ? 

He might have been. 

But do you know of your own knowledge whether he was or not? 
I could not say he was or not. 

He might have been or not? 

. He might have been writing; but the greater part of the time he 
was looking at me sorting ballots. 

Q. How do you know? 

A. Because I see him. | 

@. Were you at the time so you could see if Mr. Weld was looking 
at you? . 

. It would be almost impossible not to see me. 

Are you simply reasoning upon it, or do you know ? 

. I know, to the best of my belief, he was. 

Did you see him looking at the ballots ? 

. I see him looking at the ballots. 

During most of the time you were sorting ? 

Yes, sir. 

Then he was not writing most of the time ? 

- Most of the time he was not writing, because there was nothing 
to write. 

@. You know from the fact you saw him looking at you ? 

A. I see him looking at the ballots most of the time. 

Mr. Wise. — Did Mr. Weld write the whole of the report of the com- 
mittee ? , 

A. I think he did, on the last ballot. 

@. And no other member changed it or interlined it ? 

A. I saw no other member do anything with the report, with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Weld. 

@. When you came to announce the result of the ballot, didn’t he 
have the names of the candidates written in so that all you had to do 
was to put in the figures ?P 

A. I should judge he did. 

@. Then the writing of these names was completed before the count 
was completed ? 

A. Yes, sir. ° 

@. So he had done so much ? 
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Mr. Orr. — Might that not have been done while you were counting 
the ballots ? 
A. I could not say. 
@. At the top of the report there is a blank ? 
aa. 0 68; Sir. 
@. Was it filled out ? 
A. I should judge it was filled out. 
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Q. You didn’t see it filled out afterwards P 

A. I could not say I did. 

Q. In sorting the ballots did you put them in two or three piles your- 
self ? 

A. I didn’t put them into any piles myself. I would take out the bal- 
lots, and if it was a Fitzpatrick ballot I would take outa number of them — 
and pass them over to Mr. Barry, and also Mr. Donovan’s. ‘They were 
all piled by Mr. Doherty or Mr. Barry. 

Then, as you selected out of your pile five or six or two or three 
ballots for any one candidate, you would pass them over to the party to 
your right, and he would put them in the proper pile ?_

Q. And you did not? 

A. I did not. ch 

Mr. Parkman. — About how many ballots did you sort? 

A. I don’t know the number of them. I sorted the ballots collected 
in the third and fourth divisions. 

Q. You collected some in the third division? . 

A. I should not say I did. -I don’t believe I did; I would have no 
occasion to. 

Q. What division did you collect in? 

A. In the fourth division. 

Q. Why did you sort ballots in the third division ? 

A. Because when we turned the ballots out Mr. Weld took the pen- 
cil, and he didn’t do any sorting particularly during the evening. I 
sorted them because he didn’t sort them. That was the only reason. 
‘hat was his division. We put the ballots down together on the last 
ballot. 

Mr. Emery. — If Mr. Weld went out first, and had the third division, 
and went on the right of the table, would not the ballots from that divi- 
sion be on the right of the table, away from you, so you wouldn’t be 
sorting them at all? You said Mr. Weld went out first and took the 
position at the extreme right, and some one suggested that he take the 
position at the extreme left. 

A. I said nothing of the sort. I did not say he took a position at the 
extreme right; but that, before we reached the table, the City Messenger 
or some one suggested that he take the other end. 

Q.' Did the City Messenger suggest that going out? 

A. No. 

Q. Where were you at the desk ? ' 

A, Right in close proximity to Mr. Weld. 

Q. In going to the desk didn’t he take the position at the extreme 
right ? 

ep I suppose Mr. Weld may have gone in first and may have got 
toward the centre of the table before his attention was called to it by 
the City Messenger; but he had taken no position at the end of the table 
before taking the position at the extreme left. He took no other posi- 
tion at the table on that last ballot. 

Q. And when he took the position at the extreme left he brought his 
box there and emptied it there ? 

A. Well, he emptied his box upon the table. I wouldn’t vouch for 
how far he was when the City Messenger called his attention to it. 

Mr. Parkman. — Were his piles on your right or left ? 

A. His pile would naturally be on my left, and they were on my left. 

Q. They were on your left ? : 

A. They were. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Was there a motion made each time for the elec- 
tion of a clerk —every time they went out? 

A. There was no motion made with the exception of the first time, I 
guess. I know there was no motion except the first time. 
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» | Q@. Who made the motion ?

Q. You write with both hands ? 

A. I write with both hands. I am very sure I erased with my right 
hand. ‘The reason I feel sure about that is that I had to erase the line 3 
‘‘From the Board of Aldermen,” so and so, and I recollect distinctly = 
drawing the line through the two names, trying to scratch it all off at . 
once. ) 

Q. Did you erase the words, ‘‘ From the Board of Aldermen” ? | 

A. Yes, sir; I erased that line and the Alderman’s name, and the 
name of one member of the Common Council, leaving the name from 
the Common Council, so and so. 


TESTIMONY OF GEORGE H. BonpD. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — For whom did you vote on the ballot for Director 
for Public Institutions we are now investigating ? 
Mr. Donovan. 
. Can you identify your ballot ? ie 
. I think I can. . 
In what way ? 
By my own handwriting. 
Please explain how you can identify it. 
By recognizing my own handwriting. 
Did you write the name on the ballot? 
Yes, sir. 
Please state all about your ballot, how you prepared it. 
. Lscratched the other two names and voted for Mr. Donovan on 
every ballot. I didn’t change to any other person. 
Mr. Orr. — Was the name, ‘*‘ P. J. Donovan,” printed or written on 
the ballot ? ' 
A. It was written by myself. 
Q. In other words, you scratched three names from the ballot you 
voted ? 
A. I don’t remember about that. 
Q. You scratched every name from the ballot, and wrote “P. J. 
Donovan”? ) 
A. Yes, sir. (Witness wrote the name of P. J. Donovan as he wrote 
it on the ballot.) 
Mr. Wise. — That is about the way you wrote it ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
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TESTIMONY OF JAMES A. Murpuy. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. —For whom did you vote on this ballot we are 
investigating ? , ‘ 

A. P. J. Donovan. 

Q. Can you identify your ballot ? 

A. I cannot say that Ican. Iam not positive. whether I wrote the ‘ 
name or took a printed ballot. Just let me see the handwriting and I | 
could tell right off. But still I cannot tell whether I wrote the name 
or not. ; 

Mr. Emery. — You mean Mr. Donovan's name? 

A. Mr. Donovan’s name. 

Mr. Orr. — Nevertheless, you are positive you voted a Donovan ballot 
bearing your handwriting ? 
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A. Jam positive I voted for Mr. Donovan, from the very fact I was 
very much interested in having him elected, and working so hard for 
him; and this matter coming up so quickly, I have lost the remem- 
brance whether I wrote it in ink or not. My impression is I wrote the 
name. 

- Mr. Fraser. — Unless the gentleman is willing to testify on oath 
that he either wrote his name or voted upon a printed ballot, I don’t see 
the necessity of that. 

Mr. Orr. —I am willing to accept a specimen of his handwriting 
Without any weight to it. 

Mr. Emery. — Are you willing that the witness should give a speci- 
men of his handwriting as a personal favor to me ? 

Mr. Orr. — There is no objection to that. . 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Do you know how you erased your ballot, whether 
in ink or not? 

A. I cannot swear to it whether I did it with ink or not, because I 
was very much interested in Mr. Donovan’s election, and securing votes 
for him, and seeing he had such a small number I went to see why it 
was. I found many surprised at the small number, and I took the roll- 
call to see how many voted for him, and in doing it I forgot how I cast 
my ballot. 


TESTIMONY OF MUNROE CHICKERING. — Sworn. 


The CHarrRMAN. — For whom did you vote on the ballot for Director 

for Publie Institutions we are now investigating ? 

Mr. Donovan. 

Can you identify your ballot ? 

Probably I could. 

You wouldn’t swear you could ? 

I said probably I could. 

. What can you tell the committee about your ballot? Was it printed 
or written? Were there erasures upon it, and, if any, were they made 
in ink or pencil ? 

A. The names were scratched out in ink, those except Mr. Dono- 
van’s. 

Q. Do you know how many names you erased there ? 

A. Two. 

Q. That is, one from the Aldermen and one from the Council? 

A. Two names I erased. 

@. It would have been that way if you had erased two, one from the 
Aldermen and one from the Council ? 

A. Lerased two names with ink. 

Mr. Wisse. — Did you erase anything but the two names where it 
says ‘“‘ From the Board of Aldermen ” ? 

A. I simply know I erased two names with ink. 

@. And you don’t know what two names ? 

A. Ihave stated what I did. 

Mr. Orr. — You stated a few moments ago that you probably could 
identify your ballot. Will you inform the committee how you propose 
to identify your ballot ? 
| A. No 
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Q. I didn’t think you would. But it will go upon record. 

A. It will go upon the record that I said 1 probably could identify it. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you any objections to telling the committee 
whether you erased the words, ‘‘ From the Board of Aldermen,” or not. 

A. [have stated what I am willing to swear to — what 1 know. I can 
state what I think, but that would have no weight with the committee. 

Q. All that we wish to get at is whether you know you erased the 
words, ‘‘ From the Board of Aldermen,” or not ? 
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A. Iknow I voted for Mr. Donovan and erased two names in ink, 
and probably can identify my ballot, and probably can remember other 
things. 

Mr. Orr. — But you don’t care to state them now ? 

A. I stated the other night for whom I voted. Ido not consider my 


statement under oath any more binding than my statement in the Coun-: 


cil. Ivoted for Mr. Donovan, and erased in ink, and probably can 
identify my ballot. 

Q. That is all you are willing to swear to? 

A. That is all the statement I can make. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you know whether you erased the words, 
‘¢From the Board of Aldermen,” or not? 

A. I have made my statement. 

Q. That only requires a direct answer. Do you know that fact ? 

A. I decline to answer that. 

@. You can see the reason why we wish to have some identification 
before we produce the ballots. We think the evidence would be more 
conclusive, if a person would state in what way he proposed to identify 
his ballot, and then identify it afterwards if it was there. If a person 


describes some particular mark upon the ballot, before he has ‘seen 


that ballot, that evidence would be conclusive that it was his ballot, if 
found. I think it would be better to establish some claim upon the 
ballot before it is seen. 

A. Haven’t I stated that I could probably identify my ballot ? 

Mr. Orr. — That amounts to nothing in evidence. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Others. have stated what evidence they have of 
their ballots. 

A. Undoubtedly they will be able to do so. 

Mr. Fraser. — Was the name printed or written ? 

A. Printed. 

The CHARMAN. — If you can state some mark upon the ballot, and it 
could be found, it would show you were mistaken about the ballot 
being abstracted. 

A. I have given all the evidence I can. 

Mr. Fraser. — Some of the ballots were printed, ‘‘From the Board 
of Aldermen. Regular Nominations.” Which of those did you vote P 

A. I decline to answer. 

Q. Then I understand you want the privilege of recognizing your 
ballot, and having all the probabilities on your side that it is yours. Is 
that what you want the committee to understand ? 


A. If the committee want me to probably identify my ballot I will — 


make the attempt, and if the committee do not want me to make the at- 
tempt I will not do so. 


TESTIMONY OF HENRY PARKMAN. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Will you please tell us what you know about this 
ballot we are investigating ? 

A. All I know is I voted for Mr. P. J. Donovan on the sixth ballot 
for Director for Public Institutions. 

Q. Can you identify your ballot ? 

A. Icannot in any way. I know it was a ballot with three names 
upon it. I erased two in pencil, because I had been using a pencil that 
evening. 

The CHAIRMAN. —Is there any other gentleman present who would 
like to make a statement under oath before the committee ? 

(No one responded. 

Mr. Emery. — I would like to ask if Mr. Donovan would be willing 
to make a statement for whom he voted himself? 
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- Mr. Donovan. —I would state as I stated at the last meeting that I 


do not intend to take any part in this proceeding, being an interested 
party. I have no objection to stating privately to the committee how I 
voted. 

Mr. Cummines. — It seems to me the gentlemen interested in this 
matter are the very ones you want to examine. 

(Mr. ORR was requested by Mr. Emery to testify, and declined, say- 
ing, ‘‘ I signed the certificate.” 

Mr. Donovan. —I would state that Mr. Lombard has been in Canada 
all this week, and got home very late last night. I do not think he 
would testify to anything more than he authorized me to state for him 
at the last meeting. 

Mr. FreEMAN. —Do I understand that Mr. Orr signed that paper 
that he voted for Mr. Donovan P : 

Mr. Orr.—I did. 

Mr. FrrEEMAN. — And now you decline to testify ? 

Mr. Orr. —I don’t care to testify. 

Mr. Cummines.— There is one fact, —I suppose the committee all 
know it, but I think it should appear in their report in some way, and 
therefore should appear upon the record, — that there were no printed 
ballots for Mr. Fitzpatrick, except those which had two other names 
printed upon them. That is, all the-ballots for Mr. Fitzpatrick were 
either written ballots or ballots with two other names erased. 

Mr. Firzpatrick. — How do you know it? 

Mr. CummMines.—I simply know from observation. He was the 
regular nominee, and his name was printed with two other names. 

r. PARKMAN moved that the City Messenger be directed to notify 
the Clerk of the Common Council to attend with the envelope containing 
the ballots, and that the chairman appoint a committee of two to sort 
the ballots and place them on the table under the plates of glass. 

The motion was adopted, and Messrs. Emery and Fraser were ap- 
pointed said committee. 

On motion of Mr. Orr, it was voted that all papers on the table be 
placed out of the way of the glass. 

The Clerk of the Common Council at this moment appeared with the 
envelope containing the ballots. 


: TESTIMONY OF WASHINGTON P. GREGG. — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — You have had the ballots for the sixth ballot for 
Director for Public Institutions since the evening upon which they were 
east ? 

A. Ihave what is in these papers. I have never seenthem. They 
were handed to me. 

Q. You understand them to be the ballots cast for Director for Public 
Institutions ? 

I do, sir. 

And they have been in your possession since that evening ? 
Yes, sir. 

In your possession alone? 

Yes, sir. 

And nobody else has had access to them ? 

. No, sir; no one else. ; 

Mr. FRASER. — From whom did you receive that package ? 

A. From the City Messenger. He handed it to me in the presence 
of the Council. 

Mr. Emery. — Where have they been kept? 

A. In my private drawer. 

Mr. Fraser. — Is there a lock on your drawer P 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. And there is a drawer in your desk? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. Orr. — Have you any reason to suppose that any one has seen it ? 

Ai No;’sir. 

Q. Are all the ballots kept in that drawer? 

A. Notall. Those were. 

Mr. Fraser.— What kind of a lock is on that drawer; anything 
more than an ordinary lock? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Please exhibit the key. 

A. (After producing it.) I think that is it. 

Mr. FRASER. — It is a common key. 

The CuarrMan. — Mr. O’Kane has not had access to these ballots ? 

A. No, sir; not to my knowledge. 

Mr. Fraser. — Would you be willing to swear that there is no other 
key in City Hall to open that drawer but yours P 

A. I could not swear to that, because | have not seen the other keys. 

Q. Can you positively testify that no person has access to that box 
but you? ; 

A. No one, to my knowledge. 

Mr. Wisr. — They have been in your possession all the time? 

A. They have been in my custody all the time. 

Mr. FRASER. — So far as you know? ; 

A. In the night time I cannot tell what took place; but I have no 
doubt nobody else has seen them. | 

Q. Lunderstand those ballots were put in the drawer in a common 
desk and have been nominally in your possession since P 

A. Yes, sir; they have been in my possession since. 

The CHarrMANn. — You have no doubt those ballots are the ones cast? 

A. No, sir. 

Mr. Cummines. — Do you know that anybody else but yourself knew 
where the ballots were kept ? 

A. I don’t know that anybody did. 

Mr. FRASER. — Do you know that anybody ever did ? 

A. I don’t think anybody ever saw me put them where I placed them. 

Q. Will you testify that no other person knew where they were kept? 

A. I don’t believe they did. 

Mr. FREEMAN. — Were those ballots sealed ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Is there any particular mark upon them ? 

A. Yes, sir; my name is marked upon them, Jan. 25, at the time re- 
ceived. 

Q. Who were they sealed by ? 

A. They were handed to me sealed by the City Messenger; and after 
they were sealed they were handed to me. I do not know who sealed 
them. I did not see them sealed. 

Q. It was sealed when the envelope came to you? 

A. It came sealed. 

Mr. Fraser. — They were merely handed to you in that shape ? 

A. Yes, sir. : 

Q. So far as your knowledge is concerned, they have not been opened 
since P 

A, No, sir. 

Mr. Donne Ly. — Is that envelope sealed now ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Mr. CHICKERING. — I would like to ask the City Messenger if he knows 
who sealed the envelope. 

Mr. FREEMAN. — I don’t know as the City Messenger is on the stand 
at present; but I would suggest that, as these ballots were recounted 
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ae 


-__ and sealed in this room, and not in the committee-room, that one mem- a 
____ ber of the committee on recount be put upon the stand to testify. 


TESTIMONY OF E. P. Fisk. — Recalled. 


The CHarRMAN. — Will you tell the committee what you know about 
the sealing of those ballots in the presence of the Council ? 

A. The evening the recount was. made, Mr. Whitmore, Mr. Green- 
ough, Mr. Lappen, and myself were the committee to recount. After 
we had recounted them and determined upon the result, Mr. Whitmore, 
as I remember, in the presence of the committee, enclosed the ballots 
in the envelope and sealed the envelope. I do not know what he did 
with it, but my impression is that he returned it to the messenger, who 
returned it to the clerk. 

Mr. Fraser. — Will you swear this is the same sealing that was on — 
them that night ?P 

A. I cannot swear it is the same sealing, for it looked to me as 
though Mr. Whitmore sealed them very lightly at the time. 

@. Will you swear that that has not been changed or altered or 
opened since ? 

A. I could not swear to that. 

Q. There is no mark for identification ? 

A. There is none that I remember being put on. 

The CHAIRMAN. — After these ballots were sealed, to whom were 

- they delivered ? 
A. I don’t remember positively about that; but my impression is Mr. 
- Whitmore held them in his hand with the report which he made to the 
Council. Then what he did with them I don’t know. I took my seat 
and took no notice of it. 

@. Who do you think can give evidence of the custody of the ballots 
after they were sealed ? 

A. I think Mr. Whitmore could. He held them in his hand, and he 
stepped back to make the report to the Council. What he did with them 
after that I don’t know. 

Mr. Wise. — Do you know that they went from the custody of the 
committee to the Clerk of the Council ? 

A. Either through the messenger or his assistant. 

Mr. Fraser. — Did you see them go there, or do you suppose it ? 

A. AsIsay, I don’t remember seeing them; but I take it that they 
went there. 


TESTIMONY OF ALvAH H. Peters (City Messenger). — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Did you receive these ballots from the committee ? 

A. As far as my best recollection serves me I did; and I think Mr. 
Whitmore, the chairman, read the report, and I took the report and 
passed it up to the chair, and the ballots were passed in to the clerk. 

Mr. FRASER. — Were they sealed when you handed them to the clerk ? 

A. Yes, sir; they were. 

Q. Could you identify the seal that was on them then? 

A. No, sir; I could not. The reason I know they were sealed is 
because I saw them sealed at the table. 


SCRUTINY OF THE BALLOTS. 


Messrs. EMERY and FRASER took the package of ballots from the clerk, 
opened it, separated the ballots into classes as for the candidates voted 
for, and laid them upon the table, placing the panes of glass over 
them. 
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After the ballots were arranged under the glass, they were counted by 
the sub-committee, and Mr. Emery announced there were forty-two for 
Mr. Fitzpatrick, and one for Donovan with the name written, and one 
for Mr Quigley. 

The clerk of the committee called the roll of members of the Council 
for members to come up and examine the ballots, and identify their own 
if they could. 

After each member who desired to do so, and give testimony, had 
scrutinized the ballots, he was examined as given below. 


(Mr. Eppy, of Ward 24, scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Can you identify your ballot? 

A. I swore I thought I could identify my ballot; but I was not 
positive. 

Mr. Wise. — Do you think your ballot is there? 

A. I do not know; I think it is not. 

Mr. FRASER. — Can you testify under oath it is not there? 

A. No, sir. 

(Mr. Bonp scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you identified your ballot? 

A. [have not. 

@. Can you swear your ballot is not there? 

A. I should say I could. . 

Q. You swear that the ballot deposited in the box on the sixth ballot 
for Director for Public Institutions is not there ? 

Ay Ido; 

(J.D. W. FRENCH scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you finished your examination of the ballots ? 

PSY OS, Biri 

Q. Can you swear that the ballot you deposited on the sixth ballot for 
Director for Public Institutions is not here ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

(PRENTISS CUMMINGS scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you finished your examination of those 
ballots? 

A. I have. 

Q. Have you identified your ballot? 

A. I do not think it is here. 

Q. Will you swear that the ballot you deposited on the sixth ballot 
for Director for Public Institutions is not on the table ? 

A. Icould swear to it positively if it was not for the glass. I am not 
absolutely certain that certain marks are in pencil-marks or in ink. To — 
explain what I mean: It was suggested by Mr. Whitmore, that a man, 
by mistake, might have scratched out the wrong name. My ballot is 
not among the Donovan ballots, and I have been examining the Fitz- 
patrick ballots to see if there is any of them written with a stylograph, 
and I find there are none. I do not think there are any of these in 
stylograph. 

(By permission of the committee, Mr. Cummings selected a ballot 
which had been numbered sixty by the recounting committee, on the 
25th of January, and it was removed from under the glass to allow a 
closer scrutiny.) 

Mr. CumminGs. — That is not erased in stylograph. It is not my 
ballot. Iam satisfied my ballot is not there. 

THE CHAIRMAN. — Will you swear positively now that the ballot you 
deposited in the box, on the sixth ballot, is not there? 

A. To the best of my knowledge and belief, I will. The committee 
can see if some of the pencil-marks for Fitzpatrick are stylograph. 

The CHAIRMAN. —If the committee find such to be the fact, it will be 
reported. 
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[ Mr. Cummines. — And that my ballot may possibly be there. 

_ (Mr Smiru, of Ward 1, scrutinized the ballots.) 
The CuairmMan.—Have youexamined thoroughly all the ballots there? - 
A. Notall of them. Iam satisfied [ see my ballot there. 

_@. What number is it, please ? 

A. That is the ballot: —number four. If any other gentleman erased 
in just exactly the same way, with a single line drawn through the two 
names — but those are the names I erased, and it is erased with ink by 
a single line drawn through them. 

(Mr. FRASER suggested that the numbers of the ballots identified be 
kept secret.) 

(Mr. Bums, of Ward 11, scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Do you find your ballot among those on the table ? 

A. No, sir. 

@ You are willing to swear that your ballot is not on the table—that 
the ballot you cast, on the sixth ballot for Director for Public Institutions, 
is not there? 

A. I will tell you why I know. I had a ticket with three names on 
it, just like this one here. I crossed off all the names, because there was 
no name of Donovan on it, whatever. On this side, in the middle of the 
middle name, on the margin, I wrote ‘ P. J. Donovan.” There is no 
ballot resembling it even; I am very positive. That is why I spoke 
with so much confidence that I could identify it among a thousand — 
yes, ten thousand, I think I could. 

(Mr. THOMAS scrutinized the ballots.) 

Mr Tuomas. — My ballot is not there. 

The CHAIRMAN.— You are willing to swear that the ballot you 
deposited in the box on the sixth ballot for Director for Public Institu- 


_ tions is not on the table? 
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A. Yes, sir. There is no ballot there that could have been erased 
with this stylograph (showing it). I erased two names, leaving Mr. 
Donovan’s in print. It leaves a very small mark. I will make a mark 
with it (marking on paper). It wasa straight mark or a number of 
marks. Itisn’t there. ‘There is one of these ballots with the marks a 
little larger than this could possibly make; but that is not it. 

Mr. CHICKERING was called, and answered, ‘‘ I decline to go before 
the committee, for the reason that it is my belief they wouldn't believe 
anything I say.” 

(Mr. ALBREE, of Ward 17, scrutinized the ballots.) 

Mr. ALPREE.—I cannot say whether my ballot is there or not. I 
cannot say it is not there. 

The CHAIRMAN. — You have examined all the ballots on the table ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

@. You are unable to state whether your ballot is there or not ? 

A. I cannot state it is not there. 

(Mr. Wuire, of Ward 17, scrutinized the ballots.) 

_ Mr. Waite. —I should not say mine was there. 

The CHarRMANn. — Have you examined all the ballots upon the table ? 

A. Yes, sir; all | wish to. I know it isn’t there. 

Q. Have you found your ballot there ? 

A NO, sir: 

Q. Please look at them all. 

A, There is no need of looking at these. (Mr. White examined the 
ballots further.) I should say positively it was not on the table. 

Q. You are willing to swear that the ballot you deposited for Director 
for Public Institutions is not on the table P 

A. It is not there. 7 

Mr. Orr. —I may be misinformed ; but, as I remember your previous 


testimony, you voted for Mr. Donovan P 
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A. Yes, sir; I did. 
Q. And you identify your ballot by lead-pencil erasures ? 
A. Yes, sir. 
Q. I understood you to say you examined those ? 
A. I just swear that my ballot is not on the table. You remember 


you asked me the question, at the last examination, if there was any 
one who saw my ballot who could identify it. I would say that I saw 
Mr. Morrison last night and spoke to him about it, and we met Mr. 
Fraser, and he can state whether Mr. Morrison verified my answer the 
other day. 

Q. This ballot resembles it ? 

A. Yes, sir; it resembles it; but it isn’t one half as black and not so 
long. 
(Nir. HOWLAND, of Ward 24, scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you examined the ballots on the table ? 

A, Thave. 

Q. Do you find your ballot there ? 

A. Ishould not be willing to swear whether I could or not. I can 
see one or two ballots that, as near as I can recollect, are scratched the 
way I scratched mine; but I cannot swear it is the one. 

(Mr. FREEMAN, of Ward 10, scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you finished your examination P 

A. I have. 

Q. Do you find your ballot there ? 

A. Idon't know. There are some there that may be mine, scratched 
as I scratched mine for the Board of Aldermen and Mr. Donovan. 

(Mr. HATHORNE, of Ward 18, scrutinized the ballots.) 

The CHAIRMAN. — Have you subjected to a scrutiny all the ballots on 
the table ? 

AA Yes; sir. 

Q. Have you found your ballot ? 

A. [have not. 

Q. Are you willing to swear that the ballot you deposited on the sixth 
ballot for Director for Public Institutions is not there ? 

A. Tam. There are only two ballots there that I think are like mine. 
I testified the other day there were three names on my ballot, — Donovan, 
Devlin, and Fitzpatrick. There are only two ballots that have those 
names on them, and those are erased with more than one mark: I did 
mine in ink, and did it at one stroke. I left the centre name. 

Q. By what means do you identify your ballot from those which bear 
a resemblance to it ? 

A. The only two ballots I find that have a resemblance to it are 
numbers nine and eleven, that contain those three names in print, and 
those are erased with more than one mark, while mine was erased in 
ink with one mark. In both of these cases the Board of Aldermen is 
scratched out, and I did not scratch it out on mine. I don’t see any 
other like it, and I have been over them twice, and I cannot find it 
there. 

(Mr. Ricwarps, of Ward 16, began to scrutinize the ballots.) 

The CuairMAN. — Please scrutinize the ballots on the table, and see 
if you can determine whether your ballot is there or not. 

@Q. Have you examined all the ballots on the table ? 

A. Lhave. 

Q. Have you found your ballot ? 

A. I don’t think my ballot is there. 

Q. Are you willing to swear that the ballot you deposited on the sixth 
ballot for Director for Public Institutions is not there ? 

A. Yes, sir; I think I will. Mr. Fraser knows what I did with my 
pallot. It was written just about like that (illustrating). 
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ag (Mr. Fisk, of Ward 10, scrutinized the ballots.) | 


_ Mr. Fisk. — There are two ballots here that resemble the manner of 


_ my erasures ; and there is one I should say was erased in ink. That one 
_ Iam not sure about, whether it is erased in ink or lead-pencil. I should 


like to see that one. 

(Ballot number eleven was taken from under the glass for Mr. Fisk 
to examine more closely.)

TESTIMONY OF WILLIAM H. WHITMORE — Sworn. 


The CHAIRMAN. — Will you please tell us what you know about the 
sixth ballot for director for public institutions ? be 
A. Well, sir, Iwas, I believe, chairman of the committee that re- ¥ 
counted the ballot. I opened the ballot when it was given to us, and 
we proceeded to count the ballots. I numbered them as they lay there 
in the pile, or rather as I took them from the pile, and they were 
counted. If I remember aright, we made one more for Mr. Fitzpatrick 
than the previous count made; otherwise there was no difference from 
the preceding count. Then I sealed it up and handed it to the Messen- 
ger or his assistant, who carried it to the Clerk.

Q. You may be able to identify your numbering P : 
A. Yes. That is the way I should be able to identify most of them. 
I would not state particularly any particular one; but if I should see 
three or four I should identify them. 
Mr. FRAsER. — In what way did you seal those ballots P 
A. I could not state that except by seeing the document. I think I 
recollect that I put the sealing-wax on the parts sealed. 
Q. Did you seal it allaround the envelope continuously? Was the 
sealing-wax a continual piece of sealing-wax or not ? | 
A. My recollection would be to the contrary ; but I should feel a great 
deal more certain after seeing the envelope. I don’t pretend to have 
attached any particular importance to the matter at the time. But my 
recollection would be refreshed by seeing the document. 
Q. Do you recollect whether you drew the sealing-wax all round 
there (pointing to the flap.) 
A. I do not recollect, but my impression would be to the contrary. 
I have a pretty clear recollection of how I undertook to seal it. I think 
if I should see the envelope I could point out to the committee what my 
recollection of it was. 
Mr. Wise. — When sealing it you naturally would be apt to drop the 
wax in one place and then another, and not in one line ? 
A. If] remember rightly, and this may be a fair test of my recollection, 
I should say it was sealed in two or three places, here and here (point- 
ing to the centre and each end of the flap). In other words, at the cen- 
tre of the fold and on each side. My impression is that in putting the 
sealing-wax on I put it on in about the same places where it had been ( 
pried open. ys 
Mr. FRASER. — Do you remember the way it was sealed generally ? 
ah WisE.— When you sealed them was there any tear on the enve- 
ope} 
A. I could not remember. 
Q. You might tell that by seeing the envelope? 
A. No, sir; I didn’t pay any attention to it particularly. We found 
the document sealed up, and sealed it up again. |

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Mr. Fraser. — Did you take pains to seal it up well, so it could not 
be opened ? 
A. Idon’t think I did. I didn’t attach any importance to it. 

@. Did you leave that envelope open so it could have been opened in 
that way, and a man could look in and see what was inside of it? 

A. That would not have been my intention. I could not tell about 
that. 

Mr. Orr. — How much sealing-wax did you use ? 

A. I could not tell. I could not state positively. 

Mr. FrAsER.— You are pretty positive you did not take the sealing- 
wax and draw it along in that way (all along the fold) ? 

A. I should say not; but I think I should have pressed it down in two 
or three places. That would be the natural way, and to the best of my 
recollection I did not make a very long smear of it. It is not the way I 
should have done it, naturally; but I could tell better by seeing it, 
whether I think it is the same seal. 

(The Clerk of the Common Couneil produced the envelopes containing 

_ the first five ballots, and, by direction of the chairman, retired, to bring 
the envelope containing the sixth ballot.) 

(Mr. Fraser called Mr. Whitmore’s attention to the sealing of one of 
the ballots.) . 

Mr. Fraser. — Did you seal it in such a way as that ? 

A. That is not my recollection. I would say the fold is more like 
this. It came over more — more like a natural envelope. That is my 
recollection of it. . 

@. But you don’t think you sealed it in that shape (smeared across 
the face) ? 

A. No, sir; my recollection was that there was room enough to put 
two or three separate seals on it. 

The CHarrMAN. — The old sealing might interfere with it ? 

A. I should have said that what we put on was on or near the same 
places that were sealed before. That would be my recollection. 

Mr. FRAseR.— Do you feel satisfied in your own mind that there 
were vacant places between the seals upon which there was no sealing- 
Wax? 

A. Well, that is my recollection. I don’t know what it is good for. 

(The envelope containing the sixth ballot was produced by the Clerk 
of the Common Council. | 

Mr. Whitmore examined the envelope and said: ‘* This confirms my 
recollection generally, that there were three places where we put it on. 
My recollection is that this was sealed in three places.) 

Mr. PARKMAN. — Does the appearance of that envelope confirm your 
recollection P 

A. That I cannot say, because I should have said there was one here 

. and one here, and besides some here. Now, I may be right or wrong in 
,. it. ‘That is my best recollection. I see, though, that probably in stick- 
ing it down, if there was no other sealing over it,—in sealing it down we 
_ covered the space as much as that; but I should ‘also have said we 
| sealed a patch here and a patch up there, because that is the customary 
‘ way of sealing it. But I have no doubt that a space as long as that 
By was covered by me. 
My Mr. Wise. — And that would be on top of the old seal ?

A. No, sir, not the slighest. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Who opened the envelope at the time ? 

A. My impression is I did. 

@. You don’t recollect tearing it? 

A. No, sir. My impression is I opened it as chairman, and threw 
the ballots out, but I won’t swear to that. Now that my statement is 
in, I should like to know whether it was found sealed in three places or 
not ? 

Mr. WIsE. — It was so, as you state, sealed in three places, one being 
lightly sealed. 

(The envelope containing the sixth ballot was opened, and ballots were — a 
taken out, and Mr. Whitmore, by request of the chairman, scrutinized 
the ballots.) 

Mr. Wuirmore. — That 18 I would not swear to. That 6 I would 
swear to anywhere. That 4 and that 3 I would not swear to, and I can 
explain to youwhy. ‘That 8 is quite different from that 8 there. That 
isa rounder 8 than I make. That 8I feel very sure of; I don’t feel so 
clear of this one, but that 8 I would swear to anywhere. It is not one

had been presented to me alone I should have been unwilling to identify 
it. 

Mr. PARKMAN. — You have no reason to suppose it might not have 
been made by you? 

A, No, sir. Tn the same way I Sion No. 4. That is one that is a 
little different from the others. I don’t feel so clear about that 3. If 
3, 4, and 18, were presented to me without anything else, I should hesi- 
tate to identify them. The others I feel very confident I made. Inever 
thought to look to see if my own ballot was in there. 

The CHAIRMAN. — Nos. 3 and 4 are Donovan ballots; 18 is a Quigley 
ballot. 

Mr. Emery. —I understood Mr. Whitmore to say that those might 
just as well have been made by him? 

Mr. WHITMORE. — Yes, sir. If they had been presented to me with- 
out any others I should not have felt like swearing to them. But the 
others I should say are my figures. I have no recollection of my own 
ballot. I did not look at them befor e, and I do not suppose it is a mat- 
ter of the slightest consequence. I might, by looking over them, see 
something to identify it.

To the City Council: — 
The Boston Water Board, in compliance with an order of 


the City Council approved February 21, 1883, directing 


them to report the reasons for apparently disregarding the 
requirements of Sections 11, 12, and 13 of Chapter 27 of 
the Revised Ordinances, relating to the duties of Water 
Registrar, respectfully submit the following : — 

The Board desire, in the first place, to say that they have 
not intended to disregard the requirements of the sections in 
the ordinance referred to, and have never forgotten their re- 
sponsibility to the City Council, or its instructions, in the 
performance of any of their duties, or the management of 
the department under their charge. 

Sections 11, 12, and 13 of Chapter 27 of the Revised 
Ordinances provide for the election of a Water Registrar, 
define his duties and place him, in certain respects, under 
the direction and control of the Water Board. The Board 
suppose that the apparent disregard of those sections re- 
ferred to in the order of the City Council has reference to 
the fact that there are separate Registrars for the Cochituate 
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and Mystic departments. They do not understand that the 
Water Registrar elected by the Council is charged with neglect — 
of duty, or that they have failed to exercise a proper control 
over him. 
At the time of the first organization of the Boston Water 
Board it was deemed proper and prudent to continue the | 
separate organization of the Cochituate and Mystie depart- 
ments of the water-works ; and the Board were strengthened 
in their judgment to this effect after a consultation with the 
City Solicitor and the City Collector, and an examination of the 
premises occupied as offices by the Collector and the Water 
Registrar. ‘The Solicitor advised great care in keeping the > 
: accounts of the two departments distinct and separate, as 
required by Section 6 of the Revised Ordinances. The Col- 
lector appointed the Registrar of the Mystic Department a 
Deputy Collector, and placed him under bonds for the faith- 
ful performance of his duties; and as the offices referred to 
were too small even for the transaction of the business of 
the Cochituate Department, as it then existed, and the 
Charlestown oftice was well fitted and adapted to the work 
of the Mystic, it was directed to be done there until other- 
wise ordered by the Board. 

The ordinance provides that the business of the Registrar’s : 
Department shall be done under the direction and control of . 
the Water Board. It also gives the Board authority (see 
Section 4) to appoint such subordinate officers and assistants 
as they deem necessary; and, believing that the interest of . 
the city would be promoted by it, the Board decided to con- } 
tinue the separate departments and retain the officials neces- 
sary to do the work. 

To their first report, made to the City Council May 1, 1877, 
they appended separate reports from the Cochituate and 
Mystic Water Registrars, and, as they deemed it wise to 
continue the system first adopted, they every year thereafter 
sent separate reports to the City Council; and never, until 
the order under consideration was passed, has their authority 
for doing as they have done been questioned by any official | 
notice. a 

Not only were the reports of the Board containing these 
separate returns from the Cochituate and Mystic Regis- 
trars accepted as they were made, but in the ordi- 
nances revised December 29, 1882, under the head of 
“ Matters of Finance,” is this special provision: ,“ Sect. 8. 
The Water Registrars of the Cochituate and Mystic water 
departments shall annually, in January, render to the City 
Collector statements of the amount of the annual assessments 
of water rates in their respective departments, and shall upon 
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Report or Boston Water Boarp. _ Nip 


P the first day of every month render to said Collector state- 
ments of all additional or supplementary assessments made 
in their respective departments during the preceding month, 
_and of all water-rates abated, or determined to be void, or 
remitted, during the same period. Said Registrars shall, at 
the time of making said statements, render duplicates there- 
of to the City Auditor”; showing conclusively that it was 
the intention of the Council to approve the action of the 
Board in keeping up this distinction, and to require them 
thereafter to maintain it, leaving them no discretion in the 
matter. y 

The Board can add also that this arrangement of the 
business of the Mystic Registrar’s department, after seven 
years’ trial, has proved to be an economical as well as neces- 
sary one; for the work, including inspection, has been better 
done, and at considerably less expense, in proportion to its 
amount, than that of the Cochituate department; as can be 
seen by a comparison of the figures applicable to each case.

The Boston Water Board having been requested, by an 
order of the City Council approved November 14, 1882, “to 
consider the expediency of increasing the water-pressure in 
East Boston, and to submit in their estimates for the next 
financial year an estimate of the amount necessary to carry 
out such a plan as they may recommend for that purpose,” 
beg leave to transmit the accompanying copy of the report 
of the City Engineer, to whom the matter was referred by 
the Board. 

The cost of the work, as estimated by the Engineer, being 


so great, it is evident that the amount ($80,000) could not 


be charged to the revenue of the works. In connection with 
the above matter the Board would say that they have directed 
the Engineer, by vote, to apply the Deacon meters in the 
East Boston section, for the purpose of checking waste, 


which will, no doubt, have the effect to partially restore the 


pressure.

Board : — 


Dear Str, —In regard to the East Boston supply there 
can be no doubt of the necessity for increasing the pressure 
on the low-service. There are two ways by which this re- 
sult could be accomplished: one by furnishing the supply 
from the Mystic works, and the other by new and more 
direct connection with the pipe system of the city proper. 
To supply this section from the Mystic works would require 
not only additional pumping capacity, which is needed even 
now without East Boston dependent upon it, but would also 
require additional storage capacity on the Mystic, or else the 
addition to it of the Shawsheen. 

Hither of these additions to the capacity of the Mystic 
works would be very expensive, and without East Boston to 
supply, may be postponed, perhaps, for several years. In 
addition to the expense of providing for the supply of East 
Boston from the Mystic works, the complication of the 
accounts of the Mystic with those of the Cochituate and Sud- 
bury is objectionable for several reasons which it is not 
necessary for me to enumerate, but with which your Board 
is familiar. 

The Mystic water has been in the past, and would be now, 
to many of the residents of East Boston, unsatisfactory as a 
supply. 

Taking into account the above objections, I am of the | 
opinion that a new main connecting East Boston with the 
pipe system of the city proper would be the most desirable 
method of increasing the head in that section. 

The most desirable route for such a main would be across 
the inner harbor, between the South Ferries on the Boston 
and East Boston sides of the channel. 

The distance would be about twenty-five hundred feet, and 
the size of pipe I should recommend would be twenty-four 
inches in diameter. A pipe laid in a trench dredged in the 
bottom of the harbor, and under from twenty to thirty feet of. 
water, is, of course, objectionable on account of the difficulty 
of repairing it in case of accident by breaks or otherwise ; 
but it should be remembered that this section of the city was 
for many years entirely dependent for its supply upon a sin- 
gle pipe similarly situated, yet no failure of the supply 
occurred by reason of such accidents. It should also be 
borne in mind that the district would not be entirely depend-

The amount asked for, as compared with the amount granted 
last year, shows an increase of $12,054. The estimated in- 
come is increased $10,000, as compared with that of last year, 
owing to the increase of revenue from sales of books and 
materials to pupils.

That is to say, the expenditures for January in the present 
year are equal to the sum of the expenditures in the corre- 
sponding month for the three previous years. It is needless 
to do more than cite these figures as a proof that a reform 
must be made at once. 

Your committee find evidence not only of increased ex- 
penditures, owing to an increase in the business of com- 
mittees, but grave improprieties in the nature of these 
expenditures. The bills for refreshments are steadily in- 
creasing in respect to the average cost of the dinners; the 
number of persons invited to dinners is certainly not dimin- 
ishing, and there is reason to believe that the bills, as ren- 
dered, are systematically falsified to cover charges which are 
not rightfully incurred. 

For example, the Contingent Fund of the Common Council 
is now regularly charged with expenses incurred by indi- 
vidual members. Although the Council Rule No. 44 seems 
to sanction this, your committee can find no warrant for such 
expenditures. That rule refers to bills for refreshments in- 
curred by “individual members of the Common Council, 
while engaged in the discharge of official duty”; but we 
have yet to learn of any “official duty” which any mem- 
ber has to discharge, unless he has been directed by the 
Council to perform it, by his appointment on some com- 
mittee. It will be remembered that this fund is not charged 
with the expenses of any member while serving on a com- 
mittee, as all those expenses are paid from other funds. It 
cannot be claimed that attendance at any meeting of the 
Common Council is a duty for which the members are to 
incur expense; and in fact these individual charges are a 
matter of recent growth, dating back only some four years, 

Your committee advise, therefore, that the Contingent 
Fund of each branch be used only for the expenses of that 
branch, as a whole, and of its presiding officer, who has 
special and necessary duties to perform beyond other mem- 
bers. 

The second abuse has grown out of a misapplication of 
Joint Rule No. 18, which permits the approval of no bill 
“on account of any person not a member of the City Council, 


unless specially authorized to do so by vote of such Board or 


committee. But the officers of either branch thereof, the 
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Clerk of Committees and assistant, are exempt from this 
provision.” 
- It seems that many of the committees are in the habit of 
inviting to their dinners the clerks and other officials con- 
nected with their: departments, under special or standing 
votes. Even for this custom there is no excuse, as attend- 
ance on such committee-meetings is part of the duty of such 
officials, and is considered in ‘the salaries paid them. But 
beyond this there is the worse custom of members of the 
City Council attending the dinners of committees to which 
they do not belong; and the greatest abuse, of persons en- 
tirely disconnected with the city government receiving invi- 
tations to meals which are charged against committees. 

It cannot be too promptly understood that refreshments 
are not allowed to members in lieu of salary, nor that they 


are not perquisites of the office transferable to others. It is 


a matter of notoriety that members’ names are annexed to 
bills as sharing in meals when they were really absent; the 
object being to obtain payment for meals, then or at other 
times, supplied to others. A reluctance to make formal 
complaint has led to the rapid and dangerous increase of 
this petty fraud. Every member should know and feel that 
his silence is connivance in a species of robbery of the public 
purse, which can only exist with his acquiescence. 

Your committee therefore recommends that no bill for 
refreshments or carriages be allowed for any:one not speci- 
fied in the ordinances, except the eighty-four members of the 
City Council. 

Thirdly, The matter of auditing nee bills is so lax as 
almost to invite carelessness and extravagance. The Mayor 
signs all bills, but he has no means of comparing them. 
The presiding officer of each branch approves them, but is 
similarly ignorant of their correctness. The chairmen of 
committees furnish the real vouchers by signing the bills, 
and even they act independently, and have a difficult and 
unpleasant ‘duty. All of the committees in charge of an 
appropriation have these bills charged to those funds; there 
is a fund for committees not having money to disburse: and 
there are contingent funds for each branch of the City 
Council. 

Your committee therefore recommend that all these bills 
be sent monthly to a standing auditing committee, who shall 
scrutinize them and provide for their payment from one 
general fund. In this way the daily charges incurred by 
any member will be brought before one set of examiners, 
and errors can be promptly corrected. 

Your committee is not disposed to name any amount as 
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the proper cost of a dinner, although they have reported a 
rule fixing a maximum, which is, of course, subject to 
revision by the Council. Still, any fixed sum which the 
Council is likely to vote will undoubtedly greatly reduce 
the expenditures, and it is a matter properly to be considered 
and acted upon by the whole body. ‘The public is not 
anxious to see the members unreasonably penurious, any 
more than it is willing to allow extravagance or fraud. 

It is highly disagree: able to your com mittee to have to make 
these sugeestions or to insist upon their necessity. The evil 
is one of long-standing, and, in fact, it was of much greater 
size a number.of years ago than now. But, after a period 
of moderation and conscientious dealing, we seem now pursu- 
ing a wrong policy. It is often felt that the members of the 
City Council, especially of the Board of Aldermen, perform 
gratuitously an amount of public service for which their ex- 
penditures are an inadequate return. Your committee agree 
that this opinionis well founded, and their strictures are di- 
rected only against the abuses of the system. They do not 
pretend to limit the number of meetings of committees, or the 
extent to which members may go in obt: uning refreshments. 
They do insist upon the propriety and necessity of confining 
these expenses solely to the members of the City Council, 
of introducing a proper system of auditing the bills, of so 
arranging for the supplies that members shall obtain proper 
food at the best hotels, and that the city shall pay only for 
what is consumed. ; 

In regard to the matter of carriages less abuse has pre- 
vailed, and here, certainly, it is possible and proper to insist 
that the committees shall be responsible for all expenses. 

Your committee has-made no inquiry as to the particular 
bills of the present or past year. ‘They have considered the 
system as faulty, and have tried to suggest 4 more economi- 

cal and satisfactory one ; but they see no advantage in hunt- 
ing out the different degrees of responsibility in a matter 
which has grown up in-successive years, and for which all are 
more or less accountable. 

Your committee, therefore, respectfully recommend the 
passage of the following orders.

The Committee on Public Buildings desire to report that 
they have received requests and orders from various depart- 
ments for new buildings to be erected during the coming 
financial year. The usual form of pr ocedure, when such 
demands are made, is to estimate the amounts required for 
the erection of such buildings, presenting the same to the 
City Council for their consideration; and, if favorably con- 
sidered, the required amount is included in the annual tax 
for the forthcoming year. 

Your committee are not favorable to this method, believ- 
ing that the burden in this direction, which is now so lar 2e, 
should be met by a loan rather than by direct taxation. 

They herewith present estimates of the amounts required 
for the erection of new buildings as asked for in the accom- 
panying requests, and would respectfully request that a loan

RELATIVE TO 


ERECTION OF A NEW LIBRARY BUILDING ON 
THE BACK BAY, AND TAKING ADDI- 
TIONAL LAND THEREFOR. 


In Boarp oF ALDERMEN, March 5, 1883. 


The Committee on Public Library, to whom were referred 
the communication from the Trustees of the Library relative 
to an appropriation for beginning a new building on the Back 
Bay, with instructions to give the Trustees a hearing, and the 
message from His Honor the Mayor, transmitting votes of the 
Trustees approving certain plans for a Library Building and 
recommending the taking of certain estates, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 143, Acts of 1882, respectfully submit the 
following 


REPORT. 


The inadequacy of the present Library Building on Boyls- 
ton street has been stated many times by the Trustees, in 
their annual reports. The want of proper facilities for using 
the Library, the injury caused to the valuable books in the 
Bates Hall collection by the imperfect heating and ventilating 
arrangements, and the great danger, to which the entire 
Library is exposed, of destruction by fire, have been re- 
peatedly presented; and it is believed that no difference of 
opinion exists as to the necessity for other accommodations, 
on the score of safety and convenience. 
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The proposition is to remove the great Reference Library, 
containing some 211,987 volumes, to a new building, which 
is to be erected with special regard to the proper classification 
of the books, and the convenience of that portion of the public 
who use the class of books contained in that collection, and to 
devote the present building to the uses of the Circulating 
Library, which now contains, with its branches, 418,467 
volumes. In this way two classes of citizens will be accommo- 
dated. Students who desire to pursue some particular study 
will find a Library arranged to meet their special wants, and fur- 
nished with all the facilities for uninterrupted investigation ; 
thus the great educational purposes of the Library will be sub- 
served. ‘The borrower from the popular Library will be given 
more attractive accommodations, and thus the usefulness of 
that portion of the collection will be promoted. 

While there is no difference among the Trustees as to the 
necessity of removing the Library, they do not agree upon 
anew location. The majority of the Board are in favor of 
erecting a new building on the Back Bay ; one member favors 
the conversion of the new High and Latin School-house into a 


Library. The opinions of both the majority and minority of 
the Board were presented to the last City Council, and may be 
found in City Documents 111 and 111 B, of 1882. 

Your committee coincide with the views of the majority of 
the Board as to the advisability of erecting a new building on 
the Back Bay, for several reasons : — 

In the first place, they believe that the location is better 
adapted for the purposes of the Library than the High 
School-house, inasmuch as the building, being surrounded by 
broad avenues, will be provided with ample light and venti- — 
lation, and from its situation will combine the degree of 
quiet, which is essential to the student, with convenience of 
access. Secondly, it affords an opportunity for erecting a 
building which will be completely isolated, and thereby re- 
moved from all danger from fire originating in adjoining 
buildings. Thirdly, they believe that the cost of altering 
the High School-house would be greater in the end than the 
cost of erecting a new building, while the accommodations 
would be inferior. Lastly, they are of the opinion, and in 
this they are sustained by good authority, that the School 
Committee would not be in favor of surrendering the school- 
house. It may also be said that it is extremely doubtful 
whether public opinion would sustain the conversion of the 
High School-house from its present uses. 

Your committee, after careful consideration, recommend 
that the estates adjacent to the land donated by the Com- 
monwealth be taken, under authority of Chapter 143, of the 
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o Acts of 1882, at an estimated cost of $180,000; that a loan 


of $450,000 be authorized for erecting a new Public Library 
building on Dartmouth and Boylston streets and St. James 
avenue, of which sum $50,000 shall be immediately appro- 
priated for the purpose of commencing work, in order to 
secure the land donated by the Commonwealth by Chapter 
222, Acts of 1880. 


The committee submit the accompanying orders, and recom- 
mend their passage.

GENTLEMEN, — In compliance with the provisions of Sec- 
tion 7 of Chapter 280 of the Laws of 1871, I have the honor 
to submit for your consideration a detailed report of the 
operations of this department for the year ending December 
31, 1882. 

The methods adopted by the department of examining 
plans and specifications, as a rule, works admirably, in 
saving time and trouble; defects in contemplated construc- 


tion are discovered and obviated without any considerable | 


expense, and thereby many unprofitable disputes and dis- 
agreements between owners and contractors are saved. 
The department has endeavored in these examinations to 
point out what it believes to be true economy in construction, 
viz.: areasonable outlay in its original, that it may be altered 
for any changed condition of purpose,—a matter too frequently 
lost sight of by owners, architects, and contractors. I have 
heretofore in my annual reports called the attention of your 
honorable body to the necessity of certain amendments to the 
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building laws, and of the necessity of such amendments I am 
more thoroughly convinced. 


_ The operations of the Department the past year have been © 
prosecuted with energy and success, and this I attribute, in 


a great measure, to the experience and familiarity with the 
methods adopted of applying the law as acquired by the 
officers in the discharge of their duties, and their daily duties 
are performed with increasing proficiency. 

The official intercourse of the department with owners, 
architects, contractors, and builders, has been marked with 
mutual deference and courtesy. 

There has been added to the department, by Chap. 252 
of the Acts of 1882, the following : — 


The facts and returns relative to steam-boilers required to be ascer- 
~ tained and made to the tax commissioner by Sect. 92 of Chap. 11 of the 
Public Statutes, shall be ascertained and made in the city of Boston by 
the Inspector of Buildings, and not by the Assessors. 


And also by authority of same chapter, the following 
ordinance : — 


SECTION 1. All hoistways and elevators, except those constructed in 
dwelling-houses, intended for not more than two families, shall be 
enclosed i in br ick shafts, the walls thereof to be not less than eight inches 
thick, said walls to be carried up to and through the roof to a distance 
of not less than one foot and six inches above the same, said shafts to be 
covered with a ventilating skylight. 

Sect. 2. The openings through or upon each floor of any building in 
the city, in which there is or may hereafter be placed any hoistway, 
elevator, or well-hole, shall be protected by good and sufficient railings 
and trap-doors, or such other mechanical devices as shall be equivalent 
thereto, and every hoistway and elevator shall be provided with some 
sufficient arrangement to prevent the falling of the elevator in case of 
any accident to the ropes, pulleys, and other hoisting apparatus. 

Sect. 3. The openings into the shaft of every elevator to be herein- 
after constructed, except passenger elevators, shall be furnished with 
metal doors hung to rebated iron frames, with iron thresholds to the 
same, such doors to be provided with springs of sufficient strength to 
keep them closed when not in use. An equivalent protection against 
fire may, in the case of passenger elevators, be substituted for such 
doors. 

Sect. 4. No hoistway, elevator, or well-hole shall be used in any 
building in the city, unless the same has been first inspected and 
approved by the Inspector of Buildings. 


The department, in order to enforce the provisions therein 
contained, detailed two special officers, and the faithfulness 
and efficiency with which they have performed their work 
meet the Inspector’s entire approval. 


This special work will be prosecuted as rapidly as cireum-— 
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_ stances will admit, until a complete record is made of pas- 


senger and freight elevators’; in this city. 

This is an important work, and cannot be overestimated. 

I would recommend to your honorable body for consider- 
ation the necessity of extending the building limits of the 
city (so called) so as to embrace that part of the city known 
as the Charlestown District, it being now one of the most 
compact sections of our city. 

I also take this occasion to return my sincere thanks to 
the committee of last year for the consideration and attention 
they have given to the work of the department.

Under the provisions of the statutes relating to buildings 
in the city of Boston, and under the provisions of the City

The erection of brick, stone, and iron buildings, under stat- 


ute provisions, throughout the entire city ‘limits.

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with full 
power to require the securing or removal of the same, 
and in cases of immediate danger, where the security 
of the public is imperilled in life and limb, authority to 
enter upon, secure, or take down the same, as the 
exigencies of the public safety, in the opinion of the 
Inspector, may require. 

The examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident, 
with authority to enter upon the } premises and investigate 
the origin of fires. 

The inspection of buildings liable to take ‘fire from unsafe 
flues and heating apparatus. 

The supervision and the protection of the building limits ; 
the district in which the erection of independent 
wooden buildings is prohibited by statute law, with a 
limitation as to wharves. 
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Special authority invested in the Inspector of Buildings to — 
issue permits for wooden and frame sheds for special. 


purposes, at his discretion, upon wharves situated within 
the building limits of the city. 

The examination for the approval of plans of proposed tene- 
ment-houses, public and family hotels, with reference 
to their compliances with special statute provisions, regu- 
lating area for light and ventilation, material of con- 
struction, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, height of 
habitable rooms, window openings, hall-ways, construc- 
tion of stair-ways, fire-escapes, and the height of the 
building as regulated by the width of the street upon 
which they are proposed to be erected. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions requiring fire- 

. escapes upon certain buildings in which operatives are 
employed, in factories, mills, or manufactories, tenement- 
houses, and hotels, ete. 

Authority invested.in the Inspector of Buildings, under the 
Act relating to means of egress from buildings occupied 
for public purposes, to regulate the entrances, door- 
ways, passage-ways, their width, construction, and num- 
ber, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of all hoist-way and elevator openings in 
buildings, with reference to their construction in com- 
formity with the requirements of statute law and their 
use. 

Compliance with the requisitions of the Board of Health. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting iron, glass, or other 
metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, etc. 

The setting of heating apparatus in all classes of buildings. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of buildings 
built upon filled land; reporting violations of the same 
to the Board of Aldermen. 

The storage of combustible material in buildings occupied it in 
whole or in part as dwellings, situated within the build- 
ing limits of the city. 

Buildings authorized by the Board of Aldermen to be used 


for stables are licensed to be occupied for this purpose, 


under the direction of the Inspector of Buildings. 
The examination of buildings, with reference to their being 
provided with ample and sufficient means of egress, and 


their compliance with statute requirements, upon petition 
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amusement. 

Examination of private signs, lanterns, druggists’ mortars, 
etc., located in the public highways, upon a petition to 
the Board of Aldermen to maintain the same, if secured 
satisfactory to the Inspector of Buildings. 

Authority to apply to the Supreme Judicial Court for an 
injunction restraining the construction of windows, 
steps, and porches, projecting into or over any public 
highway.

IN RELATION TO THE 


POLICE SIGNAL SYSTEM. 


In Common Councin, Friday, Feb. 23, 1883. 


The undersigned, a majority of the Committee on Finance, 
to whom was referred by the City Council, among the unfin- 
ished business of the year 1882, the order authorizing the 
introduction of the Police Signal System into Police District 
No. 6, would respectfully report as follows : — 

The system, as described in the unanimous report of the 
Committee on Police of 1882, and unanimously recommended 
by the Committee on Finance of 1882, and passed unani- 
mously by the Board of Aldermen of 1882, is as follows : — 

Each police district is divided into beats. On each beat is 
placed a signal-house, octagonal in shape, two feet five inches 
in diameter, and about seven feet high, having a sign on the 
door inscribed “ Police Alarm No. —.” The doors of these 
houses are secured by a patent trap lock that retains the key 
until it is released by another key held by police officers 
only. Keys of the signal-houses are given to reliable citizens ; 
each key is numbered, and a record kept of the name and 
residence of the person holding it; so that, as the key cannot 
be taken from the lock until the arrival of an officer with the 
release key, any one giving a false alarm can be easily de- 
tected. 

Inside of the signal-house there is a box, about the size of 
a fire-alarm box, from the side of which projects a lever, and 
which contains a telephone and the usual mechanism for 
transmitting calls. These boxes are connected with the 
station-house, and the arbitrary calls are registered the same 
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as in the electric fire-alarm system. The keys of the boxes 
are held by police officers only. 

A horse and wagon is kept at each station-house in constant 
readiness to convey a detail of officers in response to calls. 
The wagons carry ropes, blankets, and stretchers, and, by 
means of an ingenious contrivance, can be converted into 
excellent ambulances. 

A person wanting the services of a policeman opens the 
signal-house and pulls down the lever that projects from the 
alarm-box. The signal is immediately registered at the 
station, and the wagon proceeds at once to the box. In case 
of emergency, a policeman uses the same call, and receives 
assistance in a very short time. The officer on the beat is 
required to report by telephone, at regular intervals, to the 
officer in charge of the station-house. 

Its value as an aid to the police force, in the protection of 
life and property, has been proved in Chicago for nearly three 
years, also in St. Louis, Milwaukee, and Cincinnati, and, 
therefore, its success as a working-system can no longer be 
called in question. 

The best evidence needed that the system has progressed 
beyond the experimental stage is the fact that, wherever used, 
the additional protection to life and property thereby secured 
has caused further extensions. 

Its economy is also in favor of its introduction, as a given 
number of officers with the system can accomplish much 
more than the same number without it. This is seen in Chi- 
cago where, with a population of six hundred thousand, there 
was a police force, for all services, January 1, 1882, of only 
five hundred and six men. 

If this system is not introduced, the demands of citizens in 
certain sections for an increase in the force must be soon met 
at an increased expense. 

They therefore, because of its value and economy, respect- 
fully recommend the passage of the accompanying order.

MINORITY REPORT. 


We, the undersigned, respectfully report that the order 
ought not to pass, for the following reasons : — 


The telephone police alarm is as yet only an experiment. 
It has been tried in Chicago, where the number of the police 
force, when first placed on trial, was only three hundred and 
ninety, with a population of six hundred thousand, or one 
policeman to about every thirteen hundred inhabitants. In 
Boston we have a policeman for about every five hundred in- 
habitants, and the necessity for such an experiment is not so 
pressing here as in Chicago. ‘The Mayor of that city, on 
this point, says that “ but for this change the present police 
force would be entirely inadequate to meet the demands of 
the city. Our force is the smallest of any large city in the 
country. ‘The present number composing it is almost the 
same as it was when we had a little over half of our present 
population.” With such an inadequate force it appears to us 
that some mechanical contrivance was absolutely required in 
Chicago to enable the force of that city to even partially per- 
form its work. 

The city of Boston, on the contrary, is a well-governed 
city. We now have the most efficient and largest police 
force of any city inthe country. Property is well protected. 
Riots that call for a large number of police at any point have 
not occurred for years. ‘There is no section of the city that 
cannot be travelled at all hours of the night with perfect 
safety ; and we believe that it is good policy to let well 
enough alone. 

Ita appears to us that the proposed experiment is the enter- 
ing wedge for a large expenditure of money, amounting to 
some $100, 000 or $150, 000 per year, and that life and prop- 
erty would be no better protected than at present; that the 
only parties benefited would be the company who have this 
telephone alarm for sale. If the owners of the patent want 
to try the experiment in Boston, we are willing that the trial 
should be made at their expense, but do not consider that it 
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would be in the line of economy for the city to bear the bur- 
den, at least until it is more clearly demonstrated that it 
~would be a positive advantage. .

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS.

AN ACT IN RELATION TO ORDINANCES. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: — 


Section 1. The term ordinance shall be confined to such 
legislation by cities as they are empowered to pass and to 
thus entitle. 

Secor. 2. Every ordinance shall be submitted to a justice 
of the Superior Court, who shall decide whether the same is 
properly so entitled, and no ordinance hereafter passed shall 
take effect until so submitted and decided to be properly en- 
titled. Either branch of a city council may so submit any 
existing ordinance of the city for such decision. 

Srecr. 3. No matter shall be passed by either branch of a 
city council on any vote which makes the number voting a 
matter of record, if less than a quorum of the body votes. 

Srcr. 4. To preserve order the presiding officer of either 
branch of a city council may exclude any disorderly person. 

Srecr. 5. Any member of a city council convicted of a 
felony shall be disqualified from continuing as such member 
from and after the date of such conviction; his seat shall be 
declared vacant, and anew election ordered to fill the vacancy, 
in the manner provided for filling other vacancies.

PARK COMMISSIONERS 


ON PROPOSED 


West Roxbury and City Point Parks. 


To the Honorable the City Council of the City of Boston: — 


In the Annual Report of the Board of Park Commissioners 
for 1882 (p. 27), reference was made to the various proposed 
parks for which appropriations have been made, the reasons 
for non-action briefly mentioned, with the statement that 
reports of progress would be duly laid before the City 
Government. 

When the appropriations for the West Roxbury and City- 
Point parks were voted, the Board was restricted in its action 
in purchasing lands to assessed valuations ; and, on June 26, “al 
1882, the Board recommended that this restriction be re- 4 
moved, which was done by an order of the City Council of fee 
25th of November, and the Board officially notified on No- ae 
vember 27, 1882. | 

Negotiations for the purchase of lands were begun, though, 
owing to the short time remaining before the close of the year, 
none were completed in time for the annual report. During 
the present year progress has been made as follows : — 
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Wrst Roxpury Park. 


The Board has acquired by purchase ten estates comprising 
115 acres, and has agreed upon the terms for several other 
estates, of about 75 acres, when sundry legal complications, now 
in process of settlement, are disposed of. Negotiations for 
other estates belonging to non-residents and absentees, are in 
progress, but will require additional time for completion. In 
making these purchases the Board has made liberal terms, 
paying 25 per cent. above the Assessors’ valuations of 1882. 

The Board is of opinion that it is for the interest of the 
city that it be authorized to include in its purchases such 
estates or parts of estates immediately adjacent to the present 
proposed limits as may improve the boundaries of the park, 
and therefore recommends the passage of the following 
order : — 

Ordered, That the Board of Park Commissioners be au- 
thorized to include, in its purchases of lands for the proposed 
West Roxbury Park, such estates or portions of estates 
immediately adjacent to the present proposed limits as it 
may deem desirable for improving the boundaries. 


Ciry—Point PARK. 


The appropriation of $100,000 for the proposed lands in 
South Boston was limited in the same way as that for West. 
Roxbury, and the limitation removed at the same time. 

The assessed valuation of these lands in 1882 was $108,- 


500. The prices asked for several of. the estates are — 


largely in excess of the valuations, and some of the owners, 
not desiring to sell their property, decline to mention any 
terms. 

The Board estimates the expense of acquiring these lands 
at $220,000, and recommends that an additional appropria- 
tion of $120, 000 be made therefor. 


The importance of securing this fine water frout upon the 


harbor was strongly urged in the original report of the 
Board, both as an important part of the general park scheme, 
and as a measure of justice to the people of that section of 
the city. It has, moreover, a special interest to all citizens 
who cultivate aquatic sports, — naturally a large class in a 
maritime city. The shores of New England are thronged 
every summer by inland visitors, many coming from ‘the 
Mississippi valley, attracted by the health-giving qualities 
of salt-waters which we have within our own “municipal 
limits. 

The requirements of commerce have already occupied, or

D. — Charge of the engineering work in connection with 
the Back Bay and other proposed parks. ( Parks.)

20. The operations of the department for the year, together 
with such general information relating to the various works 
and structures, finished and in progress, as is thought to be 
of interest, are given in the following statements : — 


BRIDGES. 


With the exception of Granite bridge, a comparatively 
small structure, none of the tide-water bridges have required 
very extensive repairs during the year. 

Several inland bridges in process of construction at the 
date of the last annual report, have been completed. These 
comprise the bridge on the Broadway extension over the 
Boston & Albany railroad, the Commonwealth avenue and 
Boston & Albany railroad bridges over the Park water-way, 
and the Beacon-entrance bridge over the Boston & Albany 
railroad. 

Work upon the Boylston-street arch bridge is now being 
prosecuted ; the arch proper is completely turned, and the 
spandrel walls are rapidly approaching completion. 

The system of making the repairs upon the tide-water and 
inland bridges by day’s labor has been continued as for 
several past years. 

The services of Mr. S. S. Lewis as superintendent of re- 
pairs of the tide-water bridges were retained by the Com- 
mittee on Bridges. His compensation was fixed at $150 per 
month, to include the furnishing of a team and all ordinary 
tools. 

Carpenters have been paid $2.50 per day and laborers 
$2.00. 

The spruce lumber required for repairs has been furnished 
by Mr. John W. Leatherbee, the lowest bidder and con- 
tractor for the past six years. Under his contract for 1881, 
he has furnished 14,497 feet B. M. at $16.40 per M., and 
under his contract for 1882, 256,751 feet B. M. at $15.90 
per M. Other material used in making repairs has been 
purchased of various dealers at the lowest market rates. 

The painting of the tide-water bridges has been done by 
day’s labor, under the supervision of Mr. A. H. Townsend, as 
foreman, from June 21st to July 21st, and Mr. E. B. Perry 
from the latter date until Oct. 14th. 

The foreman was paid $3.50, painters $2.25 and $2.50, 
and laborers employed for cleaning $2.00 per day. The 
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paint-stock was furnished by Dexter Brothers, the lowest 
bidders. Total cost of labor, $3,017.13; materials, tools, 
etc., $940.55. 

The total cost of ordinary repairs on tide-water bridges 
made under the direction of this department was $31,959.33. 

All repairs made upon the inland bridges, in charge of 
the Superintendent of Streets, have been made by ‘day’s 
labor, under the direction of this department. Advantage 
has been taken of favorable contracts made for the supply ‘of 
materials for the repair of the tide-water bridges to procure 
supplies for inland-bridge repairs at same prices. The total 
cost of repairs on inland bridges was $3,124.87. 

The records of the number of vessels passing through 
the draw-ways, time of passage, name, etc., have been kept 
by the superintendents of the several bridges in the same 
manner as last year. These monthly returns have been ~ 
tabulated, and a summary will be found in Appendix A. 

The usual annual examination (required by Section 4 of 
Chapter 17 of the Revised Ordinances) of all bridges within 
the city limits, open to team and foot travel, has been made, 
and the results of this examination respecting the condition 
of the bridges as to safety and need of renewal or repairs, 
are given in the succeeding pages. 

The following is a list of the bridges inspected. The 
total number is two more than last year. Three have been 
added to the list and one removed. ‘The three added are 
the Commonwealth avenue, Beacon entrance, and Broadway ; 
the one removed was the Beacon street, for which the new 
bridge over the outlet of the Park pond has been substi- 
tuted. The old bridge has been torn up and its site filled 
with gravel.

1.— BRIDGES WHOLLY SUPPORTED BY BOSTON. 


ASHLAND-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
Rar~RoaD, WARD 23). 


This bridge has been painted and the roadway has been 
sheathed. The abutments have needed repointing for the 
past two years; otherwise the bridge and abutments are in 
excellent condition. 7 | 

Total cost of repairs, $442.74. 
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ATHENS-STREET BripGeE (OvER New York & NEw Enc- 
LAND RAILROAD) 


Has not required any repairs, and is in good order. 


BEACON-ENTRANCE BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY Raiz- 
ROAD). 


This is a new iron bridge of the deck pattern, and was 
completed September 30th, although not yet opened for 
public travel. The abutments were built of stones from 
the Beacon-Hill reservoir. The entire structure is of the 
most substantial character. A more detailed description of 
it is given in my report to the Park Commissioners. 


BEACON-STREET BRIDGE (OVER OUTLET OF Back Bay Park 
PonpD). 


No repairs have been made upon this bridge during the 
past year. It willrequire painting, and probably sheathing, 
the coming season. 


BERKELEY-STREET BripGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


Although this is a bridge of insufficient strength for the 
travel of the thoroughfare upon which it-is located, no 
change for the worse has been observed in it, and it is appa- 
rently in good order. The only repairs required were upon 
the roadway sheathing. 

Total cost of repairs, $101.75. 


BERKELEY-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD. ) © 


The wearing surface of the roadway has been renewed and 
the hard-pine under-floor recalked. 

The under-floor showed signs of decay, confined princi- 
pally to a small amount of rot on the edges of some of the 
planks. All rotten wood was removed, and the floor left in 
good condition. 

The iron-work and other portions of the bridge are in 
good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,029.16. 
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BLAKEMORE-STREET BripGe (ovER Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RarLRoaD, Warp 23). 


This is a new iron bridge with granite masonry abutments 
and wing-walls. The bridge was completed at the date of 
the last annual report, but had not been opened for travel, 
as the filling of the approaches had not been done. The fill- 
ing was completed early in the year, and the bridge has been 
open to travel since. 

It will probably require painting this year; otherwise it is 
in excellent condition. 


* BROADWAY BripGEe (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The principal repairs made during the year consisted in 
renewing the roadway sheathing, recalking the under-floor 
of the draw, and painting. 

The timber floor built last year to replace the iron plate 
and wood-pavement flooring of the column section on the 
Boston side of the channel has given good satisfaction, and 
has not required any expenditure for repairs. 

The iron plate and wood-pavement floor on the column 
section on the South Boston side of the channel has, as here- 
tofore, given considerable trouble, on account of the expan- 
sion of the wood blocks, caused by frost. 

To remedy this difficulty rows of the blocks have been 
taken out at intervals of about one hundred feet, and their 
places filled by planks fitted in such a way as to permit the 
expansion of the pavement without its being raised in waves, 
as has usually been the case. 

The remedy has proved successful so far as to prevent the 
former stoppages of travel from this expansion of the pave- 
ment in frosty weather ; but the wooden blocks are neverthe- 
less a source of annoyance, expense, and possible danger, 
and have proved extremely undesirable as a road surface for 
a bridge structure, either of iron or wood. 

The timber curbing in the gutters of the wood pavement 
section is rotten, and must be renewed soon. The under- 
floor of the concrete sidewalks is in bad condition, and will 
require more or less repairs the present year. The floor of 
the draw-pier will also require renewal to a considerable ex- 
tent. 

The sheet-piling of the draw-pier, to which attention has 
been called in previous reports, on account of its worm-eaten 
condition, has not shown any change for the worse. 

The substructure of the bridge has been painted for about

three-fourths of its length with red lead. The remainder of 
it and the superstructure should be painted in the spring. 
Total cost of repairs, $4,841.94. 


Broapway Bripe¢E (OvER THE Boston & ALBaNny RaIL- 


ROAD). 


The abutments and retaining-walls were ready to receive 
this iron bridge early in the year. ‘There still remained some 


_ grading of the approaches to be done by the contractors, — 


Messrs. John Cavanagh & Co., and this work was finally 
completed by the city in connection with its own filling out- 
side the lines embraced by the contract. A final settlement 
was made with the contractors Sept. 16, 1882; the total 
amount paid was $64,228.50. 

The iron bridge was completed by Mr. D. H. Andrews, 
the contractor, in April, about three and one-half months 
behind the contract time. 

The cost of the iron bridge was $29,366.80, exclusive of 
the fences. The fences were furnished and erected by the 
Manly & Cooper Company, of Philadelphia, at a cost of $1,860. 


BROOKLINE-AVENUE BripGe (over Muppy River). 


This small timber bridge will be destroyed on the com- 
pletion of the Muddy-river covered channel, a work now in 
progress and probably to be completed the present year. 

It is in safe condition and has cost nothing for repairs. 


* CHARLES-RIVER BripGE (FROM Boston TO CHARLES— 
TOWN). 


The condition of the draw of this bridge is not such as 
could be wished in view of the much larger amount of travel 
which will probably go over it on account of the reconstruc- 
tion and widening of Warren bridge. The draw foundation 
is In very poor condition, and although all the work which 
could be done to any advantage while the draw was in use 
has been done, much more is required to make the founda- 
tion what it ought to be for a structure of this kind. 

As soon as the reconstructed Warren bridge is opened for 
travel, so that this bridge can be out of use for a time with- 
out great inconvenience, an entirely new draw foundation 
above the piles should be built. 

The draw has received two severe blows in nearly the 
same place from passing vessels, and one girder is bent con- 
siderably. If it should be struck again with so much force 
as in either of the other cases it would probably be disabled. 
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If the draw is to be retained, —a measure of somewhat 
doubtful expediency if the foundation is renewed, — steam- 
power should be applied for moving it off and on, and also 
as an aid to vessels passing through the draw-way. 

The bridge, as a whole, may be said to be in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,438.05. 


*CHELSEA Bripge (SoutrH) (oveER SourH CHANNEL, 
| Mystic River). 


Only the usual small repairs have been made upon this 
bridge, and it is now in good condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $314.76. 


* CHELSEA-STREET BripGe (From East Boston To 
CHELSEA). 


The draw to this bridge was replanked early in the year, 
but no other repairs have been made upon it. The fixed 
portion of the bridge is in good condition and the draw is in 
good enough condition for street travel. If the draw had to 
be opened frequently for the passage of vessels it would soon 
require extensive repairs or entire renewal; but as it is 
seldom or never opened, although always kept in condition 
for use, it is probable that it will answer its purpose for some 
time to come. 

Total cost of repairs, $149.90. 


CoLUMBUS-AVENUE BripGe (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadways have been replanked. The bridge needs 
painting, but is otherwise in excellent condition. 
Total cost of repairs, $81.40. 


*COMMERCIAL Point, oR TENEAN BripgE (Warp 24). 


The plank flooring of this bridge has been entirely renewed 
the past season, and the structure is now in good order. 


CoMMONWEALTH-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER WATER-WAY, Back 
Bay Park.) 


This new iron bridge was completed by the contractors, 
Messrs. Cook, Rymes, & Co., in May. 

It is an iron-plate girder bridge of the deck pattern, and 
cost, exclusive of the fence, $9,803.59. 

It has not been opened for public travel, as the Common- 
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wealth-avenue extension is not completed. The bridge has, 


however, been in use for the passage of gravel trains during the 
filling of the avenue and adjacent lands. 

No fences have yet been placed upon the bridge, as it was 
thought desirable to await the adoption of some style of fence 
by the Park Commissioners for the portions of the Beacon 
entrance, which require fencing, and then make the bridge 
fences of a similar pattern. 

The bridge is a thoroughly substantial structure, and has 
shown no signs of weakness under the unusual strains caused 
by the passage over it of the gravel trains and heavy engines 
which draw them. 


* CONGRESS-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Pornt CHANNEL). 


A new centre-pivot bearing, by which the weight of the 

draw is carried upon flat steel-plates 123 inches in diameter, 
has replaced the steel friction-roll centre-bearing, which was 
not only considerably worn, but was unsatisfactory in its 
action. The new centre-bearing works well; the old one will 
be retained for use in case of accident. 
“The planking on the sides of the water-ways, which was 
badly worn by the passage of such large numbers of vessels, 
has been partially renewed with planks of greater thickness ; 
this work should be continued and completed the coming 
season. 

Under the direction of the Harbor and Land Commis- 
sioners the channel has been dredged to a depth of sixteen feet 
below low-water as far as the bridge. As there are but twelve 
feet in depth at low water in the draw-ways and above the 
bridge, vessels drawing more than this amount may acci- 
dentally get caught in the draw-way. The sixteen-foot depth 
should be continued to such distance above the bridge as to 
render such an occurrence impossible, as the stoppage of 
travel over this bridge causes the greatest inconvenience to 
the large traftic over it to and from the railroad freight-yards 
and steamship-docks on the South Boston side of the channel. 

The machinery for turning the draw has been kept in good 
repair, and the bridge, as a whole, is in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,554.45. 


DARTMOUTH-STREET BRIDGE (OVER Boston & ALBANY AND 
Boston & PROVIDENCE RAILROADS). 


The iron-work above the floor has been painted, and the 
roadways sheathed. The bridge is in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $761.10.

* DovER-STREET BripGE (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The draw-way of this bridge was narrower than the law 
required by more than a foot. It has been made the full 
legal width of thirty-six feet at the level of high water. 

Two of the main trucks under the draws have been re- 
moved on account of wear, and two spare trucks substituted 
for them. ‘The old trucks have been put in order, and are 
ready for use when required. 

The roadways of both draws have been sheathed, and the 
entire bridge painted. It is now in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,248.08. 


* WEDERAL-STREET BripGr (OVER Fort Point CHANNEL). 


The sides of the draw-ways of this bridge have been 
trimmed off so as to make the opening the full legal width 
of thirty-six feet. 

The bulkheads at the ends of the draws have been rebuilt 
with new timber, a considerable amount of repaving has 
been done in the bridge roadway, and the machinery for 
working the draws has been thoroughly repaired. - 

For a wooden bridge that is growing old its condition is 
fair, — the floor is known to be badly decayed in places, and 
the draws will not last many more years. 

Total cost of repairs, $3,040.07. 


FERDINAND-STREET BripGE (OveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadway has been sheathed, and the bridge proper is 
in good condition. The bulkhead referred to in last year’s 
report is still in an unsafe condition, nothing having been 
done to improve it. 

_ Total cost of repairs, $51.26. 


HuntTINGTON-AVENUE Bripce (oveR Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in good order, no repairs have been made upon it the 
past year. 


*Matpen Bripck (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO EVERETT). 


A small section of this bridge rests upon an old timber 
erib, which it was found impracticable to drive piles through 
when the bridge was rebuilt.in 1875. This section has settled 
somewhat, but not enough to require any work to be done 
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upon it yet. The cross-timbers, which transfer the weight of 
the draw to the centre pivot, are badly bent. With the ex- 
ception of these defects the bridge is in good order, although 
only slight repairs have been made. 

Total cost of repairs, $80.32. 


* MERIDIAN-STREET BripGE (FRoM Hast Boston To 
CHELSEA). 


The turning-gear, tracks, and wheels of the draw have 
been put in good order, and a small amount of paving has 
been done on the bridge. 

The plank floor, bulkheads, and railing of the fixed por- 
tion of the bridge are in poor condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $451.32. 


* Mr. WASHINGTON—AVENUE BrinGE (OvER Forr Point 
CHANNEL). 


The draw-pier has been strengthened at one end, and will 
require similar work at the other end in the spring. The 
draw has been sheathed twice, and the entire bridge has been 
painted. It is now in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs $2,164.52. 


NEWTON-STREET BripGE (over Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD). 
The abutments have been repointed. No other repairs 
have been made. ‘The bridge is in good order. 


Puspitic GARDEN Foot—BrRIDGE. 


The stone masonry of this bridge has needed repointing 
for several years ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


SHAWMUT—AVENUE Bripck (OVER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The roadway has been newly sheathed, and the concrete 
sidewalk has been repaired to a slight extent. The bridge 
is in excellent order. 

Total cost of repairs, $283.97. 


SWETT-STREET BripGES (OVER SOUTH—BAY SLUICES). 


The northerly bridge has been sheathed and the sidewalks 
on both put in order. The abutment wings, which are of a 
temporary character, show some signs of weakness ; other- 
wise the bridges are in fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $185.85. 
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* WarREN BripcGe (FROM Boston TO CHARLESTOWN). 


Only the most necessary repairs have been made on this 
bridge, owing to the uncertainty of its future as an avenue 
of travel. The action of the City Government in granting 
the appropriation for widening and reconstructing the bridge 
will render any further large expenditure in the way of 
repairs unnecessary. 

There are two particulaly weak piles in the bridge, which 
may do service until the new structure is completed, but 
they will require careful watching in the meantime. 

During the year the pavement has been extensively 
patched, the concrete sidewalk resurfaced, and the usual 
minor repairs made. 

The general condition of the bridge is very poor. 

Total cost of repairs, $1,870.25. 


West CHesTER Park BripGE (OvER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD ) 


Is in good order; no repairs have been made upon it during 
the year. 


West Cuester Park Brince (over Boston & Provi- 
DENCE RAILROAD). 


The roadway sheathing has been patched and the trusses 
cleaned. The bridge is in good order. 
Total cost of repairs, $51.68. 


Wintnror BripGe (From Breep’s Istanp To WINTHROP). 


The under floor has been recalked, the roadway sheathed, 
and railing painted. One of the main piles, near the centre 
of the bridge, has mysteriously disappeared. The bridge 
has been strengthened at this weak point and is now in good 
condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $987.45.

*CAMBRIDGE-STREET BripGE (FROM WarRD 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE). 


The buoy has been reset, the draw newly sheathed, and 
the Superintendent’s house repaired. The bridge is now in 
fair condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $253.46.

CENTRAL-AVENUE BRIDGE (OVER NEPONSET RivEeR, Dor— 
CHESTER LowrER MILLs). 


With the exception of new roadway sheathing, no repairs 
have been made on this bridge. It will require painting the 
coming season ; but is in other respects in excellent condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $128.69. 


* CHELSEA Brince (NortH) (FRoM THE MysrTIc River 
CorPORATION’S WHARF TO CHELSEA) 


Is in excellent condition, and only ordinary repairs have 
been made upon it during the year. 
Total cost of repairs, $420.16. 


* EssEX-STREET BripGE (FROM WaRD 25 TO CAMBRIDGE). 


The portion of this bridge maintained by Cambridge has 
been rebuilt during the past year. The draw is of the leaf 
or lifting pattern, and the half on the Boston side was old 
and in poor condition. Advantage was taken of the stoppage 
of travel over the bridge by Cambridge to substitute a new 
leaf for the old one on the Boston side of the channel. The 
roadway of the bridge was also newly sheathed. ‘The under- 
floor of the roadway was found in much poorer condition 
than was anticipated, considering that it has been down but 
four years and consists of hard-pine plank, calked and paid. 
It was rotten in many places, and although repaired to some 
extent was in such condition that entire renewal would be 
cheaper in the end than thorough repair. The floor will 
probably be safe for a few years, but will require careful 
watching. No reason is known for the early decay of this 
floor; an examination of other bridge-floors, similarly con- 
structed and much older, shows them to be in good condition. 
That the timber of which it is composed might not have been 
sufficiently seasoned ; that it was made from trees from which 
the sap had been drawn, or that it was overheated in trans- 
portation, furnish the only reasons which have been suggested 
for its failure. 

Total cost of repairs, $2,860.62. 


* GRANITE BripGE (FRoM Warp 24 To Mimron). 


This bridge has been rebuilt above the pile-work with new 
materials. The draw has been repaired, and the entire bridge 
is now in good condition. 

The repairs consisted of splicing three defective piles, 
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_ putting on new girder-caps at a lower grade than the old 
ones in all the bents of piles; a new hard-pine floor, 4 inches 
thick, calked and paid, and covered with 2-inch spruce; and 
a new sidewalk, 5 feet wide, on one side of the bridge. The . 
draw was also replanked, and the approach to the bridge 
newly fenced. All of the work was done by the repair-gang, 
under the immediate supervision of Mr. Lewis, the foreman. 

The portion of the bridge in Milton was rebuilt, on sub- 
' stantially the same plan, under the direction of the Road 
Commissioners. 

Total cost of repairing Boston’s portion, $2,350.93.

It is 
probable that the floor is somewhat rotten, as it is old, but 
no signs of weakness have been noticed. <A careful exami- 
nation of it will be made early in the season to determine its 
condition. The iron-work needs painting; otherwise the 
bridge is apparently in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $7.27. 


* NeponseT Bripcre (From Warp 24 ro Quincy). 


Only small repairs have been required. The bridge is in 
good,order. 
Total cost of repairs, $93.86. 


*NortH BErAcoN-STREET BripGE (FRoM Warp 25 To 
WATERTOWN). 


A new railing is needed on this bridge ; otherwise it is in 
fair condition. No repairs have been made upon it the past 
year. 
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* NorTH HaRVARD-STREET BRIDGE (FROM Warp 25 TO 
CAMBRIDGE. ) : 


The dolphin on the down-stream side of the bridge was 
damaged by vessels, and has been repaired, so that it is now 
in fair condition. The contemplated dredging operations 
in the vicinity of this bridge by the United States Govern- 
ment will render the dolphin useless as soon as they are 
done, and it should then be replaced by a buoy. It will 
probably be a constant source of expense until that time, 
owing to its exposed position and careless use by vessels. 

The sheathing on the bridge roadway has been patched, 
and the counterbalance of the draw increased in weight. 

The bridge is now in good order. 

Total cost of repairs, $284.25. 


SPRING-STREET BripGE (FROM Warp 23 To DEDHAM) 


Is a stone arch bridge in good order; no repairs have been 
required. 


* WESTERN-AVENUE Bripce (FroM Warp 25 To Cam-— 
BRIDGE). 


The roadway of this bridge has been newly sheathed, a new 
buoy put in place, and the superintendent’s building repaired. 
The bridge is now in good condition. 

Total cost of repairs, $274.07. 


* WESTERN-AVENUE BripGE (FROM Warp 25 To WATER- 
TOWN). 


Attention has been called in last year’s and several former 
reports to the obstruction to navigation caused by the bad 
position of this draw in reference to the channel. It re- 
mains in the same condition as last year, and will probably 
continue to do so until the Watertown authorities are im- 
pressed with the necessity for a change in its location. 

The draw is often twisted and racked by passing vessels, 
and the shafting has been removed and straightened twice 
during the year from this cause. | 

The sheathing and part of th eunder-floor have been renewed, 
but the abutment remains in the unstable condition reported 
last year. The bridge proper and the draw are in fair con- 
dition. 

The total cost of repairs, $304.70. 
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III. — BRIDGES FOR MAINTENANCE OF WHICH 
BOSTON PAYS A PART OF THE COST. 


ALBANY-STREET BripGe (oveER Boston & ALBANY 
RAILROAD). 


The bad condition of this bridge and its abutments was 
fully described in last year’s report. No special change for 
the worse in the condition of this structure has been noted. 

The retaining-wall between the westerly abutment and the 
Broadway extension will have to be rebuilt in connection with 
the raising of the grade of Albany street at its junction with 
the extension. The abutments of the bridge ought to be re- 
built at the same time to avoid closing the street to travel 
more than once. If this work is done a new bridge will 
probably become necessary, as the old one is not worth 
putting back again if removed. 


*CanaL Bripce (From Boston to Campripcr). 


* Prison—Pornt BripGe (FROM CHARLESTOWN TO

*West—-Boston Bripce (rrom Boston ro CamBrmce). 


The Canal and Prison-Point bridges are in fair condition. 
The West Boston bridge will require somewhat extensive re- 
____ pairs the coming season. (For further details, see report of 
_ ___ the Commissioner for Boston, City Doc. No. 15, 1883.) 


DoRCHESTER-STREET BripGe (OVER OLD CoLony 
| RAILROAD) 


Has required no repairs, and is in good condition. 


IV.— BRIDGES SUPPORTED BY RAILROAD 
CORPORATIONS. 


The main truss of the Ashland-street bridge, over the 
| Shawmut branch of the Old Colony Railroad, is out of line 
and grade, and looks overloaded. Beech-street bridge, on 
the Dedham branch of the Boston & Providence Railroad, is 
. old and poor, and is supported by temporary props from the 
road-bed. A new iron bridge has replaced the old wooden 
bridge on Canterbury-street, Ward 23, over the Boston & 
Providence Railroad. 3 

The remaining bridges, supported by railroad corporations 
given in the list, are in good order or fair condition, and 
‘ require no special mention. 
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MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTIONS 
IN 1882. 


ATLANTIC—AVENUE SIDEWALK. 


When this avenue was built, wherever it crossed the head 
of a dock a retaining or sea-wall was constructed on a line 
24 feet from the line of the avenue; the sidewalk was built 
on pile-work which extended to within 4 feet of the line. 
On the line of the avenue across all of the docks an oak-pile 
and hard-pine timber fender-guard was built. 

The sidewalk and fender-guard thus constructed aggre- 
gates 1,450 feet in length, and have been thoroughly recon- 
structed and repaired during the past season. 

The work consisted principally in building new fences, 
outside bulkheads, and renewal of plank flooring where it 
was rotten. The floor was found in good condition except in 
a few places, a result undoubtedly to be attributed to the fact 
that it was creosoted or treated with “dead oil” vapor at the 
time it was laid. Although the treatment was very imper- 
fect, as the creosoting process had at that date (1869-70) 
been but a short time in use in this city, yet, without it, 6 
inch spruce-plank, covered with 18 inches of gravel as .this 
was, could not have lasted probably for more than one-half of 
the number of years which have since elapsed. 

The total cost of the stock and carpenters’ work for the 
repairs was $2,143.62. 


D-sSTREET EXTENSION. 


Under this head is included all the work done by the Old 
Colony Railroad Company, to fulfil its contract with the city, 
dated Dec. 28, 1881, and also the building of a culvert or 
passage-way under and across the railroad from E street to 
Ames street. 

The railroad company’s contract required the building of 
granite-masonry abutments on the lines of D street where it 
crossed the railroad, the building of an iron bridge upon them 
to carry the railroad over the street, the building of retaining- 


walls wherever it was necessary to prevent the filling of the — 


road-bed from encroaching upon land not owned by the com- 
pany, and in general all the work necessary to give the city 
a clear headway of 13 feet above grade 10, city base, under 
the railroad on the lines of D street extended. The work 
was to be completed Nov. 15, 1882, and the city was to pay 
for its proportion of the cost, $45,000. 
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The work has been very actively prosecuted by the railroad 


company during the past year, and it was practically com- 
pleted on Nov. 22d. A final estimate and payment was made 


Feb. 12th of this year. 


The masonry of the abutments and retaining-walls is of the 
most substantial character, fully up in most respects to the 
standard of such work as done by the city, and the entire 
improvement has been carried on by the company’s officials 
apparently with the desire to do the best possible work of 
the class required without reference to the fact that the terms 
of the contract might permit them to make it less expensive. 

The grading of "D street and its extension, to conform to 
the bridge built by the railroad company, is the only work 
now remaining to be done to render this much-needed avenue 
available for public travel. 

While the work under the railroad company’s contract was 
in progress, a petition was presented to the City Council for 
the construction of a passage-way under and across the rail- 
road between E street and Ames street. The petition was 
favorably considered, and an appropriation of $600 was made 
to construct a timber passage-way. It was afterwards deemed 
desirable by the Committee on Streets to have a more per- 
manent structure built, and a further appropriation of $600 
was obtained. 

The structure, as built, consists of an arched passage-way or 
culvert 4 feet 6 inches wide, and 7 feet high, constructed 
entirely of hydraulic cement concrete. The foundations ex- 
tend through several feet of mud to hard clay, and for them 
American cement concrete was used. Above the foundations 
the structure consists principally of English Portland cement 
concrete. ‘T’wo or three hundred dollars could be advanta- 
geously spent in improving the approaches to this passageway, 
and in making provision for lighting it with gas at night. 


East Boston FERRIES. 


By request of the Board of Directors of these ferries, sur- 
veys, plans, estimates, and specifications were made for 
building new slips on the Boston side of the North ferry. 
Plans were also made for a new foundation and spring for 
the shore end of the southerly drop. 

The city’s lot at this ferry is very narrow, rendering a 
radical change in the form of the slips and piers a necessity 
if provision was made for the dockage of two boats at the 
same time. ‘The form of pier desired for the sides of the 
slips was decided upon by the Board of Directors; and 
in the plans and specifications for the work furnished by 
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this department every provision that could be made for in- 


creasing their strength and durability was adopted. The 


outside pier of each slip consists of two rows of oak-piles, 
the inner one sheathed with maple-planks four inches in 
thickness, placed vertically and securely treenailed to oak 
girders bolted to the piles. The piles of the outer row were 
strongly connected together by lines of oak-girders bolted to 
them. 

The centre pier consists of two rows of piles, the piles of 
each row being connected together by oak-girders. Both 
faces of the centre pier were sheathed with maple planks in 
the same manner as the faces of the piers opposite to them. 
The piles of every row were chained together at their tops 
with heavy iron chains. 

Base-lines and grades for the work were given by this de- 
partment ; but the construction was in charge of a competent 
inspector, appointed by and under the direction of the 
Board of Directors. 


Sr. CHARLES—-STREET RETAINING—W ALL. 


In June, plans and specifications were prepared for build- 
ing a retaining-wall on the line of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road across the end of St. Charles street. 

Proposals for doing the work were received July 13th, 
but, being greatly in excess of the estimated cost, they were 
rejected, and the work readvertised, proposals being received 
the second time July 27th; again the price was considered 
too high, and it was decided to do the work by day’s labor. 
Work was begun at once, and completed on November 24th. 

The wall has a foundation of spruce piles, driven 3 feet 
apart lengthwise of the wall, by 2 feet 6 inches and 3 feet 
apart in the other direction. They were driven at an inceli- 
nation to the vertical of 1 inch in 12; the tops were cut off at 
grade 3 feet 6 inches above city base. A foundation course 
of concrete masonry 3 feet 6 inches in depth, 11 feet wide on 
the bottom, and 8 feet on top was built on the piles surround- 
ing them to a depth of 6 inches below their tops. The con- 
crete was mixed in the proportion of one part cement to two 
parts of sand and five of gravel, Portland cement being 
used for a shell of one foot in thickness on the outside of the 
mass, and Rosendale cement for the interior. The top of the 
concrete is six inches below the surfuce of the earth in front. 
On this is a wall of granite masonry, laid in cement, 6 feet 6 
inches wide on the bottom, 3 feet 6 inches wide on top, and 
11 feet 1 inch high, surmounted by a cut-granite coping 1 
foot 8 inches high. The wall is ballasted with broken con- 
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Beacon-hill reservoir. On top of the wall is a close board- 
fence 5 feet high. 

The lowest bid received for doing the work was $4,790. 
Its cost by day’s labor was $3,074.01. 


West RuTLAND SQUARE AND DURHAM-STREET RETAINING- 


Watts, aNnD Foot—BripGE Over Boston & PROVIDENCE 
RAILROAD. 


These walls are located, one on each side of the Boston & 
Providence Railroad, at the ends of West Rutland square 
and Durham street, these streets being in line with each 
other. 

The work was advertised at the same time as the St. 
Charles-street wall, with the same results; no satisfactory 
bids being received, it was therefore decided to do it 
by day’s labor. It was begun immediately, and is now com- 
pleted. The foundation of each wall consists of spruce piles, 


spaced 3 feet by 2 feet 6 inches apart, driven at an inclination * 


to the vertical of 1 in 12, and cut off at grade 4 feet above 
city base. Onthe piles is a massof concrete 7 feet wide and 
4 feet 6 inches high, mixed and deposited in the same manner 
as at St. Charles street. On the concrete is a wall of granite 
masonry laid in cement, 5 feet 6 inches wide on the bottom, 
3 feet 6 inches wide on top, and 9 feet 5 inches high, with a 
coping on top 1 foot 5 inches high; the whole is surmounted 
by a close board-fence 5 feet high. Buttresses were built on 
the backs of the walls so as to give sufficient foundation for 
the iron foot-bridge which has been erected. The wall was 
ballasted with broken concrete. The granite and broken 
concrete were brought from Beacon-hill reservoir. 

The iron foot-bridge over the Boston & Providence Rail- 
road at this point is a through bridge, and rests upon iron 
piers built upon the retaining-walls. The piers are made of 
wrought-iron posts, thoroughly braced together, and are 10 
feet 10} inches high. The tops of the piers, which are on a 
level with the floor of the bridge, are reached by stair- 
ways from each side of each street. These stairways are of 
wrought-iron, excepting the stair treads, which are of hard- 

ine. 
: The trusses of the bridge, two in number, are of the 
riveted bowstring type, have eight panels each, and are 69 
feet 7 inches long over all, and 10 feet deep at centre. 

Cross floor-beams of 8-inch channel-iron are riveted to 
the trusses at their panel-points, and on these rest hard- 
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pine stringers 3 inches by 8 inches, which support a flooring 


of 13-inch hard-pine plank, planed and rabbetted. 

The lower lateral system is of angle iron, and the top 
chords are braced together for four panels at centre of bridge. 
The strain from the “top bracing is transferred to the lower 
lateral system by special vertical bracings placed one panel 
each side of centre of bridge. 

The stairways, piers, and bridge are provided with gas- 
pipe railings, connected to cast-iron posts and to the bridge 
trusses. 

The bridge was furnished and erected by the Beston: 
Bridge Works, D. H. Andrews, Engineer, and cost $2,370. 

The cost of the retaining-walls was $7 227 .21. The lowest 
bid received when advertised was $9,497.73. 


FALMOUTH-STREET FILLING. 


Work was begun on September 1st, by the Boston & Al- 
bany Railroad Co., on the filling of Falmouth street, between 
Newton street and West Chester park. The material was 


- brought from Newton where the Railroad Co. were making 


some changes in the location of their tracks. Work was 
stopped on November 16th, on account of the exhaustion of 
the source of supply of earth, but was resumed on January 
25th, with gravel from Riverside. ‘The work is not yet com- 
pleted. There were deposited to January 1, 1,539 squares of 
filling, at a cost of $3.20 per square. 


Pavinc—Yarp WHARF AT CHARLESTOWN. 


The bulkhead forming one side of this wharf has been for 
some time in a dilapidated condition. It became necessary 


the past season either to rebuild the old bulkhead or build a — 


new one outside of it. The latter alternative was adopted, 
and a new bulkhead was constructed, partly with old oak 
piles from the Mt. Washington-avenue bridge and partly 
with new spruce piles: ‘The space between the old and new 
bulkheads was then filled with ashes. 


TYLER-STREET RETAINING—W ALLS. 


The raising of the grade of Tyler street, in connection with 
the extension of Broadway, involved the building of retain- 
ing walls on both sides of the street, on the rising grade. 
These walls were built by day’s labor, and the stone used 
was furnished from the Beacon-hill reservoir. The wall on 
the northerly side of the street is about 100 feet in length, 
and that on the southerly side about 40 feet. 

The cost of the work was $2, 987.36. 
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In GENERAL. 


A considerable amount of work of a miscellaneous char- 
acter has been done during the year. Under this head may 
be classed surveys and estimates of quantities of materials 
required for filling the Prison-Point flats for the Board of 
Health ; plans for extending and relocating one pier on the 
easterly side of the South ferry, East Boston side ; plans and - 
specifications for a new tank for East Boston ferries ; estimates 
of cost of raising grades of Beacon street and Brookline 
avenues, to avoid grade crossings of the Boston & Albany Rail- 
road ; plans, estimates of cost, and models of various methods 
of providing increased bridge facilities between Boston and 


Charlestown; repairs: of pile-work and capping of South 


Paving-yard wharf, etc. 

In the draughting-room the usual large amount of work of 
a general character, such as copying, tracing, blue-printing, 
and revising plans, has been done. Plans and specifications 
for the following work have also been made : — 

Beacon Entrance bridge over Boston & Albany Railroad, 
Back Bay park. 

Foot-bridge over Boston & Providence Railroad at West 
Rutland square. 

New centre for Congress-street bridge draw. 

New centre for West Boston bridge draw. 

Tron-work, etc., connected with the engines and boilers, 
and their foundations, at Improved Sewerage pumping-sta- 


- tion. 


All inspection of the above work, both in the shops and 
during erection, has been done by Mr. John E. Cheney, 
designer and principal draughtsman, and his assistants. The 
erection of the Blakemore-street, Commonwealth-avenue, 
and Broadway-extension iron bridges was under the same 
supervision. 


B. — WATER-WORKS. 


Sudbury-River Reservoirs, Farm Pond, and Lake Co- 
chituate. —On January 1, 1882, Reservoirs Nos. 2 and 3 
were full; Reservoir No. 1 was empty, the water having 
been drawn off for the purpose of repairing the 48-inch pipe 
leading from Dam 2 to the gate-chamber at Dam1l. On 
January 3, Reservoir No. 1 commenced to fill, and on Janu- 
ary 11 water was flowing over the crest of the dam. All of 
the reservoirs remained full until July 1. During July and 
August Reservoir No. 2 was lowered very rapidly, and on 
September 3 it was practically empty. Reservoir No. 3, which 
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had also been falling during the month of August, continued to 


fall until September 22, when its surface was 7.48 feet below 


the crest of the dam. Reservoir No. 1 was drawn upon for 
the city’s supply from July 26 to August 5, about 160,000,- 
000 gallons being taken for that purpose, lowering its surface 
about four feet. Since the latter date no water has been 
drawn from this reservoir, except the 1,500,000 gallons per 
. day which are allowed to run into the river. 

During the month of September rain-fall amounting to 
8.74 inches raised the surface of Reservoir No. 2 about 
11.5 feet. 

During the month of October, and until November 24, 
‘water for the city’s supply was drawn from Reservoir No. 2, 
and Reservoir No. 3 was allowed to fill. At the latter date 
Reservoir No. 2 was 11.41 feet, and Reservoir No. 3 was 
2.20 feet below the crests of their dams. From November 
24 to December 27 water was drawn from Reservoir No. 3, 
and its surface lowered 5.97 feet. Reservoir No. 2 during 
the same time had risen 12.12 feet. At the present time, 
January 1, 1883, Reservoir No. 1 is 154.66 feet; Reservoir 
No. 2, 165.65 feet; and Reservoir No. 3, 167.96 feet above 
tide-marsh level. 

From January until the middle of April the water in Farm 
pond was kept at about grade, 146.00, in order that the 
water from the reservoirs might be run through the tempo- 
rary channel. Since April 20 the Dene has been kept at or 
near 149.25. 

Lake Cochituate, on J anuary 1, 1882, was 128.27 feet above 
tide-marsh level, or 6.09 feet Below high water; on Febru- 
ary 21 the lake was so full that waste was begun at the out- 
let-dam. 

The lake remained at or near high-water mark until June 8, 
after which time it gradually fell, and on December 22 it 
reached the lowest point during the year (126.25), 5.22 feet 
above the conduit invert. 


Mystic Lake. — At the beginning of the year 1882 the 
lake was full, and it remained at or near high-water mark 
until the first of July. During July and August the surface 
fell, and on September 11 it was 2.4 feet above tide-marsh 
level, or 11 inches above the top of the conduit; October 1 
it had risen to grade, 4.15 ; November 1, 5.42; December 1, 
5.43; and January 1 1883, 6.02 feet above tide-marsh 
level.

The consumption from the Sudbury and Cochituate works 
shows an increase of about 3 per cent. over that of the year 
1881, while that of the Mystic works shows a decrease of 


| about 8.5 per cent. About one-half of this decrease was due 


to a reduction in the amount furnished from those works for 
the supply of East Boston. The total consumption shows 
an increase of 330,300 gallons per day, or about one per 
cent. over that of 1881. 

The daily average consumption per head of population has 
been 91 gallons from the Sudbur y and Cochituate works, 77 
gallons from. the Mystic works, and 88 gallons from the 
combined supplies. 

Of the 11,669,300,000 gallons consumed on the Sudbury 
and Cochituate works, the Sudbury-river works have fur- 
nished 7,735,200,000 callons, as follows : —

WASTE OF WATER. 


Mention is made in my last annual report of the trial in 
the Charlestown District of the Deacon system of preventing 
waste of water. A full statement of the results of this trial 
is given in my last report to the Water Board. ‘These results 
show that a very large percentage of the water supplied to 
the city is wasted, and that the prevention of this waste is 


possible at a reasonable cost. The subject is so fully con- 


sidered in the report above referred to, that I only allude to 
it here for the purpose of calling especial attention to facts 
and figures in relation to a matter which I consider one of the 
most important for the consideration of the City Council. 


MystTIcC-VALLEY SEWER. 


The treatment of the sewage from the Mystic valley, in the 
manner described in my last report, has been continued during 
the year with as much success as could be expected. 

On July 15, at my request, the work, which no longer re- 
quired the direct supervision of this department, was placed 
in charge of the superintendent of the Mystic Works. 


The change of legislation asked for last winter, in order to_ 


reduce the cost of maintenance of the present expensive sys- 
tem of pumping, and to accomplish other improvements for 
the purification of the lower Mystic pond, was not obtained. 
An attempt should be made to procure it at the earliest op- 
portunity. 
SUDBURY-—RIVER Basrn, No. 4. 
The work on the dam for this basin was continued, although 


to a small extent, during the winter months, but was resumed 
more actively in the spring. 31,000 cubic yards of loam and 
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perishable materials have been removed from the site of the 


embankment. 19,300 cubic yards of trench excavation, ex- 
tending to the underlying bed-rock which forms the foundation 
of the masonry, were removed during the year. This excava- 
tion was made to a greater depth than was indicated by the bor- 
ings, and was somewhat delayed by the blasting of a large 
number of heavy boulders, which could not be removed by 
other methods; the shaping of the upper surface of the ledge 
required also considerable time and labor. 1,727 linear feet 
of trench were thus excavated, leaving 326 feet undone. The 
concrete structure forming the centre wall of the dam and 
the support for the discharge-pipes is completed for 1,385 
linear feet of trench, and partially so for 100 feet, leaving 
244 feet of open trench in which the masonry work remains to 
be done. 7,218 cubic yards of concrete have been laid, and 
the upper face of the wall has been plastered with double 
layers of Portland cement mortar. 

The roll-way and a portion of the overflow are built, and 
the foundation of the gate-house is completed to the surface 
of the ground. Im all, 2,286 cubic yards of stone and brick 
masonry (exclusive of concrete) have been laid. 

18,500 cubic yards of the dam embankment are in place, 
and about 20,000 cubic yards of loam have been piled up ready 
for removal. In accordance with an arrangement between 
the Boston Water Board and the Park Commissioners, 
the road-bed for a spur track connecting the Hopkinton 
Branch railroad with the valley of the Cold Spring brook 
has been graded, and will be used for removing the loam ex- 
cavated from the basin to the Back Bay park. This track 
will be extended from time to time to cover the whole area 
to be cleaned. a 

The cost of construction of Basin 4, to Jan..1, 1883, in- 
cluding the cost of plant on hand, is $162,469.35. The cost 
of removal of loam, including cost of steam-excavator, and of 
grading 2,900 feet of track, is $10,963.92. ) 

There were, on an average, during the summer and fall, 
225 men and 30 horses employed on the work. At present 
there is a small force at work finishing the excavation of the 
trenches and quarrying stone for rubble masonry. 

For reasons given in my last report to the Water Board, I 
am of the opinion that it would be advantageous to the city 
to finish this work as it has heretofore been conducted,— by 
day’s labor. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


Plans have been made showing the results of surveys and 
borings during the month -of March, in the vicinity of the 
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present dams at the outlet of Lake Cochituate, for the pur- 
pose of determining the most suitable location for a new dam. 

About 120 feet of 48-inch pipe have been laid near Com- 
monwealth avenue, under the channel of the pond in the Back 
Bay park. The pipe is supported by a pile foundation con- 
sisting of spruce piles driven in pairs at distances apart of 54 
feet crosswise and about 6 feet lengthwise of the trench, and 
capped crosswise with 10 X 10- inch. spruce caps 8 feet 6 inches 
long. The sides of the trench in which the pipe is laid, are 
composed of 4-inch tongued and grooved sheeting. 

All of the gates and hydrants connected with the distribu- 
tion system of the City proper have been located, and new 
and more accurate plans, on a scale of 100 feet to an inch, 
have been made, showing the actual location of all the water- 
pipes, gates, hydrants, etc. 

The distributing mains of the Sudbury and Cochituate 
works have been extended about seven miles during the 
year. 


C.— IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


In last year’s report I stated that the appropriation then 
available for this work was insufficient to complete it in 
accordance with the original plan, as modified by subsequent 
additions and alterations. A little later I submitted to the 
Committee on Improved Sewerage an estimate of the further 
sum needed, and the reasons why it was required. 

This statement was incorporated by the committee in their 
request made to the City Council April 17, 1882, for an 
additional appropriation of $1,500,000. This amount hav- 
ing been voted by orders dated May 12, 1882, is now ayail- 
able for the prosecution of the work.. I am happy to say 
that the cost of construction during the past year, and the 
present condition of the work, give every assurance that the 
appropriation is now ample to cover all reasonable expense of 
completing the system in a substantial manner in accordance 
with the plans. Satisfactory progress towards completion 
has been made during the past year. <A detailed account of 
it will be found in Mr. Clarke’s report. I shall therefore 
merely present a brief summary of the present state of the 
work, and of what is required to complete it. 

A natural division of the whole system is into four prin- 
cipal parts, viz. : — 


1. The main and intercepting sewers which convey the 
sewage of the city to the pumping-station. 

2. The pumping-station at which the sewage is raised. 

3. The outfall sewer-by which the sewage is conveyed 
from the pumping-station to Moon Island. 
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4. The reservoir at Moon Island in which the sewage is to 
be stored, and from which it is to be emptied into the sea 
during the early ebb-tide. 


1. About three-quarters of all the intercepting sewers, 
which it is proposed to build within the city, are practically 
finished and in condition for service. By the simple raising 
of valves, already built into the city sewers, near their out- 
lets, the sewage from the greater part of the city could now 
be diverted and made to flow to the pumping-station. Ex- 
tensions of these sewers are now in progress, and can be 
continued as required, without interfering with the use of 
portions already built. These extensions will, in the future, 
almost without exception, be built in crowded thoroughfares 
and in filled land, where very many unforeseen obstacles will 
be encountered, requiring constant variations in location and 
in methods of construction. 

It would not be wise, and is not necessary, to hurry this 
work; and, to accomplish it successfully, without serious in- 
convenience to abutters and the public, will require that it 
shall be entirely within the control of the city, and be man- 
aged by city superintendents. 

2. The pumping-station, also, is practically in condition 
for service. The sewage could now be raised at this point 
without interfering with the erection of permanent buildings 


and other minor details of work which are yet to be done. 


It was supposed that the interests of the city would be best 
served by the use of the sewers and pumps now completed, 
to divert the sewage of the city from those points where it 
is most troublesome into Dorchester bay, where, in the 
opinion of those most competent to judge of the matter, its 
temporary discharge would create no nuisance. Appre- 
hension of danger to certain districts, however, arose, and 
the following act was obtained from the Legislature, May 
26, 1882: — 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 
Court assembled, and by authority of the same, as follows : — 


Section 1. No part of the contents of the main sewer now or here- 
after to be constructed, running south-easterly from the direction of 
Charles river, in the city of Boston, shall be discharged at or near the 
shore of the Calf Pasture, so called, in Dorchester bay, or at any place 
in Boston harbor, or vicinity, except at Moon island. The supreme 
judicial court, or any justice thereof, upon the petition of not less than 
ten taxable inhabitants of the city of Boston, may restrain, by injunction 
or otherwise, any violation of the provisions of this act. 


‘Tt will be seen that the act is prohibitory, and that the 
sewage can be discharged nowhere except at Moon island. 


‘ 
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The Leavitt pumping-engines were first started July 26, 
1882, and have each been run for short periods at intervals 
since. While it has, of course, been impossible to fully test 
them with sewage, it may be said that, in the opinion of ex- 
perts, from observation of their appearance and performance, 
they will amply fulfil all requirements as to capacity, duty, 
and durability, and will prove to be admirably adapted to_ 
their work. 

By the terms of the contract under which they were fur- 
nished it was stipulated that the contractors should maintain 
the engines and repair any defects which might be developed 
in running them during a probationary period of twelve 
months after their completion. Also, that the city might re- 
tain, during that time, five per cent. of the contract price, 
to guarantee the performance of said requirements. As the | 
effect of the act, just cited, was to postpone indefinitely the 
beginning of said period of probation, it was thought for the 
interest of the city to release the retained percentage and_ 
obtain in its place a bond by which the contractors, in con- 
sideration of said present release, agreed to extend the 
period of probation to January 1, 1885, and to return said 
percentage, on demand from the city, at any time within said 
period, should any contingency arise to require it. This 
arrangement was concluded October 12, 1882, and is thought 
to innure to the advantage of both parties. 

3. Fair progress has been made during the past year in 
constructing the outfall sewer from the pumping-station to 
Moon island. From the pumps to the tank-sewers the force-_ 
mains are already in place. The tank-sewers which connect ~ 
these with the tunnel under Dorchester bay are partly con- 
structed, and can be finished during the coming season. 
The tunnel will be completed early in the summer. It is 
entirely excavated, and nearly the whole of it is now 
lined with brick-work. It is a matter for congratulation that 
this piece of work has been successfully accomplished. 
While it would not have been attempted had there been 
doubts of its feasibility or that difficulties would be en- 
countered which could not be surmounted, yet such work, 
from its nature, is always somewhat uncertain, and, until the 
last foot is penetrated, there are possibilities of meeting 
demoralized rock, open seams, excessive amounts of water, 
etc., which may cause serious delay and expense. ‘These 
contingencies being now impossible, the tunnel may be said 
to be an assured success, and to afford the best and most 
economical route for reaching the point of discharge. From 
the end of the tunnel the outfall sewer has been constructed 
towards Moon island, as far as is considered at present ex- 
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pedient; should it be thought wise to permit further time for 


‘settlement of the embankment from Squantum to the island 
before building the permanent masonry structure on it, a 
temporary conduit can be built during the coming year, so 
as not to delay the use of the system. 

4. The new contractors have prosecuted the construction 


___ of the reservoir on Moon island with great energy during the 


past year, and there is every assurance that the structure will 
be put in condition for service during the coming season, 
although the completion of minor portions of the work may 
extend into next year. The outlet sewer section, through 
which the sewage accumulated in the reservoir, will be dis- 
charged at high-tide into the current setting out of the har- 


- » bor between Moon and Long islands, is yet to be built. 


Plans and specifications for it are prepared, and it is expected 
that it will be contracted for in March or early April of this 
year. It is not certain that it can be wholly built during the 
present season; but the use of the rest of the system need 
not be delayed until its completion. 


From the foregoing statements it will be seen that the in- 
tercepting system of sewerage is at present in condition for use 
up to and including the point where the sewage is raised 

_ high enough to be discharged into the outer harbor, and that 
beyond this point it can probably be put in condition for use 
within a year. Extension and perfection of the system may 
continue for a year or two longer. The work, as a whole, 
and in its parts, is known to be durable and efficient, and no 
doubts are entertained that it will accomplish the good results 
which have been claimed for it. 

The total appropriation for improved sewerage is $5,253,000. 
The gross expenditure to Jan. 1, 1883, including that for pre- 
liminary surveys, has been $3,389,104.07, leaving a balance 
of $1,863,895.93. 

Below are given extracts from the report of Mr. E. C. 
Clarke, principal assistant-engineer of this work, which relate 
in detail the operations of the past year, and items of interest 
connected with them.

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An examination of the foregoing table shows that a con- 
siderable amount of sewer construction has been completed 


during the past year, and that extensions of the intercepting _ 


sewers located in the streets of the city proper have been 
chiefly constructed by the city under its own superintendents. 
This is due to the fact that such construction is now 
confined to crowded thoroughfares, in which peculiar man- 
agement is required to prevent serious obstruction to travel 
and the business of abutters, and also because these opera- 
tions being principally carried on in filled«land, beds of 
dock-mud, old walls, wharves, and other obstacles are con- 
tinually encountered, which require a frequent variation in 
the methods of construction, which could not be foreseen and 
provided for in the specifications of a contract. This will be 
understood from the following account in detail of the opera- 
tions during the year upon different sections of the work. 


Section Two, East Sipe. 


This section extends from Dover street through Albany to 
Lehigh street, at which point it enters private land, and 
crosses the freight and switch yards of the Boston and Albany 
and Old Colony Railroad Companies to Federal street near the 
bridge. In Albany and Lehigh streets are the tracks of the 
Albany street Freight Railway Co., which are used by the 


stone and lumber yards on Albany street, but especially by _ 
the Hinckley Locomotive Works, to convey locomotives to — 


and from their shops. Itwas considered questionable whether 
these tracks could be maintained for service during building 
operations. In the railroad yards are about forty lines of rails 
in constant use, which it was very important should not be 
disturbed. The whole section traverses filled land, underlaid 
by beds of mud from 5 to 20 feet deep below the bottom of 
the sewer, which is itself several feet below the level of low 
tide. The sewer is oval, 5 feet high, and required piling 
for its support. It was built partly of wood, lined with two 
inches of concrete, and partly of brick-work resting on a solid 
cradle of wood six inches thick. At different points ob- 
structions in the shape of old walls and wharves were en- 
countered, which admitted sea-water freely to the trench, so 
that, as a rule, work could only progress during low suiges 
of the tide. 

As stated in last year’s report, work began on this section 
in September, 1881. Travel upon the streets was not inter- 
rupted, and with considerable difficulty the freight railway 
tracks were supported and maintained. As it would have been 
impossible to have had an open trench through the Albany

and Old Colony yards without interfering with their traffic, 


operations at this point were carried on entirely below the 


surface. The tracks were supported by stringers, and the 
spaces between them floored over. By the use of special 
machinery all the earth excavated and refilled, as well as all 
materials for construction, were conveyed by tracks suspended 
below the floor. The trench was well braced, and its sides 
protected by lag sheeting, which, together with the piles 
driven to support the sewer, were all put in place without 
encroaching upon the surface. It is believed that not a 
single train was delayed, nor any inconvenience caused by 
these operations. 

A large regulating apparatus, similar to the one of which 
a plan was given in the report for 1880, was put in this 
section. The chamber containing it is located on Albany 
street, just north of Dover street. The apparatus will con- 
trol the flow of the entire east-side intercepter above this 
point, thus doing away with the necessity of separate small 
regulators for each city sewer. By this means, during heavy 
rain-storms, the amount of water coming from the higher dis- 
tricts of the central and northerly portions of the city can be 
reduced to any extent, and the sewer left free to receive rain 
from the districts south of Dover street, where the cellars 
are apt to be inundated at such times. At this section con- 
nections are made with the Oswego-street and Harvard-street 
main city sewers, and also with the Dover-street sewer. The 
former two outlets have been supplied with chambers con- 
taining new tide-gates, similar to those shown in last year’s 
report. 

DovER-STREET CONNECTION. 


According to the usual practice in such cases, the Dover- 
street sewer would have been connected with the intercepter 
at or near the point in Albany street where their two loca- 
tions intersect. But it was found, in examining the city 


_gewers with reference to our connections with them, that the 


main in Dover street was not in condition to be intercepted 
at any point west of Harrison avenue. Between that street 
and its outlet it is a rectangular wooden structure, 5 X 6 feet, 
located on the north side of the street, close to a stone retain- 
ing-wall, and surrounded by loose stone ballast. It is con- 
siderably broken, so that the tide-water, which follows the 
wall and ballast, has free access to the sewer at high tide, and 
would flow into the intercepting sewer and so reach the 
pumps. From Harrison avenue westwardly the sewer is of 
brick, and is believed to be tight. A set of tide-gates are 
already built at this point. Accordingly, the connection was 
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made with the brick-sewer west of the tide-gates, and a three- 
feet. oval brick branch sewer built from this point to convey 
the sewage to the intercepting sewer at Albany street. The 
distance is about 575 feet, and some difficulty was ex- 
perienced in finding a practicable line free from old walls 
and wharves and the water which follows them. The sewer 
was finally located on the line of the southerly sidewalk, on 
which side are no permanent buildings, so that the minimum 
of inconvenience was caused, and travel on the street was 
not impeded. The work was done during June, July, and 
August, and is now complete in condition for service. 


Section THREE, East SIDE. 


This section extends in Federal street, from near the bridge, 
to the beginning of Atlantic avenue at Summer street, a dis- 
tance of 2,108 feet. The street is occupied by double horse- 
railroad and single freight-railway tracks, and beneath its 
surface are one sewer, two water, and two gas pipes. Beds 
of mud extend from 5 to 20 feet below the bottom of the new 
sewer and dock-walls, and timber structures were frequently 
encountered. A location on the east side of the street was 
found to be most practicable, and the sewer was built by 
methods which left the roadway open for travel. By flooring 
over the trench at intervals, passages were maintained 
through the excavating machine to the yards and wharves 
bordering Fort-Point channel. The freight-railway tracks 
were shifted towards the centre of the street, and were used 
during the day for the passage of horse-cars in one direction. 
Bricks, cement, and other materials were piled on the outer 
edges of both sidewalks where they would cause least incon- 
venience, and always so as to leave a clear passage-way four 
feet wide. Endeavors were made to cause the least possible 
annoyance to corporations and individuals; and, in general, 
these efforts seemed to be appreciated and reciprocated by 
the public, so that complaints were rare. The work was 
chiefly built during the autumn, and consists of an oval 
sewer 4 feet 6 inches by 2 feet 8 inches in diameter, with an 
8-inch brick arch and 2-inch brick invert, resting on a solid 
plank cradle 4 inches thick, supported for a part of its length 
on piles. Connections have been made with the Federal- 
street and Summer-street city sewers, and chambers with 
new tide-gates built to protect these connections. 


Section Four, East SIpe. 


This is a continuation of the preceding section. Construc- 
tion of it began in November, and, unless the season should 
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prove unusually severe, may be continued throughout the 


winter. It extends in Atlantic avenue from Summer street 
to Belcher lane. The sewer is oval, 4 feet 6 inches by 2 feet 
8 inches in diameter. It is located on the westerly side of the 
street, near to the centre line of old Broad street before the 
widening. It was hoped that, by adopting this location, the 
head and side walls of many of the docks which formerly 
extended to Broad street would be avoided, and also the tide- 
water which would be sure to follow such structures. Al- 
though this hope has not,been fully realized, it is probable 
that less serious obstacles have been met with than would 
have been found on the easterly side of the avenue, and the 
filling being less recent is more compact and more impervious 
to water. The location adopted may interfere somewhat 
with the traffic of the large warehouses on the same side of 
the avenue ; but, by using special precautions, a clear passage- 
way for teams has thus far been maintained, and no reason- 
able causes for complaint have been given. ‘This section will 
intercept the Congress-street, Pearl-street, and Central-wharf 
sewers, and by its subsequent extension furnish the outlet for 
the sewage from the east side of the north end of the city to 
Hanover street. 


CHESTER—PARK SEWER. 


As stated in last year’s report, a section of sewer, called 
Roxbury-canal sewer, was built to intercept all the sewage 
which formerly flowed into Roxbury canal above East Chester 
park. ‘The city sewer in Chester park that was thus inter- 
cepted was a three feet square wooden box, somewhat out of 
shape, and had settled, probably on account of the building 
of the main sewer near to and below it, so that it was a little 
lower at Albany street than the new sewer with which it con- 
nected. In the interest of good sewerage for the district it 
was thought best to at once extend a brick sewer to replace 
the present wooden one between Albany street and Harrison 
avenue. This has been done by an arrangement with the 
Sewer Department. Work began in September, and was 
completed by the end of the year. The sewer is circular, 
4 feet 6 inches in diameter, about 730 feet long, and is sup- 
ported on piling for three-quarters of its length. It connects 
at its east end with a bell-mouth connection chamber, and at 
its west end with brick sewers in Harrison avenue and in 
Chester park west of the avenue. 


Section Fivr, SourH Boston. 


This is an extension from Section 4, which ended on Dor- 
chester avenue, just south of the Old Colony Railroad. Two 
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routes from this point, by which to reach Foundry street, 
were considered. By one, the sewer, turning to the left 
through private land, passed under the road-beds of the Old 
Colony and N.Y. & N.E. Railroad Companies, and then under 
the freight yard of the former company. ‘The other, keeping in 
Dorchester avenue, passed under both railroads, and turned 
into Foundry street at its junction with the avenue. The 


latter route, though somewhat longer, was finally adopted, 


as avoiding land damages and possible injury to buildings. 
Considerable difficulty was encountered in passing under the 


abutments of the bridge on Dorchester avenue, over the 


N.Y. & N.E. Railroad. These were underlaid by running 
sand, and the northerly abutment, which had been built with- 
out mortar, had to be taken down over the sewer. . The 
bridge, however, was not endangered, nor was travel over 
it interrupted. The sewer is of brick, oval, 5 feet high. 
Where it passes under the N.Y. & N.E. tracks its shape 
has been somewhat altered, keeping the top arch lower, so 
that if it ever should be desirable to lower the road-bed for 
a few feet under the bridge, this can be done without inter- 
fering with the sewer. Work on this section began in Sep- 
tember, and will probably continue during the winter. The 
city sewers intercepted by it are those in B street, Fourth 
street, and First street. 


SALT—WATER CONDUIT. 


This structure at the pumping-station, 54 feet in diam- 
eter, designed to bring salt water to the condensers and 
pumps, has been completed during the -year, and is ready 
for service, except for a little dredging, which must be done 
in the dock in front of its inlet. 


Main AND INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


To this account is charged the expense of maintaining, at 


intervals, a small force, consisting of a foreman, one car- 


penter, and four laborers, who take care of the sewers 
already built, maintain the tide-gates in a state of maximum 
efficiency, clean and slush penstocks, flushing-gates, and 
other iron-work, remove gravel which gets into the sewers 
around man-hole covers, and construct any minor details of 
work omitted for any cause when the sewers were built. It 
was found necessary, for the convenient and safe working 
of the penstocks and flushing-gates already built into the 
sewers, to provide them with counterbalancing apparatus. 
Eight sets of these were furnished by Cook, Rymes, & Co.,

of Boston, under a contract dated Jan. 12, 1882, and they 


were put in place by the party above referred to. In all, 
this party has been employed about eight months during the 
past year. 


FILTH—HOIST. 


This necessary part of the system, situated at the end of 
the main sewer, and through which the sewage flows before 
reaching the pumps, has been completed, and put in condi- 
tion for service during the past year. ‘The foundations and 
chambers, extending from 17 feet below low tide to 18 feet 
above that elevation, were chiefly built during 1581. Last 
summer the superstructure, consisting of a granite-stone 
building, 30 by 37 feet, was erected, under the supervision 
of the City Architect. Two iron penstock gates, 7 feet by 6 
feet 6 inches each, have been built in place. These serve to 
divert the flow of sewage through the screens on either side 
of the structure, leaving the other free for examination or 
repairs. ‘They can be protected in front by stop-planks, for 
which grooves are provided. The gates are counterbalanced, 


_aud are worked up and down by hydraulic pressure from the 


city water main, acting through cylinders and pistons. This 
pressure is sufficient to move them freely ; but to start them, 
when down with a head of water against them, an hydraulic- 


_ force pump has been added, by which the initial pressure can 


be increased to any extent. Behind each gate are a pair of 
screens, or filth-cages, formed of vertical bars of iron, with 
one-inch spaces, through which the sewage will flow, and by 
which dead animals, pieces of cloth, wood, and other solid 
matters likely to clog the pump-valves, will be intercepted. 
The cages are counterbalanced, and are raised for the re- 
moval of their contents, and again lowered by steam-power. 
Steam has been brought under ground from the boiler-house 
for this purpose. A pair of steam radiators will keep the 
building warm in winter. ‘The cages, with their engines and 
gearing, were furnished and put in place by the Coffin Valve 
Co:, ander a contract dated Feb. 20, 1882. 


PUMPING—STATION. 


A considerable part of the work for the year has been per- 
formed at this locality, which properly includes the filth- 
hoist just referred to. Under the direction of the City 
Architect work has, begun on constructing the permanent 
buildings, including engine, boiler, and ooal= houses. These 
are built chiefly of | oranite. block stone obtained from the old 


_ Beacon-Hill reservoir. This department pays the city from 
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$5.00 to $7.00 a yard for the stone, and also pays for its con- 


veyance to Old-Harbor Point. The coal-house is already 
built and roofed in, needing only its windows and internal 
fittings to make it complete. The walls of the boiler-house 
_ are about finished, and those of the engine-house will be soon 
started. or re-dressing the stones, a yard and sheds, con- 
necting with a spur-track of the Old Colony Railroad, are in 
operation. ‘Two additional steel boilers, making four in all, 
have been furnished and set in place by Kendall & Roberts 
of Cambridgeport. The four boilers have been connected to 
form one battery, and, with their pipes, have been suitably 
covered. Two pair of double-acting feed-pumps are in 
place and connected, also two double-acting salt-water pumps 
for pumping salt-water for the condensers from the salt-water 


conduit into a tank. The boiler-house, with all its apparatus, 


may be said to be in running order. 

In the engine-house the two Leavitt engines have been put 
in complete condition for service, and each of them has been 
run sufficiently, with pure water, to demonstrate their effi- 
ciency. They have been protected from the danger of rust 
and are waiting the time for actual work. ‘The foundations 
for the Worthington engines and pumps have been completed, 
and these machines will be put in position during the coming 
year. <A large bilge-pump, for clearing the galleries and 
pump-wells of the engine-house, is in place, and has been 
utilized during the year to keep the main and intercepting 
sewers tree from water by pumping all which leaks into 
them. 


Nine cast-iron gates, with their hoisting-engines and gear- — 


ing, have been set in place here during the past year. They 
were furnished by the Coffin Valve Co., under a contract 
dated December 3, 1881. Eight of them, 6 feet 35 inches by 
4 feet 94 inches, control the flow of sewage to the pump-wells 
and one, 3 feet 94 inches square, admits salt-water from the 
salt-water conduit. To warm the engine-house and machinery 
and prevent water of condensation forming on the engines, a 
system of steam-pipes and radiators has been put in by the 
Walworth Manufacturing Co., at a cost of about $1,300. The 
48-inch cast-iron force-mains, which arrived last winter, and 
which connect the Leavitt pumps with the tank-sewers at the 
pipe-chamber, have been laid in place and jointed during the 
past season. About 180 hard pine stop-planks, of different 
sizes, for use in the pipe-chamber and about the various gates 
and wells, have been fitted, ironed, and painted or oiled, ready 
for use. ‘The salt-water conduit has been completed, and the 
portion of sea-wall at its end is built. Further extensions of 
this wall and the wharf outside of it remain to be constructed. 
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The channel connecting the city dock at this point with the 
“main ship channel of Dorchester bay became somewhat 


shoaled with mud during the year, and was dredged, without 
cost to the city, down to twelve feet below low water, by the 
Old Harbor Pier Co., under the provision of their contract, 
by which the channel is to be maintained without charge 


_ until the completion of the pier now building by them for the 


city. About 12,000 yards of gravel filling has been received 
from the Old Colony Railroad, and used in grading about the 
pumping-station grounds. <A telephone-wire now connects 
the pumping-station with City Hall and several department 
yards in the city. 


SECTION ONE, OUTFALL SEWER. 


On this section, commonly called Old-Harbor Pier, ex- 
tending from the pumping-station to the tunnel, work has not 
progressed as rapidly as could have been desired. The con- 
tractors have completed the sea-wall at the outer end of the 
pier by building 226 yards of cut-stone masonry and 324 
yards of concrete. They have also put in place during the 
season 4,060 yards of filling, 1,915 yards of ballast, 4,367 
tons of rip-rap, and 180 piles. Except immediately about 
the tunnel-shaft, the pier is filled to about grade 18, and 
about 36,000 yards of filling are needed to complete it. The 
stone pipe-chamber at the westerly end of the pier was fin- 
ished by the city early in the year, and a temporary wooden 
sluice-way from it constructed, which was used to discharge 
water while testing the Leavitt engines. 

In July the city began-building the tank-sewers, to extend 
about 1,250 feet, from the pipe-chamber to the tunnel shaft, 
and about 800 feet of the lower half of this structure was 
completed and protected by the end of the season. ‘Two 
machine concrete mixers have been procured, and will be used 
next season. The general character of the tank-sewers will 
be understood from the accompanying plate. As will be seen, 
they consist of a monolithic structure of concrete, forming two 
conduits, each 16 feet high by 8 wide. The bottom portion, 
up to the straight walls, is formed of Rosendale cement, sand, 
and pebbles, in the proportion of each, respectively, of 1, 2 
and 5. Above this elevation, for the outer side-walls, the 
same proportion is maintained ; but the cement used is a mix- 
ture of 1 part Portland and 2 parts Rosendale. For the con- 
erete forming the centre wall and arches only Portland cement 
is used. The best Rosendale, and very fine ground, slow-set- 
ting Portland cements were. procured for the work. ‘The con- 
crete is rammed thoroughly in courses which are bonded to- 
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gether. Man-holes of brick, and low dams to intercept street 
detritus, will be built at intervals of about 300 feet. The 
arches are tied, as shown, by 13-inch wrought-iron rods, 
spaced five feet apart. 


These sewers are to have gates at their ends, so that the — 


sewage can be turned through either or both of them. 


Section Two, OuTraLL SEWER. 


This ‘section includes Dorchester-bay Tunnel, and extends 
under Dorchester bay from Old-Harbor Pier to about the 
middle of Squantum Neck, a distance of 7,004 lineal feet. 
Fair progress has been made during the year; and, as none 


of the uncertain contingencies always affecting this class of ~ 


work'are now to be feured, there is no doubt of the success- 
ful completion of the tunnel during the coming summer. At 
the beginning of last year 87 feet remained to be excavated 
between the east and middle shafts, and 1,004 feet between 
the middle and westshafts. At the former point the head- 
ings met January 24, and at the latter June 22. No appre- 
ciable error in alignment or elevation was found to exist, which 
was very satisfactory, considering the difficulties experienced 
in transferring lines 160 feet down shafts filled with steam- 
pipes, causing heated currents of air and incidental errors of 
refraction. Lining the excavation with brick-work began 
March 10, and has continued with little delay since. Pro- 
jecting portions of rock have been trimmed off, so that a 


solid brick lining, twelve inches thick, laid in courses, is — 


always obtained. The shape and size of the excavation is quite 
irregular. In places considerable rock has to be trimmed 
off, so that the lining may be built to its proper line and 
thickness; at other points there are cavities outside of the 
lining large enough to hold a cart. All spaces between the 
lining and the sides of the rock excavation are solidly filled 
with masonry, principally brick-work. The amount of back- 
ing thus required to make solid work averages about three- 
quarters of a yard per lineal foot. Jan. 1, 1883, 1,994 lineal 
feet remained to be lined, or about 28 per cent. of the whole 
tunnel, besides portions of two shafts. At the average rate 
of progress, this will be completed by June of the present 
ear. 
: The maximum amount of water noted flowing into the 
tunnel was about 64,000 gallons per hour. This, however, 
has now decreased to about 52,000 gallons, owing, perhaps, 
to some silting of the crevices in the rock through which it 
comes. In putting in the lining, iron pipes are built into the 
brick-work wherever necessary, to furnish outlets for the

r water, which would SE wash out the mortar. These 
_ pipes can eventually be plugged or capped. It is not ex- 


pected that in this manner the water will be prevented from 


entering the tunnel when empty, since the head at such 
times, as shown by a pressure gauge, is about 60 pounds per 


inch, or sufficient to force it through a brick wall, however 
carefully laid. But when in use the head of the sewage 
inside the tunnel will be in excess of that of the water out- 
side, and, the pressure being Sie ties ade no leakage inwards 
will occur. 

Some experiments were made to determine to what extent 
the porosity of the brick lining could be destroyed by silting 
from without. An iron pipe, extending up one shaft, was 
connected at its lower end with the pipes built through the 
brick-work, and water containing ‘clay, cement, and fine saw- 
dust, was forced outside of the lining. ‘The finer portions of 
these materials came through the lining, and in places the 
leakage was materially reduced. Holes of apparent size were 
calked with lead. By this means the leakage into the in- 
clined portion of the tunnel, about 800 feet long, was reduced 


from about 2,200 gallons an hour to about 500. It was not 


considered practicable, however, except at considerable ex- 
pense, to thus materially reduce the quantity of water coming 
in; and, in view of its slight importance in respect to the use 
of the tunnel, the attempt was given up. A large mining 
pump is to be provided at the east shaft, by which the 
tunnel can be cleared of water at any time in the future, 
should it prove necessary. At present, to economize in 


pumping, the completed portion of the tunnel, east of the 


middle shaft, has been isolated by means of a thick masonry 
bulkhead, and allowed to fill with water. 

To ensure the good quality of all bricks and cement used 
in building the tunnel the contract provides that these ma- 
terials shall be purchased from the city at fixed prices. The 
delivery of the two million bricks, furnished the city by Stod- 
dard & Hellier, under their contract of May 21, 1881, was 
completed during last year. Another million was obtained 
from the Brewer Brick Co., of Bangor, under a contract 
dated August 1, 1882, and three million more have been con- 
tracted for, and in part delivered, by the Bay State Brick 
Co. Cement has been purchased from F. O. Norton, of New 
York, and Waldo Brothers, of Boston, In all, to January 1, 
1883, there has been used in building the tunnel, 5,310,000 


_ bricks, and 15,573 casks of cement. 


But one serious accident has occurred on this section dur- 
ing the past year, which was the falling of a cage with a man 
on it, at one of the shafts. The man recovered sufliciently 
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to return to work, but soon after died, whether as a result of 
his Bee injuries was not ascertained. 


SECTION Deen Tet OUTFALL AND Moon-IsLAND RESERVOIR. 


The contract for this section of work was relet Dec. 28, 1881, 
to C. W. Parker & Co., and has been prosecuted with energy 
since. Active operations began January 25, and have 
continued throughout the year. Included in the contractor’s 
plant were one steam-shovel, two steam-dredges, and three 
locomotives. On Squantum Neck 844 feet of 11X12 feet of 
outfall sewer are now built; also, a chamber connecting this 
sewer with the end of Dorchester-bay Tunnel. At the same 
point a connection has been built for the future high-level — 
sewer, should one ever be needed. The walls of this chamber 
form foundations for a house, and it will furnish an opportunity 
for putting in and taking out boats and the ball to be used in 
flushing the tunnel.. From Squantum to Moon island, a dis- 
tance of nearly a mile, the embankment for carrying the out- 
fall sewer has been partly constructed, and protected on its 
sides with ballast and riprap. In places this embankment 
is thirty feet high, and has been filled nearly to grade. The 
mud under a portion of it has been displaced at points, but 
not so generally as was anticipated. As an experiment, 
an attempt was made to hasten this action by exploding 
dynamite cartridges under the embankment. No results of 
magnitude were obtained; but the experiment demonstrated 
the resistance of the mud to displacement and the probable 
stability of the embankment. 

At Moon island two low discharge sewers, 8X8} feet and 
8X12 feet, respectively, and the outfall sewer, 11X12 feet, 
have been nearly completed ; also, an outfall chamber, turbine 
well and engine, boiler, and coal- house foundations. The 
easterly wall of the sewage reservoir is finished and the 
northerly wall nearly so ; portions of the other retaining and 
division walls have been ‘built. 

Beginning with last year, the practice has been followed of 
constantly taking photographs, by the cheap dry-plate pro- . 
cess, of all points of interest in connection with this con- 
tract. These not -only: furnish an interesting record of the 
progress of construction, and the methods and machinery 
used, but may prove of great value as affording indisputable 
evidence to be used in any possible future disagreement with 
the contractors ‘concerning the character or condition of the 
work at any time. Heliotype reproductions of two of these 
photographs are given, merely as affording a good general 
idea of the character and magnitude of the work. 
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- The work done at this point during the past year includes 
the furnishing and putting in place of about 117,000 yards of 


earth, 7,000 yards of ballast, 22,000 tons of riprap, 2,200 
| yards of brick masonry, 8,600 yards of rubble masonry, and 


3,000 yards of concrete. The value of this, in round num- 
bers, is $250,000, of which nearly $50,000 is retained by the 
city as security (in addition to the bond) for the satisfactory 
completion of the whole contract. The stones for the cut- 
stone masonry used on this section are furnished by the 
city, and are obtained from the Cape Ann Granite Co., under 
a contract dated Dec. 14, 1881. 

One fatal casualty has occurred at this point during the 
year. 


OFFICE AND MISCELLANEOUS. 


The cement-room has been kept busy testing all cement 
purchased by the city, or procured by contractors for use on 
the work. Dealers, being now acquainted with the rigorous 
character of these tests, rarely offer any but superior articles, 
and in some instances manufacturers select and grind especial 
qualities for this department. 20,365 barrels of Rosendale 
cement purchased by the city have been tested and accepted, 
and 3,183 barrels of Portland cement. or contractors, 
13,375 barrels of Rosendale cement have been accepted. 
1,000 barrels of Rosendale, and 849 of Portland cement have 
been tested for the Park Department, and 50 of Portland for 
the covered channel. Tests have also been made for the 
water-works, and a few for private parties who wished to 
avail themselves of the city’s facilities in this respect. Two 
lots of Portland cement, and four of Rosendale, submitted 
during the year, have failed to come up to our standard. 
Experiments on the transverse strength of concrete were 
made to determine the proper proportions to be used in 
building the tank-sewers. Various other experimental tests 
have also been made. 

The branch office at Squantum has been maintained during 
the year, and will be necessary until the completion of the 
reservoir and tunnel. Office work at this point and at the 
main office in the city has included the preparation of plans 
and contracts for future work, making calculations, working 
up estimates and force accounts, keeping books, etc. Drafts- 
men are at present employed upon a full set of record plans, 
in detail, to furnish a complete record of all work built in 


connection with the system. -

a D. — PARKS. 


For the purpose of making this report a complete record of 
the work of this department, the following statement, which, - 
with the exception of some slight omissions and additions, 
was made to the Park Commissioners, and prayed in their 
report to the City Council, is given : — 


“Filling. 


“The filling of the territory between Beacon street and the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, under the contracts of April 29, 
1880, and May 26, 1881, which was in progress at the be- 
ginning of the year, was completed November 24, with the - 
exception of a small amount, which cannot be done until other 
work on the park is farther advanced. The several owners 
of the land filled have accepted the work, with the under- 
standing that the railroad company shall furnish any filling 
that may be hereafter needed to complete the work, at the 
same price as heretofore. 

“There have been no payments during the year for filling 
on the park under the contract of April 29, 1880; the amount 
done has been small, and cannot be accurately stated until the — 
completion of the final estimate and apportionment, work on 
which is now in progress. | 

“Under an arrangement with the Boston & Albany Railroad 
Company, 3,107 squares of filling have been deposited on ~ 
the westerly boundary road, between the Beacon-entrance 
Bridge and Boylston street, of which amount 222 squares ~ 
were brought from a point on the line of the railroad just 
west of the Newton station; the balance, 2,885 squares. has 
been brought from the company’s bank at Riverside, since 
the completion of the filling north of the railroad. 

“In May 341 squares of filling were deposited by the same 
company, for the purpose of closing the opening in the 
easterly boundary road left for the flow of water into and out 
of the park. 

“The price paid per square for the filling is $3.20, the same 
as last year. 


* Beacon-entrance Bridge over B. & A. R.R. 


“The foundations of the abutments and wing-walls of this 
bridge were completed in 1881. The masonry above the 
foundations was commenced on Jan. 5, 1882, and completed 
June 12. The abutments and wing-walls were constructed 
entirely from stone from the Beacon-Hill reservoir. 
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' “A contract was made, May 5, 1882, with David H. 
Andrews for building and erecting the iron bridge. He 
completed his contract September 30. 

, Ra: “The grading of the approaches has been so far completed 
' that the bridge is in use for teaming purposes, and it is 
proposed to run the gravel trains over it, for completing the 
unfilled portions of the approaches on the north side of the 


railroad. 


“Boston & Albany Railroad Bridge over Park Water-way. 


_-—~—s- “The work of building the piers, abutments, and wing- 
as walls of this bridge, which was under contract to I. A. 
_ ‘Sylvester, was finished March 20. 
| “The iron bridge, a portion of which had been temporarily 
placed on timber trestle-work, was put in its proper position 
on the masonry, and the work upon it completed March 
26. 
“Since the completion of the city’s portion of the bridge 
the railroad company has widened it, making a five instead 
of three-track bridge. The entire bridge-seat is now occu- 
pied, and the structure has a more finished appearance. 


* Boylston-street Arch Bridge, over Park Water-way. 


~“ Considering the complicated nature of the structure, satis- 
factory progress has been made uponit. The erection of the 
centring was commenced April 10 and completed June 16. 
Owing to delay in the delivery of the stones for the faces 

of the arch, the setting of them was not commenced until 
July 20. The work has been actively prosecuted since that 
date, and the arch proper has been completed. The spandrel- 
walls and backing for the wing-walls and “tourelles,” on the 
easterly side of the bridge, have been completed, and when 
the weather is suitable similar work on the westerly side of 
the bridge is now being done. 
2 “The brick portion of the arch is four feet in thickness at 
____ the springing line and two and one-half feet at the crown, and 
in its construction 700,000 bricks were used. 
~ *'The extrados of the arch has been coated with asphalt, to 
prevent percolation of water through the brick-work. 
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*“OCommonwealth-avenue Bridge. 


as “This bridge was built under the direction of the Com- 
- Mittee on Streets, as it is the street-bridge carrying Common- 
wealth avenue over the park water-way. 

__—_——- *' The abutments and wing-walls were completed at the date 


of the last report, and the iron superstructure was under con- ; 


tract to be finished on or before February 1. Owing to de- 
lay on the part of the contractors the bridge was not finally 
completed until May 27. 


“Hacavation of Water-way. 


“The work of excavating and forming the shores of the © 


water-way through the Beacon Entrance of the park, which 
was in progress at the beginning of last year, was continued 
during the spring, and completed as far as the Boylston-street 
arch bridge. May 19 the old channel crossing the boun- 
dary road between the railroad and the Boylston entrance was 
closed by filling it with gravel, and the flow of water since 
that date has been thr ough the new water-way. 

“The steam-dredge was launched March 17, and four 
scows soon afterwards. The dredge began work April 15, 
and was kept constantly employed until December 2, when 
work was stopped by ice forming in the basin and preventing 
the movement of scows. Since that date the dredge and 
scows have had such repairs made upon them as were ren- 
dered necessary by the season’s service, and are ready for 
work as soon as the ice breaks up in the spring. 

“The work of the past season has consisted in excavating 
and forming the shores of the new channel southerly from 
Boylston street. When the material excavated was gravel, 
it was used for building an embankment on the shore line of 
the channel, while the mud excavated was deposited in the 
rear of this embankment. In this manner about 4,000 
linear feet of shore line has been formed, and the channel 
between the banks excavated to grade 0. 

“The dredging plant has proved itself to be both efficient 
and economical. The cost per cubic yard, dredged and put 


in place, averages less than 20 cents. The efficiency of the | 


dredging plant could be increased by the use of a small tug- 
boat for moving the scows. Plans for a boat of this kind are 


in progress, and will soon be submitted to your Board for 


approval. 
© Hmbankment Wall. 


“Under this head is included the retaining-walls between 
the Commonwealth-avenue and Beacon-entrance bridges, 


and between the Beacon-entrance and Boylston-street arch — 


bridges, also the retaining-walls adjoining the Boylston- 


street arch. 


“The wall between Commonwealth-avenue and Baise 
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entrance bridges is completed, with the exception of the 
parapet. 

*The foundation of the wall between the Beacon-entrance 
and Boylston-street arch bridges has been built to grade lines, 
3 feet below the proposed surface of the ground in front of 
the wall. 

“The foundations for portions of the walls adjoining the 
Boylston-street arch bridge were built in connection with 
the arch foundations. 

“The wall is built upon one general plan, the foundations 
consisting of pile-work to grade 7, and hydraulic cement 
concrete to grade lines, 3 feet below the ground surface, in front 
of the wall. The wall proper is built of seam-faced granite, 
irregularly coursed, and backed with rubble-work. It has a 
curved batter on the face, and the parapet is to have a cop- 
ing of red granite. 


“Qranite Curb and Fence. 


“The granite curb to carry an iron fence, which is to form 
the street boundary around the section of the Beacon-entrance 
between Commonwealth avenue and Beacon street, and 
between Commonwealth avenue and the railroad, has all been 
delivered by the contractor. 

“The foundations for the posts which support the curb are 
completed. 

“The posts are about 11 feet apart, and each has a hydraulic 
cement concrete foundation resting upon four piles. 

“The total length of curb is 1,476 feet, and of this 1,220 
feet have been set. The setting of the remainder will be com- 
pleted within a few weeks, and the whole will then be in 
readiness for the iron fence. 


“Grading and Loam. 


"In August work was begun on grading the slopes between 
the drive-ways and the shores of the water-way. The portion 
of the Beacon-entrance between Beacon street and Common- 
wealth avenue has been graded to the sub-grade, so that the 
slopes are ready for putting on the loam. Between Com- 
monwealth avenue and the railroad the slope on the easterly 
side of the water-way is ready for loaming, while on the other 
slopes considerable work has been done. As soon as spring 
opens the whole of the Beacon-entrance will be ready for the 
loam, the grading of the slopes being now in progress when 
the weather permits. 

“In order to obtain the large quantity of loam needed for 
the park, the construction of a spur-track, leading from the 
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Hopkinton Branch Railroad into the new water-works basin 
No. 4, in Ashland, was decided upon. 

“The length of the spur-track from the railroad to the valley 
of the basin is 7,139 feet, and the length of track required in 
the valley is 4,626 feet. The evading of the road-bed was 
commenced October 9, and completed November 18. The 
location required 600 feet of trestle-work, which was com- 
menced October 26, and as portions of it were 30 feet in 
height, and the work was several times interrupted for want 
of timber, it was not completed until December 28, too 
late for track-laying, as the ground was frozen to quite a 
depth. 

“ Arrangements have been made with the Boston & Albany 
Railroad Company for transporting the loam from Ashland 
to the park, and 20,000 cubic yards are now piled beside 
the track road-bed in the valley. 

* A contract has been made for the rails to be delivered on 
or before February 15, and the ties have been secured. As 
soon, therefore, as spring opens, the track can be completed, ~ 
and the transportation of the loam commenced. 


“Covered Channel of Stony brook. 


“The wooden conduit connecting the gate-chamber with 
Charles river was so far completed on July 2 that the water 
_ of Stony brook was allowed to run through it instead of 
into the park. 

“The large automatic-acting wooden gates, to control the 
height of water in the park, and permit the flow of Stony 
brook into it in time of freshets, were hung and adjusted by 
September 5. The iron sluice-gate, to control the flow of 
salt-water into the park, through the wooden conduit, has 
also been completed, and the setting of it was finished — 
December 9. 

“Work upon the gate-house superstructure was prose- © 
cuted during the late fall and early winter, and the walls 
are completed and ready for the roof. | 

* With the exception of the roof, doors, and windows, and 
other small details in connection with the gate-chamber 
superstructure, the work of building the "Covered Channel 
of Stony brook” is now completed. 


“ Covered Channel of Muddy river. 


* The length of this channel, if built on the line originally 
proposed, will be about 3,300 feet. The work was begun 
October 2, and 1,369 feet in length are now completed. 

“Tt is built mainly of wood in a similar manner to the

53 


covered channel of Stony brook, but is much larger, and 


has a cement concrete key at the crown of the arch. The 


concrete key was adopted, as the crown of the arch was above 
__ the line of mean high water, and would be liable to decay it 
made of wood. The form of the conduit is elliptical. It is 


11 feet in height and 9 feet in width. 
“Under the Boston & Albany Railroad location, for a 


length of 129 feet, the conduit is built entirely of bydraulic 


cement concrete ; the section of the mass of concrete through 
which it runs measures 13 feet wide and 15 feet high. 

* As far as built the conduit rests everywhere on sand or 
gravel; but, with the exception of the bottom and top, it is 
surrounded by peat. ‘There has been less change of form 
than was expected to occur, considering the size of the con- 
duit and character of material in which it is built. 


*In General. 


* The building of a wharf on the river side of Beacon street, 
and the dredging of a channel to it from the river, have largely 
reduced the cost of delivery of stone required for the various 
structures in the park by substituting delivery by water for 
that by rail. 

“ A storage-yard has been established at the Westland 
entrance. An area 100 ft. X 116 ft. has been enclosed by 
a high board-fence ; one side of the area is occupied by sheds 
for the storage of tools and machinery which would be in- 
jured by exposure to the weather; an office for a time- 
keeper, who acts as store-keeper, has been located in one 
corner, and the remainder of the area is used for general 
storage purposes. 

“Tn addition to the supervision of the above work, surveys 


“and complete plans showing the area of land taken from each 


owner by the proposed Improvement of Muddy river, and 


- surveys and plans of East Wood island and land for parkway, 


purchased for East Boston park; also, surveys and plans of 
estates adjoining the Bussey Farm and Arnold Arboretum, 
and record plans of the land taken for park purposes in this 
locality, have been made for the Commissioners.” 


The table giving the number of vessels passing through 
the draw-bridges controlled by the City of Boston, during the 
year 1882, will be found in Appendix A. 

The table showing the width of draw-opening in the 
bridges over tide-water in this city is given in Appendix B. 
The openings have all been re-measured for this report.
